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A  confititational  nmnber  of  Lodges  being  present  (10), 
the  Orand  Lodge  was  reopened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer 
by  B/.  W.\  WiLLiAK  H.  Kbphabt,  Orand  Chaplain. 

On  motion  B.'.  W.'.  Jambs  A.  Bbgebtt,  Custodian  of  the 
Work,  and  B.*.  W.\  Thoicas  Brooks,  Orand  Bepresentative 
of  the  Orand  Lodge  of  Florida,  Bro.  Walter  E.  Frsw,  of  the 
Ways  and  Means  and  War  Emergency  Committees,  were  excused 
from  attendance  at  this  session  of  the  Orand  Lodge. 

M.'.  W.'.  Thoicas  Pennbt,  Orand  Master,  addressed  the 
Orand  Lodge  as  follows: 

Brethren,  I  am  very  happy  this  morning  to  see  such  a  large 
representative  body  from  our  Lodges  assembled  here  at  this  ul- 
usual  time.  I  quite  appreciate  the  fact  that  you  must  believe 
that  it  was  su£Sciently  unusual  and  important  for  you  to  come 
at  some  sacrifice  to  each  individual  and  participate  in  this 
session. 

On  the  occasion  of  our  meeting  last  May,  we  had  hardly 
proceeded  far  enough  in  the  great  conflict  that  has  come  upon 
the  world  to  appreciate  the  part  that  this  country  was  going 
to  play  in  it,  we  had  but  just  left  these  halls  when  I  became 
almost  swamped  with  all  kinds  of  communications  from  the 
brethren  throughout  this  great  jurisdiction,  and  not  only  from 
this  jurisdiction  but  from  other  jurisdictions,  asking  the  ques- 
tion what  was  the  great  Fraternity  of  the  Empire  State  going 
to  do  in  this  crisis  in  the  world's  history.  Some  said  in  express 
knguage,  '^e  have  talked  a  great  deal,  we  have  made  pro- 
fessions of  faith,  we  have  said  that  we  stood  for  certain  things, 
but  is  it  all  going  to  be  simply  lip  service?  Or  is  this  great 
Fraternity  that  claims  to  be  a  constructive  body  for  moral  and 
spiritual  uplift  going  to  demonstrate  to  the  world  that  it  really 
means  what  it  says,  and  is  it  earnestly  going  forward  to  do 
something  worth  while?''  That  was  the  general  tenor  and 
the  spirit  of  the  communications  that  came  to  me.  My  associate 
officers  were  all  interceded  with,  and  asked  what  we  were 
going  to  do.  Splendid  men  were  volunteering,  going  forward 
at  the  call  of  the  country,  ready  to  sacrifice  their  all,  giving  up 
family  ties,  giving  up  business  connections,  and,  aye,  even  will- 
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ing  to  give  up  their  lives  for  the  great  cause  in  which  this 
country  has  embarked. 

I  was  frequently  informed  that  men  of  splendid  character^ 
splendid  types  of  manhood,  desire  to  become  members  of  our 
great  organization  so  that  they  might  be,  perhaps,  more  ef- 
fective in  the  work  that  lay  before  them, — ^not  only  that  they 
eould  and  would  be  soldiers,  but  that  they  could  be  Christian 
soldiers,  soldiers  of  Ood,  soldiers  to  fight  the  physical  battle, 
soldiers  also  to  lead  the  men  in  every  moral  and  forward  move- 
ment among  their  fellows;  that  we  ought  to  give  our  men 
the  opportunity  to  go  out  among  their  fellows  thus  accoutred 
in  the  armor  of  Masonry  ready  to  fight  the  battles  of  the  evil 
man  as  well  as  the  opportunity  on  the  other  side  of  the  trenches, 
ready  to  do  everything  that  God  called  upon  them  to  do  as 
well  as  their  country.  How  can  we  give  these  men  these  oppor- 
tunities with  the  limitations  that  we  have  put  about  us? 

Some  men  were  called  to  go  to  the  camps  immediately,  and 
the  Lodges  wished  to  confer  the  degrees  in  a  shorter  period  of 
time  than  the  Constitution  permitted.  And  I  have  been  asked 
for  dispensation  after  dispensation  to  waive  the  Constitutional 
limitations. 

We  have  also  been  asked  by  other  jurisdictions  to  confer 
the  degrees  upon  the  men  from  those  jurisdictions  in  this  State 
in  the  various  encampments,  but  because  of  our  Constitutional 
limitations  we  have  felt  that  we  have  been  prohibited  from 
doing  this.  We  have  also  been  asked  many,  many  times,  ''What 
are  we  going  to  do  to  help  our  brethren  that  are  going  out 
with  these  military  units?  How  are  we  going  to  perpetuate 
and  permit  those  men  to  perpetuate  the  Masonic  principles  in 
those  bodies?  Are  we  going  to  give  them  some  direct  contact 
and  lines  of  communication  between  our  Grand  Lodge  and  their 
various  encampments?  Can  you  and  will  you  warrant  military 
Lodges  so  that  the  men  can  interchange  the  brotherly  rela- 
tionships that  we  as  Masons  profess?^' 

Only  last  Friday  a  Past  Master  of  one  of  the  Lodges  in 
my  home  city,  and  a  Major  in  one  of  the  regiments  that  is 
going  out,  expecting  a  call  at  any  moment,  asked  me  what  I 
could  do  to  help  the  men  in  his  regiment  to  carry  on  Masonic 
relationships.    He  told  me  that  nearly  every  commissioned  of- 
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ficer  in  his  regiment  was  a  Mason,  and  many  of  the  men  in  the 
ranks,  and  that  if  an  opportunity  was  given  they  would  be 
very  glad  to  do  what  they  could  to  show  the  men  in  the 
regiment  about  them  what  Masons  really  are. 

There  have  also  come  to  me  many,  many  suggestions  in  re- 
gard to  the  future.  We  are  now  on  the  first  step,  or  hardly  have 
we  taken  the  first  step  in  this  serious  undertaking  of  this  great 
country.  We  are  all  new  in  this  experience.  We  are  filled 
up  with  the  romance,  perhaps,  the  excitement  and  glamour  of 
the  sending  away  and  going  away  of  our  splendid  men.  We 
are  giving  them  heart.  We  are  giving  them  courage.  We  are 
giving  them  everything  that  we  can  in  the  way  of  sympathy 
and  uplift,  and  the  men  are  going  in  splendid  spirit.  But  God 
knows,  and  you  know,  that  if  it  is  the  fortune  of  our  troops 
to  go  into  actual  conflict  many  of  them  will  be  left  behind, 
many  of  them  who  come  back  will  be  maimed  for  life,  and, 
of  course,  that  necessitates  the  sequences.  Those  who  depart 
forever  will  leave,  perhaps,  dependents;  and  those  who  come 
back  maimed  and  unfitted,  perhaps,  to  pursue  their  former 
vocations  will  need  some  kind  of  help,  some  kind  of  assistance, 
not  only  moral  and  spiritual  sympathy  but  financial  and  ma- 
terial aid.  And  the  question  has  been  asked,  and  suggestion 
made,  ''What  is  this  great  Fraternity  going  to  do  in  the  way 
of  preparedness  ?  Is  it  going  to  wait  until  the  need  is  upon  it, 
or  is  it  going  to  try  to  do  now  or  plan  to  do  now  something 
so  as  to  be  ready  when  the  time  of  need  comes?'' 

And  out  of  the  generous  hearts  of  this  great  Fraternity  I 
haven't  the  least  doubt  but  that  the  response  will  be  ready; 
that  some  form,  some  procedure,  some  plan  can  be  worked  out 
by  which  when  the  time  comes  not  only  will  we  be  able  to  give 
them  the  sympathy  which  they  deserve,  the  praise  to  which 
they  are  entitled,  but  the  real  material  assistance  which  they 
will  need. 

Now,  brethren,  I  have  in  a  rough  way  attempted  to  paint 
the  picture  of  my  experience  during  the  last  few  months.  I 
have  been  troubled;  I  have  been  thinking;  and  I  have  asked 
my  associates  and  those  of  our  members  who  take  a  deep  in- 
terest in  our  Fratemit/s  welfare  to  confer  with  me;  and  we 
have  had  several  conferences  as  to  what  should  be  done. 
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I  want  to  be  perfectly  frank  with  this  Grand  Lodge^  and 
tell  yon  just  how  I  feel  personally.  I  have  been  told  by  those 
who  are  wise  in  Masonic  law  that  there  is  inherent  in  the 
Grand  Master  certain  prerogatives  not  limited  by  the  Gon- 
stitntion,  and  that  I  had^  as  Grand  Master^  a  perfect  right  to 
do  a  great  many  things  which  are  not  outlined  in  the  Con- 
stitution. I  appreciate  that  great  honor  and  the  importance 
of  that  suggestion^  but  I  have  had  two  things  in  mind  in 
thinking  of  that  Brethren,  you  know  and  I  know  for  many 
years  it  has  been  the  policy  of  this  great  jurisdiction  to  define 
in  written  form  as  far  as  it  could  the  powers  of  its  various 
ofiScers.  Whether  it  has  comprehended  all  of  the  powers  of  the 
Grand  Master  I  am  not  now  going  to  discuss;  but  the  policy 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  has  been  to  express  through  a  Constitution 
the  powers  of  its  various  officers,  and  I  think  personally  that 
it  would  be  inopportune  to  attempt  at  this  time  to  exercise  the 
broad  prerogatives  which  have  been  for  such  a  long  time  unused 
without  at  least  conferring  with  and  securing  the  support  of 
this  great  Fraternity  as  a  whole. 

Another  thought,  brethren,  which  I  think  is  perhaps  just 
as,  if  not  more  important.  The  Grand  Master  is  one  man,  and 
sometimes  a  mighty  weak  man, — speaking  of  myself, — and  one 
man  can  do  very  little;  and  no  matter  how  deeply  I  might 
feel  the  need  of  the  occasion,  no  matter  how  impressed  I  may 
be  with  the  importance  of  action,  personally  and  alone  I 
could  do  very  littte.  I  do  believe  that  every  Mason  in  this 
great  State  is  as  deeply  interested  in  this  project  as  I  am  myself, 
but  I  think  in  many  cases  the  interest  is  somewhat  latent;  it 
has  not  been  called  forth  in  actual  expression  or  into  action. 
I  want  in  this  action  that  we  are  about  to  take  through  the 
Masters  and  representatives  of  our  Lodges  to  reach  every  one 
of  our  great  Fraternity  in  this  great  State,  and  make  each  one 
come  forward  as  an  army.  I  will  try  to  be  your  leader  while 
I  am  holding  this  office,  but  I  want  you  to  march  shoulder  to 
shoulder  in  full  sympathy  and  accord  with  me  in  whatever 
we  undertake.  I  want  every  one  of  you  Masters  to  go  back 
to  your  Lodges  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  the  times,  with  the 
great  necessities  of  our  country;  but  more  than  that  I  want 
you  to  take  into  your  inner  consciences  the  idea,  the  thought 
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and  the  feeling  that  this  great  Craft  of  ours  is  going  to  play 
a  very  important  part  in  giving  onr  men  high  ideals,  keep- 
ing them  clean  morally^  making  them  strong  spiritually,  and 
having  them  leaders  in  every  good  movement. 

Now^  brethren^  I  said  that  I  had  had  several  conferences 
with  onr  brethren,  and  when  it  was  determined  to  reconvene 
this  Grand  Lodge  I  appointed  a  Committee  on  Plan  and  Scope, 
so  called,  for  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  I  appointed 
on  that  committee  M/.  W.\  Townsbnd  SounDXa  as  Chair- 
man, M.\  W/.  S.  Nelson  Sawtkr,  B/.  W.\  Hasold  E.  Lip- 
PINCOTT,  B/.  W/.  JoHK  A.  Button,  E.\  W.'.  William  C. 
PsiHB,  and  B.\  W.'.  John  H.  Isslin.  They  have  been  work- 
ing on  this  problem,  and  I  believe  have  something  to  suggest  for 
yonr  consideration.  I  am  now  going  to  ask  M.\  W/.  Bbo. 
ScuraKBB  to  present  to  you  the  results  of  their  labors. 

M.\  W.'.  TowNBSND  Souddbr:  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master  and  brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  before  reading  the 
report  of  the  committee  referred  to  by  the  Grand  Master,  it 
seems  perhaps  proper  that  one  or  two  words  in  introduction 
be  spoken.  He  has  very  clearly  outlined  the  general  work,  its 
scope  and  purpose,  that  it  seems  we  can  enter  into.  It  involves 
several  steps,  and  rather  than  call  upon  you  to  vote  sepa- 
rately upon  each  of  these  several  steps,  without  knowing  what 
the  succeeding  steps  were  to  be,  your  Committee  has  thought 
it  wise  to  present  the  whole  to  you  first.  Then  duly  advised, 
we  will  go  back  to  the  several  steps  and  take  them  up  in 
their  order  one  by  one,  and  thus  perhaps  our  action  will  be 
more  intelligent,  and  let  us  hope  and  pray  the  result  of  our 
work  more  effective. 

Beptemher  10,  1917. 
To  ike  Cfrand  Lodge: 

Because  the  morrow,  its  dnties  and  its  burdens  never  were  ten 
certain,  the  future  more  unfathomable,  and  the  needs  of  the  worid 
as  sreat,  your  Committee  on  Plan  and  Scope  of  BCasonic  Service  for 
the  Period  of  the  War,  favor  and  recommend  as  the  basis  of  Masonic 
effort  supplemental  legislation  by  this  Grand  Lodge  declaratory  of  the 
desires  and  purposes  of  our  Fraternity  rather  than  special  legislation, 
lest  the  latter  faU  short  of  to-morrow's  requirement  when  disclosed. 

To  the  end  that  efficiency   may   mark  our  efforts,  authority  and 
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ngpoombihty  mnst  be  coupled  to  opportunity  and  entrusted  to  bim 
whom  we  have  choeen  as  head  and  guide  of  the  Graft 

Of  needs  be  our  first  concern  is  for  our  own  because  they  look 
to  us  and  many  of  them  know  not  where  else  to  turn;  in  ministering 
to  them  we  serve  our  Country;  our  next  concern  is  general  service 
to  whomsoever  and  wheresoever  it  will  be  helpful  and  proper. 

That  which  is  within  the  gift  of  the  Fraternity  must  be  given  in 
just  measure  to  those  who  offer  their  lives  at  the  country's  call;  to 
those  left  behind,  such  confidence  and  hope  as  we  are  able  to  inspire, 
such  comfort  as  we  are  able  to  bestow;  to  those  who  may  not  return, 
that  peace  of  mind  which  comes  with  knowledge  that  dependent  ones 
will  have  friends  upon  whom  to  lean;  to  those  who  return  unfitted 
through  their  service  fully  to  meet  their  daily  task,  a  helping  hand; 
to  the  dependent  parent,  the  widow  and  the  orphan,  the  support  which 
shall  be  their  due. 

To  those  boys  in  the  military  service  of  the  Country  who  of  this 
date  have  taken  their  first  degree  and  to  sons  of  Masons  in  this  Juris- 
diction, if  qualified  and  desirous  of  entering  our  Fraternity,  we  should 
extend  welcome  as  a  tribute  to  their  fathers,  in  the  hope  that  the 
influence  of  the  Fraternity  may  make  them  better  soldiers  and  better 
men  and  that  they  may  find  in  Masonry  inspiration,  encouragement  and 
comfort.  That  this  may  be  done  your  Committee  offer  the  following 
additions  to  Regulations:  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  two  new  sections 
which  shall  be  known  as  War  Regulations  and  numbered  "Section  24" 
and  "Section  25,"  and  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  24.  "The  Grand  Master  may  by  dispensation,  authorise 
a  Lodge  to  confer  more  than  one  degree,  upon  more  than  five 
candidates  in  one  day;  to  confer  the  Second  Degree  or  the  Third 
Degree  on  the  same  candidate  at  a  less  interval  than  two  weeks 
from  the  time  of  conferring  the  preceding  degree;  or  the  passing 
or  raising  of  a  candidate  without  the  usual  proof  of  suitable  pro- 
ficiency in  the  preceding  degree,  in  cases  only,  of  candidates  who 
have  actually  enlisted,  or  been  drafted,  or  commissioned  ofikers 
in  the  United  States  forces  in  the  Great  War,  and  during  the  term 
of  said  War,  regardless  of  the  age  of  such  candidates." 

Section  25.  "No  departure  from  the  Regulations  by  any  Lodge 
is  permitted  by  Section  24,  except  by  and  with  the  express  dis- 
pensation of  the  Grand  Master  in  each  case;  and  the  application 
for  each  dispensation  and  the  dispensation,  shall  state  the  names 
of  the  candidates,  their  age  and  their  status  in  the  United  States 
service,  as  to  whom  authority  to  depart  from  the  Regulations,  is 
asked  and  granted." 

In  a  great  emergency — ^when  a  World  stands  embattled — and  the 
andent  Craft  is  face  to  face  with  the  struggle  and  its  dire  conse- 
quences, unusual  measures  must  be  put  in  operation  to  hearten  the 
men  and  give  comfort  and  hope  to  the  women  who  participate  in  the 
stress  of  it  all,  whether  in  the  camp  or  in  the  home. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York  represents 
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a  part  of  this  Ancient  Graft  and  men  who  give  allegiance  to  it  have 
in  great  numbers  been  called  to  the  service  of  their  beloved  Country, 
and  many  are  now  in  and  others  in  serried  ranks  are  departing  for 
training  camps  and  battle-line,  leaving  not  only  their  firesides  and 
loved  ones  but  their  Masonic  altars  as  well.  It  is  for  us  of  this 
Fraternity  to  endeavor  to  give  to  them  amid  strange  scenes  and  perhaps 
under  foreign  skies  the  solace  of  Masonic  teachings  and  companionship. 

And  yet,  though  moved  by  our  fraternal  solicitude  for  them  and 
theirs,  we  would  be  scrupulous  to  avoid  all  possible  offense  and  friction 
with  sister- jurisdictions  whether  here  or  abroad.  It  has  ever  been  our 
pride  and  care  to  live  in  cordial  accord  with  all  our  Masonic  neighbors 
and  we  do  particularly,  in  times  like  these,  shrink  from  every  act  having 
a  tendency  to  disturb  the  kindly  relationship  which  now  exists  and 
which  we  would  see  continued  always,  for  which  reasons  that  which 
we  may  do  we  freely  invite  them  likewise  to  do  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  and  declaring  and  pledging  anew 
our  adherence  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  principle  above  expressed 
in  this  emergency  and  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  alive  and  active 
Masonic  principles  among  the  men  in  military,  naval  or  kindred  service, 
who  are  of  the  allegiance  or  residence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  though  temporarily  beyond  her  borders,  in  the  service  of 
our  Country,  it  is  the  sense  of  your  Committee  that  the  Grand  Master 
establish,  when  called  upon  and  when  in  his  sound  judgment  it  is  meet 
and  proper  so  to  do,  such  Sea  and  Field  Lodges  as  seem  necessary 
to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Masons  and  others  in  the  Country's 
service ;  and  which  Lodges  will  not  in  any  manner  invade  or  transgress 
the  rights,  jurisdictions  or  prerogatives  in  any  territory  governed  by 
another  Grand  Lodge  in  fraternal  relations  with  this  Grand  Lodge. 

That  in  taking  so  extraordinary  a  measure  for  the  conservation  and 
continued  prosperity  of  our  Masonic  brotherhood  wherever  dispersed, 
this  Grand  Lodge  express  her  confidence  in  the '  discretion,  fraternal 
courtesy  and  honor  of  all  "who  compose  the  Lodges  thus  to  be  created, 
to  so  conduct  their  affairs  as  to  commend  the  lodges  to  the  regard  and 
sympathy  of  those  regnant  in  the  Masonic  territories  in  which  such 
lodges  may  be  temporarily  seated. 

The  work  of  such  lodges  shall  conform  as  closely  as  possible  to  the 
ritual  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  their  jurisdiction  and  existence  shall  be 
subject  to  the  fiat  of  the  Grand  Master  and  those  who  may  be  asso- 
ciated with  him  or  delegated  by  him  and  to  such  rules  as  he  or  they 
may  prescribe;  the  records  and  proceedings  shall  be  at  all  times  subject 
to  inspection  and  control  by  him  or  them  and  said  lodges  shall,  in 
short,  be  amenable  to  all  the  laws,  rules,  edicts  and  regulations  of 
chartered  lodges  within  the  State  of  New  York. 

In  furtherance  of  this  purpose  your  Committee  offer  the  following: 

"Whebeab,  numerous  members  of  the  Fraternity  have  entered,  or 
are  about  to  enter  the  service  of  the  Country  in  its  armed  forces  at 
sea  and  on  land  in  the  Great  War;  and 

Whereas,  in  cantonments,  training  camps,  at  sea  or  at  the  front 
the  influence  of  Freemasonry  to  its  votaries  for  good  is  inestimable; 
and 
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Whkrrah,  both  to  members  of  the  Fraternity,  and  their  dependents 
and  relatives,  the  opportunity  and  duty  to  minister  will  presently  be 
present ;  and 

Whebeas,  it  may  be  found  that  the  Fraternity  can  best  minister 
to  the  souls  and  bodies  of  its  members  through  the  time-honored  in- 
stitution of  Masonic  Lodges ;  Now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  Sea  and  Field  Lodges,  in  cantonments,  training 
camps,  on  vessels,  and  in  regiments  or  other  military  units  at  the  front, 
be  organized  if  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Grand  Master  it  be  wise  to 
exercise  his  prerogative  in  that  regard;  and  the  Grand  Master  is  re- 
quested to  take  such  steps  as  in  his  judgment  shall  seem  best,  to  es- 
tablish, by  his  warrant,  wherever  he  may  see  fit.  Sea  and  Field  Lodges, 
at  home  and  abroad,  with  such  authority  to  make  Masons,  and  under 
such  regulations  as  to  dual  membership  or  multiple  membership,  inspec- 
tion and  control,  as  to  him  shall  seem  proper ;  and  also  to  take  all  such 
steps  as  to  him  shall  seem  best  and  appropriate  to  extend  the  influence 
of  Freemasonry  through  deputies,  representatives  or  otherwise  to  and 
among  the  members  of  the  Fraternity  engaged  in  the  Gountry^s  service ; 
and  to  render  to  all  sick  and  distressed,  such  aid,  comfort  and  relief 
as  to  him  shall  seem  fit. 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  do  and  it  hereby  does  extend  to 
sister  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States  an  invitation  to  co-operate 
and  participate  with  it  in  the  work  above  described  and  to  do,  if  in 
their  judgment  it  be  wise,  whatsoever  the  Grand  Master  of  New  York 
may  do  in  the  matter  of  warranting  Sea  and  Field  Lodges  for  the 
Period  of  the  War." 

In  the  hour  of  the  Country's  need  when  the  very  life  of  the  nation 
is  at  stake,  no  sacrifice  can  be  too  great.  That  our  Country  will 
triumph  is  our  prayer  and  our  belief,  but  that  its  triumph  will  be 
won  through  the  valor  of  its  sons  at  the  expense  of  their  blood  and  of 
the  lives  of  many  is  a  sad  fact  which  we  cannot  overlook. 

Our  Fraternity,  by  opening  its  arms  to  the  sons  of  Masons,  assumes 
liabilities  which  must  be  anticipated  and  for  which  provision  must  be 
made.  Dependent  parents,  widows,  and  fatherless  little  ones  will  turn 
to  us  in  due  time,  besides  which  there  will  be  those  who  will  come 
back  unfitted  for  the  full  measure  of  a  man's  normal  work.  With 
all  of  these  the  Fraternity  must  keep  the  covenant. 

What  amount  of  money  it  will  require,  no  one  can  foresee;  that  the 
sum  will  be  large  and  the  burden  heavy,  there  can  be  no  doubt  The 
burden,  however,  will  be  as  nothing  to  the  heaviness  of  heart  of  those 
who  have  lost  their  beloved. 

Your  Committee  believe  it  to  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  invite  all 
Masonic  organizations  to  donate  to  a  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  "War 
and  Relief  Fund,"  such  moneys  as  all  can  afford,  to  the  end  that  the 
obligation  of  the  Fraternity  may  be  met  in  full  measure  when  call 
is  made  upon  it.  A  million  dollars  would  be  none  too  much,  and  it 
is  well  within  the  abiUty  of  our  Fraternity  in  this  jurisdiction  to  raise 
this  sum. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 
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"RESOLVED,  That  the  Grand  Master  be  invited  to  solicit  voluntary 
subscriptions  to  the  Masonic  War  and  Relief  Fund,  to  be  conserved  and 
used  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  formulated  by  him  in  meeting  the 
obligations  of  the  Fraternity  increased  by  the  War."

Thb  Grand  Mastsr:  Brethren,  this  report  will  be  received 
and  spread  in  full  upon  the  minutes. 

M/.  W.'.  TowNSBND  Souddbr:  Brethren,  you  will  bear 
with  me  for  just  a  moment,  but  every  second  a  good  suggestion 
comes. 

Brethren,  you  will  observe  that  there  are  three  main  things 
which  we  have  undertaken  to  present  to  you  for  your  action. 
First,  we  would  enable  the  boys  who  have  taken  the  first  or 
second  degree  and  who  are  called  to  the  colors  and  must  report, 
to  receive  their  lacking  degrees  without  delay.  Second,  we 
would  give  to  every  father  who  offers  his  son  to  his  country,  and 
we  would  give  to  the  boy  who  goes  forth  to  fight  our  battles, — 
to  the  father  the  consolation  that  the  boy  will  have  the  benefit 
of  whatever  Masonry  can  do  for  him  in  his  danger;  to  the  boy, 
that  he  is  sharing  that  which  inspired  his  father,  was  dear  to 
his  father  and  played  a  great  part  in  his  father's  Ufe.  And 
then  again  we  would  give  him  association  with  men  of  high 
ideals  and  lofty  purpose  and  courage  in  a  relationship  than 
which  none  is  closer  or  more  inspiring,  brotherhood,  the  Masonic 
fraternity,  the  support  of  its  Altar  and  Oreat  Light. 

Second, — ^you  have  noticed  how  general  is  the  language  pro- 
viding the  next  step.  We  do  not  know  just  what  form  our 
activities  will  take,  whether  it  will  be  wise  to  have  Lodges  in 
regiments,  or  in  cantonments,  or  at  the  front,  or  in  the  camps 
behind  the  front,  or  whether  our  Masonic  activities  should  seek 
some  other  instrumentality  or  means  to  carry  out  the  will  and 
the  wish,  the  bounty  and  all  that  is  in  the  heart  of  the  Fra- 
ternity to  do.  And  so  we  leave  it  to  the  Grand  Matser  to 
decide,  endorsing  in  advance  whatsoever  he  may  do,  and  insofar 
as  power  in  us  may  lie  granting  unto  him  whatever  power  there 
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be  in  US  and  the  support  of  our  moral  backing  in  the  steps 
which  he  may  take  to  spread  the  influence  of  Masonry,  or  to 
have  it  act  as  a  real  support  to  those  who  are  Masons  in  their 
hour  of  need  whereyer  they  may  be. 

And  so  we  have  made  provision  for  warranted  Lodges  in 
cantonments  if  that  be  wise,  or  for  the  appointment  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Orand  Master  to  minister  to  our  members,  or 
for  such  organizations  as  the  Orand  Master  may  see  fit  to 
establish  to  meet  within  our  ability  the  need  under  every  sun 
as  that  need  may  develop  with  each  succeeding  day.  That  is 
our  second  undertaking. 

And  then  the  third:  It  applies,  of  course,  to  all;  in  recog- 
nition of  their  loyalty,  their  faith,  in  recognition  of  the  service 
which  they  have  rendered,  in  recognition  of  their  right  to  turn 
to  the  Fraternity  in  the  hour  of  their  need,  we  are  offering 
to  Masons  who  are  fathers  the  consolation  which  they  will  de- 
rive from  knowledge  that  their  boys  are  going  to  have  whatever 
Masonry  can  do  for  them  in  their  danger.  That  means  or  may 
mean  a  large  increase  in  our  membership  and  heavy  obligations 
hereafter  to  meet.  Of  those  lads  who  go  forth  we  know  not 
how  many  will  return,  and  because  we  know  this  not  we  know  not 
how  many  dependents  they  may  leave.  We  know  there  will 
be  widows  and  orphans,  dependent  fathers  who  looked  to  their 
sons  yet  sent  them  forth  for  country's  sake.  We  recognize  that 
after  this  war  is  over  the  financial  burden  of  the  Fraternity 
is  going  to  be  heavy,  but  its  joy,  too,  should  be  great  in  the 
thought  that  it  contributed  a  noble  part.  And  so  for  those, 
giving  to  them  as  we  must  and  as  we  will  full  measure  of 
that  to  which  they  are  entitled,  we  must  anticipate  in  some 
way  how  to  meet  our  additional  obligation.  We  are  assuming 
new  obligations;  a  fund  must  be  raised  to  help  us  out 

Now,  it  happens  that  from  all  over  the  State  under  a 
splendid  generous  impulse  there  have  come  to  the  Orand  Master 
requests  for  him  to  point  out  the  way,  to  suggest  what  might 
be  done  financially  by  the  Fraternity  to  help  win  this  great 
war  in  which  we  are  engaged, — ^victory  in  which  means  life, 
defeat  the  loss  of  our  all, — each  wants  to  know  how  he  could 
help.  We  do  not  wish  to  be  rivals  of  any;  we  do  not  wish 
to  curtail  activities  in  any  other  quarters  or  fields  of  useful- 
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ness^  bnt  it  is  true  that  sometimes  it  is  hard  to  place  your 
money  where  it  will  do  the  most  good^  and  that  is  where  we 
want  to  put  ours.  Many  Lodges  have  asked  whether  or  no 
they  could  not  give  ambulances^  and  the  Groyemment  has  re- 
plied that  there  are  more  ambulances  than  can  be  used;  so 
our  brethren  have  been  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to  do. 

Now^  our  thought  is  that  all  those  who  can  should  give 
to  this  fund,  our  War  and  Belief  Fimd,  to  the  end  that  our 
Fraternity  may  be  in  funds  to  meet  the  new  obligations  which 
are  going  to  flow  from  the  new  responsibilities  which  we  are 
assmuing.  And,  therefore,  we  invite  subscriptions  to  our  War 
and  Belief  Fund.  We  do  not  know  how  we  will  use  it,  be- 
cause all  is  still  uncertain.  Peace  may  come  soon,  though  the 
well  informed  think  it  is  a  long  way  off  yet.  And  so  we 
ask  you  to  give  to  this  fund,  and  then  to  leave  its  administra- 
tion to  the  Grand  Master  under  such  rules  as  he  may  prescribe. 
It  is  the  only  way,  and,  oh,  how  proud  we  must  be  in  the 
knowledge  that  we  have  a  Orand  Master  to  whom  we  can  give 
our  all  and  know  that  he  will  measure  to  the  responsibility. 

Bro.  Orand  Master,  I  move  the  adoption  of  the  following 
regulation,  which  I  will  read  anew  to  the  end  that  the  brethren 
will  have  it  in  mind : 

Sec.  24.  The  Grand  Master  may  by  diapeiifiatioii  authorixe  a 
Lodge  to  confer  more  than  one  degree  upon  more  than  five  candi- 
dates in  one  day;  to  confer  the  second  degree  or  the  third  degree 
on  the  same  candidate  at  a  less  interval  than  two  weeks  from  the 
time  of  conferring  the  preceding  degree,  or  the  passing  or  raising 
of  a  candidate,  without  the  usual  proof  of  suitable  proficiency  in 
the  preceding  degree,  in  cases  only  of  candidates  who  have  actually 
enlisted  or  been  drafted,  or  commissioned  officers  in  the  United 
States  forces  in  the  great  war,  and  during  the  term  of  said  war, 
regardless  of  the  age  of  said  candidates. 

(Seconded  and  adopted.) 

M.'.  W.'.  TowNSBND  Scuddbb:  Also  the  adoption  of  the 
following: 

Section  25.  No  departure  from  the  Regulations  by  any  Lodge 
is  permitted  by  Section  24  "except  by  and  with  the  express  dis- 
pensation of  the  Grand  Master  in  each  case;  and  the  application 
for  such  dispensation  and  the  dispensation  shall  state  the  names 
of  the  candidates,  their  age  and  their  status  in  the  United  States 
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service,  as  to  whom  authority  to  depart  from  the  Besulations  is 
asked  and  granted. 

(Seconded  and  carried.) 

M.'.  W.\  TowNSBND  Scuddeh:  I  now  again  read  the  pre- 
amble and  the  resolution  with  reference  to  possible  activities 
in  cantonments,  regiments,  on  sea  and  on  land. 

Whebeab,  numerous  members  of  the  Fraternity  have  entered 
or  are  about  to  enter  the  service  of  the  country  in  the  armed  forces 
at  sea  and  on  land  in  the  Great  War ;  and 

Whebbas,  in  cantonments,  training  camps,  at  sea  or  at  the  front 
the  influence  of  Masonry  to  its  votaries  for  good  is  inestimable ;  and 

Whsbeas,  both  to  members  of  the  Fraternity  and  their  depen- 
dents and  relatives,  the  opportunity  and  duty  to  minister  wiU  pres- 
ently be  present;  and 

Whebeas,  it  may  be  found  that  the  Fraternity  can  best  minister 
to  the  souls  and  bodies  of  its  members  through  the  time-honored 
institution  of  Masonic  lodges ; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  Sea  and  Field 
Lodges  in  cantonments,  training  camps,  on  vessels  and  in  regiments 
or  other  military  units  at  the  front,  be  organiased  if  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Grand  Master  it  be  wise  to  ezerdse  his  prerogative  in  that 
regard;  and  the  Grand  Master  is  requested  to  take  such  steps 
as  in  his  judgment  shall  seem  best,  to  establish  by  his  warrant, 
wherever  he  may  see  fit,  Sea  and  Field  Lodges,  at  home  and  abroad, 
with  authority  to  make  Masons  under  such  regulations  as  to  dual 
membership  and  multiple  membership,  inspection  and  control,  as 
to  him  shaU  seem  proper;  also  to  take  aU  such  steps  as  to  him 
shall  seem  best  and  appropriate  to  extend  the  influence  of  Masonry 
through  the  deputies,  representatives  or  otherwise,  to  and  among 
the  members  of  the  Fraternity  engaged  in  the  country's  service,  and 
to  render  to  all  sick  and  distressed  such  aid,  comfort  and  relief  as 
to  him  shaU  seem  fit     ^ 

(Seconded  and  carried.) 

M/.  W.'.  TowNSEND  Soudder: 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  do  and  it  hereby  does  ex- 
tend to  sister  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States  an  Invitation  to  co- 
operate and  participate  with  it  in  the  work  above  described,  and 
to  do,. if  in  their  judgment  it  be  wise,  whatsoever  the  Grand  Master 
of  New  York  may  do  in  the  matter  of  warranting  Sea  and  Field 
Lodges  for  the  period  of  the  war. 

(Seconded  and  carried.) 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Grand  Master  be  invited  to  solicit  volun- 
tary subscriptions  to  the  Masonic  War  and  Relief  Fund,  to  be  con-

served  and  used  under  rules  and  regulationa  to  be  formulated  by 
him  In  meeting  the  obligations  of  the  Fraternity  increased  by  the 
war. 

(Seconded  and  carried.) 

Thb  Oband  Mastbb:  We  have  voted  and  approved  of  these 
motions  as  they  were  put,  item  by  item.  Now,  will  you  make 
the  motion? 

B.'.  W.'.  S.  Pabsbs  Cabman:  I  move  that  we  adopt  the 
report  as  a  whole.     (Seconded  and  carried.) 

Thb  Oband  AIastbb:  Now,  brethren,  before  going  on  with 
other  business,  there  is  one  thought  I  want  to  get  into  your 
minds  that  perhaps  I  omitted  to  make  in  my  talk  heretofore. 

We  have  discussed  three  things.  The  last  is  the  one  I 
want  to  refer  to,  and  that  is  the  fund  that  is  to  be  accumulated 
by  voluntary  subscription.  I  think  the  thought  that  is  in  your 
minds  is  perhaps  limited;  that  is,  the  use  of  that  fund  is  per- 
haps limited  to  helping  those  that  may  be  injured  in  battle, 
and  those  that  may  be  left  dependent  at  home. 

Now,  I  have  an  additional  thought  or  way  in  which  per- 
haps we  can  use  some  of  the  money,  if  we  can  get  it.  I  am  told 
by  those  who  have  been  present  in  camps  and  those  who  are 
at;  the  front — I  have  talked  with  some  who  have  been  there — 
that  the  great  need  of  the  men  on  the  firing  line  or  in  these 
encampments  is  encouragement  and  sympathy  and  moral  help, 
spiritual  help,  as  much  as  physical  or  material  help.  And 
my  thought  is,  if  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  can  find  a  suitable 
man  or  men  that  are  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  Masonry  and 
with  the  high  ideals  of  our  Graft  and  a  belief  in  God, — ^if  we 
can  get  him  to  go  to  these  encampments  as  the  direct  repre- 
sentative of  tbis  Grand  Lodge  and  to  minister  to  our  brethren, 
no  money  could  be  better  expended  than  to  pay  the  expense  of 
such  a  representative.  Of  course,  that  wouldn't  be  much.  It 
would  be  a  comparatively  small  sum  in  comparison  with  the 
sum  that  will  be  raised ;  but  I  want  you  to  get  into  mind  that 
we  are  not  going  to  wait  until  a  man  is  injured;  we  are  not 
going  to  wait  until  there  is  a  widow  or  an  orphan,  but  we  want 
to  get  in  touch  with  the  man  himself  while  he  is  alive  and 
whole,  but  needs  something  to  brace  him  up. 
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M.\  W/.  John  W.  Vkooman:  Most  Worshipful  Orand  Mas- 
ter and  brethren^  your  attention  a  brief  moment^  occasioned 
by  the  remarks  of  the  Grand  Master. 

For  the  first  time  in  more  than  two  score  years  I  appear 
in  this  grand  body  with  a  badge  other  than  tiie  badge  of  a 
Mason^  and  that  is  the  badge  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Be- 
public 

Your  remarks^  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  touched  my 
heart  deeply,  and  that  is  the  occasion  for  my  rising  to  my  feet  for 
a  moment  Oh,  how  I  know  from  personal  experience,  and 
how  I  have  seen  my  comrades  around  me  asking  more  for  a 
letter  than  anything  else;  and  so,  my  beloved  brethren,  as  you 
go  back  to  your  homes,  take  with  you  the  suggestions  of  the 
Grand  Master,  and  do  not  wait  until  the  boys  are  wounded 
or  killed,  or  in  the  hospital;  but  begin  now  by  organizing  com- 
nuttees  in  your  various  Lodges  to  see  that  the  boys  have  letters, 
to  see  that  they  have  some  of  the  littie  comforts  of  life.  Don't 
wait  for  the  splendid  Y.  M.  G.  A.  work;  don't  wait  for  the 
splendid  Bed  Cross  work,  but  do  it,  and  do  it  now. 

Harry  Lauder, — ^you  all  know  him  by  having  seen  him 
personally,  or  through  the  pictures, — some  time  ago  lost  his 
loved  son  in  the  trenches.  A  friend  of  his  asked  him, — ^he  says, 
''Harry,  I  can't  give  you  comfort;  I  wish  I  could.  Have  you 
any  comfort?"  He  says,  '^My  boy,  I  have  thought  it  all  over, 
and  there  are  just  three  kinds  of  comfort.  The  one  is  the 
comfort  of  swearing;  the  other  is  the  comfort  of  drink;  the 
third  is  the  comfort  of  QoA  Almighty."  He  says,  ^1,  have  thought 
it  all  over,  and  I  shall  take  the  comfort  of  Gk>d  Almighty." 

And  you  don't  know,  my  brethren,  how  much  comfort  it 
gives  the  boys  wearing  the  new  uniform  of  our  beloved  country 
to  have  a  line  from  home,  to  have  a  little  leaflet  from  home, 
for  something,  as  the  Grand  Master  so  well  said,  for  the  benefit 
of  their  moral  and  spiritual  Ufe. 

God  bless  the  boys  who  wear  the  uniform,  and  God  bless 
you  as  you  go  to  your  homes  and  do  your  duty.  Oh,  it  will 
be  your  pleasure  in  helping  them  to  better  and  broader  and 
more  useful  lives,  and  God  grant  that  they  may  return  to  us 
unharmed. 
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Thb  Oband  Mabtes:  Brethren,  since  we  last  met  we  have 
received  from  France  a  communication  which  I  will  ask  the 
Orand  Secretary  to  read. 

B.\  W.'.  BoBBRT  JuDSON  Kbnwoethy  :  {Beading)  "Grand 
Secretary,  Orand  Lodge:  Dear  Sir  and  Worshipful  Brother:  The 
landing  in  our  country  of  the  vanguard  of  your  army  which 
is  crossing  the  ocean  to  unite  with  us  in  the  great  struggle  for 
the  freedom  of  the  world  is  an  event  of  momentous  import. 
It  has  aroused  within  us  the  thought  it  is  highly  desirable 
thai/  our  ancient  institution  which  has  always  stood  for  liberty 
should  celebrate  this  manifestation  of  brotherhood  by  a  draw- 
ing together  of  the  bonds  of  fraternal  esteem  and  affection  which 
unite  Freemasons  all  over  the  world. 

"With  this  thought  in  our  minds,  we  are  writing  to  extend 
to  your  Orand  Lodge  an  invitation  to  enter  into  official  rela- 
tions with  us,  and  to  cement  those  relations  by  an  exchange 
of  representatives. 

"The  Orand  Lodge  of  Prance  was  constituted  in  1804  by  the 
Supreme  Council,  33%  for  France  and  the  French  Colonies, 
to  administer  and  control  the  lodges  working  the  three  degrees 
of  Craft  Masonry.  In  1904,  as  the  result  of  friendly  negotiations 
with  the  Supreme  Council,  our  Orand  Lodge  became  a  sovereign 
and  independent  body.  As  an  integral  part  of  the  A.  and 
A.  S.  R.  our  Masonic  principles  are  those  common  to  the  Bite  in 
general,  as  set  forth  in  the  declarations  of  the  Convents  of 
Lausanne  of  1875.^'  (I  presume  that  means  "covenants.") 
"We  have  136  lodges  working  under  our  jurisdiction.  Among 
them  one — ^the  Anglo-Saxon,  343,  which  works  in  English, 
and  the  members  of  which  are  almost  exclusively  British  and 
American. 

'^n  the  hope  that  you  will  agree  with  us  that  such  a  union 
as  we  propose  will  appear  all  the  more  in  harmony  with  the 
ideals  of  our  Order  if  realized  in  the  hour  when  the  brethren 
of  our  two  countries  are  shedding  their  life  blood  in  common 
for  the  triumph  of  justice  and  civilization,  we  are.  Yours  faith- 
fully and  fraternally,  the  Orand  Master,'^  and  signed  by  the 
several  officials  of  the  Orand  Lodge. 

M.'.   W.'.  TowNSEND  Scuddbr:  Most  Worshipful  Orand 
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Master,  it  would  seem  that  action  should  be  taken  upon  this 
conununieation  which  has  come  to  us  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  !^ance,  and  X  would  offer  the  following  resolution: 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  heartily  welcomes  the 
approach  to  Masonic  union  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France 
in  its  official  letter  to  this  Grand  Lodge  under  date  of  July  20th, 
1917;  and  expresses  hereby  its  sincere  sympathy  and  agreement 
with  the  views  therein  expressed;  and  we  hereby  refer  the  matter 
to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  and  to  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence  to  confer  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  and 
if  possible  to  agree  upon  conditions  under  which  fuUer  fraternal 
relations  may  be  established,  and  report  thereon  to  this  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  next  Annual  Communication. 

Seconded  by  R.'.  W.*.  Egbert  H.  Robinson. 

The  Grand  Master:  Brethren,  you  have  heard  the  mo- 
tion made  by  Most  Worshipful  Beo.  Sgudder,  and  seconded 
by  R.'.  W.'.  Bro.  Robinson.  Those  in  favor  signify  by  the 
usual  sign  of  the  Graft.  Those  opposed,  if  any.  The  motion 
is  carried. 

M.'.  W.'.  Samuel  Nelson  Sawyer:  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Lodge,  and  brethren^  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  nothing  that 
any  of  us  can  say  would  add  to  the  beautiful  and  eloquent 
presentation  of  the  report  of  our  committe  by  its  chairman;  it 
is  not  usual  to  discuss  reports  after  they  have  been  adopted. 
But,  in  thinking  the  matter  over,  one  feature  of  the  report 
has  impressed  itself  upon  my  mind  as  deserving  of  specific 
attention  by  the  representatives  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  accord- 
ing to  its  intent.  We  all  know  the  significance  of  a  certain 
phrase  used  in  our  Lodge  rooms,  that  we  ^'will  not  be^  present 
at  the  initiating,  passing  or  raising  of  a  young  man  und6r  age." 
I  am  aware,  as  we  all  are,  that  it  is  commonly  understood 
(although  mistakenly  understood)  thereby  to  mean  that  we 
will  not  be  present  under  those  circumstances  when  the  can- 
didate is  under  voting  age.  I  want  to  say  simply  this  to 
you,  my  brethren,  who  are  Masters  of  Lodges,  in  order  that 
there  may  be  no  misapprehension  as  to  what  we  have  done 
this  morning, — ^that  we  have  said  that  every  man  who  is  old 
enough  to  set  his  breast  as  a  barricade  between  that  Flag  and 
its  enemies  is  old  enough  to  be  a  Mason. 
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R.'.  W.'.  John  Lloyd  Thomas:  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master^  I  would  like  to  offer  a  resolution: 

Whereas,  in  obedience  not  only  to  the  caU  of  loyalty  to  country 
but  also  to  the  duties  arising  from  our  relations  wiUi  our  feUowmen 
throughout  the  world  it  has  become  necessary  for  American  Free- 
masons and  the  sons  of  Freemasons  to  take  arms  and  leave  their 
own  shores  and  engage  in  warfare  on  French  soil ;  and 

Whebeas,  this  great  event  brings  vivid  and  grateful  memories 
of  a  previous  conflict  in  which  Freemasons  of  France  left  their 
country  to  fight  the  battle  of  freedom  and  democracy  side  by  side 
with  American  Freemasons  on  American  soil ;  and 

Whebeas,  the  Masonic  Grand  bodies  of  France  have  by  procla- 
mation and  by  deed  given  fraternal  Masonic  welcome  to  our  brothers 
now  in  France  and  have  proifered  to  them  in  fuUest  measure  their 
Masonic  hospitality;  and 

Whebbab,  we  bdieve  the  time  has  come  when  Masonic  brethren, 
children  of  one  Universal  Father,  In  whom  humanity  are  Joined 
together  in  the  brotherhood  of  man,  should  sweep  aside  the  verbal 
distinctions  which  separate  them  and  become  united  in  the  bonds 
of  the  Masonic  tie  in  order  to  accomplish  the  great  work  that  wiU 
devolve  upon  Freemasonry  at  the  end  of  this  world  war ; 

THEREFORE,  RESOIjVED,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free- 
masons of  the  State  of  New  York,  that  we  give  fraternal  response 
to  the  overtures  made  or  that  may  be  made  by  the  Grand  Bodies  of 
Freemasonry  in  France  looking  to  full  and  complete  restoration 
of  Masonic  unity  on  the  principles  which  are  the  foundations  of 
aU  Freemasonry. 

RESOLVED,  That  during  the  period  of  the  present  war  we 
shaU  extend  to  every  member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity  under  the 
obedience  of  the  Grand  Bodies  of  France  cordisl  and  fraternal 
welcome  to  the  Lodges  of  our  obedience  in  the  State  of  New  York, 
and  authorize  fully  such  reciprocal  intercourse  as  may  be  mutually 
agreed  upon  between  Freemasons  and  the  Masonic  Lodges  of  our 
obedience  within  the  bounds  of  France  and  Belgium  which  are 
regular  Masonic  Lodges  and  Freemasons  of  those  countries. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence 
be  directed  to  send  a  copy  of  this  preamble  and  resolution  to  the 
Grand  Bodies  of  Freemasonry  in  France,  and  invite  correspondence 
looking  to  the  establishment  of  full  and  complete  relations  without 
surrender  of  honest  convictions  by  any  party  thereto. 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master^  I  move  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution. 

Thb  Grand  Mastbb:  Brethren^  in  view  of  the  preceding 
action  of  this  body,  I  think  the  proper  action  should  be  to 
refer  this  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  If 
there  is  no  objection^  I  will  so  refer  it 
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B.'.  W.'.  John  Llotd  Thoicas:  Most  Worshipful  Orand 
Master,  I  certainly  wotQd  not  wish  it  to  be  considered  that  what 
remarks  I  shotdd  make  are  in  the  nature  of  objection,  but  I 
would  like  to  give  the  reasons  which  have  impelled  some  of  us 
to  present  these  resolutions  to  you. 

Thb  Oband  Mastbb:  Well,  brethren,  I  think  that  it 
is  unfortunate  that  we  should  perhaps  differ  on  a  question  of 
procedure.  It  seemed  to  me,  that  in  view  of  the  motion  made 
by  M.\  W.\  Bbo.  SoupDBB, — ^which  is  along  the  same  lines, 
as  I  view  it,  as  this  resolution, — and  which,  as  I  understand 
it,  does  intend  seriously  to  consider  this  question  more  deliber- 
ately than  we  can  right  now,  that  that  should  be  done.  I  beUeve 
that  most  of  us  are  in  sympathy  with  this  resolution.  I  believe 
that  any  man  who  has,  for  instance,  read  the  July  issue  of 
the  Atlantic  Monthly,  and  has  read  the  leading  article  in  that 
magazine  and  has  seen  there  how  the  splendid  youth  of  France 
in  this  great  trial  that  they  are  going  through  are  coming  to  a 
more  elevated  ideal  of  life  and  a  sincere  belief  in  God,  that 
every  one  of  them  is  thinking  on  a  higher  plane  than  he  ever 
did  before, — cannot  help  but  believe  that  France  is  a  Christian 
nation,  that  France  has  a  sincere  belief  in  God;  but,  notwith- 
standing that  present  condition,  brethren,  and  notwithstanding 
my  personal  ^/sympathy  with  this  resolution,  in  the  past  the 
Grand  Jurisdiction  of  France  and  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  have 
not  had  fraternal  relations.  I  believe  the  grounds  on  which 
they  were  severed — ^well,  at  the  same  time  they  were  severed, 
and  they  are  severed,  and  I  think  this  is  too  big  a  body  to  act 
hastily.  I  think  this  is  too  big  an  institution  not  to  look  care- 
fully at  its  way  before  it  proceeds  along  its  course.  I  think 
the  safest,  surest  and  the  best  way  to  proceed  is  to  follow  the 
course  indicated  by  the  resolution  of  M.'.  W.\  Bbo.  Sguddkr. 

B.\  W.'.  S.  Pabsbs  Gadman:  So  moved. 

Thb  Grand  Master:  It  is  moved 

B.\  W.\  John  Lloyd  Thomas:  M.'.  W.'.  Grand  Master, 
may  I  say  a  word,  just  on  the  reference  to  a  certain  part? 

Thb  Grand  Master:  There  is  no  motion,  though.  It  is 
moved.    Did  anybody  second  it?     (Seconded.) 

The  motion  is  made  and  seconded  that  this  resolution  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 
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R.'.  W.'.  John  Lloyd  Thomas  :  The  reason  that  I  suggested 
immediate  action — I  can  say  it  in  a  word,  brethren — ^it  is  per- 
haps not  known  to  most  of  you  that  the  letter  from  the  Orand 
Lodge  of  France  upon  which  we  have  just  acted  was  headed 
as  are  all  official  documents  from  that  Orand  Lodge  of  France^ 
with  the  inscription  "To  the  Glory  of  the  Grand  Architect  of 
the  Universe/' 

I  come  from  a  long  line  of  Christian  preachers.  My  father 
was  a  clergyman.  My  oldest  son  is  a  clergyman.  My  other 
son,  my  only  other  son,  who  is  Master  of  his  Lodge  and  is 
over  there,  is  not  at  this  Grand  Lodge  at  this  session  because 
he  is  serving  his  country  and  is  over  there  where  he  can  best 
work  out  his  Freemasonry  at  this  present  moment  And  I 
declare  before  God  to  you,  my  brethren,  my  fervid  belief  that 
that  younger  boy  of  mine  is  to-day  a  soldier  of  peace  and  of 
human  brotherhood,  just  as  much  as  any  of  his  forefathers 
or  his  older  brother  is.  This  boy  of  mine,  and  your  boy, — 
some  of  you  are  going  to  France, — you  have  given  them  a 
chance  to  have  their  Masonic  associations  in  their  own  Lodges 
in  France.  I  want  that  boy  of  mine,  and  your  boy,  to  be 
able  to  go  into  the  Lodges  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France 
and  preach  to  them  intimately,  humanly,  heart  to  hearty  the 
doctrine  that  there  can  be  no  brotherhood  of  men  except  in  the 
fatherhood  of  God,  whom  we  adore.  I  want  him  to  have  that 
chance  in  that  Lodge.  And  there  is  nothing  in  the  action  that 
has  thus  far  been  taken  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  which,  while 
it  gives  our  men  a  chance  to  associate  together  in  their  own 
Lodges,  gives  them  the  privilege  and  the  right  to  visit  their 
brethren  of  France  who  are  engaged  in  the  same  war  as  they 
are,  for  peace  and  human  brotherhood. 

It  is  that  resolution,  M.\  W.'.  Grand  Master,  that  I  put. 
The  other  resolutions  speak  for  themselves.  There  can  be  no 
question — we  gladly  welcome  any  overtures  towards  a  union 
of  Masonic  bodies  without  surrender  of  the  great  principles 
which  we  hold  so  closely  at  heart;  but  these  boys  of  ours  in 
France  should  be  allowed  to  meet  their  brother  Masons  of 
France  on  the  level,  where  they  can  touch  them  and  show  them 
what  American  Freemasonry  stands  for  and  what  it  means 
to-day.

M.\  W.\  Sahubl  Nklson  Sawtir:  May  I  ask  a  simple 
question? 

Ths  Orakd  Mabtsh:  You  may. 

M.'.  W.'.  Samxjkl  Nxlson  Sawybb:  There  are  a  good 
many  words  in  this  resolution^  but  isn't  its  substance  simply 
that  our  brethren  in  France  may  associate  with  their  French 
brethren  from  whichsoever  Orand  Lodge  they  hail  until  such 
time  as  we  have  been  able  to  adjust  our  formal  relations? 
Isn't  that  the  substance  of  this  resolution? 

B/.  W/.  John  Lloyd  Thomas:  That  is  the  spirit  and  in- 
tent of  it^  and  all  of  it. 

M/.  W/.  Samttisl  Nelson  Sawybb:  It  doesn't  attempt  to 
put  us  in  formal  relations  either  with  the  Orand  Orient  of 
France  or  the  Orand  Lodge  of  France? 

B.\  W/.  John  Lloyd  Thomas :  Not  at  all;  nothing  in  that 

M/.  W/.  Sakubl  Nelson  Sawybb:  That  being  so,  I  would 
suggest  that  it  be  amended,  if  Bbo.  Thomas  will  permit  me. 

B.*.  W.*.  John  Lloyd  Thomas:  I  am  perfectly  willing  to 
strike  out  all  the  ^'Whereases/'  and  present  the  single  resolution 
in  which  that  is  embodied,  M.\  W.*.  Orand  Master. 

M/.  W.'.  Samuel  Nblson  Sawybb:  That  our  brethren  may 
visit  with  their  French  brethren. 

Thb  Oband  Masteb:  Will  you  make  that  motion? 

M.'.  W.'.  Samuel  Nelson  Sawybb:  Yes;  I  offer  that  a^s 
an  amendment 

M.\  W.\  WiLLLAM  Shbbbb  :  Most  Worshipful  Orand  Master, 
and  brethren,  I  have  been  honored  for  many  years  with  the 
position  of  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence, and  this  question  of  fraternal  relationship  with  the  Orand 
Lodges  of  France  has  been  up  before  the  Orand  Lodge  on  many 
occasions.  Men  who  have  gone  before,  the  Fathers  in  Masonry, 
have  held  to  this,  that  we  could  not  have  formal  relations, 
fraternal  relations,  with  a  Orand  Body  that  did  not  recognize 
the  Deity,  and  did  not  have  the  Bible  on  the  Altar.  Three  Orand 
Lodges  of  France — one  of  them  I  think  has  jurisdiction  over 
three  Lodges,  and  I  am  surprised  that  one  has  jurisdiction  over 
one  hundred  and  thirty-six — I  guess  they  are  very  thin — ^but, 
however,  brethren,  Bbo.  Thomas,  who  is  associated  with  me  on 
the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  did  not  submit  this 
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resolution  to  me  at  all.  I  have  heard  nothing  of  it^  but  I  come 
here  to-day  and  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is 
nicely  slid  over,  and  their  duty  and  work  given  to  other  people. 
To  that  I  have  no  objections,  because  I  know  that  you  can 
get  abler  men  than  you  have  in  my  person, — ^many  of  them, — 
to  do  these  duties.  But  this  I  must  say,  that  we  must  give 
some  consideration  to  the  judgment  of  those  who  have  gone 
before  us  and  who  have  succeeded  in  establishing  this  belief: 
No  man  with  the  principles  of  an  infidel  is  worthy  of  being 
a  Mason,  and  our  boys  should  not  be  contaminated  by  associat- 
ing with  infidels.  Prance  is  full  of  them.  Prance  is  patriotic. 
We  are  working  with  Prance  for  the  great  object,  but  we  can- 
not afford  to  associate  with  everything  that  comes  along  and 
is  patriotic  also.  Let  us  stand  by  the  principles  that  Masonry 
was  founded  on  in  this  country, — ^not  the  Thomas  Jefferson,  not 
the  free  will,  but  the  belief  in  Almighty  Gk)d  and  His  sacred 
word. 

The  Oband  Masteb:  The  motion  before  the  Orand  Lodge 
is  to  refer  this  communication  or  resolution  by  Brother 
Thomas.  If  it  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Orand  Lodge,  we  will  take 
a  vote  on  that  motion  as  put  Those  in  favor  of  the  motion, 
please  signify 

A  Bbothbb:  What  is  the  motion.  Most  Worshipful? 

The  Oband  Master:  The  motion  is  to  refer  Bro. 
Thomas's  resolution  to  the  Committee  on  Poreign  Correspon- 
dence. Those  in  favor  of  that,  signify  by  the  usual  sign  of 
the  Craft    Carried. 

Now,  Brother  Sawyer,  if  you  wish  to  make  that  other  motion. 

M.\  W.\  Samuel  Nelson  Satttbr:  No,  I  think,  M.'.  W.'. 
Orand  Master,  when  it  is  referred,  that  the  Coiomittee  on 
Poreign  Correspondence  may  report  it  with  any  changes  they 
may  see  fit  to  make. 

The  Orani>  Master:  While  the  Committee  on  Poreign 
Correspondence  is  considering  whether  they  can  make  a 
report  to-day,  I  would  like  the  Orand  Secretary  to  give  you 
in  his  happy  way  a  sunmiary  of  the  work  in  trying  to  collate 
the  data  that  has  been  sent  to  him  by  a  great  many  of  the 
Lodges,  of  our  Honor  Boll. 

M/.  W.\  Bobebt  Judson  Ken  worthy:  Brother  Orand 
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Master,  and  brethren  of  the  Lodge :  All  that  the  Grand  Master 
has  said  preparatory  to  the  submission  of  the  very  brief  report 
ia  confirmatory  of  your  splendid  work  in  co-operating  with  the 
Grand  Secretary  in  enabling  him  to  get  the  information. 

I  just  had  this  presented  by  Bbothbk  Millioan  to  show 
you  that  there  is  some  volume  to  it^  and  of  all  the  Lodges — 
there  are  861 — ^we  have  heard  from  four-fifths  of  them,  al- 
though this  morning  I  presume  there  are  sixty  more  upstairs, 
60  you  will  see  we  are  minus  about  one  hundred. 

We  have  had  a  total  response  representing  a  membership 
entire  of  3,948  men  in  the  Craft,  subdivided  as  follows:  Army, 
3,155;  Navy,  793.  We  have  had  furnished  to  us  the  record 
of  2,790  sons  of  Masons  in  the  service,  and  I  might  say  right 
here  that  following  the  filing  of  those  reports  we  have  received 
explanations  and  regrets  from  Masters  everywhere  that  they 
were  not  more  complete;  so  you  will  appreciate,  brethren,  that 
our  figures  are  going  to  be  away  beyond  what  are  here  presented. 

As  concrete  data,  it  will  be  of  interest  to  you  to  have  this 
information:  The  Fraternity  in  the  State  of  New  York  can 
claim  six  Generals  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States  to-day, — 
the  Senior  Major-General,  Bbothsr  Wood  of  Anglo-Saxon 
Lodge,  and  the  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  United  States  Army, 
Bbother  Scott  of  BepubUc  Lodge  in  this  State.  We  have 
24  Colonels,  49  Majors,  230  Captains,  315  Lieutenants,  1,947 
privates  and  sub-officers.  In  the  Aviation  field  we  have  19 
men;  Officers'  Training  School,  104.  It  doesn*t  begin  to  repre- 
sent the  number  that  must  be  in  that  service.  Two  hundred  and 
thirty  in  the  Medical  Corps, — away  below  what  I  know  is  repre- 
sented there.  One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  in  the  Foreign 
Service, — considerably  less  than  we  must  have.  And  to  our 
credit  be  it  said  we  have  provided  five  chaplains  for  the  Army 
of  the  United  States. 

In  the  Navy  we  have  six  Captains,  ten  Commanders,  60 
Lieutenants,  17  Ensigns  and  686  seamen  and  ten  petty  officers. 

The  record  shows,  too,  my  brethren,  that  there  are  eight 
Masters  of  Lodges  in  the  State  of  New  York  in  the  armies  of 
the  country  to-day ;  and  while  we  may  well  feel  elation  over  our 
figures  there  is  pathos  in  the  fact  that  Lieutenant  Westholm  of 
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General  Pershing's  staffs  mentioned  on  our  Honor  Boll  as  a 
member  of  Covenant  Lodge^  Third  District^  and  who  accom- 
panied the  first  American  forces  to  go  to  the  front,  was  the  first 
man,  the  first  soldier  of  our  American  officers  killed  in  France. 

Succinctly,  Brother  Orand  Master  and  brethren,  that  is  the 
information  we  have  compiled.  The  records  that  you  will  con- 
tinue to  furnish  will  be  carefully  safeguarded,  and  now  and 
then  reports  will  be  made  so  that  you  will  be  kept  up  to  date. 
I  would  encourage  you,  as  far  as  possible,  to  keep  us  advised 
not  only  of  the  men  who  are  going  but  of  their  whereabouts  as 
far  as  you  can  ascertain. 

Thb  Oband  Mastse:  The  Orand  Secretary  announced 
to  you.  that  eight  of  our  Masters  are  in  active  service.  I 
think  another  interesting  fact  that  is  perhaps  known  to 
some,  but  I  know  is  not  known  to  many  of  you,  is  that  one  of 
our  Lodges  in  this  great  State  is  so  bereft  of  its  official  fam- 
ily,— all  of  them  practically  going  into  the  same  arm  of  the 
service, — ^that  they  haven't  enough  left  to  organize  a  Lodge,  and 
they  will  have  to  have  a  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master 
to  organize.  There  is  one  of  the  best  Lodges  in  this  State 
in  which  practically  all  of  its  official  line  have  gone  into  active 
duty. 

There  is  another  thing  about  this  report,  partial  as  it  is, 
that  is  striking  to  me.  The  Grand  Secretary  said  perhaps  it 
would  be  a  littie  bit  too  complimentary  of  ourselves  if  it  were 
mentioned,  but  I  am  going  to  take  a  chance  on  it.  If  you 
will  analyze  the  figures  thus  far  given,  and  the  kind  of  service 
that  is  being  rendered,  practically  a  third,  or  thirty-three  and 
a  third  per  cent  of  the  Masons  in  service  in  this  State  are 
commissioned  officers.  Now,  what  does  that  mean?  To  my 
mind  it  means  that  we  have  a  splendid  type  of  man;  that 
we  have  leaders  in  our  Fraternity;  that  our  Fraternity  is  charged 
with  greater  responsibilities  on  account  of  the  quality  of  the 
men  and  the  positions  that  they  hold;  and  it  is  all  tiie  more 
incumbent  upon  every  man  here  and  every  man  in  our  respec- 
tive Lodges  that  we  use  our  utmost  endeavor  to  see  that  the 
standards  of  Masonry  are  constantiy  raised  to  higher  levels, 
that  our  men  may  be  led  on  to  more  splendid  deeds  of  patriotism, 
of  manhood  and  of  service. 
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Now,  brethren,  I  am  not  going  to  say  much  more  myself , 
but  we  have  have  here  this  morning  a  brother  who  is  reluctant,  I 
know,  but  able,  who  is  not  only  a  maker  of  Christian  men, 
leading  them  Godward,  but  is  a  soldier,  too.  He  gave  up  all 
of  last  summer  from  his  duties  in  Brooklyn,  and  went  down 
on  the  Border  with  his  regiment.  He  was  there  among  the 
men,  and  knows  what  it  means  to  have  the  every-day  monotony 
as  well  as  the  work  of  being  a  soldier, — ^B.*.  W.\  S.  Fabkxb 
Cabman.  I  would  like  to  have  him  say  a  word  to  you  along  the 
lines  of  our  thought  here. 

B.\  W.'.  S.  Fabkbs  Cadmak:  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master,  and  brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  would  have  pre- 
ferred to  sit  in  silence,  if  that  had  been  possible,  because  I 
am  in  the  grip  of  hay  fever,  from  which  nobody  ever  dies  and 
for  which  no  one  ever  gets  sympathy,  yet  for  a  public  speaker 
it  is  a  sore  trial,  especially  if  he  has  to  maintain  the  semblance 
of  religion  while  he  is  trying  to  preach. 

It  is  a  great  advantage  for  me  to  be  here,  as  I  know  it  is 
to  the  rest  of  my  brethren  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  hear  what 
has  been  said  so  well  and  so  wisely  devised,  and  which  has 
been  executed  into  actual  legislation  this  morning.  As  a 
layman  in  legal  matters,  it  seems  to  me  the  proceedings  have 
been  on  the  whole  highly  creditable  to  this  Fraternity. 

My  one  fear  for  Masonry  is  that  we  may  lose  ourselves  in 
ritualistic  pomp.  We  forget  the  spirit  and  essence  of  this 
glorious  order  in  being  duly  tiled,  tidy  and  properly  clothed, 
and  in  supposing  that  because  we  make  certain  genuflections  in 
the  right  manner,  therefore  we  have  received  the  spirit  of  our 
calling.  A  man  might  as  well  try  to  gain  literary  culture  by 
sleeping  in  a  library.  But  you  may  be  sure  that  unless  Masonry 
does  something  now,  after  having  absolutely  failed  to  do  any- 
thing hitherto  to  prevent  this  war  (if  anything  could  be  done) 
she  will  not  maintain  the  standing  that  she  deserves  and  which 
her  doctrines  warrant  in  her  children. 

Therefore,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  I  heartily  con- 
gratulate you,  sir,  and  your  co-adjutors  who  brought  this 
matter  to  our  attention,  that  we  are  here  to  redeem  ourselves, 
and  to  maintain  that  we  do  not  gather  simply  to  blow  our 
trumpets  in  the  new  moon  and  cry  out  what  profitable  servants 
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we  are,  but  rather  to  try  and  serve  a  stricken  and  a  bleeding 
world  in  which  there  are  millions  of,  broken  hearts  to-day  and 
many^  many  more  to-morrow.  For  there  are  men  sitting  in 
my  presence  who  have  given  up  their  flesh  and  bloody  who 
will  have  to  sacrifice  the  competences  with  which  they  had 
hoped  to  cheer  and  relieve  the  infirmity  of  age,  who  will  see 
their  backgrounds  shattered  and  their  projects  laid  in  the 
dust,  and  the  homes  which  were  built  up  by  the  love  of  family, 
by  labor  and  devotion,  either  robed  in  grief  or  slipping  beyond 
their  pecuniary  care.  To  help  these  is  the  real  task  of  Masonry. 
These  are  the  things  to  which  we  stand  pledged  by  all  that 
there  is  in  us,  and  this  is  why  we  are  leaving,  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Master,  the  comparative  obscurity  in  which  we  rather 
love  to  linger  that  we  might  do  something  for  the  great  want 
and  woe  of  mankind. 

Now,  I  know  that  I  am  preaching  a  rather  perfect  doctrine 
to  my  brethren  when  I  tell  you  that  you  are  better  and  stronger 
men  for  what  you  suffer  than  for  what  you  enjoy;  that  the 
great  lessons  of  Life  are  not  taught  to  us  in  moments  of 
happiness,  they  are  taught  to  us  in  moments  of  sorrow;  and 
those  of  you  who  love  Sir  Walter  Scott  as  a  great  Mason  and 
as  a  great  humanitarian,  will  remember  that  in  the  close  of 
one  of  his  best  books  he  says,  putting  the  language  in  the 
mouth  of  the  beautiful  heroine,  Jennie  Deans, 

'^t  is  not  what  we  tak; 
It  is  what  we  gi'e. 
That  makes  life  sweeter  to  us 
When  we  lie  doon  to  dee.'' 

How  true  that  is,  how  consonant  with  the  best,  the  most  lofty 
spirit  of  Masonry!  ''It  is  not  what  we  take,  it  is  what  we 
gi'e,  that  makes  life  sweeter  to  us  when  we  lie  doon  to  dee.'' 

And,  my  brethren,  I  have  not  desired,  neither  have  you, 
that  this  Nation  in  such  a  universal  calamity  as  is  upon  the 
world  should  maintain  its  own  careless,  materialistic  selfish- 
ness, and  regard  the  vision  of  Mammon  as  the  only  one  worthy 
of  following.  We  cannot  take  our  money  with  us,  and  if  we 
did  it  would  melt.  We  might  as  well  try  to  follow  the  dis- 
cipline, the  self-sacrifice,  the  silent  self-abnegation  which  char-

acterizes  not  only  France  but  Oermanj  in  a  supreme  way.  For^ 
you  are  never  too  wise  to  learn  your  lesson  from  a  powerful 
or  formidable  enemy.  It  is  their  unity  of  consecrated  power, . 
their  sacrifice  of  private  interests,  their  absolute  absorption  in 
the  great  en4s  of  the  State  that  has  enabled  them  to  make  this 
fearful  resistance  to  what  seemed  to  be  a  most  redoubtable 
opposition. 

Now,  our  country  to  some  extent  has  lacked  that,  but 
Masonry  has  never  lacked  it  We  are  one  Army  of  the  living 
Ood, — ^to  His  command  we  bow, — and  there  is  a  spirit  here 
to-day,  vibrant  in  this  atmosphere,  which  makes  every  man 
before  me  feel  his  soul  expand  within  his  breast,  and  when 
from  the  Highest  above  we  hear  the  whisper,  '^hou  must,'' 
enr  very  dust  replies,  "I  can.*'  That  is  the  spirit  in  which 
our  young  soldiers  are  going  out,  and  for  them,  of  course,  we 
are  thinking  and  planning. 

I  have  spoken,  and  I  can  speak^  I  think,  from  some  amount 
of  experience  when  I  tell  you  that  I  was  Chaplain  for  several 
months  on  the  Border,  and  that  I  preached  to  the  whole  New 
York  division,  to  boys  from  Buffalo  to  Montauk  Point,  and 
splendid  lads  they  are,  with  the  rule  of  church  which  of  course 
is  not  at  first  perceptible  to  the  parsonic  eye,  but  after  you  really 
know  them  there  is  many  a  professor  unknown  in  your  churches 
who  is  not  fit  to  compare  with  these  young  men  who  give  up 
everything  in  unconscious  devotion  for  the  service  of  the  State, 
and  die  for  the  cause  without  redly  understanding  it,  but  con- 
tent to  know  that  over  them  floats  the  banner  of  this  Bepublic. 

I  was  also  very  glad  to  hear  the  learned  Grand  Master 
throw  out  what  appears  to  be  an  admirable  suggestion,  that  we 
should  not  limit  our  efforts  in  this  succor  of  those  who  shall 
contend  for  us  upon  the  field  of  fight,  whether  on  sea  or  land, 
to  the  widow  and  the  orphan.  They  must  of  necessity  be  the 
prime  objects  of  our  solicitude.  But  we  must  animate  those  who 
are  in  the  ranks,  and  who  will  return  from  the  trenches  or 
the  battlefields  dispirited  and  worn  out.  The  horrible  waste 
of  soul  is  almost  more  tragic  to  those  who  know  the  cost  of 
battte  than  is  the  waste  of  fiesh  and  blood, — ^the  diminishment 
of  courage,  the  abandonment  of  hope,  the  sickening  thought  that 
loved  ones  will  never  be  seen  again. 
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And  you  do  not  want  to  be  preaching  to  a  man  all  the  time. 
You  do  not  want  to  be  always  pushing  their  noses  against  the 
sacred  articles  of  Holy  faith,  whether  they  are  Roman,  Protes- 
tant, Hebrew,  or  what  not  Tou  must  be  human  in  handling 
these  men,  and  you  must  remember  that  the  art  of  handling 
human  nature  is  one  of  the  greatest  and  most  refined  capacities, 
demanding  every  gift  of  heart  and  of  intellect,  as  I  speedily 
found  out  Therefore,  I  hope  that  part  of  the  funds,  and 
a  modest  part  will  be  all  that  is  necessary,  will  be  devoted  to 
sending  out  the  proper  men  to  establish  Masonic  relationships 
in  our  camps  and  training  institutions  and  on  the  field  of  fight, 
for  there  is  room  enough  to  support  and  guide  everybody  that 
we  should  reach  here  without  the  turning  away  of  good  things 
from  those  that  are  on  the  field  of  fire  and  steel  and  who  still 
do  not  have  what  they  should  have  to  equip  them  and  to  teach 
them  to  make  a  holy  war. 

So  I  beg  you  to  believe  that  what  we  have  done  this  morning 
is  no  less  than  to  make  the  shining  shield  of  the  Masonic 
fraternity  more  splendid,  and  to  base  our  cause,  as  it  must 
be  based,  upon  Justice  and  upon  Bight 

M.*.  W.'.  WiLLiAH  Shbreb:  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master,  and  brethren,  with  your  permission  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence  will  make  a  report  which  we  hope 
will  settle  the  question  until  future  days,  for  the  present  work: 

RESOLVED,  That  during  the  period  of  the  present  war  we 
should  extend  to  every  member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  under  the 
Obedience  of  the  Grand  Bodies  of  Freemaaona  of  countries  allied 
with  U8  an  invitation  to  come  to  the  Lodges  of  our  obedience  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  and  authorize  further  such  reciprocal 
intercourse  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  between  Freemasons 
and  Masonic  Lodges  of  our  obedience  and  the  regular  Masonic 
bodies  of  Freemasons  of  those  countries. 

The  substance  of  that,  brethren,  is  that  our  boys  may  visit 
the  Lodges  in  France  that  work  in  accordance  with  the  work 
and  principle  that  we  have.  We  won't  deny  them  that  privi- 
lege during  the  war.  But  at  the  present  time,  to  open  reciprocal 
relations  entirely  with  the  Orand  Lodge — ^three  of  them  in 
France,  we  decidedly  object  to.  Wait  until  such  a  time  as 
the  Orand  Lodge  can  think  it  over  and  see  what  apologies  they 
make  when  they  are  prepared, — ^the  Orand  Lodges  in  France, — 
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when  they  are  prepared  to  make  the  fundamental  ground  that 
the  Bible  shall  be  on  the  Altar,  that  they  shall  express  their 
belief  in  the  Supreme  Being,  and  that  they  shall  owe  allegiance 
entirely  to  what  we  are  pleased  to  call  the  Blue  Lodge  work, 
and  not  any  other  work  that  you  may  introduce,  but  the  plain 
substantial  Masonry  which  we  believe  is  the  foundation  and 
ground  of  our  work  and  our  belief. 

I  hope  that  I  have  made  myself  pretty  plain,  but  it  is  pretty 
hard  work  for  an  old  man. 

Thb  Qeakd  Masteb:  Brethren,  you  have  heard  the  motion. 
Those  in  favor  will  signify  by  the  usual  sign.  Those  opposed, 
if  any.    The  motion  is  carried. 

B.'.  W.*.  BoBEBT  H.  Eobinson:  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master,  it  seemed  to  me  we  should  make  some  record  of  our 
appreciation  of  the  good  brothers  in  our  Fraternity  in  this  State 
and  their  sons  who  have  given  their  sacrifices  to  the  country  in 
this  great  crisis,  and  I  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution : 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  record  with  sincere  ap- 
preciation and  pride  the  names  of  the  patriotic  brethren  who  have 
gone  into  the  service  of  our  country  in  the  great  world  war  for 
Liberty  and  Democracy  and  furthermore  proclaim  to  them  our 
earnest  wishes  for  their  welfare  and  offer  our  earnest  prayer  to  God 
for  their  safety. 

(Carried.) 

The  Grand  Lodge  rose  and  sang  The  Star  Spangled  Banner. 

M.\  W.*.  TowKBBND  Soudder:  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master,  under  our  rules  the  CionBtitution  and  the  Begulations 
cannot  be  amended  at  a  single  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  To 
amend  them  it  is  necessary  that  they  be  passed  by  two  successive 
sessions,  or  by  one  session  and  then  forthwith  submitted  to  the 
Lodges.  It  thus  occurs  automatically  that  these  resolutions 
which  we  have  now  passed  forthwith  will  be  submitted  to  every 
Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  then  two-thirds  of  the  Lodges 
must  pass  them  to  incorporate  them  in  our  organic  law.  We 
are  here  to  set  in  motion  this  needed  machinery,  but  without 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  Lodges  that  which  we  have 
done  here  to-day  will  go  for  naught. 

Therefore,  while  I  do  not  think  the  Constitution  makes 
provision  therefor,  I  would  suggest  that  these  resolutions  be 
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now  submitted  to  the  Lodges  with  the  request  that  he  Mas- 
ters forthwith  present  them  to  their  several  Lodges  with  a 
full  statement  of  their  meaning  and  scope  and  purpose^  to 
the  end  that  the  Lodges  may  take  affirmative  action  upon 
them  without  delay  and  thus  release^  if  you  please^  the  power 
which  is  needed  to  carry  out  the  work  to  which  the  Masonic 
fraternity  must  rise. 

Thb  Oband  Master:  Now,  brethren,  before  closing  the 
Orand  Lodge  I  want  this  resolution  passed,  and  then  to  make 
a  few  conmients.  Those  in  favor  of  the  resolution  as  offered  by 
Bro.  Scudder,  please  signify  by  the  usual  sign  of  the  Graft. 
Motion  carried. 

You  will  observe  from  what  Bro.  Scudder  said  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  officers*  hands  will  be  tied,  practically,  under 
these  resolutions,  or,  rather,  they  will  not  be  empowered  by 
these  resolutions  until  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  Lodges  of 
the  State  act  affirmatively  upon  them.  It  therefore  becomes 
very  important  that  every  Master  here  take  it  upon  himself 
to  see  that  his  Lodge  takes  as  quick  action  as  is  possible  under 
your  by-laws,  and  I  would  fraternally  ask  every  man  to  join 
with  me  in  trying  to  put  this  in  effective  form.  First  get  the 
machinery  right,  and  then  help  me  put  it  at  work. 

There  being  no  further  business  these  minutes  were  read 
and  approved  and  the  Orand  Lodge  was  closed  in  Ample  Form 
with  prayer  by  B.'.  W.'.  Simon  B.  Cohen,  Grand  Chaplain.

Chablbs  Sumnsr 
BiBCH,  Grand  Chaplain,  were  excused  from  attendance  at  this 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

M.'.  W.'.  Thomas  Pbnnby,  Grand  Master,  delivered  the 
following  address: 

Brtihren  of  the  Grand  Lodge: 

In  a  period  of  the  world's  history  when  nearly  every  rule 
of  oational  and  international  conduct  has  been  completely  revo- 
lutionized; when  almost  overnight  entire  peoples  are  removed 
from  the  face  of  the  earth;  when  national  boundaries  and  forms 
of  government  are  constantly  changing;  when  the  whole  world 
is  lookmg  to  this  country  and  praying  to  Gh>d  that  we  will  not 
disappoint  them  in  responding  to  their  appeals,  we  are  now 
ttsembled  in  the  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh  Annual  Ses- 
non  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  counsel,  one  with  another,  and  to 
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act  as  the  needs  of  the  world's  situation  may  require.     May 
we  plan  wisely  and  perform  courageously. 

Since  last  we  met  many  of  the  Brethren  have  answered  the 
last  call.    Let  us  pause  to  pay  tribute  to  their  memory. 

Thb  Fraternal  Dbad. 

M.\  W.\  William  A.  Brodib,  Senior  Past  Grand  Master, 
born  in  Kilbarchan,  Scotland^  August  9,  1841 ;  died  in  Oeneseo, 
N.  Y.,  May  10th,  1917. 

He  was  made  a  Master  Mason  in  (kneseo  Lodge,  No.  214, 
November  9,  1863,  and  served  as  its  Master  seven  years.  He 
entered  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  Annual  Communication  in  1866, 
representing  the  Lodge  as  Junior  Warden,  remaining  a  member 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  until  his  decease.  During  this  continuous 
service  extending  over  a  period  of  fifty-one  years  he  was  absent 
from  only  five  Annual  Communications. 

He  served  as  Grand  Steward  three  years,  as  District  Deputy 
four  years,  and  in  1879  was  elected  Junior  Grand  Warden, 
following  this  Senior  Grand  Warden,  Deputy  Grand  Master 
and  unanimously  elected  Grand  Master  in  1884. 

On  the  fifth  day  of  August  of  that  year,  he  officiated  as 
Grand  Master  in  laying  the  Comer  Stone  of  the  pedestal  of 
the  Statue  '"Liberty  Enlightening  the  World''  at  Bedloes  Island, 
New  York  City.  It  was  an  historic  occasion  of  international 
significance. 

In  his  address  at  the  conclusion  of  the  ceremonies  Grand 
Master  Brodib  spoke  these  words,  worthy  of  a  statesman  as 
well  as  a  Freemason:  ^'Auguste  Bartholdi  sailed  into  the  Bay 
of  New  York,  a  few  years  ago;  the  sight  of  the  great  Ciiy 
before  him  was  grand,  but  grander  the  thought  which  found 
lodgment  in  his  mind,  of  placing  at  this  entrance  to  the  Con- 
tinent, something  that  would  welcome  to  these  shores  all  who 
love  and  seek  liberty,  and  the  thought  at  this  time,  crude  though 
grand,  gave  birth  to  this  statue,  grand  in  its  figure — colossal 
in  size;  grand  in  its  practical  use — ^lighting  the  storm-tossed 
mariner  to  a  safe  harbor,  and  grand  in  its  very  name  and  its 
significance  thereof — ^TLiberty  Enlightening  the  World';  *lib- 
erty*  of  thought,  of  conscience,  of  action,  that  true  liberty  that 
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is  not  license,  but  which  finds  its  highest  development  in  obe- 
dience to  constituted  authorities  and  law;  'enlightening' — how 
necessary  enlightenment  to  true  liberty  and  the  highest  appre- 
ciation thereof;  'world' — ^yes,  to  the  whole  world  does  our  Con- 
tinent open  its  arms  and  bid  it  welcome  to  the  blessings  of 
liberty.'' 

On  the  eighth  day  of  November,  1913,  under  the  auspices 
of  Geneseo  Lodge,  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Bbodib  celebrated 
his  fiftieth  Masonic  Anniversary.  The  happy  occasion  brought 
together  distinguished  Craftsmen  from  various  sections  of  the 
state.  The  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  four  Past 
Grand  Masters,  and  a  host  of  bretturen  united  in  paying  tribute 
to  one  of  the  best  beloved  men  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  ever  pro- 
duced. 

The  large  and  loyal  heart  of  our  departed  brother  always 
and  quickly  beat  responsive  to  any  call  for  sympathy.  He  did 
not  wait  for  duly  to  come — ^he  sought  it.  His  intense  love  for 
The  Craft  was  seldom  equaUed — ^never  excelled.  In  proof  he 
was  actively  devoted  to  the  welfare  of  his  Lodge  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  up  to  the  time  he  was  stricken  with  his  fatal  illness. 

Most  Worshipful  Brother  Bbodib  was  a  member  of  Hamilton 
Chapter  Boyal  Arch  Masons,  Monroe  Commandery,  Knights 
Templar,  Bochester  Consistory,  and  in  September,  1886,  he  was 
crowned  an  honorary  33**  Mason. 

His  Church  life  was  as  continuous  and  consistent  as  his 
Masonic  life. 

On  the  evening  of  May  9,  1917,  while  leading  the  prayer 
meeting  in  the  Presbyterian  church  where  he  had  been  a 
worker  and  one  of  its  leading  Elders  for  f oriy-nine  years,  after 
some  simple  preliminary  services  befitting  the  occasion  he  com- 
menced to  talk  on  ''Some  Christian  Heroes  in  War."  His  notes 
referred  to  Psalm  66 :  14  and  Isaiah  6 : 1-8.  He  began  by  saying 
that  ''In  the  selection  of  a  topic  for  this  evening,  I  have  been  un- 
consciously influenced  by  that  which  has,  of  late,  been  in  every- 
body's thought:  the  visit  to  this  country  of  the  Commissions 
from  Great  Britain  and  France,  and  the  trend  of  my  thought 
was  to  the  Macedonian  cry,  'Come  over  and  help  us.'  It  seems 
to  me,  that  cry  is  the  object  and  key-note  of  the  visit    Do  you 
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remember  the  story  of  Corporal  Joseph,  the  Flemish  lad  three 
times  wounded  in  the  trenches,  but  returning  each  time  with 
Bibles  for  his  companions  there?  I  referred  to  the  Conmussion 
from  Britain  in  this  country.  One  member.  Lord  Balfour,  whom 
I  met  as  a  fellow  delegate  at  the  Pan  Presbyterian  Council  in 
1904  (as  simple  a  Christian  spirit  as  I  ever  knew) ;  but  I  can- 
not go  on — can  you  not  see  that  the  live  coal  from  off  the  altar 
has  been  touched  to  the  lips  of  these  men?  They  saw  the 
vision  as  Isaiah  did  and  said,  'Here  am  I,  send  me.'  *'  After  a 
few  more  words  he  faltered,  was  suddenly  stricken,  carried  to 
his  home  nearby,  where  the  summons  came  ''to  go  up  higher,'' 
and  the  call  was  answered  the  following  afternoon.  What  a 
beautiful  ending  of  a  beautiful  life  I 

As  a  benediction  let  me  use  a  few  sentences  from  his  Pastor's 
address  at  the  funeral  service :  "Some  one  has  written :  It  some- 
times takes  the  passing  of  a  great  soul  to  bring  the  light  It 
surely  is  so  this  afternoon,  that  the  'passing  of  a  great  soul'  has 
brought  the  light,  even  that  of  a  great  hope  in  personal  im- 
mortality. I  cannot  say  and  I  will  not  say  that  William  A. 
Brodib  is  dead,  he  is  just  away.  I  would  speak  of  him  as  Tenny- 
son did  of  Sir  Qalahad,  'he  had  the  strength  of  ten  because 
his  heart  was  pure.'  And  again  in  the  words  of  Tennyson,  'he 
wore  the  white  flower  of  a  blameless  life.'  In  a  sentence,  he 
was  courteous,  meaning  kindly ;  he  was  courtly,  meaning  a  'gen- 
tleman of  the  old  school';  he  vras  a  Christian,  meaning  humanly 
Christ-like." 

Covered  with  years  crowned  with  Masonic,  Church  and  busi- 
ness honors,  he  was  called  by  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the 
Universe. 

"Life's  race  well  run. 

Life's  work  well  done. 

Life's  victory  won, 

Now  comes  rest." 

R.*.  W.*.  John  Spence,  who  had  been  a  member  of  Pyramid 
Lodge,  No.  490,  for  forty-eight  years,  serving  as  Master  in 
1878,  1879,  and  1880,  and  was  District  Deputy  of  the  7th 
in  1892,  died  Sunday,  May  27,  1917,  at  the  age  of  77. 

Bbo.  Spence  was  High  Priest  of  Union  Chapter,  No.  180,  in 
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1877  and  1890,  Commander  of  York  Commandery,  No.  55,  in 
1881  and  1882,  Past  Bepzesentative  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Virginia,  and  a  Past  Grand  Bepresentative  in  the  Commandery. 

He  was  one  of  the  best  known  Masons  in  the  Metropolitan 
District;  for  his  activity  never  ceased,  and  he  was  eager  to  help 
in  the  work  of  the  Craft  on  every  possible  occasion. 

His  funeral  services  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Soom  were  a  con- 
spicuous tribute  to  the  general  affection  held  for  Bbo.  Spxnob. 

B.'.  W.'.  Ekoch  Hxnry  Cubkier,  principal  of  the  New 
York  Institution  for  the  Instruction  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 
for  the  last  twenty-five  years,  died  at  Essex,  August  19. 

Professor  Ctjbribb  was  bom  on  August  22,  1849,  at  New- 
buryport,  Mass.  He  began  teaching  the  deaf  at  the  New  York 
Institution  in  1872. 

He  was  one  of  the  leading  exponents  of  advanced  speech 
teaching  in  oral  instruction.  In  1878  he  became  professor  in 
charge  of  the  department  of  articulation,  lip  reading  and  aural 
development  His  experiments  in  connection  with  the  training 
of  the  hearing  of  the  partly  deaf  brought  important  results, 
including  the  invention  of  a  duplex  conical  tube,  which  has 
proved  of  great  value. 

Professor  Cubbisb  wrote  numerous  books,  among  them 
•'Speech  Teaching  to  the  Deaf,"  ** Aural  Development,**  ''New 
Aids  to  Hearing**  and  "The  Manual  Alphabet  in  the  Public 
Schools."  He  was  a  member  of  the  New  England  Society,  the 
Manhattan,  the  Heights  and  Masonic  clubs,  the  National  Edu- 
cational Association,  the  American  Association  to  Promote  the 
Teaching  of  Speech  to  the  Deaf  and  the  Convention  of  Amer- 
ican Instructors  of  the  Deaf. 

Bbo.  Cubbisr  was  a  devoted  Mason,  serving  as  Master  of 
Benevolent  Lodge,  No.  28,  and  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master 
of  the  4th  District  in  1902.  He  lived  a  serviceable  life  in  the 
Craft  and  in  the  work  of  his  profession. 

B/.  W.\  IsAAO  Fboichb,  sixty-three  years  old,  died  on  Wed- 
nesday, August  29,  1917,  at  his  home  in  Asbury  Park,  N.  J., 
after  a  long  illness.  He  was  bom  in  this  city  on  August  4, 1854, 
a  son  of  Mr.  Louis  Fromme,  and  after  receiving  his  early  educa- 
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tion  in  the  public  schools  was  graduated  from  the  College  of 
the  City  of  New  York  in  1874  and  from  the  Columbia  Law 
School  in  1876. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Ezecutive  Committee  of  Tammany 
Hall  in  1889  and  again  in  1891  and  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Municipal  Affairs  in  the  same  years.  He  was  Register  of  the 
County  from  1898  to  1901. 

Mr.  Fboickb  was  a  member  of  the  New  York  County 
Lawyers'  Association^  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  College 
of  the  City  of  New  York  and  the  Progress  and  the  National 
Democratic  Clubs. 

B.'.  W.'.  Bbo.  Fromhb  was  Master  of  Hope  Lodge^  No.  244, 
in  1888;  D.D.O.M.,  6th  District,  1898;  Grand  Marshal,  1899, 
and  Commissioner  of  Appeals,  1900-3. 

At  his  home  in  this  city  on  Monday,  May  28, 1917,  M.'.  W.'. 
Edwabd  M.  L.  Ehlsbs  passed  into  the  life  etenAl.  For  more 
than  thirty-five  years  our  Qrand  Secretary,  he  had  become  known 
to  thousands  of  brethren  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  to  each 
of  whom  the  notice  of  his  death  brought  genuine  sorrow,  and 
throughout  the  entire  Masonic  world  his  passing  occasioned 
keen  regret. 

It  has  been  said  that  he  was  the  best  known  Mason  in  the 
world,  and  unquestionably  there  were  few  whose  fame  and 
influence  had  further  spread  in  the  Craft. 

For  many  years  a  close  student  of  Masonic  history  and 
traditions,  his  mind  was  a  yeritable  storehouse  of  knowledge 
concerning  the  Fraternity,  as  well  as  richly  filled  with  the 
treasures  of  general  literature. 

To  such  intellectual  attainments  were  added  the  gifts  of  a 
splendid  presence  and  a  most  eloquent  tongue.  Those  who 
have  been  privileged  to  sit  under  the  spell  of  his  glowing 
oratory  will  not  readily  forget  its  inspiring  and  absorbing  effect 

But  above  all  else  he  was  essentially  human.  It  was  in 
the  intercourse  of  every-day  life  that  his  friends  were  made 
and  held.  Like  all  virile  men,  he  was  strong  in  his  opinions, 
whether  of  men  or  affairs,  and  frankly  outspoken  as  to  his 
beliefs. 

Notwithstanding  his  great  intellectual  attainments  his  was 
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no  world  of  dreams;  on  the  contrary^  he  was  filled  with  the 
joy  of  living.  His  family  and  friends  were  to  him  the  sweet 
aavonr  of  this  life  and  his  faith  in  Ood  the  hope  of  that  to  come. 

Far  beyond  the  allotted  span  of  life,  and  having  outlived  the 
friends  of  his  youth  as  well  as  most  of  those  of  his  middle  age, 
yet  was  there  nothing  of  the  misanthrope  about  him. 

He  found  a  full  measure  of  happiness  in  the  younger  men 
who  had  come  up  around  him  and  in  feeling  was  as  young  as 
they.  But  shortly  before  his  death  he  told  one  of  these  that, 
had  he  his  way,  the  days  of  a  man's  life  would  be  five  score 
years  instead  of  three  score  and  ten,  the  statement  being  in- 
tended to  convey  not  apprehension  of  the  future  but  his  con- 
tentment with  the  lot  which  Ood  had  given  him  here. 

His  life  was  fiUed  with  rich  experiences  and  he  had  thereby 
become  mellowed  and  ripened  into  a  rare  completion.  His 
early  years  given  to  his  country,  and  his  later  to  the  Craft, 
next  to  his  loving  loyalty  to  his  family,  patriotism  and  free- 
masonry were  his  absorbing  passions,  and  it  was  a  singular 
and  touching  coincidence  tiiat  his  last  earthly  labor  should 
have  had  to  do  with  both  in  connection  with  the  duties  of  the 
Masonic  Idberiy  Loan  Committee  of  which  he  was  a  member. 

He  served  this  Jurisdiction  as  Orand  Secretary  during  the 
most  active  and  prosperous  years  of  its  existence,  and  the  com- 
pleteness and  accuracy  of  its  business  and  fraternal  records 
during  that  period  will  remain  a  monument  to  his  industry, 
intelligence  and  faithful  Masonic  zeal. 

No  eulogium  can  adequately  describe  this  many-sided  man 
nor  express  the  loss  his  death  has  occasioned  the  Craft,  and 
those  who  were  his  intimate  associates: 

''Edward  M.  L.  Ehlers  was  born  in  Denmark  on  January  31, 
1840.  His  parents  emigrated  to  the  United  States  in  1844,  land- 
ing in  New  York.  His  early  education  was  acquired  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  New  Jersey  and  at  Bloomfield  Institute.  As  the 
clouds  of  war  gathered  his  patriotism  was  aroused,  and  ready  to 
aid  in  the  great  struggle  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the  12th  New 
York  Militia  on  April  19,  1861.  Those  were  the  days  when  it 
was  supposed  that  the  war  would  soon  be  over,  and  enlistments

were  for  three  months;  so  Bbotheb  Ehlebs  was  mustered  oat 
and  received  an  honorable  discharge  on  August  5, 1861. 

But  the  fascination  of  military  life  had  taken  hold  of 
him^  and  he  again  entered  the  service  of  his  country,  as  second 
lieutenant  in  the  62nd  New  York  Volunteers,  in  which  regi- 
ment he  enlisted  %r  three  years  or  during  the  war/  on  August 
6,  1861.  He  was  promoted  first  lieutenant  on  January  10,  1862, 
and  captain  on  January  16,  1863.  He  was  engaged  in  a  number 
of  hard-fought  battles  and  received  serious  wounds,  which 
caused  his  transfer  to  the  Veterans  Beserve  Corps  on  December 
10,  1863.  He  was  brevetted  a  colonel  of  volunteers,  as  appears 
in  Qeneral  Orders  65  of  the  War  Department,  %r  gallant 
and  meritorious  services  at  the  battles  of  Fair  Oaks,  Gaines 
Mills,  Peach  Orchard,  Savage  Station,  White  Oak  Bridge,  Mal- 
vern Hill,  Second  Bull  Bun,  South  Mountain,  Antietam  and 
Fredericksburg,  to  date  from  March  13,  1865.' 

At  the  battle  of  Antietam  he  was  wounded  by  a  fragment 
of  a  shell,  disabling  him  for  duty  for  a  time.  At  the  battle 
of  Fredericksburg  he  received  three  gunshot  wounds  simul- 
taneously; one  passing  through  the  right  arm,  one  through 
the  right  breast,  and  the  other  in  the  right  leg.  These  wounds 
placed  him  in  the  hospital  at  Washington,  where  he  came  nearly 
losing  his  leg  by  amputation;  but  his  determined  will  and 
pluck  won  the  day,  and  he  recovered  its  use  later  on. 

The  reconstruction  period  has  a  history  that  is  filled  with 
wrongs  done  both  slave  and  slave  owner,  and  during  part  of 
that  period  Bbotheb  Ehlebs  was  stationed  in  Georgia.  There 
are  people  in  the  South  that  still  speak  of  him  with  gratitude 
for  the  manner  in  which  they  were  treated  by  him  when  he 
was  in  authority. 

On  January  1,  1868,  he  was  honorably  discharged  from  the 
military  service  of  the  United  States. 

Bbotheb  Ehlebs  became  an  entered  apprentice,  June  6th, 
a  Fellowcraft  June  20th,  and  a  Master  Mason  July  18,  1865, 
in  Continental  Lodge,  No.  287,  New  York  City.  In  1869  he 
was  Junior  Warden,  and  presided  as  Master  during  1870  and 
from  1874  to  1876.  He  was  appointed  by  Grand  Master  Jaices 
W.  HusTED  as  his  Deputy  in  tlie  6th  Masonic  District  during 
1876.    He  filled  the  office  of  Grand  Marshal  during  1884  under 
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appointment  of  Grand  Master  Horagb  S.  Taylor.  On  the 
death  of  Dr.  James  M.  Austin^  Orand  Secretary,  December  2, 
1881,  he  was  appointed  to  fill  the  office  nntil  the  annual  com- 
munication of  Orand  Lodge  the  following  June,  when  he  was 
elected  thereto  by  the  brethren. 

When  Brothxb  Ehlers  had  become  firmly  intrenched  into 
office  after  his  first  election  he  began  to  dean  house.  He 
brought  into  daily  use  his  executive  ability,  which  was  of  no 
mean  order,  correspondence  was  promptly  and  courteously  an- 
swered, and  the  Secretaries  found  out  that  the  Orand  Secretary 
was  a  business  man. 

In  Capitular  Masonry  he  became  a  member  of  Triune  Chap- 
ter, No.  241,  Boyal  Arch  Masons,  in  New  York  City,  November 
22,  1870. 

He  served  as  King  for  two  years,  and  as  High  Priest  the 
same  length  of  time  in  this  Chapter.  He  served  as  Represen- 
tative of  the  Orand  Chapter  of  Iowa  from  1884  to  1889.  On 
December  10,  1880,  he  affiliated  with  Phoenix  Chapter,  No. 
2,  and  in  1911  affiliated  with  Jerusalem  Chapter,  No.  8, 
of  which  his  son  was  then  High  Priest.  In  Cryptic  Masonry 
he  was  received  and  greeted  a  Boyal  and  Select  Master  on  June 
17,  1871,  in  Adelphic  Council,  No.  7,  of  New  York  City. 
He  was  Deputy  Master  in  1881-82,  and  Master  during 
1883-84. 

In  Chivalric  Masonry  Brother  Ehlbrs  was  made  a  Knight 
of  Malta  in  Columbian  Commandery,  No.  1,  June  26, 1871.  He 
fined  the  office  of  Captain  Oeneral  from  1874  to  1877,  Gen- 
eralissimo from  1877  to  1879,  and  Eminent  Commander  from 
1879  to  1881.  During  1881  to  1883  he  was  Orand  Inspector  of 
the  Grand  Commandery  of  New  York. 

In  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Bite,  Northern  Juris- 
diction, he  received  the  several  grades  to  the  32nd  Degree  on 
September  26,  1873.  He  was  Deputy  Master  of  the  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  Orator  of  the  Council  of  Princes  of  Jerusalem,  and 
Master  of  the  Bose  Croix  Chapter  for  seven  years.  He  filled  the 
office  of  First  Lieutenant  Commander  in  the  Consistory  for  six 
years,  and  on  September  20,  1881,  was  crowned  a  Sovereign 
Orand  Inspector  Oeneral  of  the  33rd  and  last  degree  of  that  rite. 

He  was  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  Mecca  Temple,  Ancient

Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  MjBtie  Shrine^  which  he  joined 
June  6,  1876^  his  Temple  number  being  22. 

He  had  been  honored  with  appointment  as  Bepresentative  of . 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware  in  1879,  the  Orand  Lodge  of 
Denmark  in  1890,  the  Orand  Chapter  of  Iowa  in  1884,  the 
Orand  Council  of  Kentucky  in  1884,  the  Oiand  Commandery 
of  Dakota  in  1885.  An  unusual  distinction  was  given  him  by 
the  Orand  Lodge  of  New  York  when  he  was  made  an  honorary 
Past  Grand  Master  in  1901,  and  thereafter  was  entitled  to 
receive  the  salutation  of  Most  Worshipful  Brother. 

He  was  an  honorary  member  of  the  Drill  Corps  of  Monroe 
Commandery  at  Bochester,  and  of  Damascus  Commandery, 
No.  6,  at  Newark,  N.  J.  He  was  elected  an  honora^|r  member 
of  the  Chapter  Bose  Croix  at  Curacao,  West  Lidies,  in  1882. 
He  held  honorary  membership  in  the  Masonic  Veterans'  Asso- 
ciation of  Brooklyn,  the  Masonic  Veterans'  Association  of  New- 
burgh,  N.  Y.,  in  the  Masonic  Veterans  Association  of  New 
York  City,  and  in  tiie  Masonic  Historical  Society  of  New 
York.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  his  name  was  upon  the 
rolls  of  more  than  eighty  lodges  of  this  and  sister  jurisdictions 
as  an  Honorary  Member. 

He  was  a  Companion  of  the  Military  Order  of  the  Loyal 
Legion  of  the  United  States,  Commandery  of  New  York.  He 
was  also  a  Past  Commander  of  George  G.  Mead  Post,  No.  38, 
G.  A.  B.,  and  at  his  death  a  member  of  Lafayette  Post,  No. 
140,  New  York  Cily.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Old  Guard 
Association  of  the  12th  Begiment,  N.  Y.  S.  M.,  an  organiza- 
tion established  by  the  late  General  Butterfield  at  the  dose 
of  the  Civil  War,  and  of  the  Society  of  the  Army  of  the  Poto- 
mac. 

When  the  body  of  President  Lincoln  was  carried  through 
New  York  City  to  be  forwarded  to  Springfield,  lU.,  in  1865, 
Bbother  Ehlbbs  had  the  proud  distinction  of  being  in  com- 
mand of  the  battalion  of  the  Veteran  Beserve  Corps,  and  took 
part  in  the  obsequies. 

As  adjutant  general  he  formed  the  great  procession  com- 
posed of  civic  and  military  organizations  in  the  parade  that 
celebrated  the  Centennial  Anniversary  of  the  Evacuation  of 
New  York  City  by  the  British  troops,  on  November  26,  1883, 
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and  was  one  of  the  committee  of  arrangements  upon  the  cele- 
bration of  the  Centennial  of  the  Inauguration  of  George  Wash- 
ington as  first  president  of  the  United  States  in  1888. 

He  was  an  aide  on  the  staff  of  General  Hancock  at  the  obse- 
quies of  General  Grant  in  1885^  and  a  member  of  the  General 
CJommittee  of  Arrangements  at  the  dedication  of  the  mausoleum 
containing  the  remains  of  that  distinguished  American. 

At  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  of  Masonic  Hall  on  23rd 
Street  and  Sixth  Avenue  in  1870^  Bbothsr  Ehlbbs  was  the 
Master  of  Continental  Lodge,  and  took  part  in  the  exercises 
of  the  day. 

On  June  2, 1876,  the  dedication  of  Masonic  Hall  took  place. 
There  were  seven  divisions  of  Enights  Templars  acting  as  escort 
to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  these  were  in  his  charge  as  Grand 
Marshal. 

He  was  Marshal  of  the  day  at  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone 
of  the  Egyptian  Obelisk  in  Central  Park,  New  York  City,  in 
1881. 

The  laying  of  the  cornerstone  of  the  Masonic  Home  at 
TJtica  took  place  on  May  21,  1891,  and  Bbothbb  Ehlhrs  was 
Marshal  of  the  day,  as  he  also  was  on  the  occasion  of  the 
ceremony  of  its  dedication,  which  was  held  October  5,  1892. 

He  dedicated  the  monument  erected  by  the  State  of  New 
York  to  commemorate  General  Nicholas  Herkimer,  at  Daube, 
near  Little  Falls,  November  12, 1896,  and  the  Pantheon  erected 
on  Staten  Island  in  memory  of  Garibaldi,  the  Italian  Patriot, 
July  4,  1907. 

He  was  the  orator  of  the  day  at  the  unveiling  of  the  monu- 
ment erected  in  memory  of  the  6th  Corps,  Army  of  the  Po- 
tomac, and  had  oflSdated  in  the  cornerstone  and  dedicatory  exer- 
cises of  great  numbers  of  public  buildings  and  institutions,  other 
than  those  herein  mentioned.'^ 

This  busy  and  useful  life  has  ended,  but  his  powerful  in- 
fluence for  good  will  remain  as  a  blessing  to  us  for  many  years 
to  come. 

May  the  Lord  lift  up  the  light  of 
His  countenance  upon  him. 
And  give  him  peace. 
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B.*.  W.'.  Gboboe  Theodore  Mundorff,  Past  Master  of 
Amity  Lodge,  No.  323,  and  Past  Grand  Sword  Bearer,  died 
at  New  York,  August  21,  1917.    He  was  in  his  forty-siztfa  year. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  President  of  the  Masters'* 
and  Past  Masters'  Association  of  the  Sixth  District,  and  also 
Treasurer  of  the  Masonic  Cluh,  N.  Y.  City. 

He  became  a  member  of  Amity  Lodge  in  1907,  and  served 
as  Master  during  1911-12.  He  was  appointed  Grand  Sword 
Bearer  in  1914.  He  also  belonged  to  Manhattan  Chapter,  No. 
184,  Adelphic  Council,  No.  7,  Palestine  Commandery,  No.  18, 
the  Scottish  Bite  Bodies  and  Mecca  Temple. 

He  graduated  from  New  York  University  Medical  College 
in  1885,  and  took  post  graduate  courses  at  Berlin,  Leipzig, 
Prague  and  Vienna.  He  was  very  active  at  St.  Francis  Home, 
where  he  was  visiting  physician  and  surgeon. 

His  passing  leaves  a  large  vacant  place  in  the  Sixth  Dis- 
trict, where  he  was  very  active.  He  was  honored  with  office  be- 
cause of  his  personality  and  worth.  He  never  cared  for  place 
for  the  honor  of  it,  but  always  accepted  it  for  the  service  he 
could  render.  He  was  an  unusual  man  in  many  ways — a  de- 
voted husband,  a  true  father,  a  valued  friend  to  those  who  en- 
joyed the  intimacy  which  gave  to  them  the  opportunity  to 
know  his  friendship.  He  was  possessed  of  a  keen  knowledge 
of  affairs,  endowed  with  rare  intelligence,  an  earnest  student 
in  his  profession,  and  being  gifted  with  a  sunny  disposition 
he  communicated  the  same  to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  con- 
tact. 

B.'.  W.\  William  I.  Chalmers^  Past  Master  of  Biverhead 
Lodge,  No.  645,  for  two  terms  District  Deputy  Grand  Master 
of  the  First  District,  and  again  Grand  Chaplain,  was  called 
from  labor  on  October  9,  1917,  just  as  the  sun  was  setting.  A 
good  man  had  gone  to  his  reward. 

Bbo.  Chalmers  was  born  in  New  York  City,  October  14, 
1850.  Early  in  life  he  decided  to  enter  the  ministry.  Being 
ordained  in  1872  he  accepted  the  pastorate  of  the  Biverhead 
(L.  I.)  Church,  where  for  twenty-eight  consecutive  years  he 
labored  faithfully,  intelligentiy,  and  devoutiy,  and  beoune  one 
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of  the  most  prominent  churchmen  in  that  faith  on  all  of  Long 
Island. 

He  was  raised  in  Riverhead  Lodge,  Not.  26,  1872.  For 
forty-five  years  he  toiled  as  unceasingly  in  the  Masonic  quarry 
as  he  did  in  the  Master^s  Vineyard.  To  him  Church  and  Masonry 
were  synonymous  in  their  aims  to  lead  men  in  paths  of  righteous- 
ness. To  him  an  unfaithful  churchman  was  no  better  than  a 
man  who  fails  to  live  up  to  his  Masonic  teachings.  Quickly 
becoming  a  power  in  the  Lodge,  he  was  called  upon  the  preside 
for  ten  years  as  the  Lodge's  Master — a  record  there — and  his 
work  and  addresses  brought  recognition  from  a  wider  field.  In 
1889  and  again  in  1890  he  filled  the  position  of  District  Deputy 
Orand  Master  with  distinction  to  himself  and  the  Craft  In 
1892-3  he  was  one  of  the  three  Orand  Chaplains  and  par- 
ticipated in  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  of  our  wonderful 
home  in  XJtica.  Though  thrice  wearing  the  purple  of  the 
Fraternity  he  never  forgot  its  humbler  duties,  and  it  was  seldom 
that  his  Lodge  held  a  communication  at  which  he  was  not  present, 
filling  some  minor  position.  He  was  Chaplain  of  the  Lodge 
when  he  died. 

Bbo.  Chalmebs  was  a  real  Mason  in  deeds  and  words.  His 
was  a  leadership  safe  and  pleasant  to  follow.  During  his  long 
career  in  Riverhead  Lodge  he  aided  many  men  to  lay  a  life's 
cornerstone  that  has  made  them  better  citizens.  Literally  did 
he  bring  them  to  the  true  light.  About  the  walls  of  Biverhead 
Lodge  are  Masonic  emblems  that  he  fashioned;  in  its  archives  are 
priceless  records  that  he  prepared.  Mason,  minister,  historian, 
scholar,  lecturer,  writer — one  recalls  his  eminence  in  all  of 
these,  yet  one  also  strongly  recalls  his  sincere  friendship,  his 
intellectual  beauty,  his  geniality,  his  inspiring  associations,  and 
above  all  else  his  simple  tastes  and  broad  charity  in  mind,  heart, 
and  action — it  is  especially  for  that  trait  of  charily  that  his 
memory  will  be  ever  enshrined  in  the  hearts  of  those  who  knew 
him. 

When  he  laid  down  forever  the  working  tools  of  his  beloved 
Craft  that  he  had  so  diligentiy  used,  his  remains  were  escorted 
to  Bandolph,  Yt.,  by  representatives  of  his  Lodge,  where  a  bright 
sprig  of  acacia  was  reverently  laid  on  his  tomb. 
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B.'.  W.*.  John  O.  Wallbnheibb9  Jr.,  Past  Master  of  Tona- 
wanda  Lodge^  No.  247,  and  a  member  of  the  ''Special  Com- 
mittee on  Bedistricting  the  State/'  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  died 
at  his  home  in  Tonawanda,  October  26,  1917.  His  departure 
from  earthly  associations  was  sudden  and  the  news  came  as  ft 
great  shock  to  his  many  friends. 

Bbothsb  Wallbnmbieb  was  devoted  to  Masonry,  and  his 
time  and  talents  were  always  at  the  disposal  of  the  Fratemiiy. 
He  had  a  genial  hearty  manner  and  radiated  sunshine  wherever 
he  went  His  presence  was  wholesome  to  any  group  of  men 
and  the  atmosphere  of  his  character  was  uplifting. 

He  was  bom  in  Buffalo  on  October  10,  1862.  Twelve  years 
later  his  father  moved  to  Tonawanda,  a  town  adjoining  Buffalo 
on  the  north.  Here  John  received  his  education  and  grew  to 
manhood  with  the  confidence  and  respect  of  his  fellowmen. 
His  natural  ability  was  recognized  and  his  capacily  for  leader- 
ship early  manifested  itself.  He  entered  politics  to  purify 
them  and  succeeded.  In  course  of  time  he  became  Treasurer  of 
the  State  of  New  York  and  on  the  Canal  Board  he  rendered 
valuable  service  to  the  State.  He  was  Police  Justice  as  well 
as  Postmaster  in  Tonawanda.  He  was  recognized  as  the  Be- 
publican  leader  for  the  north  towns  of  Erie  County,  and  his 
judgment  in  political  matters  was  greatly  respected.  His  ac- 
tivity covered  a  period  of  a  quarter  of  a  century.  He  founded 
the  Niagara  Savings  and  Loan  Association  in  Tonawanda,  and 
was  active  in  its  management  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

In  fraternal  life  Bbo.  Wallbnmbisb  found  his  recreation 
and  almost  his  religion.  He  was  a  member  of  Tonawanda 
Lodge,  No.  247,  and  its  Master,  1897-98-99;  of  Tonawanda 
Chapter,  No.  278,  B.  A.  M.,  and  served  as  High  Priest  in  1902 
and  1903;  of  Buffalo  Council,  No.  17  B.  ft  S.  M.;  of  Lake  Erie 
Commandery,  No.  20,  K.  T.,  and  served  as  Eminent  Commander 
in  1910  and  1911. 

His  ability  was  recognized  by  the  Orand  Lodge  at  various 
times,  he  having  served  as  Orand  Steward  in  1900,  and  District 
Deputy  of  the  38th  Masonic  District  in  1914,  as  well  as  on  the 
Committees  of  the  Orand  Lodge,  and  was  identified  with  the 
administration  of  its  affairs  for  many  years. 

Brother  Wallbkmeier  was  a  devoted  husband,  a  jovial 
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companion^  a  true  friend  and  a  good  Mason.  He  exemplified  the 
principles  of  Freemasonry  in  his  daily  intercourse  with  mankind 
and  the  memory  of  his  genial  good  nature  will  ever  be  cherished 
by  his  brethren. 

M.\  W.'.  Oeoboe  Fbeifbld^  Fast  Grand  Master^  died  in  St. 
Luke's  Hospital^  New  York,  after  an  illness  covering  several 
weeks,  on  IViday  night,  November  16,  1917. 

Bbothsb  Fbbifeld  was  bom  and  educated  in  New  York 
City,  and  upon  his  graduation  from  Law  School  was  admitted 
to  the  profession  which  he  honored  with  intelligent  and  capable 
service. 

When  a  young  man  he  removed  to  Brooklyn,  where  he  was 
twice  elected  Judge  of  the  Municipal  Court,  serving  for  a 
number  of  years  with  ability  and  distinction. 

He  was  made  a  Mason  in  Anglo-Saxon  Lodge,  No.  137,  in 
1896,  and  became  Master  of  the  Lodge  in  1901.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Constellation  Chapter,  No.  209,  B.  A.  M.,  Aurora  Orata 
Scottish  Bite  bodies  and  Kismet  Temple.  He  received  the 
honorary  3drd  degree  at  the  session  of  the  Supreme  Council 
held  in  Fittsburgh  in  September,  1916.  Shortiy  after  his  term 
of  office  as  Master  he  became  actively  interested  in  the  important 
work  of  building  the  Masonic  Temple  in  Brooklyn,  and  held  the 
ofBce  of  Fresident  of  the  Brooklyn  Masonic  Guild  for  four 
years,  during  which  time  the  work  was  begun  and  the  Temple 
completed  and  dedicated. 

He  was  appointed  District  Deputy  Orand  Master  of  the 
Third  Masonic  District  in  1906  by  M.\  W.\  Townsend  Scud- 
der.  In*1909  he  was  appointed  Commissioner  of  Appeals,  and 
in  1910  was  made  Chief  Commissioner. 

At  the  session  of  the  Orand  Lodge  in  1912  he  was  elected 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  in  1914  was  elected  Grand  Master. 

During  all  the  years  from  the  time  of  his  entrance  into 
the  Fraternity  Jxtdgb  Fbbifei;d  gave  faithful  and  untiring  ser- 
vice culminating  in  his  unremitting  and  indefatigable  labors  as 
Orand  Master,  the  burden  of  which  was  the  furtherance  of  the 
work  of  Ihe  Sinking  Fund  for  the  payment  of  the  Second  Mort- 
gage on  the  Masonic  Hall  property. 

Bbothsb  Fbbotld  had  hosts  of  friends  who  loved  him  and 
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honored  him  because  of  his  kindness  of  heart  and  preeminent 
spirit  of  brotherliness.  The  guiding  principle  of  his  life  always 
was  "I  serve/'  He  never  knew  how  to  say  no  to  a  call  for 
service,  and  it  may  be  truthfully  written  of  him  that  "neither 
snow  nor  rain  nor  heat  nor  gloom  of  night''  ever  interfered  with 
his  willingness  to  go  and  do  in  response  to  a  call  for  help  or 
advice  or  personal  service. 

To  all  who  knew  him  his  fellowship  will  ever  be  a  happy 
memory  and  his  life  a  constant  inspiration. 

B.'.  W.\  Mabvin  I.  Obbbnwood,  Past  Conmiissioner  of 
Appeals  and  former  Grand  Bepresentative  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  West  Virginia,  died  at  his  home  in  Newark,  Wayne  County, 
N.  Y.,  December  27,  1917. 

Besides  being  prominent  in  politics,  Bro.  Grbbnwood  was  in- 
terested in  all  branches  of  Masonic  activity.  He  was  a  member 
of  Newark  Chapter,  B.  A.  M. ;  Palmyra  Council,  B.  and  S.  M. ; 
Zenobia  Commandery,  E.  T. ;  Bochester  Consistory,  A.  A.  Scot- 
tish Bite,  and  also  an  honorary  member  of  the  Supreme  Council 
for  the  Northern  Masonic  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 
He  had  held  the  offices  of  Master  of  the  Newark  Lodge,  F.  and 
A.  M.,  H.  P.  Newark  Chapter,  and  Grand  High  Priest  of  the 
State  Grand  Chapter,  B.  A.  M. 

It  has  been  well  said  of  Bro.  Grbenwood  that  his  life  was 
an  inspiration  to  his  brethren  and  the  many  in  the  community 
where  he  dwelt  so  many  years,  and  his  memory  will  last  as  a 
reminder  of  high  ideals  and  worthy  achievements. 

B.'.  W.\  Martin  H.  Blbchsr  died  at  his  home  in  Buffalo, 
December  15,  1917.    He  was  60  years  old. 

Bro.  Bleoher  was  a  member  of  Harmonic  Lodge,  No.  699, 
and  Master  in  1904  and  1905.  He  served  as  District  Deputy 
for  the  38th  Masonic  District  in  1907. 

Bro.  Blecher  was  a  man  of  high  ideals  and  sterling  char- 
acter, one  who  hated  sham  and  hypocrisy,  but  was  always  ready 
to  recognize  merit  and  worth.  His  presence  will  be  greatly 
missed,  but  his  environment  was  the  better  for  his  having  lived 
in  it.  His  friends  were  legion,  and  he  was  bound  to  them  by 
ties  that  were  strengthened  as  the  years  passed  by. 
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E/.  W/.  Jahbb  Mingay,  Past  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master^  2l8t  Masonic  District^  and  Fast  Master  of  Rising  Sun 
Liodge^  No.  103^  Saratoga  Springs,  died  January  6,  1918. 

Bbotheb  Mingay  was  born  in  Yarmouth,  England,  October 
9^  1844,  and  when  six  years  old  his  parents  came  to  America 
and  settled  in  Saratoga  Springs.  He  had  good  native  ability, 
and  with  slight  educational  advantages  was  able  to  win  his  way 
and  make  his  mark  in  the  city  to  which  he  first  came  from 
overseas,  the  dty  which  saw  his  life  work,  and  where  he  passed 
away,  lamented  by  the  community  as  an  upright  business  man, 
a  humble-minded  Christian  and  an  enthusiastic  Mason. 

At  the  age  of  thirteen  he  began  work  as  a  drug  clerk,  but 
in  1862  enlisted,  serving  his  country  till  the  close  of  the  war, 
when  he  was  honorably  discharged  and  returned  to  his  former 
work  in  Saratoga  Springs.  In  1874  he  began  business  in  a 
drag  store  of  his  own,  and  had  good  success.  He  was  also 
associated  with  the  Harvey  Company,  a  manu&cturing  drug 
concern,  and  at  his  death  was  Vice-President  and  Secretary  of 
the  company.  A  good  many  years  before  his  death  he  retired 
from  active  business  life,  and  in  company  with  his  wife  travelled 
widely,  circling  the  globe,  and  visiting  nearly  every  country  of 
the  world. 

He  had  interesting  experiences  with  Masons  in  foreign  lands 
and  related  many  of  these  experiences  to  the  great  enjoyment 
of  the  brethren  of  Bising  Sun  Lodge.  On  his  return  from  his 
last  trip,  he  presented  the  Lodge  with  a  beautiful  altar  cloth, 
purchased  in  Japan.  It  was  largely  through  his  instrumen- 
tality that  the  ^^ouse  of  Pansa,''  a  replica  of  a  Pompeiian 
house,  was  purchased,  and  is  now  the  uniquely  beautiful  home 
of  the  Masons  of  Saratoga  Springs. 

He  had  expressed  the  wish  that  his  funeral  be  held  from 
this  splendid  Masonic  Temple,  and  his  wish  was  lovingly  re- 
spected. On  the  13th  day  of  January,  1918,  the  funeral  service 
was  held  from  the  Bethesda'  Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  was 
a  member  and  vestryman,  and  from  the  Temple  with  full 
Masonic  rituaL  Prominent  Masons  from  all  parts  of  the  juris- 
diction and  hundreds  of  Saratogians  were  present  to  pay  the 
last  tribute  of  respect  and  esteem  to  him  who,  in  all  these  years, 
walked  among  them,  a  Christian  gentieman,  and  beloved  brother 
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Mason,  who  manifested  most  beautifully  and  practically  the 
teachings  of  Him  who  went  about  doing  good. 

Gbobge  John  Jackson,  Deputy  Orand  Master  1916-1918. 

Able,  wise,  industrious,  modest  and  forceful,  our  big  brother 
passed  on  suddenly  April  8,  1918,  in  the  fulness  of  his  strength. 

He  found  in  Masonry  an  inspiration  and  he  more  and  more 
lived  its  tenets  and  typified  its  principles. 

Bbothbr  Jackson  combined  to  a  rare  and  high  degree  those 
qualities  of  heart  and  mind  which  should  endow  and  characterize 
a  great  manly  human  man.  Executive  and  financial  ability  of 
highest  excellence^  were  his,  his  judgment  was  sound,  broad  and 
accurate. 

Sentiment  influenced  his  motives.  Loyalty  he  demanded  of 
and  gave  to  his  friends,  but  logic  and  reason  ruled  his  acts  and 
conduct 

'Though  carried  off  in  the  prime  of  life,  he  had  lived  long 
enough  for  Glory.'* 

Friendship  and  brotherly  love  marked  his  dealings  with  all, 
and  he  never  demeaned  his  dignity  in  his  associations. 

He  would  have  been  indeed  a  Orand  Master  I 

The  Craft  may  well  exclaim,  'To  lose  a  friend  is  the  greatest 
of  all  losses.'^

Address  by  the  Bev.  and  B.'.  W/.  Charles  Carroll  Abbot- 
son,  D.D.,  G.C.,  on  the  occasion  of  the  celebration  of  the  200th 
Anniversary  of  the  Founding  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England, 
delivered  at  Utica,  New  York,  June  24,  1917. 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  Brethren:  On  St.  John 
the  Baptist's  Day  (June  24th),  1717,  in  the  third  year  of 
the  reign  of  George  I.,  there  met  in  the  city  of  London  an 
assembly  of  Freemasons,  representing  the  membership  of 
four  or  more  Lodges,  three  of  which  still  exist.  Under 
the  chairmanship  of  the  oldest  Freemason  then  present, 
this  assembly  organized  itself  into  a  Grand  Lodge,  the  first 
body  of  its  kind  in  the  history  of  Freemasonry,  and  hence  the 
Mother  Grand  Lodge  of  the  world.  Within  ten  years  there 
was  a  Grand  Lodge  in  Ireland  and  within  twenty  years,  in 
Scotland.  All  regular  Masonic  Lodges  in  the  world  have 
derived  their  authority  directly  or  indirectly  from  one  or  other 
of  these  three  sovereign  bodies.  Hence,  the  year  1717  marks 
the  beginning  of  what  may  be  called  the  Grand  Lodge  Period 
of  Masonic  history. 

If,  traveling  across  a  vast  plain  or  prairie,  we  should  see 
a  river,  a  good-sized  stream,  issuing  from  the  ground,  flowing 
towards  the  sea,  and  widening,  ever  widening,  as  it  neared 
the  sea,  we  should  not  conclude  that  the  river  has  its  source 
at  the  place  of  its  first  visibility.  Indeed,  we  should  be  cer- 
tain, from  our  knowledge  of  the  constitution  of  the  earth,  that 
the  stream  must  have  its  origin  far  above  the  point  of  its 
appearance  upon  the  surface.  We  are  well  aware  that  there 
are  underground  rivers,  some  of  which  may  never  be  seen  by 
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•  the  eyes  of  man.  What  was  Freemasonry  prior  to  the  Lon- 
don Conference  of  1717?  An  underground  riyer^  with  tribu- 
taries in  widely  scattered  sections  of  Oreat  Britain.  Let  no 
man  imagine  that  St  John  the  Baptist's  Day  of  that  mem- 
orable year  marks  the  origin  of  modem  Freemasonry.  There 
are  authentic  manuscript  copies  of  old  ''Constitutions''  or 
^'Charges"  which  prove  incontestably  the  existence  of  working 
lodges  of  Masons  as  early  as  the  thirteenth  century.  The  so- 
called  Begins  Manuscript  of  the  old  ^'Charges''  in  the  British 
Museum  is  definitely  known  to  date  from  the  fourteenth  cen- 
tury. Both  this  manuscript  and  the  next  oldest  document 
of  the  kind,  known  as  the  Cooke  Manuscript,  which  is  also  in 
the  British  Museum,  and  which  paleographers  assign  to  the 
early  years  of  the  fifteenth  century,  speak  of  Masonry  as 
having  originated  in  Egypt,  and  as  having  been  introduced  into 
England  in  the  reign  of  King  Aethelstane,  who  flourished  in 
the  tenth  century.  Certain  it  is  there  were  Masonic  Crafts- 
men's lodges  associated  with  the  building  of  the  English  ca- 
thedrals, records  of  such  remaining  from  the  year  1200  at  St. 
Albans  Abbey  and  from  the  year  1370  at  York  Minster.  That 
mediaeval  Masonry  was  largely  if  not  exclusively  operative  can 
hardly  be  disputed.  Then  there  came  a  time  when  Masonic 
lodges  were  composed  not  only  of  operative  Masons  but  of 
gentlemen  of  wealth,  leisure  and  social  standing,  who  were  ad- 
mitted as  honorary  members.    Thus  began  speculative  Masonry. 

That  the  earliest  Masonic  lodges  were  workingmen's  guilds 
does  not  disparage  the  history  of  the  Craft.  There  were  similar 
guilds  in  France  and  Qermany.  The  German  Steinmetzen  were 
organizations  of  stonemasons,  but  there  is  no  evidence  that 
they  developed  a  ritual  or  that  they  possessed  secret  signs  or 
passwords,  as  the  English  Masons  did.  And  modem  German 
Freemasonry  is  in  no  sense  a  development  of  the  old  Stein- 
metzen, the  authority  to  found  Masonic  lodges  in  Germany 
having  been  derived  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  in  the 
first  half  of  the  eighteenth  century. 

This  occasion,  however,  does  not  call  for  an  historical  ad- 
dress covering  the  probable  origin  or  origins  of  Freemasonry. 
We  meet  to  celebrate  the  anniversary  of  a  specific  event  which 
took  place  on  a  definite  date,  which  event  and  which  date  con- 
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stitate  a  landmark  of  primary  significance  in  Masonic  history. 
Two  hnndred  years  ago  to-day  the  streams  of  Masonic  in- 
fluence suddenly  sprang  from  their  hitherto  concealed  channels 
into  the  light  of  day.  Only  a  superficial  historian  thinks  of 
that  event  as  the  source  of  the  river  whose  streams  make  glad 
so  many  of  the  waste  places  of  the  earth.  Herbert  Spencer^ 
in  one  of  the  most  suggestive  of  his  essays,  points  out  that 
constitutions  are  not  made  but  grow,  and  reminds  us  that 
this  fact  is  only  a  fragment  of  the  much  larger  fact  that  under 
all  its  aspects  and  through  all  its  ramifications  society  is  a 
growth  and  not  a  manufacture.  What  is  true  of  constitutions 
is  true  of  institutions.  Freemasonry  is  a  growth.  Its  roots 
lie  deep  in  the  soil  of  unwritten  history.  If  we  were  able  to 
trace  them,  doubtless  we  should  find  ourselves  now  among  the 
craftsmen  that  raised  the  Pyramids  of  Egypt,  and  now  among 
the  artificers  who  quarried  and  shaped  the  stones  that  went 
into  the  building  of  Solomon's  Temple  on  Moxmt  Moriah.  But 
it  were  far  more  relevant  to  the  occasion  of  this  anniversary, 
far  more  pertinent  to  the  purpose  of  this  celebration,  to  look 
for  a  little  time  more  critically  than  is  our  custom  in  reading 
history,  into  that  English  soil  which  gave  rise  to  the  com- 
posite stream  of  influence  called  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 
What  was  that  England  like — ^the  England  of  two  hxmdred 
years  ago?  Very  imlike  the  England  of  our  day,  much  more 
like  the  England  of  Shakespeare's  day.  Shakespeare  had 
been  dead  a  hundred  years.  Milton  had  sung  of  Paradise  Lost 
and  Begained  and  had  pleaded  mightily  for  the  freedom  of 
human  speech  and  thought.  Lord  Francis  Bacon's  Novum 
Organum  had  given  new  birth  to  science,  endowing  it  at  once 
with  a  new  spirit  and  a  new  method.  Old  things  were  passing 
away,  and  all  things  were  becoming  new.  And  yet,  compared 
with  the  England  that  we  know,  darkness  was  still  upon  the 
face  of  the  deep. .  One  fifth  of  the  population  of  England  was 
composed  of  beggars  and  paupers,  most  of  whom  were  able- 
bodied  women  and  men.  Labor  was  oppressed.  Corruption 
reigned  in  high  places,  and  brutality  prevailed  in  low.  There 
were  160  crimes  in  the  calendar  punishable  by  death.  Execu- 
tions, if  not  a  public  amusement,  were  at  least  a  favorite 
spectacle.    Small  wonder  that  the  spirit  of  man  was  growing 
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restlesB^  that  the  shoulders  of  Atlas  were  weary  of  the  in- 
tolerable burden  of  such  a  life.  Printing  had  been  invented 
and  books  were  becoming  common.  Gunpowder  had  been  in- 
vented, and  the  foot-soldier  with  a  musket  was  more  than  a 
match  for  the  knight  on  horseback  with  ancient  arms  and 
armor.  Storm-clouds  were  gathering  in  the  sky  and  distant 
thunders  were  muttering.  The  seventeenth  century  was  ripe 
for  revolutions,  and  revolutions  there  were.  The  downfall  of 
the  House  of  Stuart  meant  the  abolition  of  feudal  tenures,  the 
institution  of  habeas  corpus,  the  establishment  of  a  free  con- 
stitution, the  guarantee  of  religious  toleration  and  the  freedom 
of  the  press.  The  close  of  the  seventeenth  century  marked  the 
culmination  of  a  long  process  by  which  civil  authority  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  Crown  to  the  people.  The  thing  that  happened 
two  and  a  half  centuries  ago  in  England  has  just  begun  to 
happen  in  Bussia,  and  is  yet  to  happen  in  Germany. 

The  seventeenth  century  was  a  bloody  century  but  its  pages 
are  not  all  red.  Some  of  them  are  bright  with  the  luster  of 
deeds  that  can  never  die.  It  was  a  great  age  for  Uterature 
and  learning.  Charles  II.  established  the  Royal  Society,  an 
outgrowth  of  a  long  developing  ^'Invisible  College.''  The 
Greenwich  Observatory  was  founded.  Shakespeare  had  fixed 
for  all  time  the  form  of  English  speech.  The  first  newspaper 
was  founded  in  1662.  The  Act  of  Toleration  was  passed  and 
signed  in  1689.  These  were  materials  for  a  new  England. 
Singularly  and  tragically  Nature  seemed  to  co-operate  with  man 
in  getting  rid  of  old  landmarks.  In  1665  London  was  visited 
by  the  Great  Plague.  A  year  later  came  the  Great  Pire  which 
raged  for  six  days  and  destroyed  13,000  buildings.  The  fire 
began  September  2nd  and  burned  till  September  8th.  Four 
days  later,  September  12th,  Christopher  Wren,  one  of  the  most 
versatile  geniuses  England  ever  saw — scientist,  astronomer, 
mathematician,  architect,  engineer,  builder, .  laid  before  the 
King  a  plan  for  the  rebuilding  of  London.  Streets  were 
widened,  and  during  the  following  fifty  years,  under  the 
direction  of  that  incomparable  man,  perhaps  a  hundred  public 
buildings  were  constructed,  most  of  them  in  London,  including 
fifty  churches,  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  the  greatest  of  them  all.  If 
we  want  to  know  what  London  was  like  in  the  half  century  which 
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preceded  the  founding  of  the  Mother  Grand  Lodge,  we  have 
vivid  and  graphic  pictures  in  the  pages  of  Daniel  Defoe,  Sir 
John  Evelyn  and  Samuel  Pepys. 

Kemembering  the  words  of  Herbert  Spencer  adverted  to 
a  moment  ago,  that  social  institutions  are  a  growth  and  not 
a  manufacture,  let  us  ask  ourselves  what  were  the  influences 
working  on  the  surface  and  beneath  the  surface  of  English 
life  during  the  sixteenth  century,  to  account  for  the  seven- 
teenth century  and  its  marvelous  change.  Something  was  at 
work  to  give  dignity  to  toil  and  freedom  to  the  toiler.  That 
something  may  be  difficult  to  define.  In  the  large,  it  was  the 
spirit  of  Christianity,  whose  Founder  was  a  carpenter,  a  car- 
penter when  to  be  a  carpenter  was  also  to  be  a  mason,  for  the 
Judean  carpenter  worked  in  both  wood  and  stone.  The  social 
implications  of  Christianity  had  been  slow  to  penetrate  the 
human  mind.  Sir  Michael  Faraday  records  an  experiment  with 
a  solution  of  gold.  He  says  he  left  the  solution  to  precipitate 
in  a  broad  and  shallow  dish  and  found  the  process  of  precipita- 
tion not  complete  even  after  six  months.  Truth  is  equally 
slow  to  precipitate  in  the  broad  and  shallow  basin  of  man^s 
mind.  But  the  truth  that  the  honest  worker  is  in  partner- 
ship with  God  had  crystallized  in  some  minds.  It  found  its 
crystallization  in  the  teaching  of  Freemasonry  which  exalts 
the  builder  to  fellowship  with  the  Grand  Architect  of  the 
universe.  A  hundred  lodges — ^perhaps  a  thousand — of  Masons, 
in  England^  Ireland  and  Scotland,  had  taught  this  truth  during 
these  centuries  that  preceded  the  birth  of  the  English  Con- 
stitution. How  largely  they  had  prepared  the  way  for  the 
emancipation  of  labor,  for  the  sovereignty  of  the  common  man, 
it  would  be  difficult  to  calculate,  though  that  they  had  a  part 
in  the  process  must  be  evident  to  all. 

The  doctrine  of  the  indefeasible  dignity  of  the  toiler  is 
logically  one  with  the  doctrine  of  the  brotherhood  of  man.  This 
idea  had  been  growing  in  men's  minds  since  the  days  of  the 
Hebrew  prophets,  since  the  "Bepublic*^  of  Plato,  since  the 
ethical  philosophy  of  Seneca  and  Socrates,  since  the  Sermon 
on  the  Mount.  Like  a  solution  of  gold,  it  had  been  gradually 
settling  into  fixed  forms  of  thought.  Freemasonry  was  one 
of  those  fixed  forms.    Within  the  friendly  shelter  of  the  Ma- 
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sonic  Lodge^  high  and  low,  rich  and  poor,  met  together  as 
equals.  The  architect  of  the  cathedral  and  the  htunble  men  who 
cut  and  laid  the  stones  of  which  the  noble  temple  was  built 
clasped  hands  before  the  altar  on  which  reposed  the  Holy 
Bible  and  the  symbols  of  the  builder's  craft  When  Charles 
I.  asked  the  officer  who  came  to  arrest  hJTn  to  show  him  his 
warrant  for  the  proceeding,  the  captain  pointed  through  the 
window  to  a  regiment  of  soldiers  in  the  open  square  before 
the  palace.  Charles  I.  was  no  fool.  He  saw  behind  that  regi- 
ment the  people  of  the  realm,  and  smiling  he  bowed,  saying, 
^^I  see:  it  is  writ  large.''  Innumerable  hands  had  written  that 
warrant,  and  not  a  few  of  them  were  hands  of  men  who  had 
been  taught,  among  the  mysteries  of  their  craft,  that  civil 
government  derives  its  power  under  God  from  the  consent  of 
the  governed.  Democracy  is  of  the  very  essence  of  Free- 
masonry, which  fact  explains  the  exclusion  of  Freemasonry  from 
Austria  and  from  Bussia  under  the  old  r^me. 

Never  again  can  it  happen  among  modem  men  as  it  hap- 
pened under  Charles  II.  that  uniformity  of  religious  opinion 
and  worship  may  be  established  by  law.  Under  the  so-called 
Act  of  Uniformity  2,000  Nonconformist  ministers  left  their 
parishes  in  a  single  day,  going  out  they  knew  not  where,  their 
wives  and  children  with  them,  homeless  and  penniless  beneath 
the  sky.  In  twelve  years  12,000  Quakers  were  in  English 
prisons  for  conscience's  sake.  It  had  been  growing  in  men's 
minds  that  an  imposed  religion  ceases  to  be  a  religion  by  so 
much  as  it  is  imposed;  that  a  religion  is  worthy  of  the  name 
only  in  so  far  as  it  honors  the  freedom  of  the  human  wiU. 
To  the  expansion  of  this  idea  every  true  lodge  of  Freemasons 
in  Great  Britain  had  contributed,  for,  be  it  remembered,  that 
from  time  whereof  the  memory  of  man  runneth  not  to  the 
contrary,  British  Freemasonry  was  Christian  to  its  very  core. 

So  from  innumerable  sources,  the  streams  of  democracy, 
equality  and  tolerance  have  been  gathering  volume  underground 
and  on  the  24th  of  June  two  hundred  years  ago  they  burst 
forth,  thereafter  to  flow  unvexed  among  the  nations  of  the 
earth.  It  is  not  for  us  to  boast  of  the  part  Freemasonry  has 
played  in  the  growth  of  the  ideas  and  institutions  which  make 
the  England  and  America  of  our  day  the  strongholds  of  the 
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worthy  rights  of  man.  The  work  of  Freemasonry  is  not  yet 
done.  Its  career  in  the  world  is  not  finished.  Its  office  in 
the  moral  economy  of  mankind  lacks  much  of  fulfillment  War 
rages  on  three  continents.  Fiitj  millions  of  men  are  in  arms. 
On  both  hemispheres  nations  have  beat  their  plowshares  into 
swords  and  their  pruning-hooks  into  spears.  America,  never 
a  military  nation,  has  solemnly  entered  the  lists.  Her  allies 
are,  that  England  from  which  we  derived  our  first  Masonic 
authority,  that  France  to  whose  supreme  Masonic  tribunal, 
when  it  renounced  its  faith  in  Qod,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York  State  said  a  regretful  farewell,  that  Italy,  to  the  creation 
of  whose  unity  Freemasonry  contributed  so  largely,  and  that 
Bussia  whose  mystic  soul  has  in  it  so  much  that  answers  to 
the  mysteries  of  our  Craft.  Our  enemies  are  not  the  German 
people,  but  a  predatory  class  of  German  officials,  blind  to  reason, 
deaf  to  piiy  and  lustful  for  conquest.  There  are  not  lacking 
some  faint  signs  that  the  scales  are  falling  from  their  eyes 
and  that  desire  for  world-power  begins  to  fail.  The  end  of 
the  war  is  not  in  our  sight,  but  we  believe  it  is  in  Qod's  sight 
and  after  the  war,  the  peace  bells  of  Christendom  will  ring 
as  never  before.  Then  there  will  be  chasms  of  suspicion  to 
bridge,  and  old  deep  sores  to  heal.  There  will  be  hatred  to 
banish  from  the  hearts  of  men.  Only  those  who  take  a  long 
view  of  history;  only  those  whose  springs  of  faith  are  high  in 
the  hills  of  God;  only  those  who  know  how  strong  and  tender 
are  the  mystic  ties  of  brotherhood,  can  have  prevision  of  the 
time  of  universal  reconcilement.  It  is  for  us  to  push  the  battle 
now;  to  withhold  nothing  of  our  strength  from  the  nation  we 
love — ^the  nation  that  needs  it  all;  and  while  we  gird  our  loins 
to  fight,  it  is  for  us  to  keep  brightly  burning  the  light  of  hope 
that  ''from  the  ground  shall  blossom  red  life  that  shall  endless 
be/' 

''Tou  that  have  faith  to  look  with  fearless  eyes 

Upon  the  tragedy  of  a  world  at  strife 
And  know  that  out  of  death  and  night 

Shall  rise  the  dawn  of  ampler  life, — 

Bejoice,  whatever  anguish  fills  the  heart, 
That  God  has  given  you  a  priceless  dower. 
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To  live  in  these  great  times  and  bear  your  part 
In  Freedom's  crowning  hour; 

That  ye  may  tell  your  sons  who  see  the  light — 
High  in  the  heavens  their  heritage  to  take^

New  Lodges. 

Five  dispensations  have  been  issued  for  the  establishment  of 
new  Lodges,  viz.,  Uncas  at  Syracuse,  Somerset  at  Syracuse,  Zet- 
land at  Bochester,  Equality  at  Buffalo,  and  Edward  M.  L. 
ESilers  at  New  York. 

All  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  only  await  the  examination  and  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Charters  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  act  upon  the  petition  that 
a  charter  be  granted. 

Guardian  Lodge,  No.  921. 

Certain  serious  irregularities  in  the  conduct  of  the  affairs 
of  Guardian  Lodge,  No.  921,  by  its  officers,  and  certain  of  its 
members,  came  to  my  attention,  having  occurred  between 
March,  1917,  and  June,  1917,  which  seemed  to  me  to  impair 
or  threaten  the  integrity  and  safety  of  the  Fraternity.  Ac- 
cordingly, by  my  instruction,  B.'.  W.\  Hugo  Taussig,  D.D.G.M. 
of  the  42nd  Masonic  District,  on  September  4,  1917,  arrested 
the  charter  of  the  Lodge  and  took  possession  of  its  papers  and 
records,  and  thereafter  conducted  an  inquiry  into  its  affairs 
which  has  resulted  in  the  preferment  by  him,  under  my  in- 
struction, of  charges  of  im-Masonic  conduct  against  the  Master, 
the  Secretary,  the  members  of  a  trial  commission  appointed  by 
the  Master,  and  the  members  of  an  investigating  committee 
appointed  by  the  Master,  which  charges  have  been  referred  to  a 
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Orand  Lodge  Trial  Gonunissiony  and  the  trial  of  which  has 
been  commenced^  but  has  not  been  completed. 

I  submit  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  situation  in  this  Lodge 
and  of  its  charter  for  such  action  as  it  may  see  fit  to  take. 

HoiiE  AT  Utioa. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  very  trying  one  for  those  in  charge 
of  the  Home^  due  to  the  severity  of  the  winter  and  the  extraor- 
dinarily high  costs  of  materials  and  supplies^  the  lack  of  fuel 
and  the  scarcity  of  help  which  have  been  caused  by  war  con- 
ditions. 

But  under  the  efficient  and  conscientious  management  of  our 
capable  Superintendent,  with  the  co-operation  of  his  good  wife 
and  daughter,  reasonably  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  work  of  that  institution. 

Howeyer^  the  unusual  conditions  have  been  productive  of 
a  gratifying  result  in  that  the  people  at  the  Home  have  ac- 
quired to  a  high  degree  the  quality  of  self-help,  which  has  been 
conducive  to  the  successful  conduct  of  the  afEairs  of  the  Home 
and  the  happiness  of  the  people  staying  there. 

BOABD  OF  TbUSTISBS. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Hall  and 
Asylum  Fund  are  entitled  to  the  whole-hearted  appreciation 
of  the  Brethren.  You  perhaps  know  that  this  Boards  in  whose 
care  the  business  of  our  Fraternity  is  intrusted,  has  been 
working  almost  continuously  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties  and 
has  solved  many  important  problems  which  have  been  presented 
to  it 

The  difficulties  encountered  by  the  Trustees  in  consequence 
of  the  extraordinary  conditions  which  existed  during  the  past 
year  with  respect  to  increased  prices  of  necessary  materials  and 
supplies  and  the  shortage  of  competent  help  have  added  im- 
measurably to  their  work.  In  addition,  financial  questions  of 
great  moment  and  the  problem  of  refinancing  the  mortgage  upon 
tiie  property  in  New  York  City  remain  before  them  for  solu- 
tion, intimately,  these  matters  must  be  disposed  of  by  tiie 
Trustees. 

I  am  mindful  of  the  extent  and  success  of  their  efforts  in 
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behalf  of  the  Graft  and  for  myself  and  yon  Brethren  I  make 
appreciatiye  acknowledgment  of  their  labors. 

BSDISTBICXINQ. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  Orand  Master 
was  authorized  to  appoint  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sidering and  formulating  plans  for  a  redistricting  of  the  State. 
Shortly  thereafter^  pursuant  to  that  authority^  a  committee,  of 
which  M/.  W.'.  Chablbs  Smith  was  appointed  Chairman,  was 
formed. 

Under  the  able  direction  of  Bbothee  Smith,  substantial 
progress  has  been  made,  and  the  Committee  now  has  ready  for 
presentation  its  report  and  recommendations  which  provide 
what  I  believe  to  be  an  acceptable  plan  of  redistricting. 

Sinking  Fund. 

We  have  reached  the  last  year  of  the  period  set  apart  for 
raising  the  necessary  money  to  take  care  of  the  Second  Mortgage 
upon  our  property  in  New  York  Cily,  and  I  cannot  adequately 
express  to  you  the  sense  of  pride  which  I  feel  at  the  splendid 
response  which  the  Brethren  have  made — almost  unanimously — 
to  the  invitation  of  the  Orand  Lodge  to  contribute  to  this  fund 
for  the  purpose  specified. 

You  will  remember  that  the  original  plan  contemplated 
voluntary  contributions  by  members  of  the  Craft  in  annual  pay- 
ments of  $1.40  per  capita  for  five  years,  amounting  to  $7.00  in  all 
for  each  member  of  the  Craft,  based  on  the  membership  as  it 
existed  at  the  time  the  plan  was  formulated. 

The  promptness  and  the  spirit  of  loyalty  and  co-operation 
with  which  the  Lodges  and  the  membership  have  come  forward 
to  meet  the  moral  obligation  resting  upon  them  is  admirable. 
Up  to  this  time,  nearly  every  Lodge  has  made  payment  of  its 
full  quota,  but  some,  unfortunately,  have  been  delinquent.  A 
very  few  have  indicated  an  absolute  refusal  to  make  payment. 

It  may  be  that  in  the  cases  of  those  Lodges  whidi  are  in 
arrears  in  their  payments  some  plausible  reasons  ean  be  ad- 
vanced, but  it  seems  to  me  that  for  the  small  minority  which 
have  neither  paid,  nor  made  plans  to  pay,  but  on  the  contrary 
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have  expressly  stated  that  they  will  not  pay  unless  compelled  to, 
proper  legislation  ought  to  be  adopted  at  this  session  of  the 
Qrand  Lodge  with  a  view  to  enforcing  payment,  and^  therefore, 
I  reconmiend  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  an  appropriate 
conmiittee  for  its  determination  and  advice  as  to  the  necessary 
legislation  desirable  for  that  purpose. 

Halifax  Disasti^. 

You  will,  perhaps,  recall  the  awful  calamity  visited  upon 
the  City  of  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  shortly  before  Christmas  of 
last  year.  Ships  laden  with  munitions  of  war  collided  in  the 
harbor  causing  a  terrific  explosion,  which  destroyed  a  large  area 
of  property  and  entailed  a  very  great  loss  of  life  and  attendant 
distress  and  suffering. 

Immediately  after  that  disaster  occurred,  by  virtue  of  the 
authority  vested  in  me,  I  requested  the  Qrand  Secretary  to 
telegraph  to  the  Qrand  Master  of  Nova  Scotia,  tendering  the 
sum  of  $2,500.00  for  the  purpose  of  ministering  relief  and 
comfort  to  the  sufferers  from  that  catastrophe,  and  offering  to 
increase  the  amount,  if  needed.  The  amount  of  money  men- 
tioned was  gratefully  received  by  the  Brethren  in  Halifax,  and 
we  are  informed  that  it  was  of  substantial  assistance  to  them 
in  their  distress  and  suffering. 

Wah  Work  of  Lodges. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  Degree  work  usually  carried 
on  by  Lodges  in  times  of  peace,  the  Brethren  of  practically 
every  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction  have  patriotically  and  en- 
thusiastically responded  to  the  extra  calls,  induced  by  war 
conditions,  made  upon  nearly  everyone, at  this  time.  Almost 
every  Lodge  has  been  and  is  actively  engaged  in  some  form  of 
Red  Cross  service,  many  providing  the  use  of  a  part  or  the 
whole  of  their  quarters  for  appreciable  periods  of  time  for 
the  preparation  of  the  various  surgical  and  medical  supplies 
furnished  by  the  Bed  Cross  Society.  The  Lodge  members,  their 
wives  and  families,  have  joined  in  rendering  personal  service  in 
that  connection. 
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Practically  every  Lodge  and  thoosands  of  Brethren  in  the 
State  have  subscribed  in  substantial  amounts  for  bonds  of  each 
issue  of  the  Liberty  Loans. 

Many  of  our  Brethren  have  gone  forth  as  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
workers  at  the  various  camps^  both  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad.  Further^  thousands  of  our  members  have  gone  to  the 
front  with  the  fighting  forces  ready  to  sacrifice  their  all  and 
to  dedicate  their  lives  to  the  triumphant  attainment  of  the  ideals 
of  Democracy  and  liberty  for  which  our  coimtry  has  stood 
sponsor. 

Wab  Legislation. 

A  state  of  war  had  just  been  declared  when  we  assembled 
in  May  of  last  year.  Only  a  few  of  us  were  fully  awakened 
to  the  seriousness  of  that  crisis.  Immediately  after  the  close 
of  that  session  unforeseen  conditions  which  required  prompt 
attention  began  to  develop.  To  meet  the  problems  of  the  times 
and  to  plan  for  the  future^  the  Grand  Lodge  was  reconvened  on 
September  10,  1917. 

A  Committee  on  Plan  and  Scope,  composed  of  several 
distinguished  members  of  our  Craft,  was  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  formulating  and  presenting  to  the  Brethren  at  the 
reconvened  Orand  Lodge  for  consideration  and  action  such 
suggestions  as  might  seem  wise  to  the  Committee. 

When  the  Orand  Lodge  was  duly  reassembled,  M.\  W.'. 
TowNSEKD  ScTTDDEB,  Chairman  of  said  Committee,  presented 
certain  recommendations,  to  wit: 

(1)  That  Sections  24  and  25  be  added  to  the  Regulations 

in  the  Constitution. 

(2)  That  Sea  and  Field  Lodges  be  organized  if  the  Grand 

Master  in  his  judgment  deemed  that  advisable. 

(3)  That  the  Grand  Master  be  invited  to  solicit  volimtary 

subscriptions  to  a  fund  for  Masonic  War  Relief. 

The  foregoing  recommendations  were  unanimously  adopted. 
Subsequent  to  the  reconvened  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  a 
majority  of  the  Lodges  approved  and  adopted  the  amendments 
to  the  Constitution,  making  them  effective  immediately. 

By  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  Sections  24  and  25  of  the 
Regulations  in  the  Constitution,  a  great  many  Lodges  have  been 
autiiorized  during  the  past  few  months  to  assist  those  desiring 
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to  receive  the  benefits  of  Masonry  before  embarking  to  take 
part  m  the  world  conflict  That  particular  part  of  the  work 
has  deyolved  upon  the  Qrand  Secretary  and.  the  Qrand  Master 
a  tremendous  volume  of  written,  telegraphic  and  telephonic 
communications. 

In  the  emergency  work  authorized  under  the  War  Begulations 
every  district  in  the  state  has  participated,  and  authority  was 
issued  to  over  300  Lodges,  covering,  as  the  record  in  the  Grand 
Secretary's  oflBce  shows,  a  total  of  1,466  men  since  October  last 
who  have  given  themselves  patriotically  to  the  service  of  their 
coimtry. 

The  Honor  Roll  of  the  Craft  shows  5,325  members  of  Lodges 
engaged  in  all  branches  of  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

Side  by  side  with  them  in  the  ranks  are  3,613  sons  of  Masons. 
No  jurisdiction  will  show  a  more  brilliant  record  of  service  to 
our  country  than  does  the  roster  of  the  Fraternity  in  our 
Empire  jurisdiction,  and  yet  I  am  satisfied  our  statistics  are 
woefully  deficient  because  of  the  indifference  of  our  Lodge  Sec- 
retaries in  supplying  the  data  of  our  membership  who  are  with 
the  colors. 

It  is  due  to  all  of  our  brothers  '^over  there''  that  their  names 
be  recorded  in  the  archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  is  in- 
cumbent upon  the  Masters  of  all  of  our  Lodges  to  see  to  it  that 
the  Secretary  performs  his  full  duty.  In  a  short  time  another 
call  will  be  issued  for  a  complete  return  on  this  subject  of  vital 
and  historic  interest  to  our  Fraternity,  that  honor  may  be  ac- 
corded to  all  who  are  responding  to  the  call  *'for  God,  for 
country,  and  for  right" 

Pursuant  to  the  recommendations  of  the  reconvened  Grand 
Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  issued  his  warrant  establishing  Sea 
and  Field  Lodge  No.  1,  and  appointed  the  following  as  officers 
thereof: 

Worshipful  Master Townsbnd  Souddbb 

Senior  Warden Gbobob  J.  Jaoeson 

Junior  Warden Bobsrt  Judson  Kbnwobthy 

Treasurer Abthue  K.  Ktjhn 

Secretary William  C.  Pbimb 

Senior  Deacon Hakold  E.  Lippinoott 
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Every  other  office  in  that  Lodge  was  filled  by  an  officer  of 
the  present  Orand  Lodge. 

The  Secretary,  B.'.  W.'.  Whjjam  0.  Pbuob,  has  prepared 
a  very  comprehensiye  and  interesting  report  of  the  work  done 
by  that  Lodge  since  its  inception  which  you  wiU  later  have 
an  opportoniiy  to  read  in  the  published  minutes  of  this  session. 

However,  it  may  be  of  interest  for  me  to  state  to  you 
at  this  time  that  Ihe  toal  number  of  men  who  have  passed 
through  the  doors  of  that  Lodge  is  431.  Of  these,  267  are  mem- 
bers of  Sea  and  Field  Lodge  No.  1.  Thirty-nine  were  candidates 
under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  One  hundred  seventeen  of 
the  Brethren  were  elected  in  other  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction, 
but  had  the  Degrees  conferred  upon  them  by  Sea  and  Field 
Lodge  No.  1.  The  remaining  number  had  the  Degrees  con- 
ferred upon  them  by  Sea  and  Field  Lodge  No.  1  at  the  request 
of  several  other  Orand  Jurisdictions. 

This  Lodge  has  already  turned  over  to  the  Masonic  War 
and  Belief  Fand  during  the  brief  period  of  its  existence  sub- 
stantially $3,000.00 

Wab  and  Eblikp  Fund. 

Shortly  after  our  meeting  in  September  last,  a  request 
was  sent  to  each  Lodge  calling  for  voluntary  subscriptions  to 
Hie  War  and  Belief  Fund.  It  was  suggested  that  we  ought  to 
raise  not  less  than  a  million  dollars,  which  would  mean  sub- 
stantially $5.00  per  capita  of  the  membership. 

From  the  information  now  at  hand  practically  every  Lodge 
has  already  taken  some  action  with  respect  to  this  undertaking 
and  has  either  contributed  or  made  plans  to  do  so.  The  total 
amount  paid  into  the  Fund  up  to  this  time  is  $186,315.21. 

Ever  since  the  session  in  September,  your  officers,  and  many 
of  the  Past  Orand  Lodge  officers,  have  been  working  upon  plans 
to  determine  in  what  way  and  to  what  extent  our  great  Fra- 
ternity may  supplement  the  work  which  has  been  done  and  is 
being  done  for  those  engaged  in  the  war,  and  also  have  been  in 
correspondence  with  other  Orand  Jurisdictions,  and  have  at- 
tended conferences  for  the  purpose  of  attempting  to  decide 
upon  a  plan  of  concerted  action  with  a  view  to  avoiding  dupli- 
cations of  service  and  eliminating  waste. 
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After  careful  consideration  of  tbe  matter  it  has  seemed 
to  us  that  the  most  pressing  need  at  this  time  is  the  consumma> 
tion  of  some  plan  whereby  representatives  of  our  Graft  can 
come  in  close  contact  with  our  Brethren  who  are  now  in  the 
danger  zone.  Therefore^  your  officers  have  proceeded  in  that 
direction  and  for  some  time  past  have  been  in  conference  with 
the  Federal  authorities  to  the  end  that  proper  credentials  may 
be  secured  permitting  us  to  send  abroad  at  least  two  distin- 
guished members  of  our  Craft,  namely,  M.'.  W.*.  Townsbnd 
ScuDDER  and  B.'.  W/.  ERiiSTUS  C.  Knight. 

It  has  been  deemed  desirable  that  the  last-named  Brother 
shall  leave  for  the  war  zone  inmiediately  upon  receipt  of  the 
necessary  authority  from  the  Federal  Government  and  the 
first-named  Brother  shall  follow  shortly  thereafter. 

The  present  plan  is  to  have  these  good  brethren  make  a 
personal  survey  of  the  situation  along  the  danger  zone  and  the 
cities  behind  and  to  establish  such  quarters  and  to  provide  for 
such  service  as  may  be  desirable  and  practicable  for  the  com- 
fort, entertainment  and  moral  uplift  of  our  Brethren. 

It  is  also  our  desire  to  establish  in  Switzerland,  if  possible, 
an  agency  for  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  our  men 
who  may  be  taken  prisoners  by  the  enemy  and  to  do  and 
perform  such  other  incidental  service  and  work  as  the  exigencies 
of  the  particular  situation  may  require. 

The  war  is  no  longer  a  remote  possibility,  but  is  a  fearful 
present  reality.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  our  splendid  youth 
have  already  entered  the  danger  zone  and  many  others  will 
follow.  Some  have  already  made  the  supreme  sacrifice  and 
others  have  been  seriously  wounded.  We  have  but  just  begun 
and  merely  are  on  the  edge  of  that  which  must  foUow  in  suffer- 
ing and  distress. 

I  do  not  believe  it  possible  that  those  of  us  who  remain 
at  home  in  comparative  ease  and  comfort  are  going  to  permit 
our  sons  and  brothers  to  pay  the  great  costs  of  this  terrible 
conflict  without  doing  our  share.  Certainly,  each  should  be 
willing  to  do  his  part.  I  am  quite  sure  that  the  only  question 
which  each  of  us  will  ask  is.  Where  and  how  best  can  I  help  ? 
The  answer  will  vary  in  each  case.  Every  man,  no  matter  where 
situated,  will  flnd  many  opportunities  for  personal  service  in 
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faroiahing  aid  and  comforts  to  our  boys  on  the  firing  line. 
Therefore,  I  strongly  urge  every  member  of  our  Craft  to  seek 
immediately  some  worthy  channel  in  which  to  render  personal 
seryice  in  war  work  and,  further,  to  pledge  himself  to  contribute 
regularly  and  as  frequently  as  he  is  able  toward  the  financing 
of  war  relief  work. 

AOKNOWLBDGHBNTB. 

The  loss  to  me  of  my  dear  departed  friend,  Oeorqb  J.  Jack- 
son, late  Deputy  Grand  Master,  is  irreparable.  His  strong 
character  and  soimd  judgment  were  always  inspiring. 

Big,  strong  and  generous,  a  man  of  large  influence,  he  did 
his  work  with  modesty  and  without  ostentation.  His  forceful 
character  was  an  inspiration,  and  his  sound  judgment  and  ex- 
perience in  the  business  affairs  of  the  Craft  made  him  invaluable 
as  an  associate.  It  was  well  said  by  one  of  his  colleagues :  'The 
Craft  will  never  know  the  loss  it  has  sustained  in  the  passing 
away  of  Oborge  J.  Jackson.'^ 

The  hand  of  Providence  was  guiding  the  destiny  of  the 
Graft  when  our  good  and  distinguished  Brother,  M.'.  W.'. 
BoBKRT  JuDSON  Eenworthy,  Consented  to  take  up  the  work 
of  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary  which  was  made  vacant  during 
the  past  Masonic  year.  It  is  difficult  for  me  to  attempt  to 
express  in  words  the  place  which  he  holds  in  the  hearts  of  our 
Brethren.  There  is  no  Brother  better  fitted  for  the  position 
which  he  holds  and  to  which  he  has  so  unselfishly  devoted  him- 
self in  the  interests  of  the  Craft  during  his  every  waking  hour. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Judge  Advocate  for  his  helpful 
and  ever-ready  response  to  my  call. 

My  good  friend  and  Grand  Marshal  has  been  a  constant 
source  of  comfort  and  help  to  me  during  the  two  terms  which 
he  has  served. 

To  the  Council  Officers  and  the  members  of  the  Staff,  and 
especially  to  the  District  Deputies,  I  tender  a  sincere  expression 
of  my  appreciation  of  the  faithful  and  effective  work  which 
they  have  performed  during  the  year. 

Many  important  committees  have  been  rendering  splendid 
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sendee  to  tbe  Craft  throughout  the  year  and  the  members 
thereof  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the  Brethren. 

To  the  Past  Orand  Masters  who  have  given  me  the  benefit 
of  their  wise  counsel,  I  am  deeply  appredative. 

Conclusion. 

I  am  firmly  conyinced  that  the  Craft  is  moving  steadily 
onward  and  upward,  in  all  good  works;  that  individually  and 
collectively  we  are  sounder  morally  and  spiritually  than  ever 
before;  that  in  the  present  world's  crisis  we  will  be  found 
leaders  and  not  followers  in  constructive  helpfulness;  that  every 
call  which  may  be  made  upon  us,  we,  each  and  all,  will  respond  to 
the  full  Limit  of  our  capacity. 

It  is  with  much  relief,  but  more  of  regret,  that  I  have 
reached  the  end  of  my  term  as  Orand  Master.  I  am  grateful 
to  have  had  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  affairs  of  such 
importance.  I  pledge  to  you  and  to  those  who  may  be  charged 
witii  the  official  responsibilities  of  the  Craft,  my  sympathy  and 
active  support  so  long  as  health  permits. 

What  is  the  further  pleasure  of  the  Orand  Lodge? 

On  motion  of  B.\  W.'.  Wiluaic  S.  Fabmieb,  Senior  Orand 
Warden,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  with  the  entry  of  the  United  States  into  active  participa- 
tion in  military  and  naval  operations  in  the  great  war  now  raginat 
members  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  promptly  raUied  to  the  support 
of  oar  arms  and  those  of  our  gaUant  allies,  and 

Whereas,  in  the  struggle  many  of  our  brethren  have  already  made 
the  last  sacrifice  in  defence  of  Country,  home,  and  family,  and  have 
shed  their  life  blood  in  support  of  the  great  cause  of  right  and  liberty 
against  the  dark  forces  of  tyranny,  cruelty,  and  oppression,  and 

Whebbas,  at  the  last  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
a  resolution  was  adopted  pledging  to  our  €k>vemment  the  support  of 
our  Fraternity ;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  we,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  of  the  State  of  New  York,  reaffirm  the  resolution  of  loyalty 
adopted  in  1917  in  Annual  Communication  assembled,  and  again  pledge 
to  the  (Government  of  the  United  States  our  unswerving  support,  and  to 
our  Country  our  best  eiforts,  our  fortunes,  and  our  lives,  to  the  end  that 
victory  may  crown  our  arms,  and  government  of  the  people,  by  the 
people,  for  the  people,  may  not  perish  from  the  earth. 
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B.\  W.\  BoBBRT  H.  BoBiKSON^  Depuly  Orand  Master,  in 
the  Chair. 

On  motion  of  W.*.  Feans  A.  Coupal^  Master  of  Washing- 
ton Lodge,  No.  240,  the  Orand  Master's  Address  was  referred 
to  a  special  committee  of  five  for  subdivision  and  reference. 
W.'.  Frank  A.  Coupal,  Master  of  Washington  Lodge,  No.  240; 
W.*.  BoBEBT  G.  BiBD,  Master  of  Commonwealth  Lodge,  No. 
409;  W.*.  BiCHABD  B.  Dawson,  Master  of  Polar  Star  Lodge, 
No.  245;  W.'.  Jbrbhiah  Huntbb,  Master  of  Crescent  Lodge, 
No.  402,  and  W.'.  Bogsb  H.  Lottghban,  Master  of  Kingston 
Lodge,  No.  10,  were  appointed  such  committee. 

The  Orand  Master  resumed  the  Chair. 

The  Orand  Lodge  was  called  from  labor  and  Mis9  Suzanne 
Silvercruys,  daughter  of  the  Chief  Justice  of  Belgium,  ac- 
companied by  Mrs.  Isaac  Boberts  as  chaperon,  was  introduced 
by  M.\  W.'.  TowNSBND  Scuddbr  and  welcomed  by  the  Orand 
Master. 

M.'.  W.'.  Townsbnd  Sguddsb:  Brother  Orand  Master,  I 
haye  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  Miss  Suzanne  Silvercruys, 
the  daughter  of  the  Chief  Justice  of  Belgium,  the  beloyed  ward 
of  the  Ejngdom  of  Belgium,  who  comes  here  to-day  to  tell  us 
of  the  wrongs  that  destiny  has  decreed  our  American  boys  shall 
right.    (Oreat  applause  and  cheering.) 

I  also  present  to  you  Mrs.  Isaac  Boberts,  Miss  Silvercruys' 
chaperon.    (Oreat  applause.) 

The  Oband  Mastsb:  Most  Worshipful  Sir,  will  you 
kindly  escort  the  ladies  to  the  East? 

(Miss  Silvercruys  and  Mrs.  Boberts  are  escorted  to  the 
East    The  choir  sang  the  Belgium  national  anthem.) 

(Oreat  applause.) 

Thb  Oband  Master:  Brethren,  I  suppose  you  all  know  that 
that  is  the  Belgium  national  anthem. 

Brethren,  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to  present 
to  you  and  to  congratulate  you  that  we  have  with  us  to-day 
this  beautiful  yoimg  woman  who  comes  from  that  splendid 
country  that  has  gone  through  such  terrible  trials  and  disasters. 
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that  stood  up  so  bravely  under  all  its  troubles  and  is  showing 
such  splendid  valor  on  the  field  of  battle  to-day. 

I  have  very  great  pleasure^  and  the  honor  of  presenting  to 
you  Miss  Silvercruys,  who  will  tell  us  her  story.  (Qreat  ap- 
plause and  cheering.) 

Miss  Suzannb  Silvbbcruys  :  I  feel  it  a  great  privilege  to 
have  been  asked  to  come  to  you  to-day.  The  Grand  Master  of 
the  Masons  in  Belgium  was  a  very  intimate  friend  of  my 
father, — ^M.  Chables  Magnbttb.  Grave  with  anxiety,  he  wrote 
to  the  Freemasons  in  Germany,  and  as  an  answer  he  was 
put  in  jail.  He  had  made  an  appeal  to  his  brothers  in  Germany, 
— an  appeal  telling  them  of  the  sufferings  in  Belgium.  The 
answer  was,  jail.  Naturally,  he  knew  this  answer  was  coming, 
and  his  memory  will  always  live  in  Belgium, — the  memory  of 
M.  Maqnbttb.     (Applause.) 

Before  the  war  there  used  to  be  divisions  in  Belgium  between 
all  the  different  religions.  There  used  to  be  divisions  between 
the  Catholics  and  ihe  Masons,  but  now  we  are  all  together. 
(Applause.) 

There  is  only  one  cause,  and  that  cause  is  to  beat  the  Eaiser, 
or,  rather,  to  lick  him.     (Great  applause.) 

Before  I  start  telling  you  about  my  experiences  in  Belgium 
during  the  first  few  months  of  the  war,  I  want  to  apologize 
to  you  for  something.  I  want  to  apologize  for  my  English. 
(Laughter.) 

When  I  left  my  country  two  and  a  half  years  ago,  I  didn*t 
know  a  word  of  that  language.  I  feel  much  better  now. 
(Laughter.) 

Even  a  few  days  before  the  war  Belgium  never  thought  of 
war.  The  end  of  July  my  parents  and  I  were  going  to  our 
country  home,  which  is  about  twenty  miles  from  the  fortress 
of  Liige.  We  met  on  the  road  the  boys  who  had  been  in  the 
army  and  were  going  back  home  on  leave.  We  were  looking 
forward  to  a  nice  summer  in  peace;  but  all  of  a  sudden,  the 
night  between  the  2nd  and  3rd  of  August,  we  heard  a  call 
during  the  night.  Police  on  horseback  came  and  knocked 
at  every  door.  They  called,  ''Join  the  army  to-morrow  morn- 
ing, in  the  name  of  the  King  and  in  the  name  of  Belgium"; 
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and  the  next  morning  we  saw  our  boys  passing  in  their  motors 
and  later  on  the  motors  coming  back  alone.  The  ultimatum 
of  the  E^aiser  was  sent  to  our  King^ — that  ultimatum  which 
said,  'liet  us  pass  and  there  will  be  no  harm;  everything  will 
be  paid  for.  If  you  refuse,  you  will  suffer."  You  know  what 
we  chose.    ( Great  applause. ) 

On  the  4th  of  August,  in  the  afternoon,  I  was  playing  in 
the  garden  at  home  with  some  spaniel  dogs,  when  I  heard 
the  first  gunshots.  I  did  not  know  what  it  was,  so  I  called 
my  father,  but  the  guns  stopped  very  soon  afterwards.  So 
we  went  to  a  little  town  very  near  our  country  home  after 
dinner,  and  there  very  clearly  in  the  night  you  could  hear 
the  rolling  of  the  guns,  one  succeeding  the  other,  and  it 
was  so  clear  that  you  could  hear  the  difference  between  the 
German  guns  and  the  Belgian  guns.  The  women  were  running 
everywhere.  They  were  running  in  the  streets,  and  weeping 
and  pleading,  asking  my  father  what  it  was  all  about.  My 
father  said,  ^^This  what  you  hear  is  the  voice  of  the  coimtry 
calling  its  men  for  defense.  The  Germans  have  violated  our 
neutrality."  And  when  we  came  home  we  found  mother  in 
despair,  because  my  brother,  the  only  boy  in  the  family,  was 
in  the  first  regiment  which  met  the  Germans  at  Li^ge.  We  had 
received  a  card  from  him  that  morning,  in  which  he  said,  ''My 
regiment  has  been  directed  to  the  fortress  of  Li^ge,  but  I 
don't  tiiink  the  Germans  will  come  after  all.  It  is  only  bluff." 
But  that  night  at  the  open  window  we  knew  it  was  not  bluff. 
Mother  and  I — ^we  knelt  there;  we  listened  to  those  guns.  Every 
gunshot  was  stabbing  every  one  of  us  in  the  heart,  because 
every  shot  was  killing  some  of  our  boys,  some  of  those  thirty 
thousand  little  Belgian  boys,  holding  over  eighty-six  thousand 
Gtermans  there  at  Li^ge,  and  they  held  them  for  eight  days,  too. 
(Great  applause.) 

The  next  morning  my  father  realized  he  had  to  be  back 
in  the  capital.  We  went  to  the  station  to  get  a  train,  but 
the  last  train  had  left;  the  railroad  line  was  cut  up  already  by 
the  Uhlans.  We  went  back  to  our  country  home,  and  on  the 
road  there  we  had  our  first  taste  of  war.  A  boy  on  horseback, 
a  soldier,  jumped  down  from  his  horse  when  he  saw  my  father 
and  saluted,  asking  him  if  there  was  very  near  there  a  bridge 
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croBsing  to  Heron.  My  father  told  him  there  was.  So  he  said, 
'^Gan  I  speak  with  you?''  and  he  came  along  with  us  and  I 
will  always  remember  him  because  he  is  one  of  the  unknown 
heroes.  He  had  an  order  to  blow  up  the  bridge,  and  he  knew 
he  had  to  give  his  life  also.  He  just  said  this  to  us:  ^1  am 
so  proud  I  can  die  for  Belgium.  It  was  only  hard  when  I  left 
mother.'' 

The  next  day  we  finally  escaped  in  a  street-car.  We  traveled 
all  day  long,  from  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  twelve, 
when  we  got  to  a  little  village  which  was  called  Les  Qardes 
Beverloo.  It  is  the  place  where  the  Belgian  soldiers  used  to 
be  trained  during  the  summer.  When  we  got  there  we  saw 
standing  in  the  middle  of  the  street  Belgian  soldiers  with  ma- 
chine guns,  and  they  called  out  to  us,  '%un  away,  because  the 
(Germans  are  coming,  and  we  shoot."  Well,  we  rani  In  the 
little  hotel  in  front  of  the  station  there,  we  stopped  to  eat,  and 
they  told  us  the  Uhlans  were  two  thousand  yards  from  there, 
and  the  last  train  was  pulling  out.  We  ran  to  that  train,  and 
we  got  in  Brussels  at  seven  o'clock  at  night  It  had  taken  us 
from  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  seven  at  night,  when  it 
should  take  three  hours  to  go  from  our  country  home  to 
Brussels. 

When  we  got  there,  we  saw  what  makes  you  realize  war. 
Even  the  guns  don't  make  you  realize  war.  You  hear  their  far- 
away noise,  and  then  it  is  gone,  but  you  don't  realize  it  You 
don't  realize  even  when  you  have  to  run  away  and  you  know 
the  Germans  are  coming.  You  only  realize  it  when  you  see 
the  woimded  coming  in.  That  is  the  convincing  sight.  There 
they  were  being  brought  in  already;  hundreds  of  them  coming 
in  on  stretchers.  I  went  and  bent  over  those  wounded,  those 
little  heroes  of  Belgium,  full  of  blood  and  mud.  One  of  them, 
I  remember  him,  with  no  sign  of  life;  he  had  a  large  wound 
in  the  side  of  his  head,  and  the  blood  was  dripping  down,  and 
his  clothes  were  all  torn.  He  was  from  the  Ninth  Regiment 
of  the  line.  I  thought  he  was  dead,  looking  at  him.  And  when 
the  young  recruits  passed,  singing  the  national  anthem  of  Bel- 
gium, carrying  our  Belgian  flag,  I  saw  this  man  open  his  eyes 
slowly,  hearing  the  song  he  had  always  loved,  and  he  tried 
to  get  up  a  last  time  to  salute  our  fiag,  but  he  fell  back,  and 
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his  eyes  rolled  in  his  head.  It  was  the  last  time  he  saluted 
his  flag. 

We  went  to  our  home  in  the  dtj  that  night;  and  in  my 
little  room^  though  I  was  only  sixteen — ^barely  sizteen — ^I  had 
the  thought  that  all  of  you  haye^  and  that  is^  '^What  am  I 
going  to  do  to  help  win  this  war?  What  am  I  going  to  do 
to  do  my  bit^  or  rather,  to  do  my  bestP'  I  went  with  my  father 
the  next  morning  to  the  President  of  the  Bed  Cross.  As  you 
know,  in  Belgium,  there  were  no  trained  nurses  before  the 
war.  The  gentleman  said  to  me,  '^Whai  do  you  wantP'  I 
said,  '^  want  to  enlist  as  a  nurse.''  Well,  he  looked  at  me, 
as  maybe  some  of  you  looked  at  me  this  afternoon,  and  he  said, 
"How  old  are  you?*'  And  I  said,  'TE  am  just  sixteen.''  ''Well," 
he  said,  ^ttle  girl,  you  just  go  back  home."  Maybe  some  of 
you  felt  like  saying  that  to  me  iMs  afternoon.  I  don't  know. 
I  hope  not  (Laughter.)  He  said,  ''Oo  back  home."  I  said, 
"Do  you  mean  to  say  there  is  nothing  to  do  here?"  'TSTo,  not 
for  you."  I  got  mad  at  that  time,  and  I  said,  ''Do  you  mean 
to  tell  me  I  can't  do  anything  to  help?"  "Well,"  he  said,  "if 
you  insist  that  way,  if  you  want  to  go  to  the  kitchen  and  peel 
potatoes  and  onions  and  wash  dishes,  well,  you  can  do  that" 
I  said,  "If  that  is  my  bit,  I  am  glad  to  do  it."  (Oreat  ap- 
plause.) 

And  so  I  went  in  the  kitchen,  and  I  peeled  potatoes  and 
onions,  and  washed  dishes,  and  maybe  when  the  onions  made 
me  ciy,  I  was  really  happy,  thinking  of  the  something  I  was 
doing  for  the  boys.  And  then  in  the  beginning  of  the  ninth 
day — ^I  am  glad  there  are  no  ladies  here,  but  one,  and  I  hope 
she  won't  feel  hurt — ^the  ladies  who  were  in  charge  of  our 
storeroom  at  the  hospital  had  a  fuss.  You  see,  there  were 
ten  of  them,  each  trying  to  be  the  boss.  (Laughter.)  You 
know  all  about  it,  don't  you?  (Laughter.)  So,  naturally,  they 
all  fussed  and  then  they  all  left.  Well,  another  girl  and  I 
were  the  only  two  left,  and  we  were  not  going  to  haye  a 
fuss,  and  we  took  charge  of  the  whole  thing.  The  ninth  day 
I  was  called  by  the  President  of  the  Bed  Gross  and  I  thought 
he  was  going  to  tell  me  how  I  was  to  stay  in  the  kitchen,  but 
when  I  came  up  there,  he  said,  "Young  lady,  you  are  yery 
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young,  but  we  have  now  a  position  for  yon,  training  in  one 
of  our  wards/'  and  from  that  time  on  I  worked  in  Ward  No.  2 
at  the  Palace  of  Justice  Hospital.  I  did  my  best  to  nurse 
first  the  Belgian  soldiers,  and  then  the  German  wounded,  for 
three  months;  but  during  that  time,  and  on  the  15th  of  Au- 
gust, I  went  to  see  the  troops  who  had  come  back  from  li^e, 
those  boys  who  had  held  the  Germans;  and  the  spirit  of  those 
boys  I  want  to  speak  about,  a  spirit  I  will  never  forget.  They 
were  joking  and  laughing  the  whole  time.  My  brother — ^I 
hadn't  seen  him  for  a  long  time — going  up  to  him,  the  first 
thing  he  thought  of  telling  me,  when  I  was  expecting  to  hear 
a  thrilling  story,  the  first  thing  he  said  was,  '^ello,  little  sister, 
we  had  a  fried  chicken  last  night,  and  I  was  able  to  sleep  in 
a  bed  the  first  time  since  fifteen  days,  and  I  was  able  to  wash." 
He  said,  "The  people  will  never  know  how  wonderful  it  is  to 
wash." 

And  then  he  came  to  my  sister's  home  with  me.  My  sister 
lives  in  Louvain.  My  brother-in-law  was  a  professor  at  the 
University  there.  And  he  came  home  with  me,  and  he  started 
eating,  and  ate  things  that  he  used  to  hate  before  the  war. 
(Laughter.)  And  he  ate  them  for  two  hours  straight.  (Laugh- 
ter.) You  know,  we  just  looked  at  him  and  wondered  what 
was  going  to  happen,  and  after  two  hours,  he  said,  "Gh)od-bye,  I 
am  all  right  for  eight  days  now,"  and  he  went  back  to  the  little 
farm  where  he  was  stationed,  and  I  went  back  to  Brussels. 

A  few  days  after  the  bell  rang,  and  my  sister  came  in  with 
her  three  little  children  and  her  husband.  She  said,  ^The  Ger- 
mans are  in  Louvain;  the  Germans  will  be  here  to-morrow 
morning."  It  was  like  a  dream.  We  couldn't  believe  they 
would  come,  but  the  next  morning  they  arrived,  and  our  be- 
loved and  heroic  Mayor,  Mr.  Max  (applause),  went  outside  of 
the  town  to  meet  the  Germans.  The  city  of  Brussels  was  obliged 
to  pay  the  sum  of  a  million  and  a  half  francs.  That,  naturally, 
is  a  very  small  payment  here  but  it  was  big  to  us.  The  Ger- 
mans were  just  getting  the  money  everywhere  they  could.  Every 
town  in  Belgium  had  to  pay  a  certain  amount  of  money  to 
the  Germans  every  month.  And  as  I  have  said  before,  they 
don't  do  like  your  Government  does, — ^ask  you  very  kindly  to 
lend  your  money  and  give  you  wonderful  interest  for  it,  and  you 
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will  see  that  money  afterwards — ^but  I  think  when  the  Germans 
take  it  you  don't  see  it  afterwards.  It  was  ordered  that  all  arms 
be  deposited  in  the  City  Hall  within  twenty-four  honrs.  Then 
those  Grermans — or,  rather,  I  call  them  the  Barbarians  of  the 
Twentieth  Century  (great  applause  and  cheering) — ^those  Bar- 
barians, when  they  come  in  a  town,  they  know  by  their  spy 
sendee  the  names  of  all  the  important  people  in  the  city  better 
than  we  do;  they  know  the  location  of  all  the  public  buildings 
and  hospitals;  they  know  the  name  of  every  little  street  When 
they  come  in,  a  small  detachment  of  soldiers  is  sent  to  all 
those  places,  and  they  take  the  town  in  a  very  short  time. 
They  came  to  our  hospital  and  requested  our  services  to  nurse 
German  wounded.  Now,  maybe  some  of  you  know  what  "re- 
qnesf '  means  in  the  (German  minds.  When  a  Qerman  requests 
you  to  do  something,  it  means  that  you  are  obliged  to  do  it 
under  the  penalty  of  death.  We  knew  it;  and  they  gave  us 
the  pass  to  go  in  and  out  of  the  hospital,  and  in  the  late  after- 
noon I  clenched  my  fists,  when  I  had  to  pass  between  those 
Huns.  As  I  walked  through  Brussels  the  city  was  like  a 
dead  city.  Nobody  was  out  in  the  street  who  did  not  have 
to  be  out  in  the  street.  Every  blind  and  shutter  was  closed, 
and  you  would  have  thought  every  house  deserted  if  it  had 
not  been  for  the  Belgian  flags  still  hanging  there.  Very 
soon  we  were  requested  to  take  our  flags  down,  but  we  Belgian 
people — ^we  were  not  going  to  take  our  flags  down.  (Great 
applause.)  They  could  take  ihem  by  force  if  they  wanted  to, 
because,  you  know,  we  did  not  consider  ourselves  beaten.  We 
are  not  beaten,  and  we  will  never  be  beaten,  with  the  help  of 
America.    (Great  applause.) 

You  all  know  what  your  flag  stands  for,  your  Stars  and 
Stripes,  but  maybe  you  don't  know  what  my  flag  stands  for. 
Now,  I  am  going  to  tell  you.  The  red  stands  for  the  blood 
that  wiU  stream  down  to  the  last  drop  for  liberty;  the  black 
stands  for  the  sorrow,  the  death  of  many;  the  yellow,  or  the 
gold,  stands  for  the  glory  which  will  come  afterwards.  We 
should  have  only  two  colors  to  our  flag  now — ^the  red  and  the 
black;  but  the  gold  will  come  soon  with  your  help,  I  hope. 
(Great  applause.) 

Two  days  and  two  nights,  like  a  gray  stream,  the  Germans 
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passed  through  the  City  of  Brussels  with  their  big  AV  guns. 
A  few  days  after  their  marching  through  we  saw  the  sky 
all  red  towards  the  city  of  Louvaiu.  It  could  not  be  the  sun> 
sety  at  nine  o'clock  at  night.  The  next  morning  the  refugees 
poured  in  and  told  us  that  the  whole  city  was  on  fire.  And 
now  I  am  going  to  tell  you  a  few  of  the  atrocities  of  Lou- 
vain,  which  I  know  of,  because  I  have  seen  the  people  who 
suffered. 

I  want  you  to  know  that  I  never  tell  anything  that  I  have 
not  seen  myself,  or  seen  the  people  who  suffered  it,  because 
as  a  rule  I  don't  believe  what  somebody  comes  to  you  and  says, 
**0h,  you  know,  I  have  a  friend  who  has  a  friend  whose  wife 
has  a  friend  who  has  seen  this  and  this.''  That  does  not  work 
with  me,  because  most  of  the  time  it  is  just  bantering.  The 
two  girls  I  am  telling  you  about  were  very  good  girl  friends 
of  mine.  Their  father  was  very  well  known,  old  M.  Graff,  in 
Louvain.  They  had  a  brother  of  thirty,  who  was  a  First  Lieu- 
tenant in  the  Belgian  Army,  and  another  brother  of  sixteen. 
When  the  Germans  arrived,  my  sister  was  the  one  who  notified 
them  of  the  Germans'  coming.  She  had  a  Belgian  staff  of  officers 
at  her  home.  She  had  twenty-four  officers  and  thirty-four  Belgian 
soldiers.  She  left  in  time  with  the  last  ones.  The  Germans 
arrived  in  Louvain  and  they  stayed  in  her  home  for  eight  days. 
On  the  eighth  day  they  gave  the  order  that  night  to  every- 
body to  go  out  in  the  street,  and  then  they  put  all  the  women 
on  one  side  of  the  street  and  all  the  men  on  the  other,  and  then 
they  shouted,  ''Kneel  down,"  and  right  over  their  heads  they 
shot  with  machine  guns.  When  one  of  these  girls,  my  friend, 
who  was  across  the  street  saw  her  father, — he  wasn't  able  to 
kneel  down  very  well, — ^and  like  every  girl  would  help  her 
father,  she  went  across  to  help  him,  but  a  German  soldier 
came  and  hit  her  with  the  back  of  his  revolver.  He  said,  ''Go 
back  to  your  place,  you  dog" — ^that  is  the  way  they  treat  the 
women — "you  dog."  She  went  back  to  her  place  and  the 
soldier  threw  the  old  man  on  the  ground,  and  the  order  was: 
"Keep  on  shooting." 

After  a  while  the  officer  said  to  the  women,  "You  all  turn 
your  backs,  and  any  one  of  you  who  dares  to  look  she  will 
be  shot";  and  then  they  went  on  shooting,  and  then  they  walked 
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away  after  three-quarters  of  an  hour;  and  when  the  women 
were  allowed  to  look,  our  men  were  gone,  but  right  there  in 
the  street  were  lying  the  bodies  of  a  few  of  them.  The  women 
were  not  allowed  to  go  to  look  if  those  whom  ihey  loved  were 
lying  there  dead,  they  were  chased  out  of  the  city,  and  the  city 
was  put  on  fire.  Those  girls  walked  in  the  fields  until  they 
came  to  a  hut,  and  they  found  an  old  man  lying  on  the  floor, 
and  ihey  said,  '^e  have  been  chased  away;  the  city  is  on 
fire/'  The  old  man  got  up  and  said,  "They  just  passed  here, 
too,  and  killed  my  son/' 

Those  girls  came  to  me  the  next  morning,  and  we  cried 
together.  They  didn't  know  where  their  father  and  little 
brother  was,  and  my  father  went  to  General  von  Bissing,  and 
asked  him  where  they  were.  General  von  Bissing  answered  it 
was  none  of  his  business.  After  six  months  this  father  and 
his  litUe  son  were  sent  back;  and  I  went  to  see  them  in  the 
house  where  they  were  stopping  in  Brussels.  I  will  always 
remember  it,  as  I  came  in  the  room,  this  old  gentleman  said 
to  me,  '1  can't  get  up  any  more,'*  and  his  little  boy  was  hiding 
behind  a  chair,  scared  to  death  that  I  was  a  German  going 
to  take  him,  and  he  was  sixteen  years  old,  and  always  had  been 
full  of  fun  and  happy.  This  old  gentleman  told  me  that  in 
ix>iivain  all  the  men  were  dragged  to  the  station.  There  were 
a  few  cattle  cars  waiting  there,  and  all  the  men  were  put  in 
that  could  get  in,  and  he  said,  "The  men  who  could  not  get  in 
were  shot''  And  he  said,  *^  saw  ten  men  and  a  priest  shot 
right  in  front  of  my  eyes.''  And  then  this  is  what  he  said  to 
me  exactly:  '^he  agony  of  those  four  days  and  the  four  nights, 
standing  in  the  train,  will  never  be  described  by  human  beings. 
Just  picture  yourself  standing  in  a  train  for  four  days  and 
four  nights.  For  no  reason  was  anybody  allowed  to  step  out 
of  the  train;  if  they  did  they  were  shot.  No  food  was  given. 
Just  a  pail  of  water  was  passed  along."  And  when  they  got 
in  Germany  seventy-five  of  them  were  dead  in  one  train.  They 
felt  faint,  and  they  were  so  hungry  that  they  ate  the  shell  of 
potatoes.  They  had  to  go  to  get  their  soup  in  a  little  pail; 
and  the  old  gentleman  said  to  me,  '^When  I  couldn't  go  fast 
enough,  the  Germans  hit  me."  He  was  sent  back  after  six 
months^  and  when  he  was  back  a  week,  he  died.    The  Germans 
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send  them  back  when  they  know  there  is  no  more  hope  for 
them  to  live. 

Not  long  ago  a  most  prominent  man  in  Belgium  was  taken 
to  Germany^  and  then  sent  back^  and  three  days  after  he  was 
back  he  died.  Another  instance — a  very  good  friend  of  oursy 
who  was  an  engineer;  he  lived  in  the  country  home  nert  to 
my  sister.  He  had  six  little  children.  The  Gtermans  arrived 
and  they  stayed  in  his  home  eight  days  also.  On  the  eighth 
day,  at  dinner — ^he  was  eating  dinner  with  the  German  officers 
— he  was  obliged  to — ^when  the  door  blew  open,  and  German 
soldiers  came  in  there  and  came  right  up  to  him.  They  said, 
'TTou  shot*'  He  answered,  "I  don't  know  what  you  mean.'* 
They  said,  "You  shot.''  He  said,  'TVell,  it  will  be  very  easy 
for  you  to  find  out  I  didn't;  ask  these  oflScers."  And  these 
German  officers  walked  right  out  of  the  house  without  saying  a 
word.  The  German  soldiers  said,  ^That  is  proof  you  shot,  and 
we  will  take  you  outside  and  shoot  you  against  the  wall."  He 
said,  "You  mustn't  think  I  am  scared  of  death,  but  first  let 
me  go  upstairs  and  have  a  last  look  at  my  baby."  He  went  up 
to  see  his  little  baby,  and  during  the  time  he  was  going  up 
the  maid  had  brought  the  baby  down  through  another  stair- 
case. So  Mrs.  Yon  Sternberg  went  to  the  back  of  the  stairs 
to  call  him.  She  called  him  and  he  didn't  come,  so  she  called 
again,  and  he  didn't  come,  and  then  she  saw  a  German  come 
down  with  his  bayonet  dripping  with  blood.  She  said,  "Have 
you  seen  my  husband?"  "Ugh,"  he  said,  laughing,  "is  that 
the  man  I  just  ran  through  with  my  bayonet?"  And  she 
was  ordered  out  of  the  house  with  her  six  little  children,  and 
the  house  put  on  fire  in  front  of  her  eyes. 

You  must  know  the  Germans  have  a  special  device  for  burn- 
ing houses.  It  is  a  part  of  their  organization.  They  had  pre- 
pared these  things.  The  German  soldiers  wear  in  their,  belts 
something  that  looks  like  a  twenty-five  cent  piece — a  little 
smaller.  I  have  seen  them.  It  has  a  hole  in  the  middle.  They 
carry  them  in  their  belts.  When  they  are  ordered  to  bum  a 
house,  they  throw  those  things  in  through  the  open  windows. 
It  is  an  explosive,  and  the  houses  bum  so  well,  that  there  is 
nothing  left  but  the  waUs. 

This  lady  was  dragged  in  front  of  the  German  officer,  who 
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told  her  that  she  was  going  to  be  shot^  too ;  and  her  little  daugh- 
ter, who  was  twelve  years  old,  and  whom  I  saw,  fell  in  front 
of  the  German,  and  she  said,  '^Mother  didn't  do  anything,  but 
if  ]roii  want  to  kill  somebody,  kill  me,  because  I  am  of  no 
use  to  my  little  brothers  and  sisters,  while  mother  is/'  And 
finally,  they  let  the  mother  go,  and  she  came  to  Brussels,  and 
after  putting  her  children  in  safety  she  became  insane.  Several 
friends  have  taken  the  children,  and  in  the  ashes  of  their 
home  just  the  ring  of  Mr.  Von  Sternberg  was  found. 

In  one  town,  of  a  family  of  a  father  and  mother  and  four 
little  children,  just  a  baby  in  the  crib  was  left  alive,  because 
the  Germans  did  not  see  him;  and  in  another  town  they  shot 
the  people  with  machine  guns  in  the  street,  and  they  killed 
over  six  hundred  grown  people,  and  over  two  hundred  little 
children.  You  can  go  to  the  cemetery  and  you  will  see  two 
hundred  little  graves,  just  a  cross  on  each  which  says,  ''Inno- 
cent little  children,  victims  of  the  war." 

Some  people  have  said  to  you,  'Tfes,  I  know,  but  really 
those  German  soldiers  cannot  help  it.  They  are  given  orders 
to  do  tiiose  things  and  they  must  do  them.*'  Well,  I  don't  think 
that  any  of  the  Allies,  any  of  your  boys,  the  American  boys 
coming  over  there,  even  if  they  were  given  orders  to  kill  the 
German  children  after  what  Germans  have  done,  would  do  it. 
No!  They  would  rather  be  kiUed  themselves.  A  child  is  a 
child.    It  is  a  harmless  creature.    (Great  applause.) 

But  the  Germans  have  no  heart.  They  are  machines.  They 
act  just  like  machines.  They  are  snakes  and  wolves,  when  you 
scare  them.  But  before  little  children,  oh,  they  are  Uons,  and 
they  bite  and  roar  as  much  as  they  can.  They  have  no  heart — 
tiioee  people.  They  have  a  pleasure  to  make  people  suffer. 
They  have  made  men  dig  their  own  graves  before  they  shoot 
them.  Eight  men  we  knew  were  taken  out  in  the  woods.  Four 
of  them  were  obliged  to  dig  their  own  grave,  and  were  shot  in 
it  The  four  others  were  given  the  same  order,  but  one  of 
them  thought  he  would  rather  be  shot  running,  and  he  started 
running,  and  they  shot  after  him ;  and  a  German  regiment  came 
the  other  way,  and  for  fear  of  hurting  their  own  men,  they 
did  not  dare  shoot  any  more,  and  he  escaped  and  he  came  to 
Bnusela  and  told  us. 
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Now,  there  is  so  much  I  would  like  to  tell  you,  but  I  can- 
not, because  they  are  not  things  for  a  girl  to  tell.  I  will  just 
say  this,  that  my  brother  came  to  a  farm  one  day,  and  he  found 
a  girl  stuck  on  the  chair  with  a  bayonet  through  her,  and  a 
child  on  the  ground  with  the  inside  of  his  head  cut  out. 

The  Oermans  have  made  the  Belgian  people  suffer,  but  even 
if  they  should  kiU  every  single  one  of  us,  to  the  last  drop  of 
blood,  the  spirit  of  Belgium  would  still  be  there.  (Great  ap- 
plause.) That  spirit  will  never  go  down.  It  is  in  every  child. 
It  is  bom  in  every  child,  in  every  girl  child  and  every  boy  child, 
in  every  woman  and  in  every  man.  Tou  see,  the  German  people 
take  the  Belgians  over  to  Germany  to  work — all  the  men.  They 
are  taking  them  like  slaves.  They  make  them  work  and  they  die. 
They  took  a  young  boy  of  eighteen  to  Germany,  and  just  to 
show  you  the  spirit  of  the  Belgian  youth — they  took  this  boy  of 
eighteen  to  Germany,  and  when  he  was  there,  they  tried  to 
make  him  sign  a  paper  by  which  he  would  declare  he  came 
willingly  to  work  in  (Jermany,  but  he  would  not  sign.  They 
tortured  him  and  he  would  not  sign.  They  did  not  give  him 
anything  to  eat,  and  he  would  not  sign.  And  when  he  was 
dying,  they  sent  him  back  to  his  mother,  so  that  she 
could  see  him  die,  so  that  she  would  suffer.  They  sent  him 
back  and  Mr.  Gray,  who  was  the  last  American  in  Belgium, 
and  who  came  out  last  May — the  wonderful  Mr.  Gray  who 
took  the  place  of  Mr.  Hoover  that  the  Belgians  will  never  for- 
get (applause) — told  me  he  was  in  the  little  station  when 
this  boy  was  brought  back  on  the  stretcher — ^this  boy  of  eighteen. 
Mr.  Gray  said  his  arm  was  hanging  on  the  side  of  the  stretcher, 
and  he  thought  he  would  relieve  him  and  put  his  arm  across 
his  chest,  but  this  boy,  though  dying,  thought  it  was  a  (Jerman 
coming  to  make  him  sign  that  which  he  would  not  sign,  and 
he  said,  '^E  won't  sign  it,''  and  on  that  he  died.  That  is  the 
spirit  of  Belgium. 

And  then  the  Belgian  people — ^they  won't  let  the  Germans 
know  they  are  suffering.  They  are  so  proud  that  they  try 
to  smile  always.  And  now,  as  I  see  you  all  looking  serious, 
I  am  going  to  tell  you  one  of  the  jokes  we  have  in  Belgium. 
From  a  city  in  Belgium  they  took  all  the  men  to  work  in  Ger- 
many, but  in  the  beginning  of  the  war  they  tried  to  make 
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them  go,  and  the  people  wouldn't  go,  except  one  man.  He  said, 
*'A11  right;  I  am  ready  to  work  any  time  for  the  Gennans.*' 
And  the  German  officer  said,  "Oh,  that  is  fine;  you  are  a 
smart  man.  What  is  your  business?"  He  said,  "I  am  a  grave- 
digger,  and  ready  to  work  right  now  for  you.*'  (Applause.) 
That  is  what  keeps  the  Belgian  people  up — ^the  spirit  of  joking 
the  whole  time. 

In  the  beginning  of  September  we  heard  the  guns  clearly 
in  Brussels;  the  whole  house  and  the  windows  shook  on  the 
vibration  of  the  guns.  The  people  got  crazy  in  the  street. 
In  a  house  three  houses  away  from  us  a  doctor  lived  who  got 
crazy  and  threw  himself  out  of  the  window.  You  don't  know 
what  it  is  to  hear  at  night  the  guns,  and  the  house  shake 
and  the  windows  rattle.  On  the  hill  back  of  Brussels  I  went 
one  nighty  and  in  the  valley  between  Calais  and  Brussels  you 
could  see  something  of  the  guns.  We  knew  that  some  of  the 
people  we  loved  were  fighting  down  there.  You  could  just 
imagine  the  feeling.  After  a  while  the  guns  stopped,  but  we 
knew  it  was  worse  then.  That  they  were  fighting  with  the 
bayonets.  I  asked  my  brother,  "What  is  the  feeling  when  you 
do  things  like  that?''  My  brother  said,  "Peelings!  Feelings  1" 
He  said,  'Tou  haven't  got  any  feelings;  you  see  red,  and  you 
want  to  get  just  as  many  as  you  can." 

That  is  the  way  they  are.  And  then  after  a  while  they 
don't  have  any  more  feelings.  He  told  me  of  the  first  day 
of  the  war  when  they  had  to  take  a  hill,  and  on  top  of  this 
hill  were  the  Germans.  My  brother  said,  ^TVe  were  going  on 
a  road  when  my  best  friend  was  killed;  a  single  bullet  came 
and  killed  him";  and  my  brother  said,  "it  was  the  first  death 
I  saw,  and  I  shook  and  shook,  and  one  of  the  officers  came  over 
and  said,  Tou  will  see  more  of  that  later.' "  My  brother  told 
me,  "Death  isn't  anything  any  more."  He  said,  "Going  up 
that  hill  the  boys  feU  over  me,  the  blood  dripping  down  on  my 
face,  and  I  heard  them  call  their  mothers  and  the  name  of 
somebody  they  loved,  I  heard  their  last  prayer,"  but  he  said, 
'*you  don't  feel  any  more."  "About  fifteen  days  after,"  he  said, 
"I  was  at  a  little  farm,  when  I  saw  the  mother  and  the  father 
of  the  boy  who  had  died  the  first  nighty  and  the  mother  was 
looking  happy.    She  had  her  arms  full  of  bundles,  things  that 
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she  had  prepared  for  her  boy,  with  only  what  a  mother  can 
do,  the  love  of  a  mother,  and  she  saw  my  brother,  and  she  came 
oyer  to  him,  smiling,  and  she  said,  "Where  is  he?'*  My  brother 
told  me,  "At  that  moment  I  wished  the  earth  to  open,  to  let 
me  go  inside,  that  I  wouldn't  have  to  answer  that  mother,  but 
she  was  looking  in  my  eyes,  and  she  said,  ^I  am  so  glad  you 
can  tell  me  where  he  is.'  TVell,'  he  said,  1  don't  know  where 
he  is;  I  think  he  has  been  wounded  rather  seriously.'"  And 
after  a  while  she  looked  in  his  eyes  again,  and  she  said,  'H^ell, 
"as  long  as  he  isn't  here,  you  can  have  all  these  things  I 
prepared  for  him,"  and  then  she  left;  and  my  brother  said, 
"When  she  left  and  I  saw  her  walking  away,  you  could  see 
her  mind  wasn't  there  any  more.  She  wasn't  crying.  She  was 
brave;  she  was  just  walking,  she  did  not  know  where." 

Tes,  those  Belgian  women  are  brave.  When  the  news  comes 
to  them  of  the  death  of  one  they  loved,  they  stand  very  straight. 
They  say,  ^TVe  are  proud  he  died  for  Belgium." 

One  of  my  best  friends  was  killed.  He  had  his  head  blown 
away.  And  I  wrote  to  his  mother,  and  told  her  how  sorry  I 
was,  but  she  wrote  to  me  this,  "Don't  tell  me  you  are  sorry.'* 
She  said,  ^1  didn't  cry;  I  am  not  sorry;  I  am  proud  he  died 
for  Belgium.  Gh>d  gave  him  to  me  and  I  gave  him  to  Belgium. 
If  he  had  Uved  one  hundred  years  never  could  he  have  done 
so  much  for  his  country."  That  is  the  spirit  of  every  woman 
in  Belgium.  That  is  the  spirit  that  the  Americans  will  have 
here.  Some  of  you  have  your  boy  gone,  and  I  am  sure  if  one 
day  the  news  comes  to  you,  you  will  be  brave.  You  will  stand 
up  and  bear  it,  as  an  American  man  does.  ^Nevertheless,  when 
we  were  at  the  top  of  that  hiU  and  knew  that  my  brother  and 
others  we  loved  were  j&ghting  down  there,  you  can  imagine  the 
feeling  we  had. 

Then  the  wounded  Germans  poured  in.  There  were  so 
many  of  them  that  the  blood  was  dripping  from  the  ambulances. 

Then  we  heard  about  England  and  France,  and  we  were 
happy,  and  we  thought  it  would  soon  be  over.  I  will  tell  you 
how  we  learned  England  and  France  were  with  us.  You  are 
walking  in  the  street,  and  a  man  comes  and  walks  on  the  side 
and  he  whispers,  ^1  have  a  prohibited  paper  from  England. 
I  will  meet  you  at  the  comer  of  such  and  such  a  street^"  and 
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you  finally  get  together  and  if  there  are  too  many  people 
around  you  go  to  the  next  corner, — ^because  there  are  always 
aome  spies  over  there — ^you  open  your  coat,  and  he  will  open 
his  and  slip  the  paper  into  your  coat,  and  you  slip  the  money 
to  him,  and  sometimes  the  paper  was  fifty  to  eighty  francs. 
That  is  of  the  value  of  ten  or  fifteen  dollars.  That  shows  you 
that  we  would  rather  pay  ten  or  fifteen  dollars  to  get  the  truth 
from  England  than  to  pay  five  cents  and  get  Qerman  lies. 
(Applause.) 

At  the  end  of  September  I  went  to  Louvain.  I  saw  Louvain 
all  burnt,  and  I  walked  through  the  streets,  and  the  day  I 
wenty  a  month  after  it  had  been  burnt,  you  could  smell  the 
dead  bodies.  They  were  taking  them  out  of  the  ruins.  I  saw 
over  twenty  bodies  of  men,  civilian,  being  taken  out  I  went 
to  my  sister's  home,  where  she  had  been  so  happy  for  several 
years.  It  was  burnt  to  the  ground,  and  in  the  garden  where 
the  little  children  had  played  there  were  graves  of  soldiers 
and  bones  of  cows  and  horses. 

After  Antwerp  fell  in  October,  I  went  all  around  the  fortress, 
and  everytiiing  was  destroyed.  I  went  to  Termonde,  and  of  the 
whole  dty  there  were  just  four  houses  left  standing;  and  it  is 
hke  that  all  through  Belgium,  poor  little  Belgium. 

At  the  eiid  of  three  months  we  had  in  our  hospital  two  hun- 
dred German  wounded,  and  twenty  Belgian  soldiers  wounded, 
the  prisoners  of  the  Oermans.  Well,  naturally,  we  all  thought 
it  would  be  fun  to  let  the  prisoners  escape;  and  I  took  most 
of  my  father^s  suits — I  was  on  night  duty — ^and  during  the 
night  we  dressed  those  twenty  men  in  our  hospital,  and  they 
escaped  in  the  night,  and  they  passed  right  between  the  Oer- 
man  sentinels.  They  didn't  say  a  thing;  and  the  next  morning 
the  ofScers  knew  something  was  wrong;  they  saw  the  twenty 
empty  beds.  They  came  over  to  us,  and  said,  '^Where  are  the 
men?'*  You  know,  we  tried  to  look  innocent — ^you  know  how 
you  try  to  look  innocent  sometimes  (laughter),  and  we  said, 
"Oh,  we  don't  know.**  Oh,  that  wasn't  a  lie;  we  didn't  know 
where  they  were  at  that  moment;  they  might  have  been  any- 
where at  that  moment.  They  said,  ''All  right"  They  put  us 
in  a  room  and  surrounded  us  with  Oerman  soldiers  with  re- 
volvers in  their  hands.    Tou  know,  it  is  not  quite  fun  to  be  in

a  room  with  fifteen  or  eighteen  Oerman  soldiers,  with  revolvers 
in  their  hands  that  way.  Well,  I  suppose  if  we  had  had  sense 
we  would  have  been  seared.  But  we  didn't  have  any  sense, 
because  we  were  not  scared.  For  myself,  I  thought  it  was  great, 
and  I  would  have  even  thought  it  was  greater  if  they  had  killed 
me  for  the  sake  of  freedom.  I  always  wanted  to  suffer  some- 
thing for  Belgium — something  more.  (Applause.)  And  really 
that  time  I  thought  something  was  going  to  happen.  I  thought, 
**Now,  I  can  prepare  for  death;  it  is  great.*'  And  I  prepared; 
but  I  was  disappointed.  At  twelve  o'clock  my  father  came  in. 
He  always  came  in  at  the  critical  moment.  And  there  he  was 
standing  with  this  large  and  enormous  and  awful  looking  Ger- 
man officer.  He  was  some  relation  to  the  ELaiser.  •  (Laughter.) 
And  my  father  said  to  me,  'Ttfy  daughter,  here  is  Captain  von 
Something" — ^you  know,  the  Germans  are  always  Von  Some- 
thing when  they  are  something.  You  know  the  story — I  can*t 
assure  you  it  is  true — ^it  is  just  a  story,  you  know,  about  the 
Kaiser.  You  know,  the  stories  we  have  are  always  about  the 
Germans  or  the  KJaiser.  The  Kaiser  prays  an  awful  lot.  Yoa 
know,  he  prays  terribly.  He  prays  from  morning  until  night. 
Well,  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  he  prayed  more.  He  was 
just  kneeling  down  all  night  long,  and  he  didn't  get  to  Paris, 
and  he  was  kind  of  disappointed,  because  he  had  an  appoint- 
ment to  dinner  there,  I  think  (laughter) ;  and  so  he  decided — 
he  had  a  new  idea.  He  said,  "Oh,  God,  if  you  let  us  get  to 
Pari^  right  now,  you  won't  be  called  plain  God  any  more,  but 
*von  God.'"  (Laughter  and  applause.)  I  don't  think  that 
God  liked  the  name,  because  they  never  got  to  Paris,  and  they 
will  never  get  there.     (Great  applause.) 

Well,  this  officer  looked  at  me  and  he  said,  "Young  lady,  on 
account  of  your  father  I  will  try  to  get  you  out.  Are  you  in 
trouble?"  And  I  told  him  I  tiiought  I  was  in  trouble.  He 
said,  "Well,  I  will  get  you  out  right  now."  I  said,  "Are  the 
other  nurses  going,  too,  because  I  won't  go  alone.  If  the  other 
nurses  are  going,  all  right."  "No,"  he  said,  '1)ut  if  you  so  desire, 
I  will  give  you  my  word  they  will  go  out  to-night."  H'm — ^he 
was  some  relation  of  the  Kiiser,  wasn't  he  ?  Well,  I  was  on  the 
point  of  saying,  'TTes,  I  know  about  the  German  Vord';  we 
didn't  know  so  much  about  it  before  the  war,  but  we  know  aU 
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about  it  now,  and  we  know  about  the  scrap  of  paper,  too." 
Then  for  my  father's  sake,  he  was  begging  me  to  go  out,  and 
I  did.  For  thQ  next  six  months  I  took  care  of  little  children 
in  Belgium. 

I  had  the  care  of  250  children,  making  soup  every  day  from 
eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  twelve,  and  then  cocoa.  At 
five  o'clock  in  the  morning  I  used  to  go  to  the  markets  like 
all  the  girls  in  Belgium  did.  The  Belgian  girk  who  wouldn't 
have  carried  a  little  package  before  the  war — ^packages  that 
big  before  the  war — ^were  carrying  baskets  of  vegetables  and 
things,  and  they  were  doing  it  for  the  little  children,  because 
we  loved  those  little  children  coming  to  us,  and  we  wanted 
them  to  smile  and  grow.  We  didn't  want  them  to  know 
of  the  horrors  of  the  war.  But  at  the  end  of  nine  months 
I  was  taken  very  ill.  You  mustn't  think  it  was  because  I  over- 
worked myself  that  I  was  taken  ill.  No,  it  was  just  this.  I 
hated  these  Germans  so  much  that  I  couldn't  stand  to  breathe 
in  the  same  air  that  they  were  breathing — I  was  going  to  say 
it  made  me  sick. 

Do  you  know,  I  used  to  wear  the  American  flag  on  my 
coat,  and  I  used  to  wear  the  five  flags  of  the  Allies  on  the  in- 
side of  my  coat,  and  I  was  always  thinking  every  time  that 
I  saw  a  German  officer,  **Well,  if  he  is  going  to  take  me  to 
jail,  it  vnll  be  great."  They  never  took  me.  I  didn't  know 
why.  They  took  thousands  of  others,  and  I  wanted  to  go  too, 
I  wanted  to  suffer  something  for  Belgium,  but  they  wouldn't 
let  me.  I  was  very  disappointed  about  it,  too.  I  went  in  a 
street  car  one  day,  and  a  German  officer  stood  up.  He  was  a 
regular  fellow.  He  must  have  come  over  to  America  to  learn 
it.  (Laughter.)  And  when  he  stood  up,  I  said  aloud  in  French 
— ^I  don't  know  if  he  understood  it — nevertheless,  I  said,  **I 
don't  want  to  have  to  thank  a  German  even  for  a  place,"  and  I 
didn't  sit  down.  Afterwards  he  walked  out  of  the  car.  But 
I  just  tried  to  do  everything  I  could  to  be  taken  to  jail,  but 
on  account  of  my  father — I  did  not  get  there — they  are  kind 
of  scared  of  him.  It  is  very  funny  the  way  they  are  scared 
of  my  father.  You  know,  my  father  fools  them  very  easily.  He 
went  to  Antwerp  to  see  the  Government  and  the  King,  and 
he  came  back  walking  on  the  road,  right  through  the  German 
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lines.  You  are  not  supposed  to  go  through  the  German  lines. 
And  the  German  sentinel  said  to  my  father,  "Where  are  you 
going?  Where  is  your  passport?*'  And  my  father  looked  at 
him  up  and  down,  and  he  pulled  out  of  his  pocket  a  blank 
paper,  and  he  said  to  that  man,  "How  dare  you !  Here  it  is  !'* 
And  the  man  saluted  him,  "Pass,  sir/'  Well,  you  know,  he 
didn't  do  it  only  one  time.  He  did  it  six  times,  and  he  got 
back  to  Brussels  very  easy,  and  he  brought  in  his  baskets 
every  time  news  of  the  Government,  and  messages,  and  letters 
of  the  soldiers  to  their  fathers  and  mothers,  and  he  was  never 
found  out  You  can  fool  them  sometimes.  The  Belgian  people 
have  been  fooling  them  for  four  years  now.  They  are  pub- 
lishing in  Belgium  a  Belgian  paper,  and  the  Germans  cannot 
find  where  it  is  published.  They  have  put  twenty  people  in 
jail,  or  kiUed  them.  They  have  never  found  the  paper,  and 
the  paper  is  still  coming  out  every  day.  I  have  one  of  those 
papers,  I  am  very  happy  to  have  it. 

At  the  end  of  nine  months  I  had  to  leave  Belgium  and  I 
went  to  the  Germans  to  get  the  passport  and  they  wouldn't 
give  it  to  me.  But  they  gave  it  to  my  father  the  next  morn- 
ing. The  ofiScer  said  to  me,  'TTou  have  got  to  leave  Belgium  ; 
you  must  leave  Belgium  now  and  you  will  never  see  your 
father  again,  because  as  long  as  this  is  Germany  you  can 
never  come  back  or  you  will  be  shot."  I  would  be  shot  willingly, 
be  shot  two  or  three  times,  for  Belgium.  And  then  he  waited 
a  while,  and  he  said,  laughing,  "And  this  will  always  be  Ger- 
many." 

Nol  Nol  It  won't  always  be  Germany!  Your  boys  are 
going  over,  and  soon  the  Stars  and  Stripes  will  wave  over 
Belgium  with  the  Belgian  flag.     (Great  applause.) 

We  Belgian  people  knew  it.  We  have  been  waiting  for  you 
from  the  first  day;  from  the  first  day  we  have  waited  for  you, 
for  you  Americans,  we  have  made  you  our  ideal,  and  you  are 
going.  We  knew  you  were  coming,  knew  you  would  join  us 
in  this  big  fight  for  justice  and  civilization.  We  knew  you 
would  come  to  right  the  wrongs  little  Belgium  is  suffering,  and 
we  were  just  waiting  for  you.  We  waited  a  long  time,  but 
we  knew  you  would  come  in  the  end.  We  used  to  wear,  as  I 
said  before,  your  flag.    Well,  after  a  while  the  Belgian  people 
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in  Belgium  were  forbidden  to  wear  the  Belgian  flag,  and  then 
they  wore  the  Belgian  flag  under  the  American  flag.  (Ap- 
plause.) Already  tiien  America  was  protecting  Belgium.  And 
when  I  left  there,  left  Belgium,  I  came  to  the  frontier,  and  as 
I  left  Dad  in  Belgium,  where  he  stiU  is — ^when  the  car  pulled 
out,  he  called  out  to  me — ^he,  my  father — ^**0h,  don't  go;  come 
badt.*'  I  said,  "No,  Dad,  you  know  I  must  go,^^  and  I  smiled, 
and  he  smiled.  You  are  going  to  have  your  boys  go  some  time, 
or  maybe  you  are  going  yourself.  Smile  when  you  go,  or  when 
they  go,  because  it  is  the  last  sight  that  you  have  of  the  one 
you  love  that  you  remember.  In  my  thoughts  I  never  see  Dad 
at  home.  No.  I  always  see  him  at  the  frontier  of  Belgium, 
he  is  waving  his  hat  to  me,  and  he  is  smiling,  and  the  train 
is  pulling  out 

When  I  was  over  the  line  in  Holland,  and  Dad  was  stand- 
ing there  in  the  twilight  at  the  frontier  of  littie  Belgium — 
I  pulled  out  this  Belgian  flag  which  I  hacl  in  my  pockety  and 
waved  it,  and  screamed,  ^^Freedom,''  and  the  German  went 
at  me,  and  Dad  waved  his  hat  once  more. 

I  came  all  alone  from  Holland,  though,  you  know,  it  is  not 
the  custom  for  a  Belgian  girl,  nor  of  a  European  girl,  to 
travel  alone.  I  admit  it  is  much  more  fun  over  here,  but  it  is 
that  way  over  there.  I  went  across  Holland,  and  when  I 
got  to  the  boat  they  wouldn^t  let  me  sail  at  flrst;  it  was  very 
hard  to  get  aboard,  finally  I  did  get  on  the  boat;  and  at 
breakfast  I  had  my  first  experience  in  English.  I  sat  down 
and  they  brought  me  the  menu.  And  I  thought,  what  is  this  ? 
I  supposed  it  was  English,  and  I  tried  to  read  it,  and  then 
I  thought  I  would  pick  out  what  looked  most  attractive  to  me, 
and  I  picked  out  two  words.  Maybe  some  of  you  know  already 
what  they  were.  E-g-g-s  and  b-a-c-o-n.  And  then  I  waited. 
Well,  I  tell  you,  it  was  one  of  the  most  anxious  moments  of 
my  life.  If  they  had  brought  me  elephant  right  there,  I  would 
have  said  it  was  aU  right.  When  I  saw  this  bacon  and  the 
eggs  coming,  I  was  so  happy,  I  ordered  it  all  day  long.  (Laugh- 
ter.) Every  time  the  meal  hour  would  come,  I  used  those 
two  words,  and  in  the  end  the  waiter  didn't  give  me  the  menu 
any  more,  he  just  brought  the  bacon  and  eggs. 

When  I  arrived  in  England,  I  went  to  Cambridge  IJniver- 
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sity,  and  I  was  put  in  one  of  those  hansom  cabs,  yon  know^ 
like  you  have  here  in  New  York.  I  had  never  seen  a  hansom 
cab  before.  I  was  told  to  step  in  the  thing,  and  I  stepped  in. 
Well,  the  thing  started,  and  I  said  to  myself,  "Goodness,  where 
is  the  driver?'^  I  thought,  "Oh,  he  will  catch  up  in  a  moment^*' 
but  he  didn't  catch  up.  There  were  no  lights  in  Cambridge, 
the  horse  kept  on  going,  and  I  said  to  myself,  "This  horse  is 
going  back  to  the  stable  and  I  am  going  back  with  him/'  Then 
I  thought  I  would  drive  myself,  and  I  was  grabbing  for  the  reins 
to  drive  myself,  when  I  heard  the  man  on  the  top  go,  "Gee, 
gee,"  and  "Haw,"  so  I  knew  he  was  on  the  job. 

I  came  to  my  sister.  My  sister  was  in  Cambridge  then. 
She,  too,  escaped  from  Belgium.  I  went  to  Union  College 
to  learn  English.  I  was  very  much  ashamed  to  think  I  had 
studied  German  eight  years  and  had  lost  all  that  time.  But 
before  I  say  anything  more,  I  wa^nt  you  to  know  that  I  have 
voluntarily  forgotten  it  all. 

After  two  months  in  England  I  got  a  cable  from  my  brother- 
in-law,  who  was  then  in  Columbia  University  in  New  York, 
he  is  now  at  Pennsylvania  University,  and  he  said,  "Come  over 
to  America,  wonderful  America,"  and  I  came  to  America.  I 
had  always  thought  it  a  wonderful  country,  I  will  always  think 
80  now.  You  know,  the  first  question  you  are  asked  when  you 
come  over  here — ^maybe  some  of  you  have  thought^  "I  will  ask 
her,  if  I  have  a  chance,  ^How  do  you  like  America  ?' "  And  I 
will  answer  you :  "If  I  wasn't  a  Belgian  I  would  want  to  be  an 
American."    .(0^^®*^  applause.) 

I  have  gone  way  over  my  time.  You  know,  I  love  to  talk 
so  much  that  I  have  talked  too  much.  That  is  a  defect  of 
women,  isn't  it?  But  I  have  just  one  word  more  to  say  to 
you,  before  I  leave.  I  came  to  tell  you  my  little  story,  heart 
to  heart,  just  as  a  little  girl  would  come  to  tell  it;  and  I  hope  you 
will  remember  me.  I  hope  you  will  remember  the  Belgian  girl 
who  came  to  you  to  appeal  for  her  people.  Yes,  I  have  come 
to  appeal  for  my  people,  for  my  people  who  are  suflfering  over 
there,  for  the  little  children  who  are  dying  by  the  hundreds 
of  tuberculosis  right  now.  Some  of  you  may  think  that  the 
American  (Jovernment  is  feeding  us.  We  are  grateful,  this  is 
our  ration:  It  is  six  slices  of  black  brown  bread,  it  is  half  a 
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slice  of  bacon,  a  little  bowl  of  soup,  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  of 
peas,  beans,  or  rice,  twice  a  day.  Mr.  Gray  tried  to  live  on 
that  for  two  weeks,  and  he  lost  seven  pounds.  It  just  keeps 
the  people — ^just  barely  living. 

Now,  what  I  am  appeaUng  for  are  the  little  children,  for 
the  drop  of  milk  to  the  little  babies.  It  is  for  the  people  who 
are  in  hospitals  who  have  to  recuperate;  help  them,  if  you  can. 
Do  something  for  Belgium,  if  you  can.  First  do  all,  everything, 
for  America.  Buy  Liberty  Bonds.  Buy  Thrift  Stamps.  Do 
everything  for  America.  And  then  when  you  have  done  every- 
thing for  America,  do  something  for  Belgium.  (Qreat  ap- 
plause and  cheering.) 

You  will  do  something  for  Belgium,  because  we  are  looking 
to  you.  We  love  you,  you  will  do  something  for  Belgium,  be- 
cause little  Belgium,  when  she  could,  she  stood  there  in  front 
of  the  Germans  coming;  she  stood  there  though  she  knew  she 
had  nothing  to  gain,  and  everything  to  lose ;  but  she  stood  there 
for  her  soul ;  she  stood  there  for  the  world,  for  every  one  of  you. 

Won't  you,  too,  fight  for  little  Belgium,  fight  for  the  world  ? 
(Great  applause  and  cheering.) 

If  I  thought  it  was  proper,  I  would  throw  a  kiss. 
(The  brethren  rose  and  gave  three  cheers.)

William  A.  Rowan,  President,  presented  the 
report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund, 
which  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Hall  and 
Asylum:

The  bnmness  of  your  Board  daring  the  past  year  was  largely  routine 
in  character;  therefore,  only  the  more  important  matters  will  be  re- 
ferred to. 

Home. 

In  the  report  of  Supt.  R.*.  W-".  William  J.  Wiley,  attached  hereto, 
will  be  found  record  of  the  activities  of  the  Home  during  the  year,  show- 
ing that  both  adults  and  children  took  active  part  in  helping  to  win 
the  war;  the  adults  by  doing  some  of  the  work  at  the  Home,  releasing 
just  that  much  help  for  other  work;  the  children  by  gardening,  selling 
the  products  and  purchasing  Thrift  Stamps  with  the  funds  thus  ob- 
tained, and  both  adults  and  children  by  furnishing  and  preparing  dif- 
ferent articles  for  the  Red  Cross. 

Owing  to  the  conditions  arising  from  the  War,  the  expense  of  opera- 
tion and  maintenance  of  the  Home  for  the  past  year  exceeded  that 
of  the  previous  year  by  $32,762.73,  and  though  large,  is  within  the  per- 
centage of  increase  in  living  expenses  in  this  State  as  ascertained  by 
the  State  Department  of  Labor.  What  the  expense  will  be  during 
the  present  year  it  is  as  yet  too  early  to  estimate,  but  there  is  good 
ground  for  the  belief  that  it  will  be  greater  than  for  the  past  year. 

By  reference  to  the  Treasurer's  report,  submitted  herewith,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  entire  income  available  for  the  Home  last  year  was 
$172,372.32,  and  that  after  defraying  the  expenses  for  the  year  there 
remained  $10,864.52;  this  amount  will  be  added  to  the  income  for  the 
present  year,  which  will  be  further  increased  by  the  reduction  in  inter- 
est, hereinafter  referred  to. 

By  comparing  the  number  of  members  in  the  Home — men,  women, 
boys  and  girls — with  previous  years,  it  will  be  found  there  is  a  smaller 
number  of  men  and  women  the  past  year  than  in  ten  years,  six  more 
than  in  1908,  and  a  larger  number  of  both  boys  and  girls  than  ever 
before  in  the  Home,  being  more  than  double  the  number  of  ten  years 
ago,  and  as  a  majority  of  these  children  are  under  twelve  years  of  age, 
some  will  remain  there  for  from  five  to  fifteen  years,  so  that  while  the 
number  of  adult  members  fluctuates,  the  number  of  children  steadily 
increases.

The  year  in  that  locality  was  so  unfavorable  to  good  crops  that  prac- 
tically the  only  advantage  that  came  from  the  farm  last  year  was  that 
of  having  fresh  produce,  milk,  eggs,  etc. 

New  Yobk  Pbopebties. 

While  the  buildings  are  well  rented  and  the  gross  income  was  In 
excess  of  the  preceding  year,  the  net  income  is  less,  due  to  the  increased 
cost  in  operation.  The  income  this  year  will  have  the  advantage  of 
the  saving  of  interest  after  the  payment  of  the  second  mortgage  bonds 
maturing  in  September.

Sinking  Fund: 

As  shown  by  the  Treasurer's  report,  the  total  amount  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  up  to  March  31,  1918,  is  11,015,367.04,  which  will  permit  the 
retirement  of  the  second  mortgage  bonds  and  perhaps  a  reduction  in 
the  first  mortgage.  Just  what  reduction  can  be  made  will  depend  upon 
how  much  of  the  amount  outstanding  for  the  Sinking  Fund  Is  col- 
lected before  arrangement  is  made  for  renewal  of  mortgage.  The  ability 
to  make  this  reduction  comes  at  an  opportune  time  as  the  saving  in 
interest  will  be  available  to  offset  for  the  present  the  increased  costs 
heretofore  referred  to.

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BEPOBT  OP  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OP  THE  HOME 

Utica,  New  York,  March  31,  1918. 
To  the  Trustees  of  Masonic  HaU  and  Asylum  Fund: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Masonic  Home. 

The  past  summer  was  a  busy  and  instructive  season  for  the  chil- 
dren. Each  boy  and  girl  was  allotted  a  piece  of  ground  directly  back 
of  the  Memorial  Building  for  gardening  purposes.  They  were  instructed 
in  the  method  of  planting  various  vegetable  seeds  and  in  cultivating 
their  plots,  and,  when  harvested,  the  produce  was  purchased  at  the  pre- 
vailing market  rates  and  used  for  Home  consumption.  The  money  thus 
earned  purchased  War  and  Thrift  Stamps,  and  each  cMld  was  credited 
with  the  amount  due.  It  might  be  interesting  to  know  that  the  tables 
were  furnished  with  potatoes,  turnips,  carrots,  parsnips,  tomatoes,  beets, 
cucumbers,  celery,  cabbage,  peas  and  lettuce  from  these  gardens. 

The  boys  constructed  two  chicken  houses  for  incubator  use;  one 
for  themselves  and  one  for  the  girls.  They  erected  also  a  large  chicken 
house  to  shelter  those  hatched,  which  numbered  over  eight  hundred. 
A  number  of  these  furnished  our  table  with  chicken  dinners  on  various 
holidays. 

The  winter  season  was  long  and  more  than  severe.  The  children 
were  very  busy  with  their  school  studies,  also  music,  manual  training 
work  and  athletic  sports.  Nevertheless,  once  a  week,  the  band  and 
orchestra  assembled  in  the  main  corridor  and  entertained  our  old  folks 
with  music,  much  to  their  delight.  Moving  pictures  were  furnished  on 
an  average  of  every  ten  days.  Owing  to  the  extreme  cold  weather, 
however,  the  Chapel  was  used  but  little  during  the  winter  months. 

During  the  fall  and  winter,  our  boys  and  girls,  also  a  number  of 
our  old  ladies,  devoted  much  time  to  Red  Cross  work,  and  in  forwarding 
heavy  sweaters  to  individual  soldiers  in  the  several  cantonments,  who 
were  without  relatives  or  friends.    The  following  articles  were  furnished :

Besides  the  work  above  specified,  the  boys  and  girls  have  accomplished 
much  for  the  Utica  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  of  which  no 
record  has  been  made.

Oile  of  our  girls,  Miss  Marguerite  B.  Mathews,  who  was  graduated 
as  a  trained  nurse  two  years  ago,  has  given  up  her  practice,  volan- 
teered  and  has  been  accepted  for  foreign  service  in  the  American  Bed 
Cross. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  of  our  children  attend  the  public  schools. 
A  number  will  graduate  from  the  Academy  in  June  next,  prepared  to 
make  their  way  in  the  world,  and  one  of  our  young  ladies  is  at  the 
Oswego  Normal  School,  preparing  for  a  teacher.  Each  week  our  girls 
are  instructed  at  the  Home  in  cooking,  dressmaking,  stenography  and 
typewriting;  while  the  boys  do  carpenter  work. 

We  have  felt  keenly  the  increase  in  prices  and  wages,  and  with  a 
family  of  our  size,  the  aggregate  is  large.  We  fear  that  this  year's 
expenses  will  be  a  repetition  of  last;  perhaps  even  greater,  owing  to 
continued  rise  in  prices  and  needed  repairs,  attention  to  which  is  abso- 
lutely necessliry. 

During  the  past  year  members  of  our  adult  family  have  been  per- 
forming work  in  the  Home ;  a  number  of  the  ladies  serving  as  waitresses 
in  the  Home  dining  room.  The  men  work  in  the  laundry,  operate  the 
elevators,  assist  the  house  painter  and  act  as  hospital  orderlies.  Also, 
several  of  the  ladies  serve  as  attendants  in  the  hospital.  Only  those 
physically  i^ble  to  do  such  work  have  been  called  upon.  It  has  proven 
advantageous  in  several  ways;  the  situation  so  far  as  engaging  help 
was  serious  and  the  aid  received  from  our  Members  has  been  most 
helpful.  The  Members  also  are  being  benefited  in  the  fact  that  they 
have  something  to  occupy  their  time,  as  well  as  a  little  pocket  money 
paid  them  for  services  rendered. 

Owing  to  the  tremendous  increase  in  cost  of  fodder  and  wages,  our 
Farm  profits  for  the  year  are  very  small.  What  the  coming  year  will 
produce  depends  entirely  on  weather  conditions.  In  this  section  of 
the  State  they  are  of  many  varieties. 

Members  admitted  to  the  Home  by  the  Trustees  during  the  past 
year  are  as  follows :  40  men ;  19  women ;  7  boys  and  13  girls ;  total,  70. 
The  Home  has  lost  by  death  during  the  same  period,  87  men  and  19 
women;  total,  56.  The  withdrawal  of  15  men;  9  women;  4  boys,  and 
3  girls,  included  in  tbe  above,  makes  the  total  loss  in  Membership  87. 
The  Home  Membership  at  this  date  consists  of  159  men;  108  women; 
86  boys,  and  77  girls;  total,  430. 

Our  sincere  thanks  are  tendered  to  the  many  friends  who  have 
sent  gifts  to  the  children  throughout  the  year  and  at  the  Christmas 
season;  ^Specially  to  the  Members  of  the  Tenth  Masonic  District  and 
their  ladies,  who  presented  four  Victrolas  with  records,  which  have  been 
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distributed  throughout  the  Home  and  in  the  Hospital  and  are  the  cause 
of  much  happiness. 

Also  to  Justice  Lodge,  No.  753,  we  are  indebted,  which,  as  usual, 
took  care  of  the  cliildren  and  old  folks  with  candy  at  the  holiday  season. 
We  beg  to  acknowledge  to  the  Members  of  Ancient  Lodge,  No.  724, 
their  gift  of  tobacco  for  the  old  gentlemen  and  candy  for  the  old  ladies; 
and  to  Mr.  Robert  Fraser  of  Utica,  N.  T.,  our  hearty  thanks  are  ex- 
tended for  his  many  acts  of  kindness  not  only  during  the  Christmas 
and  Easter  seasons  but  throughout  the  year,  by  furnishing  both  old  and 
young  with  many  useful  articles.

My  dear  Grand  Master:  I  herewith  submit  my  seventh  annual  report 
as  Grand  Lecturer  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1918. 

Notwithstanding  the  prolonged  inclement  weather,  severe  cold  in 
miuiy  portions  of  the  state,  almost  impassable  roads  and  long  distances 
traveled,  the  fine  average  attendance  at  the  Conventions  attested  to  the 
loyalty  of  the  Graft  and  their  interest  in  the  standard  work. 

The  service  flags  adorning  the  walls  of  the  Lodge  Rooms,  the  absence 
of  the  brethren  who  had  gone  to  the  front,  the  sadness  of  the  fathers 
and  brothers  of  the  boys  somewheoe  fighting  for  the  democracy  of  the 
world,  was  a  strong  reminder  of  the  depressing  effects  of  this  awful  war. 

Gonventions  were  held  in  the  districts  composing  the  Metropolitan 
District,  thus  bringing  instruction  in  the  Standard  work  to  a  greater 
number  of  the  brethren.

BEPORT  OF  THB  GRAND  LIBRARIAN 

R.'.  W.'.  Elmbr  B.  Silver,  Grand  Librarian,  presented 
the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance: 

To  M.'.  W.".  Thomas  Penney. 

Qrand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York, 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  In  accordance  with  the  provisiona  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  I  present  here- 
with my  report  as  Librarian  for  the  past  year. 

During  the  past  summer,  the  Library  was  thoroughly  renovated,  and 
the  book  oases  erected,  as  reported  in  my  last  year's  report,  so  that 
aU  volumes  are  now  placed  on  the  shelves  and  properly  indexed  and 
classified. 

The  attendance  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  largest  in  his- 
tory of  Library.  This,  no  doubt,  is  accounted  for  by  the  great  number 
of  members  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  who  have  made  use  of  the  reading 
room  during  their  hours  of  leisure  in  the  City;  the  attendance  showing 
over  14,000  members  of  the  Graft  and  others  having  made  use  of 
the  Library. 
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Some  620  Yolumes  have  been  added  to  the  collection  of  Masonic  litera- 
ture daring  the  year,  all  of  which  have  been  properly  bound  and  placed 
in  their  respective  classifications  on  the  shelves.  Many  of  these  volumes 
have  been  missing  proceedings  which  I  have  been  in  search  of  for  a 
naznber  of  years,  and  which  materially  lessens  the  number  of  pro- 
ceedings now  required  to  complete  the  files. 

The  magazines  and  papers  heretofore  sent  to  the  Home  at  Utica, 
have  been  sent  each  month  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  rooms  at  Gamp  Upton, 
where  they  no  doubt  have  been  of  use  and  pleasure  to  the  men. 

I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  W-*-  Andbew  Mebz,  my 
asedstant,  who  has  been  so  faithful  and  painstaking  in  looking  after 
the  library  for  so  many  years  past,  and  also  to  M.'.  W*'.  Bbo.  Ken- 
ivoBTHT  and  the  Grand  Secretaries  of  the  various  Grand  Lodge  Juris- 
dictions, for  through  them  I  have  secured  many  volumes  that  could  not 
have  been  acquired  were  it  not  for  their  thoughtfulness  and  courtesy  in 
supplying  them  to  me. 

The  book  cases  referred  to  in  my  report  of  last  year  having  been 
duly  erected  in  the  Library,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  make  any  extra 
expenditures  during  the  coming  year,  and  I  would,  therefore,  respect- 
fully ask  for  the  usual  appropriation  of  |1,500.00,  which  is  $300.00  less 
than  that  appropriated  last  year.

Most  Worshipful  Brother  and  Dear  8ir:  The  activities  of  the  office 
of  Judge  Advocate  have  been  directed  toward  the  solution  of  numerous 
questions  arising  incidental  to  the  adoption  of  War  Regulations,  Sec- 
tions 24  and  25,  and  the  interpretation  thereof  in  respect  to  juris- 
dictional questions  arising  in  different  Lodges  out  of  applications  for 
membership  by  material  affected  by  the  War. 

In  addition  thereto  the  War  Revenue  Act  effective  in  1917  required 
interpretation  which  finally  resulted  in  a  ruling  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue  exempting  the  income  of  the  Fraternity  from  tax 
thereunder. 

As  a  result  of  the  unsettled  conditions  of  the  year  numerous  opinions 
have  been  rendered,  but  for  the  most  part  the  subject  matter  thereof 
was  not  of  such  novel  or  fundamental  character  as  to  require  special 
mention. 

Of  the  Opinions  rendered  those  which  in  due  course  hereafter  may 
receive  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  may  with 
propriety  be  included  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings  of  that  time, 
bat  it  is  recommended  that  awaiting  such  action,  opinions  of  the 
current  year  shaU  not  be  embodied  in  this  report;  all,  however,  have 
been  duly  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  may  be  there 
made  available. 

Opinions  on  the  following  topics  are  enumerated  as  being  of  benefit 
to  the  Craft  at  large  as  well  as  to  the  individual  Lodges: 

Matter  of  Riverhead  Lodge,  No.  645,  January  10,  1918. 
A  Mason  who  has  been  dimitted  over  one  year  loses  his  Masonic  privi- 
leges under  the  Constitution. 

Matter  of  King  Solomon's  Lodge,  No.  279,  February  5,  1918. 
A  Lodge  cannot  confer  the  title  of  Honorary  Master  upon  any  mem- 
ber thereol 

Matter  of  Riverhead  Lodge,  No.  645,  January  10,  1918. 
When  the  Grand  Lodge  or  a  Lodge  has  no  power  to  change  the 
on  the  rolls  of  a  member  of  a  Lodge. 


Matter  of  Pacific  Lodge,  No.  233,  November  9,  1917. 
Members  of  a  New  York  Lodge  are  not  eligible  to  membership  at 
tbe  same  time  in  a  Lodge  under  another  jurisdiction  which  does  not 
forbid  dual  membership. 
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Matter  of  Sylvan  Lodge,  No.  303,  October  25,  1018. 
Induction  into  military  service  of  the  United  States  does  not  per- 
mit installation  of  a  master-elect  by  proxy. 

Matter  of  Victor  Lodge,  No.  680,  November  10,  1917. 

Where  a  candidate  has  not  resided  in  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Lodce 

for  the  constitutional  time,  a  waiver  of  jurisdiction  is  required  to  be 

obtained  before  ballot  may  be  taken  upon  the  petition  for  initiation 

or  aflUiation.     (See  Edict  of  Grand  Master,  November  23,  1917.)

REPORT  OP  THE  BROOKLYN  MASONIC  GUILD  . 

R.".  W.*.  Prank  W.  Robbins,  from  the  Brooklyn  Masonic 
Guild,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  ordered 
printed  in  the  Proceedings: 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Bbookltn,  N.  Y.,  April  13,  1918. 
To  the  Brooklyn  Masonic  OuUd  and  the  Grand  Lodge  F.  and  A.  M. 

of  the  State  of  New  York : 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Guild  prescribe  that  a  detailed  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  Guild  shall  be  made  annually  by  the  President. 

During  the  first  six  years  of  operation  of  our  building,  no  reserve 
for  depreciation  was  established,  the  opinion  being  that  the  improve- 
ments  instaUed  and  the  decorations  added  each  year  offset,  or  more  than 
offset  any  possible  depreciation  in  furniture,  fixtures  and  equipment. 
Last  year,  however,  it  was  decided  that  this  depreciation  existed,  and 
should  show  in  our  statement.  You  will  therefore  note  in  the  very  com- 
prehensive report  of  our  Treasurer,  that  $10,231.27  has  been  charged  to 
Reserve  for  Depreciation  during  1917  and  1918. 

The  Brooklyn  Masonic  Guild  Home  Fund  represents  the  total  net 
receipts  to  date  of  the  Reception  and  BaU  held  in  1917,  and  is  deposited 
in  a  special  account,  forming  a  splendid  nucleus  for  that  fund,  which 
eventuaUy  will  be  applied  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  our 
Charter  relating  to  a  Home  or  School.  It  is  confidently  hoped  that 
a  substantial  sum  will  be  added  to  this  fund  each  year,  so  that  when 
the  surplus  earnings  from  our  Temple  become  available  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Home,  a  large  amount  wiU  be  on  hand  in  this  special  fund. 

As  soon  as  the  order  of  Fuel  Administrator  Garfield  was  issued, 
inaugurating  Heatless  Mondays,  your  Trustees  adopted  the  only  patriotic, 
and  in  fact,  the  only  possible  course  open  to  them,  and  complied  with 
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the  order.  The  spirit  in  which  the  dosing  of  our  building  on  Mondays, 
during  the  period  of  the  order,  was  received  by  the  bodies  affected, 
was  indeed  splendid.  Only  one  protest  was  made,  and  that  came  from 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  body  affected,  and  not  from  the  body  itself. 

On  January  24,  1918,  R.'.  W.'.  Irving  Blount,  District  Deputy 
Orand  Master  of  the  Third  Masonic  District,  was  unanimously  elected 
m.  Trustee  of  the  Guild  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
M.'.  W.'.  George  Freifeld. 

Because  of  conditions  directly  arising  from  the  war,  which  was 
declared  during  the  week  preceding  our  last  Annual  Meeting,  the 
Truattea  deemed  it  Inadvisable  to  arrange  for  any  special  functions 
for  the  purpose  of  'increasing  the  revenue  of  the  Guild.  They  felt 
that  every  energy  should  be  devoted  to  carrying  out  the  policies 
luaugiirated  by  our  great  President  to  win  the  war,  and  also  to 
anconnge  the  carrying  out  of  plans  formulated  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
to  create  a  War  and  Belief  Fund,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  com- 
fort and  relief  to  those  of  our  brethren  who  have  been  called  to  Service, 
and  to  care  for  their  dependents  at  home. 

The  maintenance  of  our  property  has  been  carefully  watched  over 
by  an  efficient  House  Committee,  of  which  B.'.  W-*.  Theodore  A. 
Taylor  is  Chairman,  and  no  labor  has  been  spared  to  maintain  our 
building  in  the  best  possible  condition,  at  the  same  time  exercising  every 
reasonable  economy  in  administration. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  particularly  emphasized  the  importance 
of  co-operation  between  the  delegates  of  the  Guild,  representing  the 
bodies  which  compose  our  organization,  and  the  Trustees,  for  the  purpose 
of  increasing  the  rental  of  our  Auditorium.  Notwithstanding  this,  the 
revenue  from  this  source  has  materially  fallen  off.  It  is  hoped  that 
during  the  coming  year,  with  the  active  co-operation  of  all,  this  con- 
dition wHl  no  longer  prevail,  and  that  the  rentals  from  this  source  will 
be  materially  increased.  During  the  year  leases  have  been  made  with 
three  new  tenants — Leonardo  da  Vinci  Lodge,  Damascus  Lodge,  and 
DeWitt  Clinton  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  One  body,  Brooklyn  Council  of 
the  Boyal  Arcanum,  has  moved  to  other  quarters.  It  will,  therefore, 
be  seen  that  the  rentals  of  our  lodge  rooms  are  steadily  increasing,  and 
,  that  bodies  contemplating  securing  meeting  rooms  with  us,  should  make 
their  decision  to  do  so  promptly,  as  but  few  nights  are  now  available. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Guild  was  called  on  May  2,  1917,  to  consider 
a  suggestion  that  had  been  made  to  the  Trustees,  relating  to  the 
establishment  of  a  Home  in  Brooklyn  to  receive  our  wards  at  Utica, 
after  they  had  graduated  from  the  Home  there,  and  had  gone  out 
in  the  world  to  take  up  for  themselves  the  battle  of  life. 

The  plan  suggested  was  presented  to  the  Guild  by  Most  Worshipful 
Bobert  Judson  Kenworthy,  and  after  careful  consideration  it  was  re- 
solved that  "the  Trustees  of  the  Guild  be  empowered  to  prepare  a  plan 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Home  in  Brooklyn,  to  be  presented  to 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  report  back  to  the  Guild."  Most  Worshipful 
George  Freifeld,  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee,  representing 
the  Trustees  of  the  Guild,  acting  on  this  resolution,  presented  the  matter 
ai  the  suggestion  of  the  Guild  to  co-operate  with  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  State  of  New  York  in  the  establishment  of  a  supplemental  Home 
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and  School  in  Brooklyn  for  graduates  of  our  Home  in  Utica,  to  the 
Grand  Lodge.  His  BUggestion  was  received  with  favor  by  the  Grand 
Master,  and  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Hall  and  Aaylum  Fund. 
This  Committee  recommended  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  by  the 
Grand  Master  to  confer  with  the  Brooklyn  Masonic  Guild  with  a  view 
to  perfecting  plans  and  reporting  thereon  at  the  next  annual  session 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Owing  to  unforeseen  conditions  that  have  de- 
veloped because  of  the  great  war  in  which  we  are  now  engaged,  the 
greatly  increased  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  Home  at  Utica,  as  well 
as  the  increased  cost  and  consequent  reduction  of  revenue  from  sources 
contributing  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Home,  the  Committee  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Guild  are  of  the  opinion  that  it 
is  wise  to  defer  consideration  of  this  proposition  until  some  future  time. 

Sixteen  years  ago,  on  April  10,  1902,  an  act  to  incorporate  the 
Brooklyn  Masonic  Guild  became  a  law.  Bleven  brethren,  all  of  whom 
were  then  prominently  connected  with  the  Masonic  activities  of  Brook- 
lyn, were  named  as  Incorporators.  Of  this  number  only  two  remain 
members  of  our  Board  of  Trustees — Most  Worshipful  Robert  Judaon 
Kenworthy  and  R.'.  W-*.  Theodore  A.  Taylor. 

Most  Worshipful  George  Freifeld  died  at  St  Luke's  Hospital  on 
November  16,  1917.  He  was  born  in  New  York  City  on  January 
8,  1861,  and  lived  there  continuously  until  he  removed  to  Brooklyn  in 
1886.  His  opportunities  for  education  were  limited  to  those  afforded 
by  Public  School  13,  which  he  attended  in  his  early  boyhood,  and 
to  an  evening  school  which  he  attended,  after  he  had  taken  up  the 
active  duties  of  life  in  the  law  offices  of  Thompson,  VanWyck  &  Bixby, 
where  he  was  first  employed  as  an  office  boy  at  $2.00  per  week.  He 
was  in  every  sense  of  the  word  a  self-made  man.  Without  the  aid  of 
the  usual  law  school  training  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1882.  He 
advanced  rapidly  in  his  chosen  profession,  and  in  1909  was  elected  to 
the  Municipal  Court  bench.  He  discharged  the  duties  of  that  office 
so  well  that  the  voters  of  his  district  "rewarded  a  term  of  brilliant 
service"  by  re-electing  him  in  November  of  last  year — but  a  short  time 
before  his  death. 

Brother  Freifeld  was  deeply  interested  in  religious  matters,  and  early 
in  life  united  with  the  Allen  Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in 
New  York,  and  was  superintendent  of  its  Sunday  Scho<d  In  1883-8i. 
After  moving  to  Brooklyn  he  united  with  the  Tompkins  Avenue 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  waa  an 
active  member  of  the  Central  Congregational  Church,  having  for  his 
Pastor  R.'.  W.*.  and  Rev.  S.  Parkes  Cadman. 

Mayor  Wurster  appointed  him  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Bducation 
of  Brooklyn,  and  on  consolidation  he  was  reappointed  to  the  Board 
of  Greater  New  York  by  Mayors  Van  Wyck  and  McClellan.  He  had 
a  distinguished  career  as  a  lawyer,  a  judge,  and  a  business  man.  He 
was  a  public  spirited  citiaen,  and  during  his  twenty-seven  years  of 
residence  in  our  Borough,  occupied  many  positions  of  responsibility  and 
trust.  He  was  Vice-President  of  the  Manufacturers  Trust  Company, 
and  of  the  Sumner  Savings  Bank. 

It  is,  however,  because  of  his  unselfish  devotion  to  the  cause  of 
Masonry,  that  he  gained  his  chief  distinction.     He  was  Past  Master 
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of  Anglo  Saxon  Lodge,  No.  137;  Past  District  Deputy  Grand  Master 
of  the  Third  Masonic  District,  an  Incorporator  of  the  Brooklyn  Masonic 
Guild,  and  its  President  for  four  years,  during  the  active  period  of 
ofganisation  and  construction;  and  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  the 
State  of  New  York  for  two  years.  He  had  unbounded  confidence  in 
the  loyalty  and  devotion  of  Brooklyn  Masons,  and  surmounting  all 
obstacles,  however  great,  carried  out  the  plans  made  for  our  Brooklyn 
Temple,  with  accuracy  and  precision,  which  so  characterized  his  work. 
When  he  assumed  the  office  of  President  of  the  Guild  in  1906,  our 
Temple  project  had  hardly  begun.  When  he  surrendered  the  office  to 
Ids  sacceasor  in  1910,  it  had  been  completed  and  dedicated,  and  all 
indebtedncsB,  except  the  first  mortgage  bonds  fully  provided  for.  No 
greater  memorial  can  be  erected  to  his  memory  than  the  beautiful 
Temple  in  which  we  meet  to-night. 

Judge  Freifeld  was  a  man  among  men.  His  rugged  honesty  and 
misrtflah  loyalty  to  the  work  in  which  he  was  engaged  won  for  him 
the  confidence  and  admiration  of  all  those  who  were  associated  with 
him.  His  life  Is  crowned  with  honors  and  the  reward  of  honest,  in- 
tdligent  and  well-directed  effort 

We  shall  miss  from  our  Board  his  able  counsel,  his  cheery  disposition, 
snd  his  inspiring  presence.  His  memory  will  linger  with  us,  becoming 
more  and  more  realistic  as  the  days  go  by. 

This  is  my  valedictory  as  President  of  the  Brooklyn  Masonic  Temple, 
and  doses  fifteen  years  of  continuous  service  on  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
ten  years  of  which  were  spent  as  Secretary,  two  as  Vice-President  and 
two  as  President.  I  acknowledge  with  deep  gratitude  the  fid^ity  of 
the  officers  and  Trustees  and  the  encouragement  and  support  that  has 
been  extended  to  me  by  the  brethren  throughout  my  long  connection 
with  the  GuUd. 

The  year  now  dosed  has  not  shown  the  increase  in  resources  hoped 
for;  but  we  may  look  backward  with  feelings  of  pride  at  what  has  been 
sdiieved  and  forward  with  confidence  that  the  ultimate  success  of  our 
work  la  assured.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  Allow  me  to  submit  to  you  a  brief  report  of 
the  German  Masonic  Temple  Association  for  the  year  1917: 

As  you  well  know,  our  organization  consists  of  the  twenty-nine 
Lodges  of  the  9th  Masonic  District,  and  are  working  in  great  harmony 
among  themselyes  and  with  great  fidelity  to  the  welfare  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  The  financial  affairs  of  the  Association  are  in  prosperous  con- 
dition. Our  Home  and  Temple  are  free  of  any  incumbrances  and  we 
have  laid  aside  a  substantial  sum  for  a  rainy  day.  Among  our  assets 
are  $9,000.00  Liberty  Bonds  of  the  different  issues  and  we  are  pre- 
pared to  take  more  in  the  near  future. 

We  have  at  present  forty  inmates  in  our  beautiful  Home  in  Tappan 
and  they  are  aU  satisfied  and  contented.  We  have  also  offered  the 
United  States  Government  the  use  of  our  old  Home  and  all  the  grounds 
on  that  side  of  the  road,  an  area  of  about  nine  to  ten  acres,  for  either 
Hospital  or  Home  for  Convalescent  Soldiers,  and  we  sincerely  hope 
that  the  Government  wiU  accept  our  offer  given  in  true  Masonic  spirit.

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The  Qrand  Master:  Brethren^  we  have  with  us  to-day  one 
of  our  most  distinguished  Fast  Grand  Masters^  who  has  de- 
voted a  great  deal  of  time  during  the  past  year  in  helping 
and  working  for  this  great  Fraternity  in  War  and  Belief  work. 
Our  Fast  Grand  Master  has  not  only  done  that,  but  has  volun- 
teered at  the  request  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  go  across  to  the 
danger  zone  and  render  personal  service;  and  I  am  going  to 
ask  him  to  say  to  you  or  to  tell  you  to-day  in  whatever  way 
he  pleases  some  things  which  I  know  you  will  be  very  much 
interested  in  and  delighted  to  hear.  Most  Worshipful  Town- 
SBND  ScuDDBR.     (Great  applause.) 

M.'.  W.'.  TowNSBND  ScuDbBR  addressed  the  Grand  Lodge 
as  follows : 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  brethren,  individuals  are  inaig- 
nificant  when  a  great  cause  is  filling  our  hearts  even  to  the  bursting 
point;  times  such  as  these  in  which  we  are  living  the  world  has  never 
known,  but,  thank  Qod,  if  these  times  had  to  come,  that  they  came 
in  our  day  and  generation  that  we  might  serve  in  them,  knowing  that 
God  had  bestowed  the  blessing  upon  us  of  doing  something  really  worth 
while  for  Humanity  in  its  greatest  need. 

Our  great  difficulty  has  been,  just  as  the  little  Belgian  girl  told 
us  but  a  few  moments  ago,  trying  to  learn  what  it  was  that  we  could 
do.  What  was  "our  bit,'*  or  the  something  beyond  our  bit  in  this 
great  war?  And  then  the  word  "bit,"  when  used  to  describe  what  we 
should  do,  seems  inadequate  in  light  of  the  big  things  our  Fraternity  is 
capable  of  doing  and  should  do.  And  no  longer  should  we  feel,  and 
I  do  not  believe  any  of  us  any  longer  do  feel,  that  our  conscience  can 
be  satisfied  just  by  doing  our  bit.  Our  service  should  be  something 
more, — something  more  worth  while,  for  certainly  it  cannot  be  that 
we  were  placed  in  this  world  in  these  glorious  times  to  do  but  a  bit 
when  capable  of  more. 

Our  Masonic  Fraternity,  the  history  of  which  we  have  pointed  to 
with  pride,  is  full  of  the  great  things  our  forebears  have  done  for 
the  cause  of  righteousness  and  Masonry;  in  their  day  and  hour  the 
fathers  in  the  Fraternity  measured  four-square  to  the  duties  which 
devolved  upon  them.  Because  that  was  so,  we  have  found  pride  in  our 
association  with  the  Masonic  Fraternity ;  and  we  have  up  to  the  present 
time  endeavored  to  maintain  the  record  of  those  who  handed  it  down 
to  us  unsuUied,  and  in  turn  to  do  our  full  part,  that  in  due  course  it 
may  be  handed  down  by  us  to  our  posterity,  honored  as  indeed  it  came 
to  us. 

But,  to-day,  no  longer  can  we  as  a  Fraternity  feel  satisfied  with 
doing  just  that  which  savors  of  routine  and  daily  tasks;  no  longer 
can  we  retire  to  our  homes  and  find  satisfaction  because  we  have 
carried  on  our  degree  conferring  work.  The  duty  is  upon  us  to  place  the 
Masonic  Fraternity  on  a  plane  in  keeping  with  the  great  things  the  world 
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18  witnessing,  and  the  leadership  in  the  Fraternity  of  the  men  assembled 
here  to-day  must  be  of  an  order  so  exalted  as  to  entitle  it  to  be 
bUuoned  npon  our  escutcheon  as  worthy  of  the  great  struggle  in  which 
our  Nation  and  the  world  is  now  engaged  for  the  prevalence  of  right 
over  wrong.  (Great  applause.)  But  in  all  of  this,  emotion  must  not 
take  the  lead.  Common  sense  and  reason  and  efficiency  must  be  our 
guiding  inspiration.  If  our  efforts  be  not  efficient,  they  fail,  and  soon 
the  test  of  time  will  obliterate  them  from  men*s  memories.  That  which 
we  do  must  not  be  done  in  a  spirit  of  pride,  but  that  which  we  do 
must  co-ordinate  with  all  the  splendid  efforts  made  by  all  other  groups 
of  men  equally  interested  with  us  in  the  glorious  work  of  service  of  our 
feUows. 

And  just  what  is  it  that  Masonry  can  do?  There  is  not  a  soul 
who  can  point  to  a  program  and  say,  "That  is  our  work,  and  com- 
prehends it  all."  Of  needs  be,  the  best  we  now  can  do  is  to  try  to 
see  what  is  the  first  thing  that  we  ought  to  do,  the  first  duty  in  the 
path  before  us;  and  then  be  it  seemingly  humble  and  insignificant  or 
be  it  what  will  electrify  the  world,  we  must  do  it.  The  world  began 
with  little  things,  the  little  drops  of  water  and  the  little  grains  of 
sand  finally  made  it  what  it  is.  And  so,  in  the  record  it  is  ours  to  make, 
the  heritage  of  the  Masons  of  to-morrow,  the  foundation  of  our  to-day's 
work,  will  have  to  be  laid  in  those  things  which  seem  small  compared 
with  what  others  have  wrought,  as  the  tale  of  it  all  is  brought  home 
to  118  to  swell  our  hearts  with  pride  and  humility. 

But,  fortunately,  in  these  times  no  one  expects  of  any,  more  than 
what  each  can  do.  Our  work,  as  we  see  it  to-day,  and  albeit  it  may 
in  yoar  eyes  seem  inadequate, — none  the  less  it  is  a  work  of  service  and 
of  love,  and  is  going  to  leave  its  mark.  The  great  things  to  be  done 
in  the  world  are  accorded  but  to  a  few  to  do,  but,  thank  Qod,  even 
little  children  to-day  have  their  part  to  do.  That  fact  was  imparted 
to  08  by  the  lips  of  a  Belgian  child. — the  first  woman  to  be  received  in 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York.  And  memorable  is  that 
fact  because  the  words  of  that  child — ^from  whose  lips  truth  fiowed — 
hare  come  to  us  as  an  inspiration  for  our  work. 

Some  of  our  boys  have  gone  "over  there."  Others  are  assembling 
here  to  go  "over  there,"  to  right  the  wrongs  of  which  the  world  suffers. 
Our  boys  go  unmindful  of  the  consequences,  dedicated  to  and  inspired 
by  the  holiness  of  the  cause,  ready  for  the  great  sacrifice  if  it  knocks 
tt  their  door.  And  we  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  following  them 
"orer  there,"  and  this  mandate  so  to  do  comes  to  us  from  the  Govern- 
ment Onr  Government  has  pointed  out  to  us  that  this  war  can  be  won 
•nd  will  only  be  won  by  the  spirit,  the  courage,  the  dash,  the  fortitude, 
the  fanaticism  for  right,  of  the  boys  who  cross  the  seas.  And  to  the  end 
that  their  efficiency  may  be  kept  up  to  the  highest  mark,  to  the  end 
that  American  standards  may  not  crumble  and  fall  as  have  so  many 
u  the  result  of  the  horrors  the  world  is  seeing,  our  Government  has 
ukcd  us  to  do  our  share  "over  there"  in  keeping  up  the  standards  of 
true  Americanism,  in  inspiring  our  men  never  to  forget  that  they  are 
God's  sons,  drafted  in  the  cause  of  God,  and  that  what  is  not  in  keeping 
with  that  holy  cause  must  be  cast  out  from  them.     They  must  live 
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pure  lives,  to  the  end  that  the  sacrifice  they  make  may  be  acceptable 
to  God  and  their  lives  be  not  lost  in  vain. 

And  for  this  work  we  are  now  girding  our  loins.  It  may  not  seem 
very  much  what  we  are  doing,  but  we  are  told  that  it  is  going  to  mean 
inspiration  and  fortitude  and  some  happiness  to  the  boys  "over  there.'* 
It  has  been  thought  by  our  (Government  that  in  those  great  centers  on 
the  other  side  to  which  our  boys  go  when  on  leave,  there  can  be  estab- 
lished Masonic  centers,  homes  for  our  boys,  where  they  will  receive 
Masonic  greeting,  where  they  will  feel  that  the  roof-tree  is  theirs,  where 
they  will  be  at  home,  where  they  may  reciprocate  the  courtesies  that  have 
been  extended  to  them  by  other  organizations  and  societies,  where  they 
may  find  the  sympathy  which  comes  from  a  common  interest  and  the 
dedication  of  life  to  a  common  purpose  and  object;  where  records  may 
be  kept,  where  information  may  be  obtained,  so  that  their  time  may 
be  profitably  spent  when  they  are  trying  to  recuperate,  mentally  and 
physically,  too,  from  their  work  in  the  trenches;  where,  perchance,  they 
may  be  afforded  means  to  get  more  readUy  in  touch  with  their  dear 
ones  at  home,  and  through  the  instrumentality  of  which  headquarters 
those  dear  ones  at  home  may  communicate  with  their  heroes  "over 
there";  and  then,  as  the  Grand  Master  has  said,  recognizing  as  we  do 
that  the  fortunes  of  war  will  decree  that  boys  of  ours  fall  into  the 
enemy's  hands  as  prisoners,  it  is  our  purpose  and  our  duty  again  to 
establish  such  means  of  communication  with  them  as  may  be  at  our 
command,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  notwithstanding  the  blackness, — 
the  hellish  blackness  of  the  cloud  which  hangs  over  us, — notwithstanding 
the  spirit  and  the  Light  of  Masonry  seem  dim  in  the  hearts  of  those 
whom  we  call  "brethren"  who  are  fighting  on  the  other  side,  yet,  inti- 
mations have  come  to  us  that  Masonry  is  not  dead  in  Germany.  (Ap- 
plause.) We  have  received  intimations  that  ways  and  means  will  be 
found  to  meet  Masonic  obligations  "over  there."     (Applause.) 

And,  brethren,  it  is  like  that  first  little  streak  of  light  that  we  see 
above  the  horizon  in  the  Bast, — the  dawn  of  another  day,  the  dawn 
of  a  better  day, — Humanity  again  asserting  itself,  again  coming  into 
its  own,  as  it  surely  will. 

Brethren,  this  work,  as  I  have  said,  is  small.  What  it  is  going 
to  cost  us,  we  do  not  know,  and  we  do  not  care.  (Applause.)  It  Is 
just  our  little  bit  to  lighten  the  hearts  of  those  homesick  boys,  to  inspire 
those  whose  steps  falter  to  the  end  that  they  may  not  stumble.  We  want 
them  to  come  back  clean,  clean  in  body  and  dean  In  soul.  We  want 
them  to  maintain  their  standards.  And  they  ask  us  to  help  them.  The 
call  comes  from  them  that  this  will  help  and  they  ask  us  to  come  soon. 
The  day  is  almost  at  hand  when  Masonry's  mission  "over  there"  will 
setsaiL 

Brethren,  our  Grand  Lodge  at  its  session  in  September  paved  the 
way  for  the  raising  of  a  War  Relief  Fund,  and  the  initial  sum  sug- 
gested to  carry  on  our  work,  to  meet  the  initial  ravages  of  this  war 
was  one  million  dollars.  Its  raising  already  has  begun,  as  you  know; 
you  have  witnessed  the  splendid  spontaneous  response  not  alone  of 
those  who  have  given  in  the  past  quietly,  but  of  those  likewise  who 
have  been  commissioned  by  their  Lodge  to  speak  its  voice  here  to-day. 
This  fund  is  now  assuming  proportions,  and  it  has  seemed  to  our  Grand 
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Master  that  the  time  is  at  hand  to  put  this  fund  and  its  administration, 
both  BO  jEar  as  its  conservation  is  concerned  and  so  far  as  its  disbursement 
ia  concerned,  on  a  business  basis;  with  this  object  in  view  the  Com- 
mittee of  which  I  have  the  distinction  of  being  Chairman  has  prepared 
a  synopsis  of  a  plan  for  the  administration  of  the  fund,  asking  that 
you.  adopt  it,  and  thereby  set  in  motion  the  needed  machinery  to  make 
our  work  systematic  and  efficient. 

Permit  me  to  pause  in  these  words  which  I  am  speaking  entirely 
spontaneously  and  extemporaneously,  to  invite  your  consideration  of 
this  skeleton  scheme  of  administration,  and  ask  your  approval  of  it. 

I  present  it  in  the  form  of  a  resolution : 

"RESOLVED,  That  the  War  and  Relief  Fund  be  and  it  is  hereby 
dedicated  to  Masonic  Fraternal  service;  that  the  administration  of  the 
fund  be  and  it  is  hereby  committed  to  a  War  and  Relief  Administration 
to  consist  of  the  elected  Grand  Lodge  officers,  six  in  number ;  the  active 
Past  Grand  Masters  who  are  members  of  the  Committee  on  Hall  and 
Asylum,  six  in  number;  the  Judge  Advocate,  one;  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Appeals,  one ;  two  Past  Masters  of  Up-State  lodges ;  two  Past 
Masters  of  Metropolitan  district  lodges;  one  brother  selected  at  large. 
That  the  four  Past  Masters  on  the  administration  and  the  brother  at 
large  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master;  that  their  term  of  office  be 
one  year,  or  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Grand  Master;  that  the  Grand 
Master  appoint  one  member  of  the  administration  to  be  the  president, 
one  to  be  the  vice-president,  one  to  be  the  secretary,  and  one  to  be 
treasurer  who  shall  give  bonds;  that  their  term  of  office  be  for  one 
jear;  that  a  quorum  be  seven;  that  meetings  of  the  Board  be  called 
on  reasonable  notice,  that  members  serve  gratuitously,  but  be  en- 
titled to  receive  their  necessary  expenses  attending  meetings  of  the 
administration. 

[This  last  provision  was  put  in  because  it  was  recognized  that  it 
might  be  that  some  brother  whose  services  would  be  of  inestimable 
value  to  the  administration,  hailing  from  some  distant  part  of  the 
State,  would  find  himself  unable  by  virtue  of  his  lack  of  worldly  means 
to  make  the  sacrifice  of  service,  and  to  the  end  that  such  an  one  might 
not  be  embarrassed  and  to  the  further  end  that  the  Fraternity  might 
not  lose  the  benefit  of  his  services,  we  deem  it  wise  that  the  expenses 
of  travel  to  attend  meetings  be  met  out  of  the  Fund.] 

"That  the  administration  have  power  to  adopt  rules,  regulations  and 
principles  governing  the  administration  of  the  War  and  Relief  Fund, 
and  its  devotion  to  Masonic  Fraternal  service,  subject,  however,  to  the 
direction  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  that  the  War  Relief  administration  hereby 
constituted  be  and  it  hereby  is  empowered  to  incorporate;  that  until 
its  incorporation  and  organization  the  War  Relief  Fund  be  administered 
by  the  Grand  Master  as  now  provided. 

That,  brethren,  is  an  outline — a  bare  outline  of  the  form  of  our 
organisation.  The  Board  is  made  up  of  a  goodly  nun^ber,  it  is  true, — 
nineteen  in  all.  Perhaps  it  is  the  experience  of  many  of  us  that  large 
committees  are  less  effective  than  small  committees,  but  you  will  note 
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it  is  provided  that  seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and,  of  course, 
ample  and  proper  notice  of  meetings  must  be  given. 

Now,  it  will  of  necessity  happen  that  the  main  work  in  connectioa 
with  this  fund, — particularly  insofar  as  the  application  of  the  rules  are 
concerned,  the  rules  which  will  be  subsequently  adopted  and  submitted 
to  you  for  your  ratification  and  confirmation, — will  be  more  or  less  of 
a  routine  character;  the  management  of  the  Fund  doubtless  will  be 
confided  to  brethren  who  are  more  or  less  masters  of  their  time.  Then, 
again,  by  making  this  committee  comprehensive,  including  on  it  brethren 
from  different  sections  of  our  State,  the  Fund  and  the  disposition  of  its 
bounty  will  be  a  matter  more  susceptible  of  convenient  administration 
and  regulation,  as  to  the  brethren  from  the  several  sections  those  matters 
appertaining  to  their  locality  can  be  referred  for  investigation. 

Now,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  if  it  be  your  pleasure,  I  will 
suspend  now  to  move  the  adoption  of  this  general  resolution  of  au- 
thority, to  the  end  that  the  first  step  in  our  efforts  may  be  consum- 
mated.    ( Applause. ) 

The  Grand  Master:  Brethren,  this  resolution  has  been 
moved  and  seconded.  Any  remarks?  Those  in  favor  of  this 
resolution  as  read,  please  signify  by  the  usual  sign  of  the  Craft 
Those  opposed,  if  any,  with  a  like  sign.    The  motion  is  carried. 

M-'.  W-'.  ToWNSEND  Scuddgb:  There  is  still  another  rescrfution 
which,  seemingly,  we  should  consider  now;  and  I  ask  you  to  give  it 
now  your  thought. 

Brethren,  up  to  the  present  time,  as  you  know,  this  money  has 
flowed  to  us  freely, — there  has  been  no  compulsion,  excepting  the  dictate 
of  conscience;  we  want  that  glorious  spirit  to  be  perpetuated.  The 
motion  I  now  present  is  as  follows : 

"RESOLVED,  That  the  members  of  the  Fraternity  and  the  several 
subordinate  lodges  be  and  they  are  hereby  urged  to  spare  no  effort 
promptly  to  accumulate  and  increase  the  War  Relief  Fund  without 
limit,  to  provide  the  money  needed  for  the  high  purposes  to  which  the 
fund  is  dedicated." 

I  move  the  adoption  of  the  resolution.     (Applause.) 

The  Grand  Masteb:  Brethren,  this  resolution  has  been 
moved  and  seconded.  Any  remarks?  Those  in  favor  signify  by 
the  usual  sign  of  the  Craft.  Those  opposed,  if  any.  The  motion 
is  carried. 

M.'.  W.*>  TowNSEND  Scuddeb:  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  if 
your  patience  is  not  entirely  exhausted,  and  while  I  stiU  have  the  floor, 
may  I  present  to  the  brethren  here  another  act  of  service — because  the 
words  spoken  here — ^if  they  be  possessed  of  value — carry  to  every  hamlet 
in  our  jurisdiction.  Brethren,  the  Government  has  suggested  through  one 
of  its  agencies  wherein  we  can  be  of  service.     To  our  cause  there  have 
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flocked  not  alone  the  boys  of  American  birth,  but  boys  who  have  come 
to  US  in  the  yean  back,  emigrants  to  this  country,  seeking  here  the 
spirit  and  air  of  liberty,  coming  to  us  to  dedicate  to  the  cause  of  freedom 
their  lives,  looking  here  for  the  opportunity  to  advance  in  the  world, 
to  become  men,  men  free  to  contribute  to  the  upbuilding  of  humanity; 
and  these  men,  now  that  our  country  is  in  arms,  have  flocked  to  our 
colors.     We  are  told  that  it  is  indeed  lamentable  how  many  there  are 
who  do  not  speak,  who  do  not  understand,  the  English  language;  but 
they  are  wearing  the  khaki,  they  are  baring  their  breasts  to  the  enemy, 
they  are  with  the  Stars  and  Stripes.     We  are  requested  to  ask  our 
boys   to   take  an  interest   in   these  alien-born   boys,    to  become    their 
brothers,  to  take  them  by  the  hand,  to  teach  them  the  English  language, 
bear  with  them  patiently.     The  words  taught  these  foreign  boys  may 
save  some  important  day.    This  is  your  message.    Take  it  home,  breth- 
ren ;  find  your  own  boys  if  you  know  them  not  already,  and  to  each  say : 
'*Thi8  mission  has  been  given  to  you,  to  teach  some  other  boy  who  does 
not  know  the  English  tongue,  to  understand  it  and  to  speak  it.*' 
This  is  a  part  of  war  service  work  committed  to  our  care. 
Brethren,  I  know  you  are  tired  (laughter),  I  know  that  these  words 
which  I  am  speaking,  so  inadequate  for  the  occasion,  cannot  inspire; 
but  I  hope  this,  and  I  am  convinced  it  is  true,  that  we  do  feel,  all  of 
OS,  that  we  are  dedicated  to  a  great  cause,  and  that  that  cause  places 
upon  us  a  responsibility  we  cannot  and  will  not  shirk.     The  Masonic 
Fraternity   heretofore  has  measured.     The  Masonic  Fraternity  to-day 
has  given  its  pledge.     The  Masonic  Fraternity  must  and  will  keep  the 
covenant.     To  us  it  came  down  through  the  ages  white  and  pure  and 
rich  in  accomplishments.    To  us  it  looks  for  its  future  life  and  useful- 
nen.    To  us  is  the  duty  and  the  task  of  so  inspiring  the  men  affiliated 
in  it,  that  by  their  lives  and  actions  they  will  write  in  immortal  char- 
acters an  imperishable  record  to  the  glory  of  that  for  which  we  stand. 
Oh,  the  responsibility  of  leadership  that  is  ours!     Brethren,  we  must 
not  shirk  it     We  must  not  fear  it,   nor  dread  it     We  must  smile, 
as  the  little  Belgian  girl  said,  and  face  it,  and  face  it  efficiently  and 
weiL     Let   this   Fraternity   which   has   comforted   us   have   cause    for 
pride  in  the  record  to  be  made  by  us,  so  that  the  men  who  follow  us 
can  tell  of  it  to  their  children,  so  that  Masonry  thus  received  by  them 
■hall  inspire  them  to  build  further  upon  the  foundation  which  we  have 
laid. 

Brethren,  if  it  can  but  be  that  we  in  our  day  and  generation  work 
in  harmony  and  keeping  with  our  opportunities, — ^think  of  the  venera- 
tion,—think  of  the  love, — ^think  of  the  loyalty  which  will  be  given  to 
Masonry  by  those  who  follow  in  the  years  to  come!  It  is  not  always 
{iven  unto  men  to  become  immortal ;  but  that  is  our  boon  and  privilege 
to-day.  We  have  it  in  our  gift,— every  one  of  us  has  it  in  his  power, — 
to  live  on  down  through  the  ages  in  the  service  which  we  render  now. 
Thank  God  we  live  in  these  timea  Thank  Qod  that  to  us  it  is  given 
to  fulfil  this  glorious  destiny.     (Great  applause.)

To  the  Grand  Lodge: 

The  Special  Comniittee  to  whom  was  sabmitted  the  address  of  the 
Grand  Master  for  sub-division  and  reference,  respectfully  submit  the 
foUowiiic  recommendations: 

First:  That  part  of  the  address  relating  to  the  fraternal  dead  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Deceased  Brethren,  with  due  realization 
that  there  has  been  called  from  our  midst  a  regrettable  number  of 
leaders  whose  lives  have  been  an  inspiration  to  the  Graft  at  large. 

Second:  That  part  relating  to  the  establishment  of  new  Lodges 
u  well  as  all  subject  matter  and  correspondence  relating  to  Guardian 
Lodge,  No.  921,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Charters. 

Third:  That  part  of  the  address  relating  to  the  delinquency  of  a 
muJl  minority  of  Lodges  in  making  contributions  to  the  Sinking  Fund 
be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master 
at  this  session  to  report  its  recommendations  for  proper  action  to  be 
taken. 

Fourth:  That  part  of  the  address  urging  aU  to  assist  in  personal 
serriee  in  furnishing  aid  and  comforts  to  our  boys  "over  there"  be 
referred  to  a  Special  Committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master 
for  the  purpose  of  formulating  a  number  of  practical  and  compre- 
hensive plans  to  be  followed  by  Lodges  as  best  suits  their  local  conditions. 

The  committee  in  conclusion  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Craft 
to  the  necessity  and  need  of  concrete  plans  for  practical  Masonry  as 
intimated  in  the  address  of  our  Grand  Master;  for  he  has  given  us 
tbe  foil  realisation  that  the  Practical  and  Spiritual  inspiration  of 
Masonry  must  go  hand  in  hand,  in  this  greatest  crisis  of  our  country's 
biatory.

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RBPOKT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  WAYS  AND  MEANS 

M.'.  W.'.  WiLLiAii  Shebeb,  from  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means^  presented  the  following  report^  which  was  reoei?ed 
and  its  recommendations  adopted: 

To  the  Orand  Lodge: 

Tour  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  to  pay  the  Debt  of  the  Fra- 
ternity respectfuUy  reports: 

Tliat  in  response  to  the  proposal  that  this  indebtedness  be  paid 
in  part  by  Tolontary  subscriptions  by  the  Graft,  on  the  basis  of  $1.40  per 
year  for  five  years  for  every  member  of  every  Lodge  enroUed  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1913,  the  amount  of  $1,165,104.86  has  been  raised  by  this  means, 
and  817  Lodges  out  of  a  total  of  838  Lodges  have  paid  their  quota  in 
whole  or  in  part 

Inasmuch  as  the  payment  of  this  indebtedness  inures  to  the  benefit 
of  the  whole  Fraternity  in  this  State,  it  seems  to  your  Committee  a 
matter  of  simple  justice  to  those  Lodges  who  have  generously  con- 
tributed to  this  end  that  those  Lodges  who  have  not  done  so  be  assessed 
for  their  share  of  the  debt 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  appropriate  legislation 
be  enacted  to  carry  out  the  recommendation  of  the  Orand  Master  to 
enforce  payment  by  delinquent  Lodges. 

In  making  this  recommendation  your  Committee  feels  it  timdy  to 
caU  the  attention  of  the  Craft  to  the  fact  that  if  the  very  few  Lodges 
which  have  failed  so  far  to  do  their  share  in  meeting  the  Fraternity^s 
obligation,  persist  in  their  course  without  valid  reasons  they  wiU  be 
the  cause  of  defeating  the  cherished  hope  of  the  Craft  to  pay  its 
debt  and  thereby  to  found  an  endowment  of  the  Utica  Home  exclusively 
through  voluntary  donations.  The  realization  of  this  proud  distinction 
win  stiU  be  possible  provided  these  delinquent  Lodges  wiU  come  forward 
and  do  their  part,  or  show  to  the  Grand  Master  why  they  cannot  so 
do  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  now  or  later  on,  and  thereby  give  to 
the  Grand  Master  an  opportunity  to  take  their  situation  into  account 
before  promulgating  penalizing  legislation.

To  the  Qrand  Lodge: 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master  in 
hia  address  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  May,  1917, 
that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  examine  into  the  question  of 
re-districtinir  the  State,  wMeh  reconmiendation  was  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  herewith 
submit  the  following  report : 

Firet:  The  effort  of  the  committee  has  been  to  preserve  as  far  as 
possible  the  present  district  lines,  making  only  such  changes  as  will 
improve  the  efficiency  of  administration,  promote  a  closer  fraternal 
relationship  between  the  brethren  within  their  respective  districts,  and 
lessen  the  labors  and  expenses  of  the  district  deputies. 

Becond:  To  eliminate  numbers  as  the  designation  of  districts,  sub- 
stituting therefore  names  properly  selected  to  describe  the  territory 
represented. 

Third:  To  preserve  the  autonomy  of  the  several  counties  of  the  State 
in  so  far  as  it  can  be  done. 

Fourth:  To  that  end  we  have  added  ten  districts  to  our  present 
number,  thereby  making  the  total  number  of  districts  fifty-two  instead 
of  forty-two  as  at  present 

The  fcdlowing  is  a  complete  list  of  the  whole  number  of  proposed 
districts  in  the  State,  together  with  the  names  of  each  which  the  com- 
mittee recommend  for  adoption.

Masonic  words.  In  every  path  of  duty  and  devotion  they  are  remem- 
bered because  they  fought  the  battle  of  life  manfully  and  Masonically. 
Their  earthly  existence  has  been  measured  by  acts,  not  resolutions,  by 
doinc  not  sayings. 

Multiplication  of  phrases,  however  beautiful,  count  but  little  in 
one's  history  if  there  has  been  no  sowing  or  reaping  to  help  aid  and 
assist  others. 

"So  in  the  harveat,  if  others  may  gather 

Sheaves  from  the  fields  that  in  spring  I  have  sown, 
Who  plowed  or  sowed  matters  not  to  the  reaper, 
I'm  only  remembered  by  what  I  have  done. 

Their  work  for  home.  Country  and  God  was  faithfully  done.  By 
our  meeting  to-day,  by  our  words  and  influence  let  us  labor  to  elevate 
the  present  and  to  strengthen  the  future  by  educating  those  who  will 
follow  them  to  perpetuate  the  remembrance  of  the  Brethren  of  other 
days  by  giving  best  endeavors  to  enable  that  which  is  bom  of  the  past, 
by  continuing  its  work  to  protect  the  Flag,  promote  good  citizenship, 
preserve  patriotism  and  carry  onward  and  upward  the  banner  of 
Freemasonry. 

The  unselfish  labor  and  unstinted  sacrifice  of  our  deceased  brethren 
who  lived  to  make  Government  better  and  mankind  happier,  have  made 
enduring  imprint  upon  the  world's  history  more  lasting  than  eulogy 
or  marble,  and  hence  no  studied  word  or  stately  monument  is  needed 
to  keep  their  names  and  fame  in  the  perpetual  and  loving  memory 
of  a  grateful  Fraternity.

A 
multitude  of  Master  Masons  who  have  died  within  the  year  have  never 
been  honored  by  official  station  or  public  recognition,  yet  their  lives 
have  been  as  useful  and  their  rectitude  of  conduct  will  well  comiMure 
with  those  who  have  been  more  signally  honored. 

In  Arlington  Cemetery,  that  great  City  of  our  National  Soldier 
and  Sailor  dead  from  both  Northland  and  Southland,  you  approach 
an  immense  monument  mound,  and  with  respect  and  reverence  read 
an  inscription  which  tells  you  that  under  that  mound  reposes  what 
is  left  of  about  three  thousand  brave  soldiers  whose  names  are  unknown 
here,  but  who  will  be  remembered  by  name  and  known  in  the  hereafter 
because  of  their  noble  deeds  of  heroism  and  sacrifice. 

So  with  our  departed  brethren  whose  names  are  not  inscribed  on 
the  pages  of  our  official  proceedings,  but  they  will  be  reverently  re- 
membered by  two  hundred  thousand  Freemasons  because  of  their  deeds 
which  will  count  in  time  and  in  eternity. 

let  us  not  be  forgetful  that  "a  noble  deed  lasts  longer  than  a  granite 
monument." 

In  this  connection  it  is  most  fitting  that  we  particularly  remember 
our  Soldier  and  Sailor  brethren  who  are  now  sleeping  '*over  there"  or 
under  the  sea,  or  "over  here,"  and  who  fought  for  our  Country  in 
its  hour  of  deepest  peril.  We  pay  deserved  tribute  to  their  patriotism 
and  sacrifice  as  wdl  as  to  the  cherished  ones  they  have  left  behind. 
May  their  devotion  to  duty  be  an  incentive  for  each  member  of  our 
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Fraternity  to  more  earnestly  live  for  God  and  labor  for  humanity.  In 
these  critical  days,  the  most  critical  in  the  world's  history,  may  each 
one  of  us  work  for  men,  women  and  children  with  an  earnestness  that 
will  count  in  making  them  happy  and  useful.  May  we  go  forth  from 
this  Grand  Lodge  with  a  resolve  to  now  and  always  work  with  sach 
an  uplifted  heart,  unselfish  hand  and  patriotic  endeavor  that  we  shall 
ever  be  of  real  help  to  our  brother,  to  his  family,  to  our  Country  and 
to  the  entire  human  race.  This  will  bring  to  us  the  reward  of  pure 
happiness,  true  usefulness,  the  commendation  of  our  fellows,  a  per- 
petual remembrance  of  our  deeds  and  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God. 

"Fading  away  like  the  stars  of  the  morning. 
So  let  my  name  be  unhonored,  unknown ; 
Here,  or  up  yonder.  I  must  be  remembered, 
Only  remembered  by  what  I  have  done." 

Observing  the  usual  custom,  your  Committee  recommends  that  a 
place  be  set  apart  in  the  published  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
for  the  names  mentioned  in  the  Grand  Secretary's  "Roll  Call  of  the 
Dead,"  and  that  a  page  be  also  set  apart  for  Fraternal  remembrance 
of  all  other  brethren  who  during  the  past  year  have  "died  in  the  faith."

At  the 
dose  of  the  session  the  representative  of  your  Lodge  will  apply  to 
his  District  Deputy  and  receive  from  him  the  mileage  to  which  he  is 
entitled.

Brethren;  Herewith  report  of  the  Committee  on  Plan  and  Scope 
of  Masonic  Service  for  the  Period  of  the  War,  submitted  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  136th  annual  session  reconvened  on  September  10,  1917 : 

It  is  the  order  of  our  Grand  Master,  M.'.  W.*.  Thomas  Penney, 
that  the  same  shall  be  read  in  all  Lodges,  with  the  announcement  that 
the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  were  unanimously  adopted.

To  the  Orand  Lodge: 

Because  the  morrow,  its  duties  and  its  burdens  never  were  less  cer- 
tain, tile  future  more  unfathomable,  and  the  needs  of  the  world  as  great, 
your  Committee  on  Plan  and  Scope  of  Masonic  Service  for  the  Period 
of  the  War,  favor  and  recommend  as  the  basis  of  Masonic  effort  supple- 
mental legislation « by  this  Grand  Lodge  declaratory  of  the  desires  and 
purposes  of  our  Fraternity  rather  than  special  legislation,  lest  the 
latter  fall   short  of  to-morrow*s  requirement   when  disclosed. 

To  the  end  that  efficiency  may  mark  our  efforts,  authority  and  re- 
sponsibility must  be  coupled  to  opportunity  and  entrusted  to  him  whom 
we  have  chosen  as  head  and  guide  of  the  Graft. 

Of  needs  be  our  first  concern  is  for  our  own  because  they  look  to 
us  and  many  of  them  know  not  where  else  to  turn;  in  ministering  to 
them  we  serve  our  Country;  our  next  concern  is  general  service  to 
whosoever  and  wheresoever  it  will  be  helpful  and  proper. 

That  which  is  within  the  gift  of  the  Fraternity  must  be  given  in 
just  measure  to  those  who  offer  their  lives  at  the  country's  call;  to 
those  left  behind,  such  confidence  and  hope  as  we  are  able  to  inspire, 
such  comfort  as  we  are  able  to  bestow;  to  those  who  may  not  return, 
that  peace  of  mind  which  comes  with  knowledge  that  dependent  ones 
will  have  friends  upon  whom  to  lean;  to  those  who  return  unfitted 
through  their  service  fully  to  meet  their  daily  task,  a  helping  hand; 
to  the  dependent  parent,  the  widow  and  the  orphan,  the  support  which 
shall  be  their  due. 

To  those  boys  in  the  military  service  of  the  Country  who  of  this 
date  have  taken  their  first  degree,  and  to  sons  of  Masons  in  this  juris- 
diction, if  qualified  and  desirous  of  entering  our  Fraternity,  we  should 
extend  welcome  as  a  tribute  to  their  fathers,  in  the  hope  that  the  in- 
fluence of  the  Fraternity  may  make  them  better  soldiers  and  better 
men  and  that  they  may  find  in  Masonry  inspiration,  encouragement  and 
comfort.  That  this  may  be  done  your  Committee  offer  the  following 
additions  to  Regulations:  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  two  new  sec- 
tions which  shall  be  known  as  War  Regulations  and  numbered  "Section 
24"  and  "Section  25"  and  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  24.  "The  Grand  Master  may,  by  dispensation, 
authorize  a  Lodge  to  confer  more  than  one  degree,  upon  more 
than  five  candidates  in  one  day;  to  confer  the  Second  Degree 
or  the  Third  Decree  on  the  same  candidate  at  a  less  interval 
than  two  weeks  from  the  time  of  conferring  the  preceding  de- 
gree ;  or  the  passing  or  raising  of  a  candidate  without  the  usual 
proof  of  suitable  proficiency  in  the  preceding  degree,  in  cases 
only,  of  candidates  who  have  actually  enlisted,  or  been  drafted, 
or  commissioned  officers,  in  the  United  States  forces  in  the 
Great  War,  and  during  the  term  of  said  War,  regardless  of  the 
age  of  such  candidates." 

Section  25.  "No  departure  from  the  Regulations  by  any 
Lodge  is  permitted  by  Section  24,  except  by  and  with  the  ex- 
press dispensation  of  the  Grand  Master  in  each  case;  and  the 
application  for  each  dispensation  and  the  dispensation,  shall 
state  the  names  of  the  candidates,  their  age  and  their  status 
in  the  United  States  service,  as  to  whom  authority  to  depart 
from  the  Regulations,  is  asked  and  granted." 
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In  a  great  emergency — when  a  World  stands  embattled — ^and  the 
ancient  Graft  is  face  to  face  with  the  struggle  and  its  dire  consequences, 
unusual  measures  must  be  put  in  operation  to  hearten  the  men  and 
give  comfort  and  hope  to  the  women  who  participate  in  the  stress  of 
it  all,  whether  in  the  camp  or  in  the  home. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York  represents 
a  part  of  this  Ancient  Graft  and  men  who  give  allegiance  to  it  have 
in  great  numbers  been  called  to  the  service  of  their  beloved  Gountry, 
and  many  are  now  in  and  others  in  serried  ranks  are  departing  for 
training  camps  and  battle-line,  leaving  not  only  their  firesides  and 
loved  ones  but  their  Masonic  altars  as  well.  It  is  for  us  of  this  Fra- 
ternity to  endeavor  to  give  them  amid  strange  scenes  and  perhaps 
under  foreign  skies  the  solace  of  Masonic  teachings  and  companionship. 

And  yet,  though  moved  by  our  fraternal  solicitude  for  them  and 
theirs,  we  would  be  scrupulous  to  avoid  all  possible  offense  and  friction 
with  sister-jurisdictions  whether  here  or  abroad.  It  has  ever  been 
our  pride  and  care  to  live  in  cordial  accord  with  all  our  Masonic  neigh- 
bors and  we  do  particularly,  in  times  like  these,  shrink  from  every  act 
having  a  tendency  to  disturb  the  kindly  relationship  which  now  exists 
and  which  we  would  see  continued  always,  for  which  reasons  that 
which  we  may  do  we  freely  invite  them  likewise  to  do  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  and  declaring  and  pledg- 
ing anew  our  adherence  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  principle  above 
expressed  in  this  emergency  and  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  alive  and 
active  Masonic  principles  among  the  men  in  military,  naval  or  kindred 
service,  who  are  of  the  allegiance  or  residence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  though  temporarily  beyond  her  borders,  in  the 
service  of  our  Gountry,  it  is  the  sense  of  your  Gommittee  that  the 
Grand  Master  establish,  when  called  upon  and  when  in  his  sound  judg- 
ment it  is  meet  and  proper  so  to  do,  such  Sea  and  Field  Lodges  as  seem 
necessary  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Masons  and  others  In  the 
Country's  service ;  and  which  Lodges  will  not  in  any  manner  invade  or 
transgress  the  rights,  jurisdictions  or  prerogatives  in  any  territory  gov- 
erned by  another  Grand  Lodge  in  fraternal  relations  with  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

That  in  taking  so  extraordinary  a  measure  for  the  conservation  and 
continued  prosperity  of  our  Masonic  brotherhood  wherever  dispersed, 
this  Grand  Lodge  express  her  confidence  in  the  discretion,  fraternal 
courtesy  and  honor  of  all  who  compose  the  Lodges,  thus  to  be  created, 
to  so  conduct  their  affairs  as  to  commend  the  Lodges  to  the  regard 
and  sympathy  of  those  regnant  in  the  Masonic  territories  in  which 
such  Lodges  may  be  temporarily  seated. 

The  work  of  such  Lodges  shall  conform  as  closely  as  possible  to 
the  ritual  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  their  jurisdiction  and  existence  shall 
be  subject  to  the  fiat  of  the  Grand  Master  and  those  who  may  be 
associated  with  him  or  delegated  by  him  and  to  such  rules  as  he  or 
they  may  prescribe;  the  records  and  proceedings  shall  be  at  all  times 
subject  to  inspection  and  control  by  him  or  them  and  said  Lodges  shall, 
in  short,  be  amenable  to  all  the  laws,  rules,  edicts  and  regulations  of 
chartered  Lodges  within  the  State  of  New  York. 
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In  furtherance  of  this  purpose  your  Ck>minittee  offer  the  fdlowing: 

"Whebbab,  numerous  members  of  the  Fraternity  have  entered,  or 
are  about  to  enter  the  service  of  the  Country  in  its  armed  forces  at 
sea  and  on  land  in  the  Great  War;  and 

Whebeas,  in  cantonments,  training  camps,  at  sea  or  at  the  front, 
the  influence  of  Freemasonry  to  its  Totaries,  for  good,  is  inestimable;  and 

Whebeab,  both  to  members  of  the  Fraternity,  and  their  dependents 
and  relatives,  the  opportunity  and  duty  to  minister  will  presently  be 
present;  and 

Whebeab,  it  may  be  found  that  the  Fraternity  can  best  minister 
to  the  souls  and  bodies  of  its  members  through  the  time-honored  histi- 
tution  of  Masonic  Lodges;  Now,  therefore,  be  it      . 

BBSOLVED,  That  Sea  and  Field  Lodges,  in  cantonments,  trsin- 
iug  camps,  on  vessels,  and  in  regiments  or  other  military  units  at  the 
front,  be  organised  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Grand  Master  it  be  wise  to 
exerdse  his  prerogative  in  that  regard,  and  the  Grand  Maste&-  is  re- 
quested to  take  such  steps  as  in  his  judgment  shall  seem  best,  to  estab- 
lish, by  his  warrant,  wherever  he  may  see  fit,  Sea  and  Field  Lodges, 
at  home  and  abroad,  with  such  authority  to  make  Masons,  and  under 
such  regulations  as  to  dual  membership  or  multiple  membership,  inspec- 
tion and  control  as  to  him  shall  seem  proper ;  and  also  to  take  all  sach 
steps  as  to  him  shall  seem  best  and  appropriate  to  extend  the  influence 
of  Freemasonry  through  deputies,  representatives  or  otherwise  to  and 
among  the  members  of  the  Fraternity  engaged  in  the  Country's  service; 
and  to  render  to  all  sick  and  distressed,  such  aid,  comfort  and  relief 
as  to  him  shall  seem  fit. 

RBSOLVED,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  do  and  it  hereby  does  extend  to 
sister  Grand  Lodges,  in  the  United  States  an  invitation  to  co-operate  and 
participate  with  it  in  the  work  above  described  and  to  do,  if  in  their 
judgment  it  be  wise,  whatsoever  the  Grand  Master  of  New  York  may 
do  in  the  matter  of  warranting  Sea  and  Field  Lodges  for  the  period  of 
the  war." 

In  the  hour  of  the  Country's  need  when  the  very  life  of  the  nation 
is  at  stake,  no  sacrifice  can  be  too  great.  That  our  Country  will 
triumph  is  our  prayer  and  our  belief,  but  that  its  triumph  will  be  won 
through  the  valor  of  its  sons  at  the  expense  of  their  blood  and  of  the 
lives  of  many  is  a  sad  fact  which  we  cannot  overlook. 

Our  Fraternity  by  opening  its  arms  to  the  sons  of  Masons,  assomes 
liabilities  which  must  be  anticipated  and  for  which  provision  must  be 
made.  Dependent  parents,  widows,  and  fatherless  littie  ones  will  torn 
to  us  in  due  time,  beside  which  there  will  be  those  who  will  come  back 
unfitted  for  the  full  measure  of  a  man's  normal  work.  With  all  of 
these  the  Fraternity  must  keep  the  covenant 

What  amount  of  money  it  will  require,  no  one  can  foresee;  that 
the  sum  will  be  large  and  the  burden  heavy  there  can  be  no  doubt 
The  burden,  however,  will  be  as  nothing  to  the  heaviness  of  heart 
of  those  who  have  lost  their  beloved. 

Your  Committee  believe  it  to  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  invite  all 
Masonic  organisations  to  donate  to  a  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  "War 
and  Belief  Fund,"  such  moneys  as  all  can  afford,  to  the  end  that  the 
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oUigation  of  the  Fraternity  may  be  met  in  full  measure  when  call  la 
made  upon  it.  A  million  dollars  would  be  none  too  much,  and  it  is 
well  within  the  ability  of  our  Fraternity  in  this  Jurisdiction  to  raise 
this  sum. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

"RESOLVED,  That  the  Grand  Master  be  invited  to  solicit  voluntary 

subscriptions  to  the  Masonic  War  and  Belief  Fund,  to  be  conserved 

and  used  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  formulated  by  him  in  meeting 

the  obligations  of  the  Fraternity  increased  by  the  War."

To  Bach  Di9irict  Deputy  Grand  Matter  in  the  State  of  New  York, 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  Since  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on 
September  10th  last,  and  adoption  of  the  War  Regulations  and  approval 
of  the  report  of  the  Oonmiittee  on  Plan  and  Scope  thereat,  numerous 
questions  have  been  presented  by  Lodges  regarding  the  purpose  and 
effect  of  that  legislation. 

It  has  seemed  to  me  that  the  interests  of  the  Craft  require  some 
further  elucidation  of  the  subject  and  declaration  of  policy,  and  for 
this  reason  I  have,  with  the  aid  of  the  Masonic  War  and  R^ef  Com- 
mittee, which  I  have  organized,  endeavored  to  work  out  a  plan  of 
action  for  the  Craft,  pursuant  to  the  legislation. 

The  War  Regulations,  Sections  24  and  25,  as  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  are  broad  enough  to  permit  me  to  issue  a  dispensation  in  my 
discretion,  when  applied  for,  to  a  Lodge  to  pass  and  raise  a  candidate, 
or  any  number  of  candidates,  who  have  actually  enlisted,  or  been  drafted, 
or  commissioned  as  officers,  in  the  United  States  forces  in  the  war  and 
during  the  term  of  the  war,  in  less  time  than  the  Constitution  requires. 
This  legislation  was  proposed  and  enacted  in  this  form  deliberatdy,  in 
order  that  the  authority  might  be  sufficient  to  cover  any  emergency. 

As  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Plan  and  Scope  adopted 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  in  my  letter  of  September  12th,  1917,  trans- 
mitting to  the  Lodges  the  amendments  for  their  action,  the  purpose 
of  this  legislation  is  to  permit  the  passing,  raising  and  consummation 
of  Masonic  membership  of  men,  actually  enlisted,  etc.,  before  going 
to  the  front,  and  who  have  been  actually  elected,  and  been  initiated, 
without  waiting  the  usual  time. 

In  cases  of  material  about  to  go  to  the  front,  who  express  a  desire 
to  become  members  of  the  Fraternity  and  who  cannot  otherwise  be 
provided  for,  I  contemplate  a  plan  which  may  afford  relief,  and  shall 
also  endeavor  to  arrange  a  method  by  which  our  sister  Jurisdictions, 
who  have  applied  for  assistance  in  initiating,  passing  and  raising  their 
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material  now  within  our  borders,  may  be  accommodated,   which  will 
be  formulated  promptly  and  announced  shortly. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  legislation  respecting  Sea  and  Field 
Lodges  is  to  exert  upon  the  members  of  the  Fraternity  engaged  in  the 
war  and  away  from  home,  the  beneficent  influence  of  the  institation, 
to  keep  them  clean,  to  help  them  to  be  better  soldiers  of  their  country 
and  God,  and  to  afford  a  means  of  keeping  track  of  them,  and  keepinc 
them  in  touch  with  their  people  and  ministering  to  them,  if  necessary. 
As  soon  as  it  becomes  apparent  that  such  organizations  can  be  ef- 
fectively and  properly  established,  I  shall  act,  if  it  seems  wise. 

The  War  and  Relief  Fund  is  intended  to  make  timely  provision  for 
carrying  the  burden  which  will  inevitably  rest  upon  us  to  relieve  need 
and  distress  among  Masons  who  engage  in  the  war,  and  their  dependents. 
It  is  reasonably  certain  that  the  facilities  and  funds  now  at  hand  will 
be  wholly  insufficient  for  this  purpose,  and  it  is  wise  that  we  should  look 
forward  and  be  prepared. 

It  is  not  unlikely  that  the  opportunity  and  duty  to  render  assistance 
away  from  home  to  members  of  the  Fraternity  may  be  forcibly  presented. 
Such  duty  will  be  bravely  and  promptly  performed,  without  interference, 
but  in  perfect  harmony,  with  any  other  existing  agency  for  ministering 
to  or  relieving  distress  abroad. 

Primarily,  and  for  aught  I  can  now  say  or  see,  the  funds  of  the 
Craft  will  be  devoted  wholly  to  the  assistance  of  members  of  the  Graft, 
but  "every  Mason  has  impressed  upon  him  the  duty  of  affording  relief 
to  any  deserving  member  of  the  human  family,"  and  who  shall  say 
that  if  the  opportunity  is  presented  to  our  agencies  to  relieve  others 
than  Masons  it  will  not  be  our  duty  to  respond? 

I  wish  you  to  inform  the  Masters  and  Lodges  in  your  district 
promptly  the  principles  of  action  contained  in  this  letter,  to  the  end 
that  a  better  understanding  of  the  plan  of  operation  may  be  had.

To  the  Officers  of  the  Orand  Lodge,  the  Past  Orand  Officers,  the  Rep- 
resentatives of  other  Orand  Lodges,  and  the  Master,  Wardens  and 
Brethren  of  each  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Chrand  Lodge 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  State  of  New  York. 
Brethren:  The  Masonic  War  and  Relief  Gommittee,  pursuant  to  the 
action  taken  at  the  recent  Gonvention  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  has,  among 
other  things,  determined  to  raise  a  War  and  Relief  Fund  which  should 
amount  to  at  least  One  Million  Dollars.     The  purposes  to  which  the 
Fund  is  to  be  dedicated  are  already  well  known  to  you.     It  remains, 
therefore,   to   apprise   you   of   some   suggestions   which   the   Gommittee 
has  approved  for  raising  the  Fund. 

It  has  been  thought  wisest  to  appeal  to  the  individual  members  of 
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the  Fraternity.  Ekich  member  will  thus  be  privileged  to  participate 
to  the  extent  of  his  ability,  and  the  Lodges  may,  as  they  undoubtedly 
will,  supplement  the  contributions  of  their  own  brethren. 

Never  before  has  an  appeal  of  this  kind  been  made  to  the  individual 
members  of  the  Fraternity,  but  never  before  has  it  been  compelled  to 
meet  an  emergency  of  the  present  magnitude. 

It  is  advisable  that  you  at  once  initiate  organized  effort  in  the 
Lodges  of  your  District  in  order  to  promote  the  Fund.  It  is  suggested 
that  a  committee  be  constituted  in  each  Lodge,  subdividing  their  efforts 
so  as  thoroughly  to  canvass  their  respective  membership.  All  contri- 
butions, whether  by  individuals  or  by  Lodges,  should  be  made  to  the 
Masonic  War  and  Relief  Committee  and  sent  to  the  Office  of  the  Grand 
Secretary,  Masonic  Hall,  No.  50  West  24th  Street,  New  York  City.  An 
honor  roll  will  be  maintained  and  published  by  the  Committee  from 
time  to  time  showing  the  amount  of  contributions  received,  listed  ac- 
cording to  Liodges,  and  it  is  hoi>ed  that  thereby  a  healthy  and  stimulating 
competition  may  be  maintained  among  the  Lodges. 

Your  immediate  action  is  requested  in  starting  the  movement  among 
the  Lodges  of  your  District  for  raising  the  sinews  of  our  war-relief.

Brethren : 

Whereas,  at  the  reconvention  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-sixth 
Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  of  the  State  of  New  York,  held  on  the  tenth  day  of  September, 
AD.  1917,  A.L.  6917,  certain  amendments  were  proposed  to  tlie  Book 
of  Constitutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  consisting  of  War  Regulations, 
Sections  24  and  25   (as  appears  by  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
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Plan  and  Scope  of  Masonic  Service  for  the  Period  of  the  War,  aabmitted 
to  the  aaid  Grand  Lodge,  and  thereafter  printed  and  iamied  nnder 
date  September  12th,  1917),  and  were  adopted,  so  far  aa  oonld  be 
lawfully  done  at  one  Annual  Communication,  and, 

Whbbbab,  the  said  amendments  have,  as  directed  by  the  Grand  Lodse* 
been  submitted  to  the  several  Lodges  within  this  State,  and  have  been 
adopted  by  the  alBrmatiYe  vote  of  a  majority  of  said  Lodges,  as  duly 
certified  to  me  by  their  proper  officers  ander  their  seals  respectiyely : 

Now,  THEBEiOBB,  I,  Thomas  Penney,  Grand  Mastor  of  Masons  In 
the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  give  effect  to  the  same  pursuant 
to  authority  in  me  vested,  do  hereby  promulgate  the  aforesaid  action, 
and  declare  that  the  said  amendments  have  in  all  respects  been  duly 
adopted,  and  that  the  same  are  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  from  and  after  the  date  of  this  Edict 

By  yirtue  of  the  said  amendments  to  the  Book  of  Constitutions  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  Sections  24  and  25  of  the  Regulations  are,  from  the 
date  of  this  Bdict,  as  follows: 

SsonoN  24.  '*The  Grand  Master  may,  by  dispensation,  authorise 
a  Lodge  to  confer  more  than  one  degree,  upon  more  than  five  can- 
didates in  one  day ;  to  confer  the  Second  Degree  or  the  Third  Degree 
on  the  same  candidate  at  a  less  interval  than  two  weeks  from  the 
time  of  conferring  the  preceding  degree :  or  the  passing  or  raising 
of  a  candidate  without  the  usual  proof  of  suitable  proficiency  in 
the  preceding  degree,  in  cases  only,  of  candidates  who  nave  actually 
enlisted,  or  been  drafted,  or  commissioned  officers,  in  the  United 
States  forces  in  the  Great  War,  and  during  the  term  of  said  War, 
regardless  of  the  aae  of  such  candidates." 

Section  26.  ''No  departure  from  the  Regulations  by  any  Lodge  is 
permitted  by  Section  24,  except  by  and  with  the  express  dispensation 
of  the  Grand  Master  in  each  case ;  and  the  application  for  each  dis- 
pensation and  the  dispensation,  shall  state  the  names  of  the  candi- 
dates, their  age  and  their  status  in  the  United  States  service,  as  to 
whom  authonty  to  depart  from  the  Regulations,  is  asked  and 
granted." 

It  is  my  order  that  this  Bdict  be  read  in  every  Lodge  at  its  next 
stated  communication  and  spread  in  full  upon  the  minutes.

To  this  end  we  are  endosing  two  cardSi  which  we  will  ask  to  have 
iOled  out  and  returned  to  this  ofBce  at  your  earliest  conyenience. 

Looking  ahead,  with  many  of  our  brethren  enrolled  in  the  service 
ci  the  Country  and  located  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  it  may  be  well 
f(nr  you  to  know  that  a  service  they  can  command  is  available  to  them. 

The  office  will,  in  time,  with  your  help  inaugurate  a  plan  to  register 
all  the  brethren  of  the  Graft  throughout  our  Jurisdiction  who  have  en- 
listed in  the  service  of  the  United  States.  Anticipating  this  very  neces- 
sary wivk,  will  you  undertake  later,  at  your  convenience,  to  prepare 
a  list  of  the  brethren  of  your  Lodge  and  their  addresses,  where  located 
in  the  service,  as  far  as  you  can  learn,  and  file  it  here  for  our  records? 
Furthermore,  if  any  of  your  brethren  enter  the  service  of  the  Country 
after  your  first  memo  is  filed,  will  you  apprise  this  ofBce  so  that  our 
information  may  be  up  to  date? 

May  we  urge  upon  you  the  desirability  of  naming  a  Correspondence 
Committee  in  your  Lodge  to  keep  in  touch  with  your  brethren  and  sons 
of  your  nmembers  who  are  in  the  service?  Our  Brother,  General  John 
J.  Pershing,  in  command  of  the  American  Forces  "over  there,'*  has  said : 

"If  tiiere  is  one  thing  more  than  another  that  the  American  soldier 
pines  for,  it  i§  a  letter  from  home.  His  spirits  rise  like  the  mercury  in 
the  thermometer  as  he  opens  and  reads  a  letter  that  tells  him  what 
friends  and  family  are  doing." 

Bnconrage  your  brethren  and  the  women  of  the  family  to  write  to 
the  hope  at  the  front. 

We  trust  our  requests  will  invite  your  earnest  cooperation.

Dew  Brother: 

Herewith  a  communication  which  has  gone  to  the  Masters  of  Lodges 
throughout  the  State; — ^undoubtedly  its  suggestions  regarding  the  War 
and  Belief  Fond  will   meet  with  your  favor.     As  an  official  of  the 
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Grand  Lodge  you  must  feel  there  is  need  tliat  our  brethren  be  awakened 
to  their  duty,  if  the  eifort  of  the  Graft  is  to  reach  a  point  repreaentins 
the  might  of  200,000  men  all  working  together. 

It  is  evident  to  your  Committee  that  no  fixed  plan  can  be  laid  down 
whereby  all  Lodges  can  reach  their  brethren.  The  method  of  one  Lodire 
might  not  be  adaptable  to  another;  but  with  a  genius  for  organiiation 
common  to  the  average  man  some  plan  will  be  devised  in  each  of  our 
Lodges  whereby  every  member  of  the  Fraternity  will  surely  be  reached, 
and  the  cause  we  are  most  interested  in,  put  before  him. 

Several  Lodges  have  already  contributed  generously  from  their  treas- 
uries. This  is  commendable  indeed,  but  beyond  this  there  is  a  lar^e 
contingent  of  our  membership  which  rarely  attends  communications. 
Nevertheless,  these  men  have  the  interest  of  the  Craft  at  heart,  and 
if  the  War  Relief  undertaking  were  made  known  to  them  by  a  per- 
sonal appeal  there  is  no  doubt  of  a  practical  and  hearty  response.  For 
example,  assuming  a  Lodge  has  100  members  (we  use  that  number 
merely  for  illustration),  if  they  were  subdivided  into  groups  of  ten« 
and  each  group  allotted  to  ten  active  men  of  the  Lodge  to  visit,  the 
response  would  be  almost  immediate.  By  this  process  of  subdivision* 
whatever  the  membership,  a  Lodge  could  be  apportioned  among  the 
active  men  and  every  brother  called  upon  either  at  home  or  his  place 
of  business. 

You  will  agree  with  us  that  letters,  circulars,  or  Lodge  notices  do 
not  reach  a  man  with  the  same  effect  that  a  personal  call  would  insure. 

The  Officers  of  our  Lodges  for  1917  have  an  opportunity  which  has 
never  been  offered  to  the  men  of  the  Fraternity  before.  First,  the 
building  up  of  our  War  Fund,  which  will  exalt  the  work  of  Masonrjr 
in  our  Empire  jurisdiction.  Second,  a  resulting  closer,  personal  contact 
with  their  entire  membership. 

Your  colleagues  of  the  Grand  Lodge  serving  on  the  War  and  Relief 
Committee  beg  you  to  give  to  this  work  your  earnest  co-operatioii.

We  desire  to  commend  R-*.  W.*-  Horace  W.  Skith,  Grand  Lecturer, 
for  his  faithful  and  painstaking  efforts,  in  bringing  home  to  the  Brethren 
of  the  Graft  at  his  District  Gonyentlons  the  important  lessons  which 
is  ever  the  design  of  our  Fraternity  to  impress  upon  its  members.

The  Grand  Master  addressed  the  Orand  Lodge,  introducing 
Bbo.  Chakles  W.  Whitbhahl 

The  Oband  Master:  Brethren,  please  come  to  attention. 
Unexpectedly,  and  with  great  good  fortune,  this  Orand  Lodge 
at  this  time  is  blessed  with  a  splendid  opportunity.  Like  a 
bolt  from  the  skies  has  come  to  us  this  morning  a  man  that 
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has  had  wonderful  experience  Over  There,  spending  months 
of  his  life,  in  the  recent  few  years,  on  the  war  front,  right 
up  in  the  first  line  trenches;  doing  not  only  his  bit,  but  his 
best,  to  support,  sustain,  inspire  and  uphold  the  great  cause 
of  the  Christian  world  to-day. 

We  have  with  us  Brother  Charles  W.  Whitehair,  who 
has  been  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  worker  with  the  United  States  Forces 
and  the  Allies.  He  has  put  into  printed  form  his  experiences, 
but  you  know  the  printed  text  does  not  have  with  it  the  in- 
spiration and  the  soul  push  of  the  man,  and  we  have  here  to-day 
Brother  Whitehair,  who  will  tell  us  his  story.     (Applause.) 

Bro.  Charles  W.  Whitehair:  Brothers,  it  is  not  easy  to 
come  and  speak  when,  within  the  last  hour,  you  have  told 
your  kiddies  good-bye  by  long  distance  telephone,  and  turned 
your  face  out  there  for  the  fourth  time.  It  is  not  easy.  Money 
could  not  bring  me  here  to-day.  This  organization  could  not 
give  me  a  check  that  would  tempt  me  to  come  here  to-day. 
But  I  did  come,  and  I  have  come,  because  I  feel  that  in  this 
organization,  our  organization  which  is  close  to  the  heart  of 
every  one  of  us,  are  possibilities  and  power  which  will  mean 
much  to  the  boys  out  there. 

And,  then,  when  I  left  that  Western  front  last  year,  I  said, 
^T  am  going  back  to  America  to  do  anything  I  possibly  can 
do  to  back  up  the  boys  overseas." 

I  don't  like  this  talk  that  food  will  win  the  war.  I  don't 
like  this  talk  that  Liberty  Bonds  will  win  the  war.  I  don't 
like  the  talk  that  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  or  the  Eed  Cross  or  any 
other  organization  will  win  the  war.  If  you  had  gone  with 
me  last  September  from  the  French  front  on  down  the  British 
front  to  Arras,  Armentieres,  Vimy,  Messines,  Bixshoote,  Ploeg- 
steert  and  Kemmel  Hill,  on  down  through  the  mud  plains  of 
Flanders  on  that  September  morning,  and  you  had  stood  with 
me  in  the  front  line  trench,  and  seen  them  crawl  out  of  their 
trenches  to  go  over  the  top  and  die  by  the  thousands  before  your 
eyes,  you  would  come  back  and  ask  God's  mercy  to  forgive  you 
if  you  ever  talked  about  anybody  winning  this  war  but  the 
boys  that  go  over  the  top.     (Applause.) 

These  are  serious  heurs.    We  are  facing  one  of  the  crucial 
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periods  of  the  war.  I  am  going  to  talk  on  the  square  this 
morning — there  aren't  any  newspaper  men  here,  I  take  it, — ^we 
are  facing  a  crucial  hour  of  the  war;  in  fact^  the  most  crucial 
hour  since  August,  1914;  more  critical  than  the  Mame,  more 
critical  than  the  Somme,  more  critical  than  Verdun, — ^the  most 
critical  hour  the  war  has  gone  through.  It  is  the  time  for 
the  blow  of  the  strong  man  who  knows  that  he  has  met  his 
match,  and  that  he  is  going  down  if  he  does  not  strike  and 
strike  quick;  and  that  is  the  blow  of  Germany  to-day.  But, 
they  did  get  through,  and  we  have  got  to  admit  it.  But  they 
are  not  going  to  take  Calais.  (Applause.)  They  may  go  further 
ttirough  our  lines;  but  if  you  think  after  three  years  and  over 
going  and  coming  out  there,  that  we  are  not  going  to  win, 
then  you  don't  know  anything  about  it.  We  are  going  to 
win.  (Applause.)  We  are  going  to  win  if  it  takes  every  drop 
of  American  blood  and  every  dollar  of  the  world.  (Cries  of 
*^ear,  hear,"  and  great  applause.) 

It  is  not  alone  a  question  of  making  the  world  safe  for 
democracy.  Quite  frankly,  it  is  a  question  of  self-preservation, 
and  we  might  as  well  face  the  truth. 

When  Mr.  McAdoo  asked  me  to  delay  my  trip  two  months 
ago,  he  said,  ^^We  want  you  to  go  out  and  tell  the  truth  to  the 
country,  uncensored."  That  is  what  I  have  been  trying  to 
do;  but  I  hope  I  will  speak  here  more  frankly  than  I  have 
spoken  at  other  places,  because  I  can. 

The  last  day  before  I  left  Prance,  General  Pershing  stood 
up  at  the  end  of  our  interview  and  said,  "You  have  got  to  go 
back  to  America,  to  help  kill  that  damnable  German  propa- 
ganda that  we  cannot  break  the  Western  line."  (Cries  of 
**Hear,  hear,"  and  applause.)  We  can,  and  eventually  will 
break  it,  and,  men,  as  God  is  my  witness,  I  believe  to  the  very 
bottom  of  my  feet  that  we  are  going  to  win  this  war  and  we 
are  going  to  smash  that  line  to  pieces.  (Applause.)  But,  it 
won't  be  to-morrow,  and  it  won't  be  the  next  few  months,  make 
up  your  mind,  because  the  bloodiest  parts  of  this  war  are  ahead. 

When  ex-President  Taft  told  me  last  Spring,  just  before  I 
started  on  my  third  trip,  that  he  thought  it  might  take  two 
million  American  lives  to  win  the  war,  I  think  he  put  it  right. 
We  are  facing  a  united  Germany.     When  friends  talk  to  me 
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about  a  disunited  Germany,  I  inimediately  think  of  that  scene 
where  I  stood  in  the  front  line  trench,  in  the  dugout  The 
Qerman  prisoners  had  just  come  across  No  Man's  Land.  The 
men  had  brought  them  over,  I  am  telling  you  the  truth.  They 
were  just  as  fine  a  body  of  men  as  the  British  that  we  were 
sending  in  against  them.  They  were  not  too  old,  and  they 
were  not  too  young.  And  think  of  the  kind  of  a  Government 
that  can  deceive  her  people  for  months.  Do  you  know,  that 
was  September,  and  we  entered  the  war  in  April;  and  there 
wasn't  a  single  German  in  the  dugout  that  knew  America  was 
in  the  war — ^not  a  single  one. 

I  do  not  hate  the  German,  but  I  tell  you  I  hate  every 
single  thing,  practically,  he  stands  for.  (Applause.)  And  it 
will  cost  us  a  price. 

But,  when  I  hear  people  talk  about  it  not  being  a  united 
Germany,  I  am  reminded  of  a  cartoon  by  Baimsfather,  who 
has  made  a  wonderful  lot  of  cartoons  on  the  war,  whicb  tell 
the  true  story.  Two  Tommies  in  a  dugout.  One  of  them  was 
a  new  recruit  and  he  didn't  like  it  And,  do  not  have  any 
idea  that  men  like  shell  fire.  The  first  time  I  went  up  under 
heavy  shell  fire  was  at  Messines  Bidge,  and  we  came  up  to 
the  top  ridge,  and  it  was  the  front  line,  with  the  shells  burst- 
ing overhead.  We  were  in  a  crater  150  feet  wide,  90  to  100 
feet  deep,  and  500  feet  in  length.  Up  above  the  great  aero- 
planes were  droning  like  bees.  The  great  captive  balloons  were 
there,  and  all  around  the  noise  of  battle.  And  the  man  I 
was  with  turned  to  me  and  he  asked  me  the  most  embarrassing 
question  I  had  ever  been  asked  in  my  life.  He  said,  ''Charlie, 
how  do  you  feel?"  I  said,  **To  tell  you  the  truth,  I  am  about 
scared  to  death," — and  I  was.  Did  you  ever  get  that  queer 
feeling  through  here?  I  never  felt  so  peculiar  right  there  in 
my  life,  right  in  my  knees.  (Laughter.)  That  is  where  it 
hurts.  I  was  sick.  And  this  young  Tonmiy  was  a  new  re- 
cruit, and  he  was  looking  for  what  every  man  on  the  Western 
front  is  looking  for, — ^the  news  of  honorable  peace.  Honorable 
peace  I  And  to  my  mind  there  can  be  no  honorable  peace  untQ 
Germany  is  absolutely  licked.     (Applause.) 

The  new  Tommy  turned  to  the  old  fellow,  and  he  said, 
*'Alf' — ^you  know,  it  was  the  time  when  the  President's  mes- 
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sage  came  out — ^he  says,  'Ve  are  not  fighting  the  German 
people;  we  are  just  fighting  the  Imperial  Gennan  Govern- 
ment And  the  old  Tommy,  Bairnsfather  makes  to  say  what 
I  consider  the  whole  answer  to  any  man  who  says  we  are 
not  fighting  a  united  Germany.  He  turns  to  him  and  says, 
^latie,  quit  your  kidding;  if  we's  not  fighting  the  Gterman 
people,  who  the  'ell  have  we  been  fighting  these  three  or  four 
yeaiB?*' 

It  is  a  united  Germany;  but,  friends,  why  did  I  say  that 
they  would  not  win  and  we  would  win?  Because  I  am  in  the 
large  Army  where  we  believe  in  Gk)d,  and  ours  is  a  righteous 
cause,  and  we  are  going  to  win  because  we  are  on  God's  side. 
(Applause.)     That  is  the  spirit  out  there. 

But,  quickly  let  me  jump  to  the  other  questions.  You  are 
considering  our  American  boys.  They  are  a  remarkable  lot 
and  you  do  not  need  to  ask  me  how  they  act  under  shell  fire. 
I  know.  I  have  been  tmder  it.  I  spoke  one  night  in  a  tent 
up  near  the  front  line,  and  a  German  aeroplane  came  around 
and  began  dropping  bombs.  Well,  I  have  been  going  to  war 
for  quite  a  while,  and  I  thought  out  of  courtesy  to  the  chap 
up  there  we  would  adjourn  the  meeting.  A  tent  is  not  shell- 
proof.  Don't  think  that  It  is  not  bomb-proof.  On  either 
side  of  me  was  thei  camp, — one  was  here  and  one  there.  And 
I  was  talking  about  the  one  subject  which  I  have  found  men 
will  git  for  hours  and  listen  to.  They  will  sit  and  listen  to 
jou  talk  if  you  have  a  real  message.  I  have  talked  to  them 
on  the  far-flung  plains  of  the  Albion  Desert,  on  the  Suez  Canal ; 
and  within  a  shorter  number  of  hours  than  I  dare  say,  I  will 
turn  my  face  out  there  again  to  go  to  the  Turkish  frontier 
of  Transylvania.  I  have  talked  to  them  all  along  the  Western 
front  on  the  one  subject  they  want  to  know:  ''What  does  Gk)d 
have  for  a  man  out  here„  who  has  given  up  everything,  home, 
and  lifer 

I  was  talking  to  our  American  soldiers,  and  I  thought  we 
would  adjourn  the  meeting,  but  one  big  Yankee  Sergeant 
stood  up  beside  me  and  did  not  say  a  word,  but  just  blew  out  the 
candle,  and  never  left  the  tent;  and  there  was  nothing  for 
me  to  do  but  go  ahead  and  talk.  There  wasn't  a  boy  that 
left  that  tent, — ^not  a  boy.    The  shells  were  bursting  one  after 
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another  overhead,  and  the  German  was  throwing  bombs  around 
us,  and  I  want  to  say  to  you  there  is  only  one  man  in  this 
war  that  counts.  I  don't  count,  and  you  don't  count  It  is 
the  boy  that  wears  the  khaki,  and  the  blue,  that  is  doing  his 
bit     (Applause.) 

They  are  doing  their  bit,  but  will  you  do  yours?  Don't 
put  this  off  on  Tom  Brown  or  John  Jones,  or  somebody  else. 
I  want  to  know :  Will  you  do  your  bit?  Do  not  ever  be  guilty  of 
talking  about  somebody  being  a  slacker,  somebody  who  is  sorry 
and  trying  to  get  out  of  the  fight  because  he  ha&  been  con- 
scripted, when  you  have  kept  your  hands  down  in  your  pocket 
and  won't  fork  out  your  money.  Tou  are  just  as  much  of  a 
slacker  as  he  is.  (Applause.)  Any  man  to-day  who  hoards  his 
money  is  a  slacker.  Remember,  we  have  conscripted  our  boys. 
Any  man  who  hoards  his  money  is  not  a  slacker?  he  is  an 
absolute  traitor.  You  will  see  that  thing;  you  will  see  it  when 
the  papers  carry  the  news  of  your  own  boys;  you  have  got 
to  stand  with  them. 

Now,  what  is  the  great  problem  to-day?  Our  boys  are 
clean;  yes,  clean  as  can  be.  I  have  not  gone  over  there  for 
the  past  three  years  without  knowing  there  are  great  moral  prob- 
lems, but  I  want  to  say  to  you  when  I  have  seen  what  I  have 
seen  at  the  front,  I  marvel  that  more  of  our  boys  do  not  go 
absolutely  to  pieces.  Put  yourself  in  hell  for  six  days,  and 
then  you  go  into  the  rest  billet  Get  this  description;  you 
have  not  known  it,  most  of  you.  You  go  into  the  rest  billet 
for  another  six  days,  but  you  are  still  tmder  the  German  guns, 
and  the  shells  are  bursting  all  around.  You  are  back  from 
under  the  shrapnel;  you  are  out  from  under  the  front  trench, 
but  you  are  in  billets  where  there  are  shells  overhead.  For 
three  months  you  have  been  up  there,  and  you  come  back,  .and 
you  see  on  the  street  the  temptation  that  is  not  foreign  to 
New  York  City  or  any  other  big  city,  and  you  want  to  forget 
the  hell;  and  there  is  where  you  have  got  to  have  help  to 
stand  by. 

We  have  got  to  do  everything  in  our  power  to  help  those 
boys  when  they  come  out  of  the  trenches,  to  have  the  con- 
ditions down  there  just  as  near  home  as  possible,  and  just 
as  near  like  home.    Now,  homesick?    Of  course  they  get  home- 
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sick !  Blue  ?  Of  course,  they  get  blue,  and  discouraged !  They 
are  men  just  like  we  are,  but  we  have  got  to  go  in  and  hold 
them. 

When  I  came  back  last  fall  to  speak  for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
I  said  I  am  going  to  tell  the  truth,  and  when  people  asked  me 
a  question,  'TDid  the  boys  out  there  do  this  and  that?'  I  think 
of  the  story  of  that  great  Scotch  preacher,  Dr.  John  Kell- 
man,  the  greatest  in  all  Scotland.  He  said  to  me  in  Paris 
last  September,  before  I  left — ^I  had  toured  with  him  in  this 
country — ^he  told  me  of  an  old  lady  who  had  come  to  him 
in  church  and  said,  ^^Dr.  Eellman,  is  it  true  the  boys  smoke 
cigarettes  out  there?'  And  he  said,  'TTes.''  She  said,  'T)o 
they  get  them  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.?''  'TTes,  they  get  them  at 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  at  the  front,  when  they  are  wounded  and 
straggling  back."  ^^ut.  Dr.  Eellman,  is  it  true  that  some 
of  the  boys  swear  out  there?''  And  Dr.  Eellman,  one  of  the 
greatest  preachers  that  this  war  has  produced,  looked  her  in 
the  eyes,  and  he  said,  ^If  you  had  seen  what  I  have  seen, — 
the  boys  crawling  out  of  their  trenches,  swearing  with  one  breath, 
and  praying  with  the  next,"  he  said,  "if  anybody's  prayers 
are  heard,  you  know  those  are  heard" ;  and  he  said,  "I  looked  at 
that  old  lady  criticizing — old  saintly  lady  that  she  was — and 
said,  1  have  got  to  tell  the  truth,'  I  said,  TTes,  my  good  lady, 
some  of  the  boys  swear  out  there,  and,  damn  it,  you  would 
swear,  too,  if  you  were  out  there.' "    (Applause.) 

You  are  coming  into  the  cities.  I  don't  know  what  you 
are  going  to  do,  but  I  tell  you,  you  never  dreamt  of  the  home- 
sickness and  lonesomeness.  I  think  the  best  thing  I  can  do 
to  help  to  make  up  your  minds  is  to  just  tell  you  an  incident 
of  Out  There.  I  have  been  to  the  'Tjiberty"  land.  It  will 
raise  you  up. 

On  September  19th  I  was  at  the  great  British  front.  They 
told  me  ''zero"  was  to-morrow  morning.  Zero,  the  hour  ap- 
pointed for  going  over  the  top  into  No  Man's  Land  on  a  raid- 
ing party.  The  great  September  push  was  ready  to  begin. 
Up  between  the  lines  I  went.  I  have  seen  crowds,  but  I  have 
never  seen  a  crowd  in  New  York  equal  to  that.  I  have  been 
in  places  where  they  said  thirty  thousand  people  were  in  the 
crowd,  but  I  never  saw  a  crowd  until  I  stood  at  the  Western 
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front.  The  roads  were  jammed  with  men  and  bojrs,  shoulder 
to  shoulder^  steel  helmets  on,  gas  masks  on  tiieir  chests, 
full  equipment  on  their  backs;  motor  lorries  going  by  with 
anmiunition  and  food,  gun  carriages  going  by  with  anmiuni- 
tion  for  hungry  guns;  little  dispatch  riders  going  by  fifty  or 
sixty  miles  an  hour,  and  riders  with  pigeons  on  their  backs; 
and  in  the  dugouts  are  the  men.  Everywhere  I  looked  I  saw  a 
seething  mass  of  human  life.  And  I  want  you  to  get  this 
point  in  your  mind:  Were  they  singing?  Smiling?  Cheer- 
ing? I  did  not  hear  a  single  song.  I  did  not  hear  a  single 
cheer.  I  did  not  see  a  single  smile.  I  did  not  even  hear  a 
whistle.  Only  at  one  point  there,  in  a  Canadian  regiment,  were 
they  playing  an  old  hymn  of  the  Church,  before  they  sprang 
into  the  trench  that  leads  over  the  top.  No,  the  order  was 
said,  and  you  know,  you  do  not  need  to  talk  to  men  that  are 
going  over  the  top.  They  are  thinking  about  it  The  most 
lonesome  road  that  any  boy  ever  took  is  the  road  that  leads 
down  over  the  top,  outside  of  the  road  that  Christ  took  when 
he  went  in  the  garden  of  Oethsemane.  Again,  I  looked  into 
their  faces;  they  looked  like  stone,  hewn  out  of  the  hills. 
They  did  not  want  to  die.  Your  dreams  of  to-morrow— of 
course,  they  did  not  want  to  die.  But  with  Christ  they  had 
made  up  their  minds  to  give  their  lives,  if  need  be,  for  us,  and 
there  they  went.  I  did  not  see  a  single  boy  that  I  believe 
would  have  turned  his  back  on  that  thing  if  he  could — ^not 
a  single  boy.  (Applause.)  If  you  had  written  your  last 
letter  home,  and  were  walking  down  the  road  to  go  over  the 
top,  you  would  not  go  singing,  cheering  and  laughing,  and 
they  did  not. 

We  walk  over  the  road.  I  stand  there  in  a  shell  hole,  and 
I  look  down  the  line;  and  they  are  putting  in  a  line  of  white 
posts,  just  like  the  sign  posts  up  here.  I  said,  ''What  is  that 
for?*'  ''Oh,  that  is  for  'zero^  to-morrow  morning.*'  "Zero?' 
"Oh,  yes;  the  men  that  fall  wounded  to-morrow  morning,  and 
have  to  walk  back,  will  find  their  way  back  to  the  dressing 
stations  down  that  path  of  the  white  posts.'' 

We  go  into  another  hole.  Oh,  this  was  Messines  Bidge.  I 
can  talk  frankly.  All  aroimd  were  the  great  guns.  I  sat 
in  the  entrance  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  hut,  with  the  preacher; 
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and  there  were  the  crowds  saying,  "Qood-bye/*  "Good  luck/'  and 
"Gk)d  bless  you";  and  as  each  boy  went  by  he  was  given  an  extra 
large  piece  of  chocolate.  At  other  times  a  smaller  piece  was 
given,  because  the  Y.  M.  G.  A.  had  furnished  a  large  amount 
of  money  for  the  chocolate  to  be  given  away.  Everybody  that 
went  by  got  a  piece  of  chocolate, — ^just  an  ordinary  piece  of 
sweet  chocolate.  It  would  not  mean  much  to  you  back  here.  But 
he  was  not  allowed  to  eat  that, — ^not  unless  he  fell  wounded 
in  No  Man^s  Land  and  could  not  crawl  back. 

And  over  here  stands  a  young  lieutenant  by  his  batteries, 
— ^not  more  than  eighteen, — ^I  doubt  if  he  was  more  than 
seventeen;  and  he  calls  out,  just  like  a  boy,  '1  wonder  if  you 
wouldn't  like  to  see  a  shot?''  We  stepped  over  behind  him.  He 
got  his  megaphone  in  his  hand, — ^and  a  little  walking  stick, — 
and  here  he  is  calling  to  the  five  great  machines  of  death, — ^the 
great  six-inch  guns.  '"Fire  No.  1 1  Kre  No.  2 1  Fire  No.  5 1" 
and  the  great  shells  go  shrieking  over  in  the  air.  Within  three 
minutes  from  the  time  the  shells  have  left  the  guns — I  have 
timed  it  with  my  watch — within  three  minutes  comes  the  word 
over  the  telephone,  ^'No.  1  change  so  many  points."  Way  up 
there  in  the  observation  points,  in  front  in  the  observation 
lines,  in  the  stump  of  an  old  tree,  the  boy  there  whispers  in 
his  telephone,  **No.  1  change  point-five-left-seven-0."  Way  up 
there,  over  the  trench  line,  in  the  shrapnel  and  out  of  the  shrap- 
nel, they  are  ticking  off  on  the  wires,  "No.  2  change  so  many 
points."  And  here,  twenty  feet  below  us  are  two  officers  talk- 
ing to  each  other,  and  here  is  a  man  quickly  checking  off 
the  shells  and  calling  off  their  orders  to  the  Lieutenant  the 
minute  those  orders  are  given.  The  Sergeant  jumps  up,  with 
a  big  shell,  and  then  jumps  back.  ^^No.  1  ready  to  fire,  sir."  '*No. 
1,  change  point-five-left-seven-0."  No.  1  shouted,  ''No.  1  ready 
to  fire."  No.  1  fire  I"  All  within  three  minutes  from  the  time 
the  last  shell  left  the  end  of  that  gun.  They  have  gotten  the 
range.  They  have  checked  up.  No  gun  is  fired  without  keeping 
an  accurate  record.  All  around  us  the  guns  are  firing — ^just 
reciprocal  gunfire — getting  ready  for  to-morrow  morning. 

We  stand  at  three  o'clock  the  next  morning  on  the  hillside. 
The  barrage  is  on.  No  man  can  describe  it  Lnagine  the  most 
terrific  thunderclap  you  ever  heard  in  your  life;  multiply  it  by 
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eight  long  hours^  and  you  are  in  the  barrage^  because  at  ten 
o'clock  on  the  night  before,  on  the  second,  the  gates  of  hell 
burst  open,  and  th€;^e  came  running  out  the  mighty  torrent 
of  the  wind.  No  longer  "Eire  No.  1'';  no  longer  *'Fire  No.  ZJ" 
Fourteen  thousands  hounds  of  hell  were  loading  and  firing  as 
one  gun.  The  heavens  were  as  bright  as  day.  That  was  the 
first  night.  The  long  barrage  started  about  ten  o'clock,  and 
then  we  were  in  the  front  line,  and  the  earth  was  shaking  like 
a  tree  shakes  in  a  mighty  wind  storm,  with  the  heavens  light  as 
day.  But  the  noise  all  disappears,  even  though  you  are  stand- 
ing in  the  presence  of  the  most  colossal  drama  the  world  has 
ever  seen  up  to  that  time;  but  you  forget  the  noise.  You 
forget  everything,  for  there  they  stand,  lighting  a  cigarette, 
tossing  it  away  with  one  puff;  taking  another  in  their  lips 
and  pufiing  it  again;  tightening  their  belts;  seeing  that  their 
steel  helmets  are  all  right.  No  talking.  No  attempting  to 
talk.  The  noise  is  too  terrific.  But  the  most  agonizing  moment 
that  ever  came  into  any  boy's  life  is  the  last  few  minutes  before 
he  goes  over  the  top.  It  is  raining.  It  doesn't  mean  much 
in  Cornell,  Ithaca,  New  York,  in  those  hills  where  I  live,  when 
it  rains  at  five  o'clock  in  the  morning;  but  five  o'clock  that 
morning  on  that  great  deep  sector, — at  five  o'clock,  I  sank  down 
into  the  mud, — it  was  my  little  daughter's  birthday.  They  were 
going  over  the  top  in  thirty  minutes.  The  great  shells  were 
bursting,  turning  the  dirt  into  mud,  and  they  had  to  go  over. 
Do  you  realize  it  was  raining  when  they  went  that  morning? 
No.  Perhaps  the  sun  was  shining,  birds  singing.  But  it 
seems  strange.  Everything  is  strange  out  there.  Afternoon, — 
the  sleet  and  rain  came  on.  The  waves  kept  going  over.  And 
the  days  that  followed.  The  men  who  were  there  tell  me 
that  many  mornings  as  many  boys  who  fell  wounded  in  No 
Man's  Land  sank  into  the  mud  to  die  from  suffocation  and 
drowning,  as  died  from  their  wounds  and  their  going  over. 
The  shells  are  falling.  Five-thirty.  Five-forty-five.  Down 
the  line  comes  the  word,  and  there  they  stand.  Oh,  don't  any 
man  ever  dare  talk  of  sacrifice,  for  there  they  stand!  Do  you 
think  that  any  of  us  could  ever  sacrifice  like  that?  Fifteen 
minutes.  You  bare  your  chest  to  it.  Six  o'clock.  Every  gun 
speaks,  and  into  hell  they  go,  with  machine  guns  firing  four 
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handled  or  six  hundred  shots  a  minute^  with  high  explosive 
shells,  with  the  shrapnel;  and  they  are  running  over  ground 
that  has  been  mined,  and  barbed  wire  fences;  and  last  of  all, 
the  battle.  And  you  have  never  heard  of  one  like  that.  And 
over  they  go  for  us.  And  as  I  stood  there  that  morning,  I 
thought  of  back  home,  and  I  said,  ^^ith  God  as  my  witness,  I 
am  never  going  to  say  anything  on  any  American  platform — 
no  man,  I  don't  care  if  he  is  the  President  of  the  biggest 
corporation  in  America — any  man,  be  he  the  President  of  the 
great  labor  unions  holding  up  shipbuilding, — be  he  the  man 
grafting  half  of  the  price  by  giving  them  inferior  material  that 
he  is  sending  out,  shoes  and  clothing,  and  endangering  their 
lives, — ^be  he  (Jerman  professor  or  professor  preaching  in  the 
university  and  in  the  German  schoolroom,  German  class, 
preaching  propaganda, — ^be  he  preacher  preaching  pacifism — I 
say  pacifism,  that  is  worse — German  propaganda, — any  man 
to-day  who  wilfuUy  hinders  military  preparation  or  hinders 
our  backing  the  boys  to  the  limit  out  there,  if  he  is  the  biggest 
man  in  America,  he  deserves  only  one  thing, — ^what  they  get 
out  there :  Stone  wall,  in  front  of  a  firing  squad  I  (Great  cheer- 
ing and  applause.) 

I  have  only  a  few  more  minutes,  and  I  want  you  to  hear 
what  I  have  to  say,  and  then  I  leave  you.    I  must  go. 

Hen,  any  enemy  back  here  is  worse  than  an  enemy  out 
there.  Tou  cannot  get  away  from  that.  There  are  our  boys 
on  the  French  front.  I  have  gone  over  the  ground.  I  have 
heard  them  speak  when  I  was- in  Verdun.  Well,  God  forgive 
any  of  us  who  now  pick  the  Americans  to  settle  it.  I  walked 
over  the  graves  of  the  men  in  1915.  I  was  in  Verdun  on 
the  last  Sunday  in  September.  Those  once  beautiful  hills 
now  are  hills  of  graves, — ^graves  of  their  sons.  There  are  a 
million  of  her  boys  under  the  sod  for  us;  and  it  does  not 
do  well  for  us  to  talk  about  how  we  are  going  in  to  settle  it. 
When  we  have  tasted  of  the  true  sacrifice  we  won't  want  to 
boast 

Now,  let  me  lift  the  curtain  on  what  I  call  the  most  horrible 
act  of  the  war,  and  yet  the  most  Christ-like.  I  stood  along 
that  line  of  the  white  posts.  I  have  spared  you  the  scene  of  that 
field  there  of  No  Man's  Ijand.     But,  I  stood  on  the  line  of 
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the  white  posts,  and  there  they  come;  not  by  the  score,  but  by 
the  hundreds  they  are  coming  back.  Well,  I  won't  spare  your 
feelings  I  I  saw  them  there  with  arms  shot  off;  undressed, 
with  twists  taken  around  to  stop  the  flow  of  blood;  I  saw  them 
coming  with  both  arms  shot  off;  I  saw  them  staggering  back 
with  an  eye  gone,  with  the  nose  shot  off,  with  the  chin  gone, 
shot  through  the  body,  the  legs  were  shattered,  and  eyery  stitch 
of  clothing  below  the  waist  torn  off. 

You  say  men  cannot  walk  back  like  that  No,  they  can 
notl  They  cannot  walk  back,  shot  like  that,  but  it  is  walk  back 
or  die,  and  they  walk  back.  The  stretcher  bearers  are  only 
bringing  those  who  cannot  more;  and  back  they  are  coming. 

They  are  coming  past  an  old  dugout  here.  Here  is  where 
you  come  in  and  I  come  in.  They  are  coming  past  an  old 
dugout,  before  they  get  to  the  dressing  station,  and  we  are  pick- 
ing up  an  old  tin  can  of  tea,  putting  it  to  their  feverish  lips, 
just  as  they  go  by.  They  cannot  even  stop  to  drink  it,  for 
up  there  are  the  Qerman  eyes.  It  is  daylight  now,  and  out 
there  is  a  German  officer  who,  if  they  stopped  around  this 
old  Y.  M.  C.  A.  dugout,  would  say,  "No.  2  fire,*'  and  over 
the  lines  comes  the  shell,  and  into  the  midst  of  the  dugout,  and 
every  boy  goes  West. 

No,  but  they  do  not  lose  their  humor.  Bemember,  over  them 
are  the  German  eyes.  I  found  in  one  dugout — ^it  is  the  stran- 
gest thing — ^if  it  wasn't  for  the  humor  out  there,  I  firmly  believe 
every  boy  would  lose  his  mind,  but  it  holds  them — I  saw  over 
one  dugout  this  sign,  "Men,  don-t  loiter  about  here" — ^room  only 
for  the  walking  wounded,  overhead  the  German  eyes, — "Men, 
don't  loiter  here;  besides,  it  looks  bad.'' 

Come  to  the  dressing  station;  are  you  thinking  of  a  dress- 
ing station  with  beautiful  white  bandages  and  nurses?  I  am 
not  I  am  thinking  of  an  old  bam  out  in  Flanders.  There  is 
no  nurse  in  that  hour  of  death.  We  are  sitting  along  a  wall, 
just  as  close  as  you  are  sitting  here;  and  here  is  a  surgeon  rush- 
ing from  boy  to  boy;  and  they  are  puffijig  their  cigarettes.  I 
stood  outside  the  dressing  station,  and  they  were  packed  in 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  tent,  in  the  dugout  and  in  the  courtyard  oat- 
side,  every  man  that  can  have  it  now  is  getting  something  to 
drink  and  something  to  smoke,  before  his  wounds  are  looked 
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at.  And  outside  that  one  dressing  station  alone — and  carry 
this  picture  away — ^were  more  than  two  thousand  boys  shot  to 
hell^  and  not  a  boy  that  had  had  his  wounds  looked  at 

I  went  among  them^  giving  them  a  cup  of  tea,  and  giving  out 
the  chocolate,  and  every  time  I  touched  a  boy  I  caused  him  pain ; 
and  88  I  turned  he  would  look  at  me  and  smile, — did  not  smile 
before  the  battle.  But  now,  I  saw  the  boy.  He  could  not  walk. 
He  was  staggering  and  his  trousers  were  gone.  He  could  not 
walk^  he  was  so  badly  shot.  He  was  staggering  along,  and  then 
when  he  saw  me  break  down  and  cry  he  tried  to  smile  at  me. 
I  saw  that  lad  standing  there,  both  hands  gone,  and  I  say  to 
you  the  most  Christian  act  I  think  I  have  ever  done  in  my  life 
was  when  I  stepped  over  to  that  young  Tommy,  both  hands 
gone,  as  he  stood  there  suffering  the  tortures  of  death,  and  put 
into  his  mouth  a  cigarette  and  ht  it.  I  say  to  you  one  of 
the  most  Christian  acts  I  have  ever  done  in  my  life  was  for 
that  little  boy  when  I  helped  him  bear  his  pain. 

And  we  back  here  have  got  to  get  into  our  minds  that  they 
will  win  the  war  for  us  if  we  stand  back  of  them,  there  is 
no  question  about  that.     (Applause.) 

The  one  thing  I  want  you  to  get  fixed  in  your  mind  in 
this  room,  and  those  of  Gterman  descent,  too, — I  don't  care, 
as  long  as  he  is  American, — I  want  you  to  get  this  now:  We 
talk  of  atrocities!  I  saw  the  (German  prisoners  come  back. 
There  is  no  power  under  heaven  that  can  take  this  sight  from 
me.  I  saw  the  German  woimded  prisoners  come  back  with  the 
British.  Now,  I  didn't  see  it  once;  I  saw  it  a  score  of  times: 
a  wounded  British  soldier  time  after  time  take  his  cigarette 
and  his  cup  of  tea  and  give  it  to  the  wounded  German  prisoners, 
before  he  touched  a  single  thing  to  his  own  lips.     (Applause.) 

When  the  war  is  over  Great  Britain  need  never  hang  her 
head  in  shame  for  the  way  she  has  treated  her  prisoners.  I 
didn't  see  that  only  once. 

I  saw  a  young  Tommy  who  had  been  gassed.  He|  coiddn't 
take  anything,  and  he  looked  at  the  young  German  lad  standing 
near  him,  and  forgot  his  pain.  There  stood  the  young  Ger- 
man shaking  in  every  limb;  his  eye  was  shot  away;  an  old 
dirty  handkerchief  covered  it;  and  the  young  Tommy  looked 
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at  him  and  said,  "Poor  devil,  ain't  it  too  bad?  He  got  his, 
all  righf    Tommy  forgot  his  own  wounds. 

And,  men,  I  have  seen  this  war,  and  I  want  to  say  to  yon 
that  I  am  an  American  from  the  bottom  of  my  feet  to  the 
top  of  my  head,  and  I  went  to  this  war  two  years  ago;  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  my  little  wife  is  a  Quaker  we  declared 
war  in  1914;  and  I  went  out  there,  and  I  want  you  to  hear 
what  I  have  to  say.  That  talk  that  America  will  never  quit 
is  all  right,  as  long  as  you  don't  make  insinuations.  But  the 
talk  that  Britain  and  France  may  quit,  but  we  will  never  quit, 
I  don't  like !  Wait  until  we  have  played  the  game !  Wait  until 
we  have  paid  the  sacrifice!  But  I  will  say  this:  Nobody  can 
talk  with  me  about  France  breaking  down.  I  have  been  in 
the  front  line  trench  with  the  French  and  seen  their  dirty, 
ragged  uniforms,  but,  thank  God,  I  have  got  their  spirit,  and 
the  French  will  never  say  quit  until  they  have  won,  if  it  means 
death. 

But,  consider,  for  the  sake  of  argument,  that  France  might 
be  forced  out;  Italy  might  have  to  quit,  and  America  through 
faint  hearts  back  here  and  through  Oerman  propaganda  should 
lie  down.  But,  thank  God,  I  can  say  to  you  to-day  from  all 
that  I  have  seen  and  heard  that  Great  Britain  will  never  quit 
until  the  last  man  is  under  the  sod.  If  any  man  tells  you 
that  Great  Britain  is  not  in  this  war,  he  doesn't  know  the  truth. 
I  have  been  there;  I  know;  and  the  British  Tommies  are  going 
forward  to  die,  because  God  is  on  their  front,  and  they  believe 
in  righteousness,  and  they  are  giving  their  lives  not  for  any 
false  ideas  of  the  issue. 

God  pity  the  German  people.  I  say  it  honestly.  They  are 
misled.  But  General  Pershing  said,  **We  have  got  to  kill,  kill, 
kill,  until  we  have  so  dissolved  their  man-power  that  they  can- 
not ever  again  put  on  to  the  world  or  attempt  to  put  on  the 
world  the  Prussian  yoke!"  And  we  are  going  to  do  it,  if  it 
takes  all  of  our  money  and  men. 

But,  alongside  of  the  sacrifice  out  there,  may  I  say  this  in 
all  kindness?  I  cannot  make  a  sacrifice  and  you  cannot  make 
a  sacrifice  that  would  be  worth  touching  the  old,  muddy, 
bloody  coat  of  the  boy  that  goes  over  the  top  to  fight  our 
battles. 
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I  don't  know  what  you  are  going  to  do.  I  donH  know  what 
the  purpose  of  your  plans  are^  but  I  do  know  this^  men:  In 
spite  of  all  the  organizations  that  are  workings  what  is  done  is 
only  a  drop  in  the  bucket.  It  is  only  a  drop  in  the  bucket. 
One  man  said  to  me  in  Seattle — I  went  to  see  him  to  have  him 
interest  himself  in  a  certain  cause.  They  said  they  might  get 
t\^o  thousand  dollars.  He  is  not  a  Christian  man,  not  interested 
in  these  things.  And  I  said,  '^This  is  not  my  war  any  more 
than  it  is  yours.'*  I  said,  "We  have  got  to  back  the  boys  up 
out  there.  I  thought  you  might  like  to  start  this  thing  with 
ten  thousand  dollars.''  He  looked  at  me  and  said,  "Every  damn 
thing  I  have  got  is  in  this  war;  my  two  boys  are  in";  and  he 
said,  "I  am  not  going  to  say  to  any  organization,  *Why  do  you 
do  so  much  for  those  boys  ?'  I  am  going  to  say,  *Why  do  you 
do  so  little?"'  And  he  said,  "I  will  give  ten  thousand  dollars, 
—in  fact,  I  will  give  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  because  they 
are  all  my  boys." 

And,  men,  we  will  win  this  war,  and  with  this  war  goes 
the  heart  of  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  America,  who 
boasts  of  being  a  true  American.     (Applause.) 

Men,  stand  back  of  them!  Stand  back  of  them  to  the 
limit!  And  as  I  go  back  within  the  next  few  hours  Over 
There,  I  am  going  to  take  them  the  message, — because  I  have 
toured  the  past  few  months  and  traveled  over  eighty  thousand 
miles,  and  I  think  I  can  say  to  them,  ^The  boys  back  home 
are  with  you,  and  they  are  with  you  if  it  takes  all  their  money." 
I  have  seen  many  men  back  there,  all  over  America,  with  gray 
hair, — veterans  of  the  Confederate  Army,  or  veterans  of  the 
Civil  War,  who  have  said  to  me  time  after  time,  "Tell  the  boys 
out  there,  if  they  need  us  to  help  win  the  war,  we  will  go  out." 
(Applause.) 

Bussia, — ^we  would  have  won  before  this,  I  firmly  believe, 
if  Bussia  had  not  gone  under.    I  do,  without  any  question. 

The  morale  of  the  army  is  the  most  important  thing  of 
the  whole  business, — the  helping  of  the  men  when  they  are 
on  rest,  the  cheering  of  them,  to  send  them  back  so  they  will 
be  as  new  soldiers  when  they  go  back.  And  possibly  the  biggest 
things  we  can  do  are  in  the  big  cities  where  they  go  on  leave. 
One  cannot  always  pull  the  curtain  aside.     If  I  was  to  tell 
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you  the  etory  of  the  things  that  occurred  during  the  first  few 
months  of  llie  war  when  I  was  out  there^  you  could  not  be- 
lieve it> — ^where  literally  thousands  of  men  went  to  pieces^  and 
many  were  sent  back  home  unfit  for  action. 

Now,  I  know  army  officers,  and  I  want  to  tell  you  that  army 
officers,  high  up,  and  down,  as  far  as  that  is  concerned, — ^but  I 
know  them  at  the  top  and  all  along, — ^the  men  who  have  our 
boys  in  charge  are  more  concerned  with  the  morale  of  the  boys 
than  you  are  concerned.  Why,  look  here!  The  boy  who  goes 
down  with  a  bullet  is  out  of  the  game;  he  is  neither  an  asset 
nor  liability;  he  is  out  But  the  boy  who  goes  down  with  a 
venereal  disease  is  out  until  he  is  patched  up,  and  it  takes 
more  men  to  take  care  of  him.  And  Ood  forgive  you  if  you 
have  joined  that  crowd  of  bleating  propagandists  that  are  go- 
ing around  and  talking  about  how  wicked  our  boys  are  over 
there.  I  say  to  you,  that  I  wonder  that  more  of  them  do  not 
go  to  pieces.  And  if  you  want  them  to  keep  dean  and  come 
back  to  us,  then  you  have  got  to  stand  back  of  them  back  here. 

Some  of  you  cannot  go  out  to  fight,  but  I  tell  you  there 
are  a  whole  lot  of  you  here  who  can  find  yourselves  out  there 
giving  a  friendly  hand,  a  cup  of  tea,  a  bowl  of  soup;  and  then 
more  than  that,  you  will  find  yourselves  down  there  with  some 
yoimg  lonely  soldier,  before  this  war  is  over,  talking  over  with 
him  the  great  fundamental  problems  of  the  boy's  life,  this  is 
for  a  good  many  of  you  men. 

Men,  think  of  this  great  organization  1  You  woxQd  be  sur- 
prised if  you  knew  the  number  of  Masons  I  met  up  and  down 
the  line.  We  have  got  an  appeal  to  every  Masonic  heart,  and 
in  some  way  this  organization  must  be  organized, — I  don't 
know  how  to  do  it, — ^you  will  work  that  out;  but  we  have  got 
to  so  organize  that  over  there  they  will  be  bound  together  in 
the  same  way  that  the  Masons  of  New  York  City  are  bound 
together  here,  and  the  same  way  the  Masons  of  our  littte  City 
of  Ithaca  are  bound  together  there;  but  we  have  got  to  help 
them,  and  we  have  got  to  stand  by,  and  we  have  got  to  do 
this  willingly. 

I  know  what  you  will  say:  'Is  this  not  duplication?*'  There 
will  be  no  duplication  if  you  send  your  wisest,  or  put  on  to 
your  Commission  your  wisest  and  most  level-headed  men. 
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I  have  been  from  one  to  the  other  end,  and  I  thank  Qod 
that  the  different  organizations  are  out  there — ^the  Knights  of 
Colombiis,  the  Bed  Cross,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the  Salvation  Army 
— because  they  need  our  help.  They  need  our  help,  and  now  you 
are  going  to  give  it.    I  don^t  think  that  I  shall  say  more. 

(The  brethren  rise.    Qreat  applause.) 

Thb  Gbanb  Master:  Just  a  moment,  brethren. 

Brother  Whitbhair:  May  I  give  one  more  little  instance, 
— ^before  I  go, — of  the  firing  line?  You  are  going  to  think 
seriously,  but  I  would  like,  just  for  a  minute,  to  show  you 
how  the  boys  act;  it  wonH  take  but  a  moment.  They  are  shot 
to  pieces,  and  when  they  come  back  it  is  the  most  marvellous 
thing  in  the  world  how  they  stand  their  pain,  and  retain  their 
humor  after  the  battle. 

Everybody  that  goes  over  the  top  is  a  souvenir  hunter. 
Eveiy  fellow  that  comes  back,  staggering  back,  has  something 
in  his  pockets,  has  something  hanging  on  his  arm  or  shoulder, 
to  show  he  has  been  over  the  top.  He  has  got  a  helmet;  he 
has  a  penknife;  he  has  a  watch,  and  compass;  and  when  the 
German  prisoners  come  in — ^I  don't  like  to  make  any  insinua- 
tions, but  it  is  no  use  to  look  for  watches  in  their  pockets.  There 
is  no  use  to  look  for  any  other  thing  of  that  sort,  because  it  wonH 
be  there. 

The  fellows  come  back.  I  stood  outside  of  one  dressing 
station,  and  they  were  all  there  with  their  souvenirs, — woxinded 
British  soldiers, — ^and  do  you  know  a  peculiar  thing  is — ^you 
will  always  find  among  the  German  soldiers  some  that  can 
talk  English, — ^you  will  find  a  whole  crowd  of  wounded  Tommies 
congregated  around  a  German  that  talks  English,  and  they  are 
visiting  together  exactly  like  a  bunch  of  old  friends  would 
visit  together. 

But  I  will  tell  you  this:  A  Tommy  learns  not  to  turn  his 
back  on  the  German!    Do  you  get  me?     (Applause.) 

I  saw  one  Scotchman — Sandy — standing  there,  a  little  lad. 
He  called  me  over,  and  they  were  insisting  on  my  taking  a  cer- 
tain souvenir.  '^I  have  just  got  something  I  would  like  to  give 
you.**  They  all  want  to  give  you  everything  they  have.  Talk 
about  hospitality  1    You  find  it  on  the  Western  front.    There 
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is  where  you  find  religion.  He  said,  "I  have  got  something 
I  would  like  to  give  you/'  Well,  I  thought  this  was  very 
interesting,  and  he  reached  in  his  pocket  and  he  pulled  out  a 
little  gift,  that,  if  I  was  ever  certain  of  anything  I  did  not 
want,  it  was  that.  It  was  a  German  bomb!  I  said,  '^hat 
is  very  kind  of  you,  but  it  wouldn't  be  nice  for  me  to  take  your 
souvenirs.  I  appreciate  your  presents,  but  really,  I  don't  think 
I  ought  to  take  it."  He  said,  '^That's  all  right;  I  really  want 
you  to  have  it."  I  said,  *^0h,  no;  I  mustn't  take  it"  But  he 
said,  *1  really  want  you  to  have  it."  And  finally  I  couldn't 
camoufiage  the  thing  any  longer,  and  I  said,  ^Ijook  here;  that 
thing  might  be  loaded."  And  he  said,  "I  don't  think  it  is;  I 
will  just  look  and  see."  And  he  started  to  examine  it;  and 
I  said,  *'Hold  on,  I  wouldn't  take  the  thing," — and  I  didn't. 
And  as  I  stood  there,  he  looked  down  at  his  leg,  bleeding  pro- 
fusely, bad  leg  wound,  and  I  said,  ^That  is  a  pretty  bad  wound 
you  have  there."  He  looked  down  and  looked  back,  and  his 
face  was  mud  and  blood  all  over, — ^you  couldn't  in  your  wildest 
moments  dream  of  what  they  look  like  when  they  come  back, — 
the  most  horrible  sights  the  human  eye  could  dream  of,— oh, 
you  could  not! — ^but  there  he  stood,  all  of  the  gore  of  battle, 
and  he  looked  down  at  his  leg  and  he  said,  ''N'ot  so  bad;  not 
so  bad;  it  is  just  a  blighty  wound,"  and  he  said,  *T[  will  soon 
be  back  among  the  Highlands  of  Scotland, — going  home."  And 
as  he  looked  at  his  leg,  he  looked  at  me  and  he  said,  'Tes, 
he  got  me  in  the  leg,  but,"  he  said,  *'I  got  him  in  the  guts." 
What  he  meant,  you  know;  but,  he  said,  "I  just  want  to 
show  you  what  I  got."  He  reached  down  in  his  pocket  and 
puUed  out  an  old  dirty  handkerchief,  and  unfolded  it^  and 
there  it  was, — ^he  had  gotten  it, — a  (Jerman  officer's  iron  cross, 
1914.  He  went  into  his  other  pocket,  and  he  pulled  out  a 
watch,  and  compass,  and  in  his  pocket  up  here  he  puUed  out 
this  thing  and  that  thing,  and  finally  he  went  back  under  his 
coat  over  his  kilts,  and  he  pulled  it  out,  and  said,  *T?here  is 
the  best  of  all."  It  was  a  German  automatic  revolver.  The 
only  think  I  could  think  of  was  the  British  Museum. 

And  they  all  come  back  with  their  souvenirs;  but,  men, 
if  it  took  a  shipload  to  bring  back  the  souvenirs  of  every  regi- 
ment that  went  over  the  top,  I  believe  they  are  entitled  to  them 
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all,  for  out  there  their  interest  on  their  Liberty  Bonds  is  an 
old^  ugly  wound  or  a  forgotten  grave  in  No  Man's  Land. 

May  Ood  help  this  great  organization  of  ours  to  stand  by, 
and  no  longer  let  us  say  the  war  is  three  thousand  miles  away, 
because  the  war  has  entered  the  heart  of  every  true  American ! 
(Applause.) 

M.'.  W.'.  TowNSBND  Scuddbr:  Most  Worshipful  Qrand 
Master,  thanks  indeed  are  inadequate,  but  what  can  we  give 
more?  We  have  been  awakened,  aroused.  Our  duty  seems 
nearer  to  us  now.  We  understand  it  better;  and  to  this  man 
who  has  brought  the  message  here,  the  message  from  our  boys 
over  there, — certainly  an  inspired  message, — since  we  can  do  no 
more  let  us  extend  to  him  our  truly  heartfelt  thanks,  and  signify 
them  by  a  rising  vote. 

(The  brethren  rise.     Qreat  applause.) 

Thb  Okaitd  Master:  Dear  Brother,  I  extend  to  you  for 
this  Grand  Lodge  their  heartfelt  thanks,  but  more  than  that 
they  sincerely  ask  for  you  safety  and  strength,  that  you  may 
repeat  that  splendid  service  which  you  have  been  rendering 
for  our  boys  over  there.  God  be  with  you  and  protect  you. 
(Great  applause.) 


BEPOBT  OF   THE   SPECIAL   COMMITTEE   ON   PLAN 

AND  SCOPE  OP  THE  MASONIC  WAR  AND 

RELIEF  FUND 

M.\  W.\  TowNSEND  ScuDDHR,  from  said  Committee,  pre- 
sented the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  its  recom- 
mendation adopted: 

To  ike  Chrand  Lodge: 

Your  Committee  on  Plan  and  Scope  of  Masonic  Service  during  the 
Period  of  the  War  report  as  follows : 

Last  midsummer,  the  Grand  Master,  realizing  the  necessities  of  the 
situation  arising  out  of  the  great  war  and  the  participation  therein 
by  the  United  States,  appointed  a  Committee  on  Plan  and  Scope  of 
Masonic  Sendee  during  the  period  of  the  war,  which  formulated  a 
report,  dated  September  10,  1017,  which  was  submitted  to,  and  adopted 
by  the  136th  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Reconvened,  on 
September  10, 1917. 

A  feature  of  this  report  was  the  recommendation  that  a  fund  be 
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accumulated,  to  be  known  as  the  "War  and  Relief  Fund."  of  at  least 
a  million  dollars,  to  which  all  Masons  and  Masonic  organisations  ahould 
be  invited  to  contribute,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  means  with  which 
to  meet  the  obligations  of  the  Fraternity  to  Brethren  in  the  Service, 
and  their  dependents,  when  call  should  be  made. 

The  Grand  Master,  at  that  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  recommended, 
among  other  things,  that  relief  be  not  postponed  until  after  the  war, 
or  confined  to  consequences  of  the  war,  but  that  the  Fraternity  now 
engage  in  such  ministry  to  men  in  the  Service  at  the  front,  as  should 
appear  to  be  appropriate. 

On  October  10,  1917,  a  circular  was  issued  by  the  Masonic  War 
and  Relief  Committee,  which  was  organised  pursuant  to  the  recommen- 
dations adopted  as  above  stated,  addressed  to  the  oflGlcers,  Past  Grand 
Masters,  representatives  of  other  Grand  Lodges,  and  the  Master,  War- 
dens and  Brethren  of  each  Lodge  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York,  present- 
ing the  subject  of  the  fund,  and  soliciting  subscriptions  thereto.  Again 
on  October  29,  1917,  a  circular  over  the  hand  of  the  Grand  Secretary 
was  issued  to  the  several  Lodges,  presenting  several  plans  for  raising 
funds  for  this  purpose. 

The  Brethren  have  addressed  themsdves  encouragini^y  to  the  busi- 
ness of  raising  this  fund.  Various  plans  have  been  adopted  and  the 
fund  is  accumulating.  Approximately  $200,000  is  in  hand,  but  no  such 
drive  to  increase  or  get  in  the  fund  has  been  planned  or  carried  out  as 
had  attended  the  calls  for  funds  for  war  purposes  raised  by  other  or- 
ganisations. 

The  time  is  now  at  hand  when  more  serious  effort  must  be  made 
to  raise  and  pay  in  the  initial  amount  called  for. 

The  purposes  and  uses  to  which  this  money  will  be  devoted  are, 
necessarily,  very  various.  The  reconstruction  and  re-education  of  dere- 
licts of  the  war;  the  ministering  to  wounded,  and  entertainment  and 
occupation  of  their  minds;  the  assistance  of  Brethren  and  their  de- 
pendents, wives,  widows,  children,  orphans,  fathers  and  mothers;  the 
maintenance  of  moral  standards  of  the  men  in  the  service  and  of 
close  touch  between  them  and  their  friends  at  home  by  the  employment 
for  that  purpose  of  suitable  agencies  at  home  and  abroad;  and  then 
the  cheering  of  the  disheartened  or  lonely  men  about  to  be  sent  out  of 
the  country,  the  homesick  boys  over  there:  these  are  some  of  the  pur- 
poses to  which  this  fund  will  necessarily  and  properly  be  devoted. 

Whether  participation  in  some  or  all  of  these  enterprises  will  be 
undertaken  by  sister  jurisdictions  is  to  be  the  subject  of  a  conference 
soon  to  occur,  but  the  obligation  and  oportunity  to  minister  to  our 
own  is  very  present  and  apparent  We  will  not  shirk  it,  but  will  seek 
in  every  way  to  do  it.  The  Fraternity  must,  and  will,  keep  the  Cov- 
enant 

Regulations  covering  the  administration  of  this  great  enterprise  are 
being  formulated  and  will  be  submitted  in  due  season.  It  must  be 
apparent  that  the  administration  of  such  an  enterprise  must  be  regu- 
lated carefully,  and  as  far  as  possible,  systematically,  to  the  end  that 
fairness  and  propriety  may  govern  all  the  proceedings  and  disburse- 
ments, and  favor  or  pull  may  be  banished,   the  fund  conserved,  not 
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wasted;  and  all  treated  with  equality.  The  almoners  must  be  protected 
against  themselTes. 

A  mission  to  Freemasons  engaged  in  the  United  States  forces  oyer- 
seas  is  soon  to  be  dispatched  abroad  to  establish  means  and  methods 
of  miniBtering  to  the  men  at  the  front,  and  to  our  boys  who  may  fall 
into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  the  expense  of  which  mission  will  be  borne 
by  this  fund,  and  will  probably  amount  to  between  $25,000  and  $30,000 
per  year,  and  all  too  soon  demands  upon  the  fund  will  commence  for  the 
relief  of  our  injured  boys  and  their  dependents.  The  first  call  already 
has  reached  us. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  plan  and  scope  of  our  War  Relief 
Work  as  herein  outlined  should  be  approved  by  this  Grand  Lodge, 
and  that  authorization  should  be  given  to  the  foundation  of  a  *'War 
Belief  Administration"  to  administer  the  War  Relief  Fund.  With  these 
purposes  in  view  your  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution : 

"Resolved,  That  the  plan  and  scope  of  War  Relief  Work  as  outlined 
in  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Plan  and  Scope  Committee  be  and  the 
same  hereby  is  approved  and  the  work  already  done  in  its  furtherance 
hereby  is  ratified  and  confirmed. 

Resolved,  That  the  War  Relief  Fund  be  and  it  is  hereby  dedicated 
to  Masonic  Fraternal  Service ; 

That  the  administration  of  the  Fund  be  and  it  is  hereby  committed 
to  a  "War  Relief  Administration"  to  consist  of 

(1)  The  Elected  Grand  Lodge  Officers 6 

(2)  The  active  Past  Grand  Masters  who  are  members  of  the  Com- 

mittee on  Hall  and  Asylum 6 

(3)  The  Judge  Advocate   1 

(4)  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Appeals 1 

(5)  Two  Past  Masters  of  Up-State  Lodges   2 

(6)  Two  Past  Masters  of  Metropolitan  District  Lodges  2 

(7)  One  Brother  selected  at  large 1 

Total    19 

That  the  four  Past  Masters  on  the  Administration  and  the  Brother 
at  large  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master ; 

That  their  term  of  office  be  one  year,  or  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
Grand  Master: 

That  the  Grand  Master  appoint  one  member  of  the  Administration 
to  be  the  President,  one  to  be  Vice-President,  one  to  be  Secretary,  and 
one  to  be  Treasurer,  who  shall  give  bonds : 

That  their  term  of  office  be  for  one  year. 

That  a  quorum  be  seven. 

That  meetings  of  the  Board  be  called  on  reasonable  notice. 

That  members  serve  gratuitously  but  be  entitled  to  receive  their 
necessary  expenses  attending  meetings  of  the  Administration. 

That  the  Administration  have  power  to  adopt  rules,  regulations,  and 
principles  governing  the  Administration  of  the  War  Relief  Fund  and 
its  devotion  to  Masonic  Fraternal  Service,  subject,  however,  to  the 
direction  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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That  the  War  Belief  Administration  hereby  constituted  be  and  it 
hereby  is  empowered  to  incorporate. 

That  until  its  incorporation  and  organization  the  War  Relief  Fund 
be  administered  by  the  Grand  Master  as  now  provided.  And  be  it  farther 
Bebolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Fraternity  and  the  several  sob- 
ordinate  Lodges  be  and  they  are  hereby  urged  to  spare  no  effort  to 
promptly  accumulate  and  increase  the  'War  and  Belief  Fund'  without 
limit,  to  provide  the  funds  requisite  to  the  high  purposes  to  which  the 
Fund  is  dedicated."

M/.  W.*.  TowNSEND  Souddeb:  Brother  Grand  Master  and  Brethren, 
yesterday,  when  you  were  all  weary  and  yet  so  thrilled  by  that  marvelous 
story  we  heard  from  the  little  Belgian  girl,  to  save  you  as  much  as  I 
could  I  threw  to  one  side  the  report  that  had  been  prepared,  and  tried 
as  I  might  remember  to  express  to  you  the  general  drift  of  that  which 
we  had  planned  and  were  doing.  You  will  recall  that  the  question 
of  the  administration  of  our  War  Belief  Fund  was  left  at  the  last 
session  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  the  discretion  of  our  Grand  Master, 
and  thus  has  it  been  administered  to  the  present  time. 

But,  in  the  haste  of  yesterday  in  presenting  those  other  resolutions, 
I  forgot  to  present  the  one  which  ratifies  and  confirms  all  those  things 
which  up  to  now  have  been  done  in  connection  with  our  War  Bdief 
work. 

Brethren,  we  have  learned  one  thing  which  I  think  it  is  proper  we 
should  ponder  on  before  we  consider  this  resolution.  It  has  been  brought 
home  to  us,  if  before  we  have  overlooked  it,  that  there  is  nothing  new 
in  the  needs  of  man. 

Yesterday,  notwithstanding  the  inspiration  of  the  child  who  addressed 
us,  the  modern  Joan  of  Arc,  when  we  left  this  hall  there  were  brothers 
who  said,  "Oh,  the  Masons  are  not  going  to  do  anything  more  than  just 
what  the  Bed  Cross  are  doing,  just  what  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  is  doing,  just  what  the  Knights  of  Columbus  are  doing. 
Why  can't  we  do  something  original?"  Brethren,  we  cannot  do  some- 
thing original  because  there  is  nothing  new  in  the  needs  of  the  men. 
We  have  to  do  that  which  is  needed  now.  But  let  me  emphasiBe  this 
one  point:  If,  unfortunately,  it  be  true,  there  be  any  considerable 
number  here  who  feel  they  will  not  contribute  to  or  even  take  an 
interest  in  this  particular  relief  fund  of  ours  because  they  think  that 
the  work  which  we  are  going  to  do  can  be  as  well  done  by  somebody 
else,  let  me  say,  if  yon  are  in  trouble,  if  you  are  homesick  and  dis- 
couraged, if  you  have  gone  through  great  suffering,  if  your  nerves 
are  shattered,  if  you  know  great  things  are  expected  of  yon  and  you 
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feel  your  courage  going  down  into  your  boots,  where  do  you  turn 
for  comfort?  Don't  you  turn — ^if  this  sitaation  confronts  you,  don't 
you  turn  to  those  whom  you  love  and  who  loye  you,  to  those  who  have 
sympathy  for  you,  and  with  whom  you  haye  sympathy?  If  it  is  matter 
outside  of  your  family,  is  it  not  to  your  church?  And  if  we,  as 
Masons,  truly  believe  that  the  Masonic  Fraternity  is  a  Light  and  Guide 
for  our  faith  and  practice,  is  it  not  to  the  Fraternity  that  we  turn 
likewise?  Our  boys  are  "over  there.*'  The  brother  who  spoke  here 
but  a  moment  ago  said  that  if  we  all  did  all  we  possibly  could,  after 
all  was  done  it  would  yet  be  but  a  drop  in  the  bucket. 

Brethren,  to  the  one  who  says  that  our  proposed  work  has  been 
done  by  these  other  organizations,  I  ask  him  to  ask  himself,  his  heart 
and  conscience,  in  the  privacy  of  his  closet,  shall  the  word  go  out  to 
our  brother  Masons  "over  there"  doing  their  bit  and  of  whom  so  much 
is  expected,  that  when  downhearted,  when  broken  in  spirit,  when  mind 
is  giving  way,  when  heart  is  bursting,  and  discouragement  is  upon 
them,  "Go  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  the  Y.  M.  G.  A.,  the  Y.  M.  H.  A., 
the  Masons  didn't  want  to  duplicate  their  work"?     (Applause.) 

We  have  no  rivalry  with  any  of  them,  but  we  want  to  emulate 
them  all.  We  thank  God  that  they  are  doing  their  work.  We  are 
ashamed  we  are  not  there  doing  ours.     (Great  applause  and  cheering.) 

Now,  this  motion  is — it  is  a  sort  of  a  blanket  or  omnibus  motion, 
but  after  all  it  means  something — 

"KBSOLYED,  That  the  plan  and  scope  of  War  Relief  as  outlined  in 
the  accompanying  report  of  the  Plan  and  Scope  Committee  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  approved  and  the  work  already  done  in  its  further- 
ance hereby  is  ratified  and  confirmed."    (Applause.)    (Motion  seconded.) 

R.'.  W.'*  Robert  H.  Robinbon:  Brethren,  I  am  directed  by  the 
Grand  Master  to  preside  at  this  point.  You  have  heard  the  resolution 
offered  by  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Townsbnd  Soudobr,  and  seconded. 
What  is  your  pleasure?  All  those  in  favor  will  signify  by  the  sign  of 
a  Mason.  Those  opposed,  same  sign.  The  motion  is  unanimously 
carried. 

The  Grand  Master:  Brethren,  I  want  to  say  this  to  you.  We 
have  several  matters  that  have  to  be  done,  and  it  is  a  question  of 
whether  you  would  rather  get  through  early  to-morrow  afternoon  or 
bear  the  discomfort  of  the  heat  this  morning  for  a  little  while.  There 
is  a  certain  amount  of  business  that  must  be  transacted,  and  it  will 
have  to  be  done  before  you  leave,  and  if  it  is  not  done  this  morning 
it  will  have  to  be  done  to-morrow;  and  I  assume  without  asking  the 
question  that  you  would  rather  put  up  with  a  little  discomfort  this 
morning.     (Applause.)     Brother  Scudder! 

M.'.  W*'-  TowNSEND  Soudoer:  Brethren:  This  work  we  have  to  do 
now  is  monotonous,  and  yet  it  will  be  somewhat  instructive  to  those 
who  were  not  here  at  the  reconvened  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge  in 
September. 

We  all  believe,  and  we  believed  then,  that  this  Grand  Lodge  had 
in  it  inherently  the  power  to  assemble  again  with  all  the  authority  that 
it  possessed  at  its  Annual  Communication.  Those  wise  in  Masonic  law 
have  told   us   that   such   was   the   case.      Now   growing   out   of   that 
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reconvened  session  many  things,  new  to  our  Fraternity,  haye  been  done 
which,  because  they  have  set  in  motion  forces  that  soon  will  reach  oat 
beyond  our  control,  should  be  ratified  and  confirmed. 

Of  course,  an  omnibus  resolution  would  do  it,  but  it  is  not  felt  that 
that  is  the  best  way  to  do  it.  We  have  been  doing  things  at  the  behest 
of  other  jurisdictions,  doing  things  made  necessary  by  war  conditions,— 
electing,  initiating,  passing  and  raising  candidates,  all  in  the  space  of 
a  few  hours,  conferring  degrees  on  foreign  candidates  who  were  about 
to  leave  and  whom  our  sister  jurisdictions  could  not  reach.  These 
things  were  authorized  by  that  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Tou  heard  yesterday  reference  to  the  work  of  Sea  and  Field  Lodge. 
That  work,  some  day,  at  some  time,  by  those  to  whom  the  obligatioDS 
of  to-day  may  seem  less  keen,  when  years  have  rolled  by  may  be 
put  in  issue ;  and  so  the  necessity  for  this. 


M.'.  W.'.  TowNSKND  SouDDKR  presented  the  following, 
which  was  received  and  its  recommendations  adopted: 

Brethren:  On  September  10,  1917,  the  136th  Annual  Communication 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  Reconvened,  at  the  call  of  the  Grand  Master,  to 
consider  and  take  action  on  the  problems  facing  the  Craft  arising  out 
of  the  war,  and  its  relation  to  the  men  engaged  therein  in  the  defense  of 
the  Country. 

A  Committee  on  Plan  and  Scope  previously  appointed  by  the  Grand 
Master  submitted  a  report,  in  writing,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  then  as- 
sembled. That  report  was  read,  the  recommendations  therein  con- 
tained were  taken  up  seriatim,  and  separately  adopted.  Thereafter, 
the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole,  and  was  printed  and  circulated  to 
the  several  subordinate  Lodges,  with  the  request  that  the  recommen- 
dations be  submitted  promptly  to  said  Lodges  in  regular  Communication, 
for  action,  and  if  and  when  approved  by  a  majority  thereof,  under  the 
Constitution,  it  should  be  promulgated  as  the  Law  of  the  Craft 

Thereafter,  and  on  October  10,  1917,  a  majority  of  the  Lodges  having 
adopted,  by  affirmative  vote,  the  several  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
proposed  by  said  legislation,  the  Grand  Master,  by  his  edict,  dated  on 
said  day,  promulgated  the  same  as  duly  adopted,  and  part  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Grand  Lodge  from  and  after  the  date  of  said  edict 

For  such  benefit  as  may  accrue  therefrom,  I  now  move  the  adoption 
by  this  Grand  Lodge  of  the  following  regulation  contained  in  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Plan  and  Scope  to  the  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
of  September  10,  1017,  to  wit : 

"Section  24.  The  Grand  Master  may,  by  dispensation,  author- 
ize a  Lodge  to  confer  more  than  one  Degree  upon  more  than  five 
candidates  in  one  day;  to  confer  the  Second  Degree  or  the  Third 
Degree  on  the  same  candidate  at  a  less  interval  than  two  weeks 
from  the  time  of  conferring  the  preceding  Degree,  or  the  passing  or 
raising  of  a  candidate,  without  the  usual  proof  of  suitable  proficiency 
in  the  preceding  Degree,  in  cases  only  of  candidates  who  have  actu- 
ally enlisted  or  been  drafted,  or  commissioned  officers  regardless  of 
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the  age  of  such  candidates,  in  the  United  States  forces  in  the  great 
war,  and  during  the  term  of  said  war." 

I  also  move  the  adoption  by  this  Grand  Lodge  of  the  following  regu- 
lation contained  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Plan  and  Scope  to 
the  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge  of  September  10,  1917,  to  wit : 

"Section  25.  No  departure  from  the  regulations  by  any  Lodge 
is  permitted  by  Section  24  except  by  and  with  the  express  dis- 
pensation of  the  Grand  Master  in  each  case,  and  the  application 
for  such  dispensation  and  the  dispensation  shall  state  the  names  of 
the  candidates,  their  age  and  their  status  in  the  United  States 
service,  as  to  whom  authority  to  depart  from  the  regulations  is 
asked  and  granted." 

I  also  move  the  adoption  by  this  Grand  Lodge  of  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution  contained  in  said  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Plan  and  Scope  to  the  session  of  this  Orand  Lodge  of  September  10, 
1917,  with  reference  to  activities  in  cantonments  and  in  regiments 
on  sea  and  land,  to  wit: 

**Whebeas,  numerous  members  of  the  Fraternity  have  entered 
or  are  about  to  enter  the  service  of  the  country  in  the  armed  forces 
at  sea  and  on  land  in  the  great  war ;  and 

"Wheseas,  in  cantonments,  training  camps  at  sea,  or  at  the 
front,  the  influence  of  Masonry  to  its  votaries  for  good  is  ines- 
timable ;  and 

"  Whebeas,  both  to  members  of  the  Fraternity  and  their  de- 
pendents and  relatives,  the  opportunity  and  duty  to  minister  will 
presently  be  present ;  and 

*'Whebeas,  it  may  be  found  that  the  Fraternity  can  best  min- 
ister to  the  souls  and  bodies  of  its  members  through  the  time- 
honored  institution  of  Masonic  Lodges, — 

"NOW,  THEREFORE.  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  sea  and  field 
Lodges,  in  cantonments,  training  camps,  on  vessels  and  in  regiments, 
or  other  military  units  at  the  front,  be  organized,  if  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Grand  Master  it  be  wise  to  exercise  his  prerogative  in 
that  regard ;  and  the  Grand  Master  is  requested  to  take  such  steps 
as  in  his  judgment  shall  seem  best  to  establish  by  his  warrant, 
wherever  he  may  see  fit,  sea  and  field  Lodges,  at  home  and  abroad, 
with  authority  to  make  Masons  under  such  regulations  as  to  dual 
membership  and  multiple  membership,  inspection,  and  control,  as 
to  him  shall  seem  proper,  also  to  take  all  such  steps  as  to  him 
shall  aeem  best  and  appropriate  to  extend  the  influence  of  Masonry 
through  the  deputies,  representatives  or  otherwise,  to  and  among 
the  members  of  the  Fraternity  engaged  in  the  country's  service, 
and  to  render  to  all  sick  and  distressed  such  aid,  comfort  and  relief 
as  to  him  shall  seem  fit." 
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I  alio  move  the  adoption  by  this  Grand  Lodge  of  tbe  toUowbig  : 
lution  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Plan  and  Scope  to 
the  seaalon  of  this  Grand  Lodge  of  September  10,  1917,  to  wit : 

''Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  do,  and  it  hereby  does,  ex- 
tend to  sister  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States,  an  invitation  to 
co-operate  and  participate  with  it  in  the  work  above  deaczibed, 
and  to  do,  if  in  their  Judgment  it  be  wise,  whatsoever  the  Grand 
Master  of  New  York  may  do  in  the  matter  of  warranting  sea  and 
field  Lodges  for  the  period  of  the  war." 


I  also  move  the  adoption  by  this  Grand  Lodge  of  the  following  ; 
lution  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Oommittee  on  Plan  and  Scope  to 
the  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge  of  September  10,  1917,  to  wit: 

"Bbsolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  be  invited  to  solicit  voluntary 
subscriptions  to  the  Masonic  War  and  Belief  Fund  to  be  conserved 
and  used  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  formulated  by  him  in 
meeting  the  obligations  of  the  Fraternity  increased  by  the  war." 

I  also  move  that  the  report  of  said  (Committee  on  Plan  and  Scope  as 
made  to  and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  session  of  September 
10, 1017,  be  adopted  as  a  whole. 


BEPOET   OF  THE  COMMITTEE   ON  CONSTITUTION 

M.\  W/.  TowNSBND  SouDDSs^  from  the  Committee  on 
Constitution^  presented  the  following  report^  which  was  receiyed 
and  its  recommendations  adopted: 

To  the  Qnmd  Lodge: 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  reports  as  foUows: 
In  1017  the  Grand  Lodge,  so  far  as  it  could  so  do  at  one  com- 
munication, adopted  an  amendment  to  Section  89  of  the  Constitution 
with  the  object  of  ending  the  uncertainty  surrounding  the  question  as 
to  when  a  petition  for  membership  ceased  to  be  "pending,"  and  decided 
that  such  a  petition  ceased  to  be  "pending"  as  soon  as  the  baUot  thereon 
had  been  taken. 

In  furtherance  of  that  decision  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  follow- 
ing resolution  which  your  Committee  again  moves,  to  the  end  that  it 
may  become  a  part  of  our  law : 

Resolved,  That  Section  89  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  be  ameoded  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  Section  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"A  petition  ceases  to  be  pending  as  soon  as  a  baUot  thereon 
has  been  taken  by  the  Lodge  to  which  it  has  been  presented," 

so  that  the  said  Section  shall  read  as  f oUows : 

**Sec.  89.    A  petition  for  initiation  or  affiiatlon,  or  for  waiver  ot 
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Jnrifldiction  over  sach  a  candidate,  shall  not  be  received  by  a 
Lodge  except  at  a  Stated  Communication,  and  when  received  it 
Bhail  be  referred  to  an  investigatinff  committee  of  not  leas  than 
three  members,  whose  report  thereon  must  be  in  writing,  in  terms 
^favorable'  or  'unfavorable,'  and  no  report  of  an  investigating  com- 
mittee shall  be  received  until  at  least  two  weeks  after  such  petition 
shall  have  been  referred.  No  petition  shall  be  receivd  if  it  discloses 
that  a  petition  of  the  same  person  is  pending  before  another  Lodge. 
A  petition  ceases  to  be  pending  as  soon  as  a  ballot  thereon  has 
been  taken  by  the  Lodge  to  which  it  has  been  presented." 

In  Justification  of  this  resolution  your  Committee  repeats  the  argu- 
ment in  its  favor  advanced  last  year : 

The  final  act  upon  a  petition  for  membership  is  the  taking  of  a 
baUot,  which  must  result  in  acceptance  or  rejection,  and  any  sub- 
sequent demand  for  a  ballot  made  when  a  candidate  presents  himself 
for  a  degree  is  directed  toward  the  candidate  himself,  and  not 
toward  the  petition,  which  was  finally  disposed  of  by  the  ballot 
thereon,  and  was  then  no  longer  pending. 

That  this  was  the  intention  of  the  Fraternity  is  clearly  seen 
when  the  opposite  view  is  subject  to  analysis,  for  in  such  case  the 
acceptance  of  a  candidate  might  prove  more  prejudicial  to  him  than 
rejection.  If  rejected,  the  Lodge  loses  jurisdiction  over  him  in  one 
year  and  he  is  then  free  to  make  application  to  any  Lodge.  If 
accepted,  however,  and  the  Lodge  refuses  to  initiate  the  candidate, 
and  he,  for  any  reason,  prefers  to  join  another  Lodge,  he  cannot  do 
so  without  a  waiver  from  the  Lodge  where  he  has  been  accepted, 
and  if  the  latter  Lodge  should  refuse  to  grant  such  waiver,  its 
jurisdiction  over  him  would  be  perpetual,  and  he  would  be  com- 
pelled to  forego  entry  into  the  Fraternity.  Such  a  state  of  afCairs 
cannot  exist  if  the  intention  of  the  Qrand  Lodge  is  interpreted 
as  being  that  the  petition  of  a  candidate  ceases  to  be  **pending" 
as  soon  as  the  ballot  has  been  taken. 

The  1917  Qrand  Lodge  also  adopted  an  amendment  to  Section  96 
of  the  Constitution  permitting  a  ballot  upon  a  candidate  at  a  Special 
Communication  called  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  the  degree  to 
which  the  candidate  was  entitled.  Heretofore  seemingly  such  a  ballot 
was  authorized  at  a  stated  communication  only.  To  confirm  this  amend- 
ment your  Committee  move  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  Section  96  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Qrand 
Lodge  be  amended  by  inserting  therein,  after  the  words  in  the  fifth 
and  sixth  lines  thereof,  "such  candidate  was  accepted,"  the  new 
sentence,  "If  a  ballot  be  demanded  upon  a  candidate  lifter  he  has 
been  accepted  and  before  he  has  been  initiated,  it  may  be  taken 
whether  the  demand  be  made  at  a  Stated  or  a  Special  Communi- 
cation, provided  the  Special  Communication  be  one  called  for  the 
purpose  of  conferring  the  degree  to  which  the  candidate  is  en- 
titled," 
BO  that  the  said  Section  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  96.     A  ballot  for  each  degree  is  an  undeniable  right  if 
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demanded,  and  if  after  a  candidate  has  been  accepted,  and  before 
he  has  been  initiated,  a  new  ballot  be  demanded,  it  must  be  taken 
and  if  such  ballot  result  in  a  rejection  it  shall  have  the  same 
effect  as  if  it  had  occurred  when  such  candidate  was  accepted.  If 
a  ballot  be  demanded  upon  a  candidate  after  he  has  been  accepted 
and  before  he  has  been  initiated,  it  may  be  taken  whether  the 
demand  be  made  at  a  Stated  or  a  Special  Communication,  pro- 
vided the  Special  Communication  be  one  called  for  the  purpose  of 
conferring  the  degree  to  which  the  candidate  is  entitled.  If,  after 
a  brother  has  been  initiated,  any  member  shall  demand  a  ballot  upon 
his  advancement,  and  such  ballot  result  in  a  rejection,  the  brother 
may  be  proposed  for  advancement  at  any  subsequent  Stated  Com- 
munication of  the  Lodge;  the  proposition  must  lie  over  at  least 
to  the  next  Stated  Communication,  and  a  clear  ballot  must  be  had 
before  the  brother  can  be  advanced.  No  written  or  verbal  objection 
shall  have  the  effect  to  reject  the  petition  of  a  candidate  or  the 
advancement  of  a  brother.  An  objection,  however,  must  be  re- 
spected, and  wiU  defer  the  initiation  of  a  candidate  or  the  advance- 
ment of  a  brother  until  a  subsequent  communication  of  the  Lodge. 
The  name  of  the  brother  objecting  or  making  a  demand  for  a  new 
ballot,  as  herein  provided,  shall  not  be  entered  on  the  minutes.'' 

In  1917  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  also  an  amendment  to  Section 
19  of  Regulations  as  far  as  the  same  could  be  done  at  that  time.  This 
amendment  must  be  adopted  by  the  present  Grand  Lodge  to  become 
effective. 

This  Section  19  regulates  the  number  of  degrees,  and  the  number  of 
candidates  who  can  receive  the  degree,  in  one  day.  The  purpose  of 
the  amendment  as  passed  last  year  was  to  prohibit  the  conferring  of 
more  than  one  degree  in  two  successive  weeks  and  requiring  that  four- 
teen days  should  intervene  between  the  conferring  of  any  two  degrees. 

Since  the  approval  of  this  proposed  amendment  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
at  its  session  in  1917,  an  amendment  to  the  amendment  has  been 
proposed,  which  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  better  harmonises 
with  conditions  confronting  the  Fraternity  in  some  sections  of  our 
jurisdiction.  The  amendment  to  the  amendment  we  deem  germane  to 
the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  amendment  of  last  year,  and  therefore  in 
order.  Its  effect  is  to  reduce  the  time  within  which  but  one  degree 
can  be  conferred,  from  two  weeks  to  one  week,  and  provides  that  degrees 
shall  be  conferred  at  stated  communications  only. 

This  amendment  affects  all  candidates  for  degrees  except  men  enlisted, 
drafted,  or  commissioned  in  the  United  States  military  and  naval  forces. 
The  conferring  of  the  degrees  upon  candidates  in  the  service  is  governed 
by  Sections  24  and  25  of  Regulations.  Your  Committee,  therefore, 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  amendment  as  amended  as 
follows : 

Resolved,  That  Section  19  of  Regulations  be  amended  by  adding 
thereto  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  sentence : 

"No  Lodge,  either  itself  or  through  another  Lodge  acting  for 
it,  shall  confer  more  than  one  degree  in  one  week  and  then  at  a 
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stated  communication  only,  so  that  not  leas  than  seyen  days  shall 
intervene  between  the  conferring  of  any  two  degrees," 

so  that  the  said  Section  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Sec  19.  A  Lodge  shall  not  confer  more  than  one  degree,  nor 
shall  said  degree  be  conferred  upon  more  than  five  candidates,  in 
one  day.  No  Lodge,  either  itself  or  through  another  Lodge  acting 
for  it,  shall  confer  more  than  one  degree  in  one  week  and  then  at  a 
stated  communication  only,  so  that  not  less  than  seven  days  shall 
intervene  between  the  conferring  of  any  two  degrees." 

There  has  been  referred  to  your  Committee  so  much  of  the  Qrand 
Master's  address  as  relates  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  the  recommendations  of  the  Grand  Blaster  in  relation 
thereto  and  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  to  pay  the  Second 
Mortgage  and  Floating  Debt  of  the  Fraternity,  your  Committee  finds 
it  necessary  to  present  for  the  consideration  of  this  Grand  Lodge  the 
adoption  of  six  separate  amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

The  first  proposed  amendment  provides  for  the  assessment  upon  every 
Lodge  of  seven  dollars  for  every  member  enrolled  on  January  1,  1913 ; 

The  second  credits  every  Lodge  with  the  amount  voluntarily  paid 
by  it  on  account  of  this  seven  dollars  per  capita ; 

The  third  provides  the  penalty  of  possible  forfeiture  of  charter  for 
non-payment  of  the  assessment; 

The  fourth  provides  for  a  demand  by  the  Trustees  for  payment  by 
the  Lodge,  and  for  the  institution  of  charter  forfeiture  proceedings  for 
refusal  to  comply  with  the  demand; 

The  fifth  confers  power  on  the  Grand  Master  to  relieve  for  good 
cause  a  Lodge,  in  part  or  in  whole,  from  payment  of  the  assessment; 
and 

The  sixth  provides  for  the  disposition  of  the  moneys  realised  from 
this  per  capita  tax. 

To  avoid  misunderstanding,  and  to  test  the  sentiment  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  as  to  whether  or  no  Lodges  which  have  failed  to  do  so,  shall  be 
compelled  to  pay  their  quota  of  the  Sinking  Fund  or  give  a  valid  ex- 
cuse for  their  failure,  it  seems  best  to  your  Committee  to  submit  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  for  its  action  a  test  resolution  to  this  effect. 

Your  Committee  therefore  offers  the  following : 

BxsoLVED,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  all  Lodges 
which  have  failed  to  pay  their  proportionate  share  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
be  compelled  to  do  so,  or  show  cause  before  the  Grand  Master  why  they 
should  be  relieved  from  such  payment,  in  whole  or  in  part. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  plan  which  your  Committee  has  outlined 
herein,  your  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  amend- 
ments to  the  Book  of  Constitution : 

Amend  Section  87  of  the  Constitutions  by  adding  a  new  subdivision 
to  be  known  as  9-A  and  to  read  as  follows : 

"9-A.  Every  Lodge  existing  on  January  1,  1913,  shall  pay 
on  or  before  July  1,  1918,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Hall  and  Asylum 
Fund,  for  every  one  of  its  members  enrolled  on  January  1,  1913, 
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seven  dollars,  which  shall  be  appropriated  to  a  Sinkiiig  Fund,  to 
discharge  the  indebtedness  of  the  Fraternity,  as  the  same  may  be 
paid  off  from  time  to  time;  and  excepting  to  invest  and  reinvest 
the  said  fund,  it  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  by  said  Trustees." 

Amend  Section  37  of  the  Constitutions  by  adding  a  new  subdivision 
to  be  known  as  9-B  and  to  read  as  follows : 

"9-B.  Payments  made  voluntarily  by  the  Lodges  to  the  said 
Sinking  Fund,  pursuant  to  the  invitation  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  con- 
tained in  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 
adopted  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-second  Annual  Communi- 
cation, shall  be  credited  on  the  amount  due  from  the  said  Lodges 
respectively,  to  the  Sinking  Fund  under  Section  37,  Subdivision 
9-A." 

Amend  Section  68  of  the  Constitutions  by  adding  a  new  Subdivision 
to  be  known  as  "6"  and  to  read  as  follows: 

"6.  Neglecting  to  pay  the  assessment  for  the  Sinking  B^md, 
provided  by  Section  37,  Subdivision  9-A,  within  six  months  after 
notice  and  demand  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund." 

Amend  Section  9,  Subdivision  6,  of  the  Constitution  by  inserting 
therein  a  semicolon  instead  of  a  period  after  the  words  "as  it  shall 
designate,"  and  by  adding  the  following  words : 

**to  notify  Lodges  of  default  or  arrears  of  assessment  for  the 
Sinking  Fund,  to  be  paid  by  Section  37,  Subdivision  9-A,  and  to 
demand  payment  thereof,  and  to  institute  proceedings  for  forfeiture 
of  Charter  on  failure  to  pay  same  within  two  months  after  notics 
and  demand," 

so  that  said  Subdivision  6  of  Section  9  shall  read  as  follows : 

(Section  9.)  "6.  The  'Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and 
Asylum  Fund'  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  call  in,  collect  and 
satisfy,  sell,  assign,  hypothecate,  pledge,  redeem,  rehypothecate,  and 
re-pledge  any  mortgage  or  mortgages  or  other  securities  now  in  the 
name  or  custody  of  the  'Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum 
Fund'  (not  part  of  the  Permanent  Fund  hereafter  held  by  the 
persons  who  shall  from  time  to  time  comprise  the  Trustees  of  the 
Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund,  as  the  Trustees  of  the  Permanent 
Fund),  and  to  apply  the  proceeds  of  any  sale  thereof  of  loan  or 
loans  obtained  and  secured  therewith  to  the  improvement  or  main- 
tenance, or  both,  of  any  real  estate  of  the  Fraternity*  and  to  execute 
any  and  all  necessary  instruments,  documents,  and  papers  by  such 
officer  or  officers  or  members  of  said  'Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall 
and  Asylum  Fund'  as  it  shall  designate;  to  notify  Lodges  of  de- 
fault or  arrears  of  assessment  for  Sinking  Fund,  to  be  paid  by 
Section  37,  Subdivision  9-A,  and  to  demand  payment  thereof,  and  to 
institute  proceedings  for  forfeiture  of  Charter  on  failure  to  pay  the 
same  within  two  months  after  notice  and  demand.  In  the  absence 
or  disability  of  any  designated  officer  or  officers  of  said  'Trustees 
of  the  Masonic  Ebill  and  Asylum  Fund'  any  other  member  or 
members  thereof  may  be  appointed  by  said  Trustees  to  act  tempo-

rarily  in  place  of  and  with  the  power  of  the  absent  or  dinahled 
oflker  or  officers." 

Amend  Section  22  of  the  Constitutions  by  adding  a  new  Subdivision 
to  be  known  as  Subdivision  13-A  and  to  read  as  follows : 

*'13-A.  For  good  cause  shown,  to  relieve  a  Lodge,  in  part  or 
in  whole,  from  payment  of  the  assessment  for  the  Sinking  Fund, 
provided  by  Section  87,  Subdivision  9-A." 

Amend  Section  9  of  the  Constitutions  by  adding  a  new  Subdivision 
to  be  known  as  Subdivision  6-A,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

**5-A.  All  moneys  paid  voluntarily  by  the  Lodges  to  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  EUdl  and  Asylum  Fund,  pursuant  to  the  invitation  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Means,  adopted  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
second  Annual  Communication,  or  paid  by  the  Lodges  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  Subdivision  9-A  of  Section  37  of  the  Book  of 
Constitutions,  shall  be  appropriated  by  said  Trustees  to  a  Sinking 
Fund  to  discharge  the  indebtedness  of  the  Fraternity  as  the  same 
may  be  paid  off  from  time  to  time,  and  excepting  to  invest  and 
reinvest  the  said  Fund  it  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  by 
said  Trustees.'*

REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHARTERS 

R.'.  W.'.  Louis  E.  Bohsislbb,  from  the  Committee  on 
Charters,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  received 
and  its  recommendations  adopted: 

To  the  Orand  Lodffe: 

The  Committee  on  Charters  submits  the  following  report: 
Petitions  for  Charters  from  five   Lodges  under  dispensation   were 
referred  to  the  Committee. 

The  names  of  the  Petitioners  are  as  follows : 

Uncas  Lodge  at  the  City  of  Syracuse,  County  of  Onondaga. 

Somerset  Lodge  at  the  City  of  Syracuse,  County  of  Onondaga. 

Zetland  Lodge  at  the  City  of  Rochester,  County  of  Monroe. 

Bquality  Lodge  at  the  City  of  BulEalo,  County  of  Erie. 

Bdward  M.  L.  Ehlers  Lodge  at  the  City  of  New  York,  County  of 
New  York. 

The  Committee  find  {hat  the  petitioners  have  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Constitution  and  that  the  Officers  of  the  Lodges  have 
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been  duly  certified  as  competent,  and  after  having  examined  into  the 
general  membership  Report,  Record,  and  various  Documents  submitted 
with  each  petition,  do  recommend  that  a  Charter  be  granted  to  each 
Lodge  with  the  following  recommendations: 

That  the  name  of  Somerset  Lodge  be  changed  to  Konosioni  Lodge. 
That  the  name  of  Equality  Lodge  be  changed  to  Lakeland  Lodge. 
That  the  name  of  Edward  M.  L.  Ehlers  Lodge  be  changed  to  that 
of  Ehlers  Lodge. 

That  the  By-Laws  of  the  following  Petitioners  exhibit  variations 
from  the  Constitutional  requirements,  and  they  are  severally  recom- 
mended to  amend  their  By-laws  in  conformity  therewith : 

Uncas  Lodge, 

Somerset  (now  Konosioni)  Lodge, 

Zetland  Lodge, 

Equality  (now  Lakeland)  Lodge, 

Edward  M.  L.  Ehlers  (now  Ehlers)  Lodge. 

That  two  of  the  Lodges  used  loose-leaves  for  their  minutes;  this 
method  is  not  altogether  satisfactory,  and  your  Committee  recommends 
that  the  system  be  discontinued  by  the  Lodges  referred  to. 

A  petition  was  submitted  on  behalf  of  Roman  Lodge,  No.  223,  to 
re-issue  to  the  Lodge  the  Charter  of  Roman  Lodge,  No.  82,  granted  in 
1799  as  of  1851.  Your  Committee  went  into  the  matter  of  this  petition 
with  a  great  deal  of  care  and  patience,  and  they  do  not  deem  it  expedient 
to  depart  from  the  present  practice  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  therefore: 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  Committee  recommend  that  the  petition  of 
Roman  Lodge  No.  223  be  denied. 

A  petition  was  submitted  on  behalf  of  Corinthian  Lodge,  No.  488, 
asking  that  the  discrepancy  which  now  exists  between  the  Charter 
which  they  are  working  under,  and  that  which  was  furnished  to  them 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  be  properly  corrected. 

We  most  respectfully  submit  that  the  error  made  by  the  issuance 
of  the  Charter  to  this  Lodge  under  date  of  June  4,  1862,  be  now  cor- 
rected by  their  surrendering  to  the  Grand  Lodge  this  Charter  and  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  issue  to  them  a  new  Charter  properly  dated,  which 
would  bear  date  June  14,  1860. 

A  petition  was  submitted  on  behalf  of  Depeyster  Lodge,  No.  573,  that 
a  duplicate  Charter  be  issued  to  the  Lodge  to  replace  the  original  charter 
partially  destroyed  by  fire  and  water. 

The  Committee  does  hereby  recommend  that  such  petition  be  granted. 

The  Committee  on  Grand  Master's  Report  referred  to  this  Committee 
for  action  such  part  of  the  Grand  Master's  Report  as  related  to  Guardian 
Lodge,  No.  021.  The  Chairman  of  the  Charters  Committee  vacated  the 
chair  and  took  no  part  in  the  deliberations  regarding  the  action  of  said 
Committee,  nor  voted  thereon. 

By  resolution  the  Committee  recommends  that  the  Charter  of 
Guardian  Lodge,  No.  921,  be  suspended  until  after  the  hearing  and  de- 
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terminatioii  of  tlie  charges  against  several  members  of  the  Lodge,  now 
pending,  and  until  the  further  order  of  the  Grand  Master. 
All  of  which  is  fraternally  submitted,

To  ike  Grand  Lodge: 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  respectfully  reports : 

Two  applications  for  restoration  to  membership  in  the  Fraternity 
have  been  acted  upon  by  your  Committee  as  f oUows : 

In  the  matter  of  Edward  J.  McCarthy. 

Petitioner  was  tried  upon  charges  and  expelled  from  Jamaica  Lodge 
No.  546,  June  27,  1906.  The  petition  is  accompanied  by  the  favorable 
recommendation  of  the  Lodge  from  which  he  was  expelled,  adopted  at 
a  stated  communication  thereof.  The  Lodge  was  represented  before  your 
Committee  by  one  of  its  members  who  reported  that  the  applicant  had 
lived  down  the  offense  committed  and  had  rehabilitated  himself  in  the 
esteem  of  the  members  of  the  Lodge. 

Your  Committee  unanimously  recommends  that  this  application  be 
granted. 

In  the  matter  of  Vernon  A.  Wolcott, 

Petitioner  was  tried  upon  charges  and  expelled  from  Remsen  Lodge 
No,  677,  on  February  13, 1914. 

The  petition  in  this  matter  is  insufficient  in  that  a  copy  of  the 
complaint  upon  which  petitioner  was  tried  is  not  a  part  thereof.  At 
a  regular  communication  of  Remsen  Lodge  a  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted  protesting  against  the  applicant's  restoration.  A  copy  of  the 
resolution  under  seal  of  the  Lodge  was  before  your  Committee. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  this  application  be 
DBNIED.

John  W.  Vbooman,  from  said  Committee,  pre- 
sented the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  its  recom- 
mendation adopted: 

To  the  Grand  Lodge: 

At  the  Special  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  held  in  September, 
1917,  the  matter  of  communication  with  Qrand  Lodge  of  France  was 
referred  to  a  joint  Committee  consisting  of  Jurisprudence  and  Foreign 
Correspondence.  The  joint  Conunittee  held  a  meeting  and  the  following 
report  is  respectfuUy  submitted : 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  considered  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  : 

Resolved  :  That,  upon  the  matter  referred  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the 
September  communication  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence 
and  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  inasmuch  as  the  condition  of 
war  has  prevented  the  necessary  correspondence  we  ask  further  time  in 
which  to  propose  proper  action. 

M.'.  W.'.  TowNSBND  Scin>DBB,  from  the  same  Committee, 
presented  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  its 
recommendations  adopted: 

To  the  Grand  Lodge: 

The  Grand  Lodge  at  its  communication  of  1917  referred  the  report 
of  the  Judge  Advocate,  submitted  at  that  session,  and  the  decisions  of  the 
Grand  Master  based  thereon  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  for 
consideration,  and  recommendation  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  report  of  the  Judge  Advocate  covers  opinions  approved  by  the 
Grand  Master. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  based  on  the.  report,  for  the 
most  part  deal  with  questions  of  local  concern,  but  those  hereinafter 
specified  involve  legal  propositions  of  general  interest  and  application, 
and  should  be  acted  upon  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  because  under  the  rule 
decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  do  not  become  a  part  of  the  law  of 
the  Fraternity  until  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  Your  Committee  is 
of  opinion  that  the  following  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  set  forth 
principles  of  Masonic  law  applicable  generally  to  the  Craft  in  this  juris- 
diction, and  that  they  should  be  adopted : 

1.  A  Brother  who  has  been  suspended  for  a  definite  period  or 
until  the  payment  of  expenses  of  a  Masonic  trial  resulting  adversely  to 
him,  upon  the  termination  of  the  sentence  or  payment  of  such  indebted- 
ness is  automatically  restored  to  membership. 

2.  Under  the  present  Constitution,  neither  the  Grand  Master  nor 
the  Grand  Lodge  has  the  power  to  issue  a  dispensation  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Military  Lodge  in  a  territory  which  contains  a  doly 
constituted  Grand  Lodge  with  which  we  are  in  friendly  relatlona 

3.  A  summons  must  bear  the  written  signature  of  the  Master,  or 
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if  issaed  by  order  of  the  Master,  the  written  signature  of  the  Secretary 
attested  by  the  seal  of  the  Lodge. 

4.  Disability  of  a  Brother  designated  in  a  dispensation  as  a  Warden 
Toids  snch  dispensation,  and  the  Qrand  Master  has  no  power  to  amend 
the  same  by  designating  a  new  Warden  without  a  new  certificate  of 
eligibiUty. 

5.  Associate  membership  is  forbidden  by  the  (Constitution. 

6.  A  By-Law  providing  for  the  payment  to  widow  or  beneficiary  of 
the  sam  paid  by  a  Brother  for  life  membership,  upon  his  death,  is  void. 

7.  A  Lodge  electing  material  properly  'within  the  jurisdiction  of 
another  Lodge,  without  the  latter's  consent,  is  not  entitled  to  any  pro- 
portion of  the  initiation  fee. 

8.  A  candidate  who  has  failed  to  complete  his  second  and  third 
degrees  is  not  entitled  to  a  return  of  his  initiation  fee. 

9.  The  failure  of  a  Lodge  to  reinstate  a  Brother  unaffiliated  for  up- 
wards of  five  years  does  not  entitle  the  Brother  to  a  refund  of  the  amount 
of  the  indebtedness  paid  by  him. 

Your  (Committee  have  carefully  considered  the  foregoing  decisions, 
concur  in  the  interpretation  of  the  law  as  therein  enunciated  and  ap- 
plied, and  recommend  that  each  of  the  said  decisions  be  approved  by  the 
Grand  Lodge.

The  Grand  Mastbe:  Brethren,  I  inadvertently,  in  my  ad- 
dress to  you  on  Tuesday,  omitted  to  make  a  statement  which  I 
think  was  a  grave  neglect  on  my  part.  Something  quite  worthy 
of  record  and  the  attention  and  commendation  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  ought  to  have  been  brought  to  your  attention. 

I  suppose  most  of  you  know  that  at  our  home  at  TJtica  we 
have  there  now  a  splendid,  well-equipped  building,  occupied  by 
the  children.  That  building  was  constructed  from  funds  do- 
nated by  the  Knights  Templar  of  this  State.  In  May  last,  or, 
rather,  on  May  26th  last,  that  building  was  dedicated  by  the 
Grand  Commander  of  the  Grand  Commandery,  Right  Eminent 
Sib  William  H.  Patterson,  and  it  was  there  delivered  or 
handed  over  to  me,  representing  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  I  ac- 
cepted it  on  behalf  of  this  great  Fraternity.

Masonic  year  by  this  splendid  body  of  our  brothers,  and  if  it 
is  not  objected  to  by  this  body  I  will  ask  the  Grand  Secretary 
to  record  those  facts  as  a  part  of  my  address  in  the  minutes,  with 
these  statements.

That  your  Committee  has  considered  tlie  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Panama  for  recognition  and  beg  to  report  favorably  thereon  and  do 
recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  recognise  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Panama  as  a  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  exchange  representa- 
tives therewith.

M.'.  W.'.  John  W.  Vbooman:  M/.  W.'.  Grand  Master  and 
Brethren,  may  we  pause  for  a  moment  to  consider  a  bit  of 
the  past?  Pifty-five  years  ago,  Herkimer  Lodge  was  represented 
in  this  Grand  Body  by  a  yoimg  Mason.  Two  years  later  he 
conferred  the  degrees  npon  me  in  that  Lodge.  He  then  re- 
moved to  the  City  of  Buffalo^  where  he  was  appointed  Assistant 
Grand  Lecturer  for  several  years,  later  on  Worshipful  Master 
of  Washington  Lodge,  the  mother  Lodge  of  our  Grand  Master; 
later  on  District  Deputy  for  several  years.  Senior  Grand  Deacon, 
and  other  oflBces,  and  to-day,  after  fifty-five  years,  he  is  a  visitor 
at  this  Grand  Body  and  as  an  officer  of  Washington  Lodge.  It 
is  a  record  that  any  brother  may  be  proud  of;  and  with  the 
permission  of  the  Grand  Master  and  of  the  Brethren,  I  ask  that 
a  simple  minute  be  placed  upon  the  record  of  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary that  B.\  W.'.  Bbo.  John  C.  Gbavbs,  of  Buffalo,  fifty-five 
years  ago  was  a  representative  in  this  Grand  Body,  and  he  is 
a  visitor  at  this  communication,  and  an  officer  of  his  Lodge. 
(Applause.) 

Thb  Grand  Master:  If  there  is  no  objection,  the  request 
of  M.'.  W.'.  Bro.  Vrooman  will  be  adopted,  and  the  record  so 
made. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  HALL  AND  ASYLUM 

M/.  W.\  S.  Nelson  Sawteb,  from  the  Committee  on  Hall 
and  Asylum,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  received 
and  its  ^  recommendations  adopted. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge: 

Your  Committee  upon  HaU  and  Asylum  submits  the  foUowing : 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  referred  to  us  has  been  carefuUy  examined, 
and  in  all  respects  accords  with  the  facts,  as  from  our  close  association 
with  and  knowledge  of  the  Trustees'  affairs  we  understand  them  to  be. 
All  the  properties  in  their  charge  are  in  good  order  and  their  finances 
safely  and  conservatively  cared  for.  It  wiU  be  seen  that  the  cost  of 
maintenance  of  the  Home  has  increased  very  sensibly  over  that  of 
previous  years,  but  well  known  conditions  have  rendered  such  increase 
inevitable  and  the  Trustees  have  deemed  it  better  to  make  the  addi- 
tional expenditure  than  to  adopt  the  opposite  course  of  saving  at  the 
expense  to  the  comfort  and  well  being  of  our  dependents.  Your  Com- 
mittee has  agreed  with  them  that  the  desire  of  the  Craft  is  that,  within 
reason,  those  in  our  charge  should  be  weU  cared  for  and  therefore  heart- 
ily approves  of  the  course  adopted. 

By  the  payment  of  one  of  our  mortgages  during  the  coming  year 
and  the  possible  reduction  to  some  extent  of  the  amount  owing  upon 
the  other,  there  will  be  had  a  considerable  saving  in  interest  charges, 
over  those  heretofore  required  of  the  Trustees,  and  thereby  the  steadily 
mounting  cost  of  maintenance,  which  must  be  expected  for  some  time  to 
come,  will  be  largely  provided  for.  The  health  and  well  being  of  our 
population  at  Utica  is  in  aU  respects  satisfactory,  and  the  general  con- 
ditions there  existing  creditable  both  to  the  Craft  and  to  those  into  whose 
immediate  charge  we  have  placed  that  institution.  In  this  connection 
permit  your  Committee  to  say:  That  the  standing  invitation  for 
Brethren  to  visit  the  home  and  ascertain  for  themselves  its  condition 
has  not  been  recalled,  and  its  acceptance  by  you  in  goodly  numbers  Is 
urged. 

We  recommend  that  the  report  of  the  Trustees  be  accepted  and  spread 
upon  the  minutes  of  this  annual  communication,  together  with  an  ex- 
pression of  our  appreciation  of  the  faithful  service  they  have  rendered. 

The  resolution  introduced  at  yesterday  morning's  session  reading  as 
follows : 

"Bjbsolved,  That  |200,000  of  the  moneys  in  the  Permanent  Fund,  or 
as  much  thereof  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  be  and  the  same  herd>y  are 
appropriated  to  the  Trustees  for  application  by  them  in  payment  of  the 
mortgage  indebtedness  upon  their  buildings," 

and  referred  to  this  Committee,  has  had  consideration.  Its  purpose  ia 
that  the  Trustees  may  be  enabled  to  use  toward  the  reduction  of  oar 
mortgage  indebtedness  such  part  of  |200,000  now  held  in  the  permanent 
fund  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  we  recommend  its  adoption. 

The  report  of  the  Qerman  Masonic  Temple  Association,  referred  to 
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us,  is  of  tmusual  interest  at  this  time.  The  story  of  their  work  is  best 
told  in  their  own  words,  and  we  therefore  excerpt  a  part  thereof  as 
follows : 

"The  financial  affairs  of  the  Association  are  in  prosperous  con- 
dition. Onr  Home  and  Temple  are  free  of  any  incumbrances  and  we 
have  laid  aside  a  substantial  sum  for  a  rainy  day.  Among  our  as- 
sets are  $9,000  in  Liberty  Bonds  of  the  different  issues,  and  we  are 
prepared  to  take  more  in  the  near  future.  We  have  at  present  forty 
inmates  at  our  beautiful  Home  at  Tappan,  and  they  are  all  satisfied 
and  contented.  We  have  also  offered  the  United  States  €k>vernment 
the  use  of  our  old  Home  and  all  the  grounds  on  that  side  of  the 
road  and  the  area  of  about  nine  to  ten  acres,  for  either  hospital  or 
home  for  convalescent  soldier  purposes,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that 
the  Government  will  accept  our  offer  given  in  its  true  Biasonic 
spirit" 

May  we  not  all  profit  by  this  example?  Your  Committee  recommends 
that  the  report  be  received  and  included  in  the  record  of  our  proceedings. 

The  report  of  the  Brooklyn  Masonic  Guild,  likewise  referred  to  us, 
evidences  a  continuance  of  the  prosperity  and  close  brotherly  association 
which  have  so  long  characterized  our  Brethren  of  that  borough.  It  calls 
attention  to  the  ultimate  object  of  thdr  endetfvor,  viz.:  The  establish- 
ment from  their  resources  of  an  educational  home  for  certain  of  our 
children  and  lends  prospect  that  such  laudable  project  may  ere  long 
become  an  accomplished  fact.  One  feature  of  the  report  is  the  me- 
morial to  one  of  its  former  presidents,  our  friend,  and  beloved  Past 
Grand  Master,  George  Freifeld.  So  vivid  is  its  picture  of  him  that  it 
brings  clearly  to  memory  this  serviceable  man  so  early  taken  from  us. 
We  recommend  that  the  report  be  received  and  filed.

William  C.  Prime,  Secretary  of  Sea  &  Field 
Lodge^  No.  1^  made  the  following  report,  which  was  receiyed 
and  ordered  printed  in  the  Proceedings :

My  dear  Orand  Master:     It  may  be  appropriate  at  this  time  to 
make  some  formal  report  to  you  of  the  proceedings  of  Sea  and  Field 
Lodge  No.  1. 

On   September  10,   1017,   at  an   Extraordinary    Session   of   Orand 
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Lodge,  resolution  was  enacted  on  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Flan 
and  Scope,  amending  the  regulations,  Sections  24  and  25,  in  respect 
of  the  number  of  candidates,  the  time  between  Degrees,  and  the  re- 
quirement of  the  usual  proficiency  before  advancement,  as  applied  to 
regular  chartered  Lodges  in  the  State  concerned  with  military  or  naval 
material  only.  The  report  of  the  Committee,  which  was  adopted  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  also  covered  the  establishment  of  Sea  and  Field 
Lodges  in  the  Grand  Master's  discretion,  and  suggested  the  inclusion 
in  the  available  material,  of  sons  of  Master  Masons  under  the  age 
of  21  years,  who  are  engaged  in  the  Service. 

Pursuant  to  this  general  authority,  you  issued  your  warrant,  dated 
October  6,  1917,  creating  Sea  and  Field  Lodge  No.  1  with  an  unusual 
personnel,  the  warrant  designating  the  seven  officers  from  the  Master 
to  the  Junior  Deacon,  necessary  to  constitute  an  Bntered  Apprentice 
Lodge,  and  authorized  it  to  sit  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  elsewhere, 
as  might  be  convenient ;  to  initiate,  pass  and  raise  its  own  war  material, 
without  the  usual  formalities  required  by  regular  chartered  Lodges;  to 
initiate,  pass  or  raise  war  material  for  foreign  jurisdictions  on  request 
of  the  Grand  Master;  and  to  pass  or  raise  for  other  Lodges  in  the 
State  of  New  York,  war  material  which  had  been  initiated. 

In  the  following  month,  the  situation  seeming  to  require  it,  a  sup- 
plemental warrant,  extending  its  authority  to  initiating  for  other  Lodges 
in  this  State,  was  granted,  coterminous  with  the  original  warrant,  which 
was  Umited  by  the  official  life  or  earlier  pleasure  of  the  Grand  Master, 
and  on  April  10,  1918,  you  issued  a  further  supplemental  warrant, 
appointing  new  Senior  and  Junior  Wardens  and  Senior  Deacon,  made 
necessary  by  the  untimely  death  of  the  Senior  Warden,  R.*.  W*'-  Qeoube 
J.  Jackson,  the  appointments  in  question  being  in  the  nature  of  pro- 
motions. 

Promptiy  on  the  issuing  of  the  warrant,  with  your  co-operation, 
and  to  some  extent,  participation,  the  officers  of  the  Lodge  undertook 
to  formulate  a  simplified  ritual  for  the  extraordinary  purposes  for 
which  the  Lodge  was  created,  and  adapted,  which,  with  some  evolution 
as  a  result  of  experience,  has  now  reached  a  stage  of  perfection  which, 
I  am  disposed  to  believe,  is  permanent.  The  Lodge  has  sat  23  times 
to  date,  always  at  New  York  City,  sometimes  in  the  afternoon,  usually 
in  the  evening,  at  substantially  weekly  intervals,  save  that  in  the  first 
ten  days  of  December,  it  sat  twice  in  the  space  of  five  days. 

Its  session  commences  with  the  usual  ceremonies  including  the  carry- 
ing of  the  Colors,  the  Lodge  singing  the  first  verse  of  "My  Country, 
'tis  of  Thee,"  with  a  second  verse  composed  since  the  war,  and  ap- 
propriate to  the  occasion.  The  several  Degrees  are  taken  charge  of, 
usually  by  particular  persons,  members  of  the  Lodge,  in  successive  stages, 
the  entire  human  equipment  of  the  Lodge,  however,  being  on  the  gut 
Vive  to  render  any  and  all  services  which  may  be  required  and  fully 
equipped  to  take  the  other's  part  on  a  moment's  notice.  The  esprit 
of  the  enterprise  has  been  most  singular  from  the  very  beginning;  not- 
withstanding the  frequency  of  its  sessions,  and  the  inevitable  inter- 
ference thereby  with  the  personal  freedom  of  the  officers,  for  the  past 
six  months,  the  same  zest  and  life  seems  to  persist  which  characterised 
its  early  s^Nrions. 
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You  were  good  enough  and  fortunate  enough,  may  I  say,  to  attend 
its  first  aession,  which  was  held  in  the  Scottish  Bite  Parlor,  in  the 
Temple  in  New  York  City  on  the  evening  of  October  10,  1917,  when 
five  candidates,  including  one  of  your  own  sons,  were  taken  into  the 
Fold.  The  memory  of  that  occasion  will  live  with  all  who  were  for- 
tunate enough  to  attend.  There  will,  indeed,  never  be  another  "First 
CoQununication'*  of  Sea  and  Field  Lodge,  nor  can  there  be  another 
Commnnication  of  like  significance. 

The  warrant  by  design  did  not  include  authority  to  the  Lodge  to 
oonfer  the  Degrees  upon  candidates  under  the  age  of  21  years.  You 
early  decided  that  you  would  issue  authority,  by  dispensation,  to  do 
this  service  only  to  Sea  and  Field  Lodge,  and,  so  far  as  I  am  advised, 
no  candidate  under  the  age  of  21  years  has  been  admitted,  excepting 
by  Sea  and  Field  Lodge,  by  design. 

One  of  the  impelling  causes  for  the  institution  of  this  Lodge  was 
the  presence  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  particularly  in  this  end 
of  the  State,  of  large  numbers  of  men  in  the  service,  both  Navy  and 
Army,  who  had  been  elected  members  of  Lodges  in  foreign  jurisdictions 
or  received  some  of  their  Degrees  therein,  and  unable  to  return  to  their 
home  Lodges,  for  the  remainder.  The  appeals  from  these  jurisdictions 
for  assistance  were  very  pressing,  and  our  Law  does  not  permit  one 
Lodge  to  initiate  for  another  in  any  circumstances. 

One-eighth  of  the  service  which  Sea  and  Field  Lodge  has  rendered 
since  its  institution  has  been  for  foreign  jurisdictions,  61  men  having 
been  cared  for,  most  of  them  including  initiation.  In  3  instances  only 
have  we  had,  by  reason  of  the  peculiar  requirements  of  the  laws  of  the 
foreign  jurisdictions  from  which  the  candidate  hailed,  to  confer  the 
First  Degree  only,  these  being  one  each  from  Nebraska,  Louisiana  and 
Kentucky.  The  necessity  for  this  service  was  the  insistence  in  Nebraska 
and  Louisiana  of  a  ballot  on  each  degree,  which  should  be  predicated 
on  instruction,  and  certification  thereof  to  the  home  Lodge,  and  in  Ken- 
tucky, the  lapse  of  28  days  between  degrees.  Sea  and  Field  Lodge 
No.  1  has  no  machinery  for  instructing,  nor  time  to  devote  to  that 
pious  purpose,  rendering  necessary  the  advancement  of  these  candidates 
in  regular  chartered  Lodges,  which  were  not,  and  could  not  be,  authorized 
to  initiate. 

The  total  number  of  men  who  have  passed  through  our  doors  is 
302.  Of  this  number,  245  are  enrolled  as  members  of  Sea  and  Field 
Lodge  No.  1;  38  were  candidates  under  the  age  of  21  years,  for  each 
of  whom  your  express  written  dispensation  was  issued,  on  requisition, 
stating  the  status  of  the  candidate  and  his  father,  who,  in  all  cases 
has  been  the  blood  father  of  the  candidate,  the  ages  ranging  from  18 
years  and  4  months,  to  20  years  and  10  months.  The  majority  of  the 
under-age  material  is  over  the  age  of  19  years.  Two  instances  only 
have  arisen  where  a  candidate  under  the  age  of  21  years,  sought  the 
favor  on  the  basis  of  relation  to  a  Masonic  father,  who  was  not  his 
blood  relative,  one  being  a  so-called  "foster  father,*'  and  the  other  a 
step-father,  but  in  both  cases,  the  service  was  declined. 

Sixty-four  candidates  of  New  York  City  Lodges  have  been  served 
and  32  candidates  of  Lodges  in  the  State  of  New  York,  outside  of  the 
City  of  New  York.     Of  the  96  candidates  of  New  York  State  Lodges

(city  and  up  State)  29  have  received  but  the  Second  and  Third  Degrees, 
10  the  Third  Degree  only,  leaving  67  who  have  been  initiated,  passed, 
and  raised  for  other  New  York  State  Lodges. 

Seven  candidates  only  from  foreign  jurisdictions  have  received  less 
than  all  of  their  Degrees,  2  having  been  passed  and  raised,  and  2  having 
been  raised ;  3,  as  above  indicated,  having  been  initiated  only. 

To  date,  we  have  dimitted  13,  and  are  constantly  urging  all  material, 
excepting  that  under  age,  to  promptly  ally  itself  with  regular  chartered 
Lodges,  to  the  end  that  in  no  event  shall  the  gentleman  be  embarrassed 
by  the  untimely  demise  of  Sea  and  Field. 

It  will  interest  you  to  know,  also,  that  the  foreign  jurisdictions  for 
which  we  have  served,  number  20.  The  larger  part  of  service  has  been 
for  California  and  South  Dakota.  All  of  the  foreign  jurisdictions  and 
others  whom  we  have  been  able  to  accommodate,  have  been  highly  ap- 
preciative of  the  service  rendered. 

On  March  2nd,  the  Lodge  (having  no  accommodations  for  its  own 
session  that  evening)  took  charge  of  a  class  of  15  officers  in  the  305th 
Infantry  from  the  Colonel  dovm,  for  the  account  of  Pyramid  Lodge 
No.  490  in  the  Grand  Lodge  room,  and  conducted  the  session  from  the 
beginning  to  end  as  a  session  of  Sea  and  Field  Lodge.  It  was  a  most 
interesting  occasion,  as  might  be  anticipated. 

On  March  23  we  held  an  unusual  session  of  our  own,  with  12  of- 
ficers. Army  and  Navy,  including  a  Captain  in  the  Navy,  and  a  son-in- 
law  of  the  Master  of  the  Lodge.  At  all  of  our  other  sessions,  the 
material  has  been  fairly  distributed  between  officers  and  privates  or 
enlisted  men.  Army  and  Navy. 

The  Lodge  has  no  By-Laws,  as  is  natural.  It  has  no  dues.  Its 
entrance  fee  is  the  minimum  prescribed  by  the  Constitution.  All  the 
candidates  are  prepared  in  the  same  way  and  at  the  same  time,  whether 
they  have  already  received  a  Degree  or  are  to  be  initiated,  which  prepa- 
ration includes  a  brief  prayer,  and,  at  the  finish,  sign  the  roll  book  of 
the  Lodge  beneath  the  pledge  which  all  men  who  have  passed  through 
our  doors  since  the  second  session  have  been  glad  to  take,  and  which 
reads  as  follows : 

"We  undertake  to  maintain  our  part  of  the  war  free  from  hatred, 
brutality  or  graft,  true  to  the  American  purpose  and  ideals. 

Aware  of  the  temptations  incidental  to  camp  life  and  the  moral 
and  social  wreckage  involved,  we  covenant  together  to  live  the  clean 
life  and  to  seek  to  establish  the  American  uniform  as  a  symbol  and 
guaranty  of  real  manhood. 

We  pledge  our  example  and  our  influence  to  make  these  ideals  domi- 
nant in  the  American  Army  and  Navy." 

This  pledge  has  been  conunented  on  freely,  and  published  quite  ex- 
tensively in  connection  with  the  general  subject  of  Masonic  service  on 
men  in  the  country's  service. 

From  time  to  time,  we  have  received  letters  from  men  who  have 
come  under  our  ministration,  expressive  of  appreciation,  and  indicating, 
as  far  as  anything  can,  the  permanence  of  the  impressions  received  and 
the  benefit  obtained.  An  important  part  of  our  efforts  is  directed  toward 
the  matter  of  personal  purity,  extolling  the  virtue  of  decency  and  re- 
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spect  for  others.  To  each  candidate  whom  we  serve,  we  present  a  Bible, 
in  which  is  printed  the  pledge,  and  to  each  initiate  an  apron,  and  to 
each  of  our  own  initiates  a  Monitor  also,  and  diploma.  The  presentation 
of  the  Bible  by  Brother  Robinson,  the  Senior  Master  of  Ceremony,  is 
a  most  attractive  and  spiritual  characteristic  of  our  service.  The  Lodge 
has  paid  Grand  Lodge  dues  on  188  initiates  during  the  year  ended  De- 
cember 31,  1917,  and  has  contributed,  from  its  funds,  $1,600  to  the 
Grand  Master's  War  and  Belief  Fund.  It  has  taken  a  dole  at  each 
of  its  sessions  since  the  start  for  the  same  Fund,  and  has,  to  date, 
tamed  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Fund  from  this  source  nearly 
$1,000,  the  total  amount  of  our  contributions  to  the  fund,  both  from 
dole  and  its  general  funds,  being  $2,496.35.  There  is  in  the  dole  await- 
ing transfer  $129.80.  Many  of  the  Lodges  for  which  we  have  been 
able  to  render  service,  both  in  and  out  of  the  State  of  New  York,  have 
expressed  tangibly  their  appreciation  by  a  contribution  to  the  dole, 
which  is  also  welcomed. 

Finally,  if  expression  is  any  index  of  true  opinion,  the  service  which 
this  extraordinary  instrumentality  has  rendered,  both  in  respect  of  its 
timeliness  and  method,  is  signal  and  memorable,  and  the  quality  and 
dignity  of  its  perfonnance  of  great  benefit  to  officers  of  regular  char- 
tered Lodges  who  have  witnessed  it  The  adoption  of  a  method,  un- 
usual in  this  country,  in  the  second  section  of  the  Third  Degree  (but 
one  which  is  familiar  to  those  who  have  travelled  in  other  countries) 
lends  itself  peculiarly  to  the  dignity  and  harmony  of  our  efforts. 

The  entire  Ck)mmittee  on  War  Service,  with  two  additions  (a  Past 
Grand  Marshal  and  the  Grand  Librarian,  both  of  whom  have  rendered 
signal  service)  are  included  in  the  number  of  associate  members  of  the 
Lodge,  all  of  whom,  including  the  original  complement,  contributed  to 
the  fund  the  same  amount  as  all  initiates  contribute. 

I  am  minded  to  record  here  the  faithful  devotion  of  Bbotheb  D.  D. 
Bebolzheuceb  to  the  activities  of  the  Lodge,  who,  though  not  included 
in  the  personnel,  has  been  unremitting  in  his  efficient  help  on  all  oc- 
casions.

REPOBT  OF  THE  GEAND  HISTORIAN 

K.'.  W/.  OssiAN  H.  Lang  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  received  and  ordered  printed  in  the  Proceedings: 

DERIVATION  OF  THE  SUBSTANCE  OF  FREEMASONRY 
AND  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  ROYAL  ART 

(With   Special   Reference   to   Assumed   "Rosicrucian"    Origins) 

To  tke  Qrand  Lodge: 

The  birthyear  of  the  present  Grand  Lodge  period  of  Freemasonry 
is  securely  fixed.  Of  the  time  of  establishment,  between  1717  and  1723, 
we  have  only  a  few  more  or  less  unimportant  data  and  next  to  nothing 
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as  regards  reliable  information  explaining  the  momentous  developments 
which  must  have  taken  place,  before  "The  (Constitutions,"  the  Magna 
Gharta  of  modern  Freemasonry,  could  be  formulated  and  issued  in 
printed  form. 

The  reasons  for  the  lack  of  reliable  historical  material  concerning 
the  status  and  activity  of  the  Fraternity,  before  1723,  are  simple  enough. 
History  recording  is  an  after-thought  It  arises  when  some  degree  of 
greatness,  or  at  least  the  promise  of  greatness,  is  achieved.  That  is 
why  Israelitic  History  begins  with  David  and  Solomon.^  That  is 
why  English  history  begins  with  Alfred  the  Great  That  is  why  Masonic 
history  begins  with  the  Grand  Mastership  of  John,  Duke  of  Montagu, 
whose  connection  with  the  Fraternity  aroused  widespread  interest  in 
Freemasonry. 

The  publication  of  the  Constitutions,  in  1723,  became  a  direct  chal- 
lenge to  historians,  and  now  began  the  questioning  as  to  antecedents 
which  has  been  going  on  ever  since.  Before  the  Grand  Mastership  of 
Montagu,  there  was  nothing  in  the  existence  of  the  Fraternity  in  any 
way  suggesting  that  this  was  destined  to  attain  importance,  let  alone 
greatness.  In  mj  report  to  you,  last  year,  I  showed  that  of  the 
Lodges  which  united  to  form  the  premier  Grand  Lodge,  only  one  evi- 
denced real  vitality.  One  soon  became  extinct  Another  had  to  be 
reconstituted  in  1723.  A  thii^  retained  only  thirteen  members  between 
1721  and  1723.    There  appeared  to  be  no  inducement  to  record  history. 

A  suggestive  side-light  is  thrown  on  existing  conditions  by  a  note 
in  the  autobiography  of  Dr.  William  Stukeley,  F.  B.  S.  (1687-1765), 
reading  as  follows : 

"His  curiosity  led  him  to  be  initiated  into  the  mysterys  of  Masonry, 
suspecting  it  to  be  the  remains  of  the  mysterys  of  the  antienta;  when, 
with  difficulty,  a  number  sufficient  were  to  be  found  in  all  London. 
After  this,  it  became  a  public  fashion,  not  only  to  spread  over  Britain 
and  Ireland,  but  all  Europe." 

Those  of  us  who  have  experienced  what  it  means  to  initiate  candi- 
dates with  barely  enough  Brethren  present  to  form  a  Lodge,  can  sympa- 
thize with  Brother  Stukeley.  The  point  of  historical  significance  in 
his  recital  is  that  on  January  6th,  1721,  the  date  when  he  was  "made 
a  Freemason,"  it  was  only  "with  difficulty"  that  "a  number  sufficient 
was  to  be  found  in  all  London"  to  welcome  him  and  two  other  dis- 
tinguished Londoners  into  the  Fraternity. 

Another  interesting  item  is  the  entry  in  Dr.  Stukeley's  diary,  under 
date  of  December  27th,  1721,  as  follows : 

"We  met  at  the  Fountain  Tavern,  Strand,  and  by  the  consent  of  the 
Grand  Master  present,  Dr.  Beal  (D.  G.  M.)  constituted  a  lodge  there, 
where  I  was  chose  Master." 

That  throws  light  on  many  things.  Taken  together  with  other  avail- 
able stray  bits  of  information,  the  entry  suggests  that  "the  verbal 
consent  of  the  Grand  Master,  or  his  Deputy,  was  sufficient  to  authorise

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the  formation  of  a  Lodge."  We  find,  farther,  that  the  now  required 
qualifications  for  elevation  to  the  chair,  were  not  known  in  1721. 
Brother  Stnkeley  had  been  a  Maaon  for  less  than  a  year  when  he  was 
''chose  ICaster." 

The  presence  of  the  Grand  Master,  John,  Duke  of  Montagu,  Is 
worth  noting.  Dr.  Stukeley  and  the  Duke  had  both  been  elected  Fel- 
lows of  the  Royal  Society  in  1717.  Both  belonged  also  to  the  "Gentle- 
men's Society"  of  Spalding,  a  literary  club,  which  counted  among  its 
members,  a  number  of  men  who  won  distinction  in  Freemasonry:  De- 
aaguliers,  the  Earl  of  Dalkeith,  and  Lord  Goleraine,  Grand  Masters  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  1719,  1723,  1727;  Joseph  Ames,  David 
Gasley,  Francis  Drake  (the  latter  serving  as  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  All  England,  1761-2)  ;  Martin  Folkes,  Sir  Richard 
Manningham  and  Dr.  Thomas  Manningham,  Sir  Andrew  Michael  Ram- 
say, Knight  of  St  Lasarus,  reputed  founder  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  became 
a  member  of  this  Society,  in  March,  1729. 

The  astonishing  progress  of  Freemasonry,  after  the  accession  to  the 
Grand  Mastership  of  John,  Duke  of  Montagu,  may  be  readily  accounted 
for  by  his  zeal  for  the  Fraternity  and  the  eminent  men  who  were  glad 
to  co-operate  with  him.  The  rapid  rise  to  importance  among  the  social 
organizations  of  the  British  metropolis  may  be  regarded  as  the  first 
real  impetus  to  the  study  of  the  antecedents  of  the  Fraternity.  ISach 
new  edition  of  the  Gonstitutions  revealed  evidences  of  serious  efforts 
to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  explanation  of  origins. 

There  was  no  doubt  then,  as  there  is  no  doubt  now,  that  the  Lodges 
which  formed  the  premier  Grand  Lodge  had  been  made  up,  at  one  time, 
of  "Accepted"  Free-Bfasons  enjoying  the  freedom  of  the  Masons'  Com- 
pany of  London,  but  forming  a  distinct  division  within  that  Company 
and  having  no  direct  interest  in  operative  Masonry.  The  "Laws,  Forms 
and  Usages"  which  the  Fraternity  had  in  common  with  the  "Craft  and 
Fellowship  of  Masons,"  were  plausibly  accounted  for  as  having  been 
derived  from  former  gild  connections.  The  differences  were  not  ex- 
plained so  easily.  It  is  here  where  the  difficulty  arose.  The  problem 
was  how  to  account  for  the  "curious  secret  brotherhood"  of  Accepted 
Free-Masons,  which  was  regarded  as  the  true  parent  of  the  Fraternity. 
It  has  remained  an  open  problem  to  this  day.  The  task  I  have  set 
myself  for  the  present  report  is  to  suggest  a  solution  as  far  as  arguments 
in  support  of  it  may  be  presented  in  public  print. 

HINTS  POINTING  TO  A  ROSICRUCIAN  DERIVATION 
Gould,  to  whose  faithful  labors  we  shall  ever  be  indebted  for  the 
gathering  together  of  a  vast  amount  of  valuable  material  relating  to 
the  development  of  our  Fraternity,  found  that  there  is  practical  unanim- 
ity among  serious  historians  to  the  effect  that  "Freemasonry,  as  it 
emerged  from  the  crucible  in  1723,  was  the  product  of  many  evolutionary 
changes,  consummated  for  the  most  part  in  the  six  years  during  which 
the  craft  had  been  ruled  by  a  central  authority."  We  shall  agree  to 
this,  with  one  rather  important  reservation:  The  changes  that  were 
wrought  between  1717  and  1723  did  not  spring  from  a  desire  to  create 
lomething  altogether  new,  but  rather  to  restore  what  was  believed  to 
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have  been  the  true  character  of  the  Fraternity  in  the  past;  hence  an 
earlier  order  was  assumed  and  served  as  a  model  for  the  "many  ero- 
lutionary  changes."  The  attitude  of  the  restorers  may  be  gathered 
from  the  "Defence  of  Masonry"  appended  to  the  printed  €k>n8titutions 
of  1734,  which  I  cited  last  year  and  from  which  I  shall  repeat  for  our 
present  purpose  this  passage : 

"The  system  as  taught  in  the  regular  Lodges,  may  have  some  re- 
dundancies or  defects,  occasioned  by  the  ignorance  or  indolence  of  the 
old  members.  And  indeed,  considering  through  what  obscurity  and 
darkness  the  Mystery  has  been  delivered  down;  the  many  centuries  it 
has  survived;  the  many  countries  and  languages,  and  sects  and  parties, 
it  has  run  through,  we  are  rather  to  wonder  it  ever  arriv'd  to  the 
present  age  without  more  imperfection.  In  short,  I  am  apt  to  think 
that  Masonry  (as  it  is  now  explained)  has  in  some  circumstances  de- 
clined from  its  original  purity!  It  has  run  along  in  muddy  streams, 
and,  as  it  were,  underground.  But  notwithstanding  the  great  rust  it 
may  have  contracted  *  *  *  there  is  (if  I  judge  right)  much  of  the 
old  fahriok  still  remaining;  the  essential  Pillars  of  the  Building  may 
be  discovered  through  the  rubbish,  tho'  the  superstructure  be  over-run 
with  moss  and  ivy,  and  the  stones  by  length  of  time,  be  disjointed." 

The  scholarly  Brother  who  wrote  this,  had  in  mind  a  very  definite 
idea  of  the  derivation  of  Freemasonry.  His  very  language,  the  italicized 
words,  and  the  reference  to  "the  essential  Pillars  of  the  Building"  suggest 
to  those  familiar  with  these  things,  a  fairly  clear  explanation  he  had 
elaborated  for  himself,  as  we  shall  see  further  on. 

In  connection  with  the  cited  extract  from  the  "Defence  of  Masonry," 
I  desire  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  consideration  of  a  newspaper 
item  appearing  in  the  London  Daily  Journal  of  September  5th,  1730.* 

"It  must  be  confessed  that  there  is  a  Society  abroad  from  whom 
the  English  Free-Masons  (asham'd  of  their  true  Origin)  have  copied 
a  few  Ceremonies,  and  take  great  Pains  to  persuade  the  World  that 
they  are  derived  from  them  and  are  the  same  with  them.  These  are 
called  Bosicrucians    *     *     * 

"On  this  Society  have  our  Modems  endeavored  to  ingraft  them- 
selves, tho'  they  know  nothing  of  their  material  (Constitutions,  and  are 
acquainted  only  with  some  of  their  Signs  of  Probation  and  Entrance, 
inasmuch  that  'tis  but  of  late  years  (being  better  informed  by  some  kind 
Rosicrudan)  that  they  knew  John  the  Evangelist  to  be  their  right 
patron,  having  before  kept  for  his  Day  that  dedicated  to  John  the 
Baptist." 

Here  we  have  in  convenient  form  a  summary  of  comments  given 
currency  by  a  number  of  contemporaneous  critics  of  the  Fraternity, 
chiefly  dissatisfied  old  Brethren  wedded  to  the  belief  that  Freemasonry 
was  derived  from  operative  Masonry.  By  intimating  that  "our  Moderns" 
were  trying  to  "ingraft  themselves"  on  the  Society  of  Bosicrucians,  they 
reveal  a  significant  fact  which  is  verified,  though  in  veiled  terms,  by 
our  quotation  from  the  "Defence  of  Masonry."  Bearing  in  mind  that 
this  "Defence"  was  published  with  the  implied  official  sanction  of  the

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Grand  Lodge,  we  must  assume  that  the  learned  Brethren  who  directed 
the  inner  affairs  of  the  Fraternity,  were  convinced  that  Freemasonry 
was  in  no  wise  derived  from  operative  Masonry,  but  that  the  "Mystery" 
had  come  down  through  the  ages  by  way  of  quite  a  different  channel. 
Since  the  suggestion  is  offered  that  the  "Bosicrucians"  were  regarded 
as  the  true  fore-bears,  it  will  be  worth  our  while  to  examine  this 
assumption  more  closely. 

PRESUMPTIONS 

We  shall  have  to  take  for  granted  certain  matters  discussed  in  my 
reports  for  1916  and  1917 : 

(1)  The  Constitutions,  including  "Laws,  Forms  and  Usages,'*  reveal 
former  external  connections  of  the  forebears  of  the  Fraternity  with 
gilds  of  operative  Masons.* 

(2)  The  "drooping"  Lodges  which  united,  in  1717,  to  form  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  were  of  an  essentially  convivial  character, 
possessing  certain  "antient"  ceremonies  and  modes  of  recognition  and 
guarding  "mysteries"  of  the  origin  and  meaning  of  which  the  remnant 
of  the  earlier  "secret  brotherhood"  were  ignorantf 

(8)  The  earlier  London  Lodge  or  Lodges  of  "Accepted"  (Specu- 
lative) Masons  had  no  continuous  history,  revealing  its  existence  rather 
by  sporadic  revivals  of  "an  old  order."t 

(4)  Degrees,  symbolism  and  ritualistic  peculiarities  known  as  "Arts 
and  Sciences,"  consisted  of  borrowings  from  several  sources,  the  selection 
and  elaboration  being  governed,  in  the  first  two  decades  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  by  deliberate  efforts  of  the  organizers  of  the  work  to  restore  the 
"Original  purity"  of  the  "old  fabrick."| 

(6)  The  spirit  of  Freemasonry  is  a  growth  from  beginnings  which 
may  be  traced  with  some  degree  of  certainty  to  societies  quite  different 
from  those  which  contributed  Constitutions  and  suggestions  for  initiatory 
ceremonies,  n 

ROSICRUCIANS  OR  ROSY  CROSS  ALCHEMISTS 

Our  present  inquiry  will  deal  largely  with  explanations  of  presump- 
tions three,  four  and  five,  and  more  particularly  with  the  so  called 
Rosicmcian  origins  of  Freemasonry. 

Many  years  of  research  concerning  Alchemists  and  their  reputed 
successors  in  Rosicrucianism,  covering  a  vast  and  largely  unprofitable 
literature  on  the  subject,  have  led  me  to  formulate  a  few  conclusions 
which  I  shall  present  more  or  less  categorically.  A  fuller  discussion 
would  be  too  cruel  a  trial  of  your  EVatemal  patience. 

We  shall  probably  never  know  for  a  certainty  whether  there  ever

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was  an  organised  Fraternity  of  the  Rosy  Gross.  We  do  know  there 
were  reputed  and  professed  Bosicrucians,  particularly  in  the  sixteenth 
and  seventeenth  centuries,  and  there  were  also  distinguished  leaders  of 
thought  who  stoutly  defended  the  doctrines  ascribed  to  the  Fraternity 
and  many  reputable  men  who  adopted  the  Bosicrudan  symbolism,  In 
an  extensive  array  of  books.  There  is  furthermore  abundant  testimony 
to  warrant  the  inference  that  there  were  in  existence  "invisible''  or 
secret  societies  and  Lodges  composed  of  men  seeking  honestly  to  give 
realisation  to  the  practice  of  the  art  or  arts  described  in  these  books 
as  characteristic  of  the  mystic  Brethren  of  the  Bosy  Cross.  The  ah- 
sence  of  a  recognized  authoritative  central  body  was  in  the  course  of 
events  taken  advantage  of  by  impostors  parading  under  the  name  of 
Bosicrudans  who  played  upon  the  credulity  of  the  public  till  the  name 
sank  into  general  disrepute. 

The  English  and  Scottish  Bosicrudans  who  are  the  only  ones  to 
be  taken  into  account  for  our  purpose,  were  Christian  theosophists. 
like  their  Brethren  on  the  European  continent,  they  made  much  of 
the  Cabala,  following  chiefly  the  Alexandrinian  Philo.  Neo-Platonism 
or  Neo-Pythagorism,  the  Old  Testament  and  Christian  theology  en- 
gaged thdr  attention.  They  devoted  themselves  with  fervor  also  to 
the  study  of  chemistry,  physics,  music,  astronomy  and  mathematics  (par- 
ticularly geometry).  Mystic  allegorical  interpretation  of  the  Scriptures 
was  a  characteristic  trait  Their  supreme  Object,  however,  to  which 
all  studies  were  subordinated,  was  the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of 
humanity. 

These  Bodcrucians  were  the  lineal  descendants  of  the  theosophic 
portion  of  the  Alchemists  who  are  sometimes  called  Hermetic  Phil- 
osophers. 

DEBIVATION  OF  MASONIC   SYMBOLS. 

Bearing  in  mind  that  Hermetics  and  the  Bosy  Cross  fraternity  are 
fundamentally  the  same,  though  they  differ  in  name  and  somewhat  in 
allegorical  interpretation,  let  me  now  quote  for  you  a  letter  by  Albert 
Pike,  addressed  to  the  historian  Gould,  which  contains  this  interesting 
reference  to  Hermetic  symbols  to  be  found  in  Freemasonry : 

"I  have  been  for  some  time  collecting  the  old  Hermetic  and  Al- 
chemical works  in  order  to  find  out  what  Masonry  came  into  possession 
of  from  them.  I  have  ascertained  with  certainty  that  the  square  and 
compasses,  the  triangle,  the  oblong  square,  the  three  Grand  Masters, 
the  idea  embodied  in  the  substitute  word,  the  Sun,  Moon  and  Master 
of  the  Lodge,  and  others  were  included  in  the  number. 

"The  symbols  that  I  have  spoken  of  as  Hermetic  may  have  been 
borrowed  by  Hermetidsm,  but  all  the  same  it  had  them,  and  I  do  not 
know  where  they  were  used,  outdde  of  Hermetidsm,  until  they  ap- 
peared in  Masonry. 

"I  think  that  the  Philosophers,  becoming  Free  Masons,  introdnced 
into  Masonry  its  symbolism." 

My  own  investigations  have  verified  Albert  Pike's  condudons.  In 
fact,  I  would  greatly  extend  the  list  of  symbols,  adding  to  them  symbols

which  are  to  be  found  among  the  trae  Brethren  of  the  Rosy  Cross, 
with  this  result: 

1.  PURELY  ROSY  0B088  SYMBOLS :*—J&coh'B  ladder;  rough 
and  perfect  Ashler ;  Sun,  Moon,  and  Master  of  the  Lodge ;  flaming  star ; 
three  Grand  Masters;  three  columns;  two  pillars;  circle  between  paral- 
M  lines ;  point  within  a  circle ;  sacred  delta  (triangle)  ;  oblong ;  three, 
five  and  seven  steps. 

2.  SYMBOLS  WHICH  OPERATIVE  GILD  AND  BRETHREN 
OF  THE  ROSY  CROSS  HAD  IN  COMMON: — Square,  compasses; 
level;  plumb;  trowel;  bee-hive;  hour  glass;  cassia. 

3.  PURELY  MASONIC :— Three  windows ;  twenty-four-inch  gauge ; 
gavel;  trestle  board;  tesselated  border. 

The  first  and  second  lists  might  have  been  extended.  We  hope  to 
have  given  enough,  however,  to  suggest  the  indebtedness  of  Freemasonry 
to  the  Bosy  Gross. 

The  choice  of  two  explanations  is  offered.  One  is  that  implied  in 
the  quotation  we  have  given  from  the  London  Doily  Journal  in  1730, 
which  would  have  us  conclude  that  "the  English  Free-Masons  (asham'd 
of  their  true  origin)"  imported  Rosy  Cross  symbols  and  ceremonials  Into 
the  system  of  the  Fraternity.  The  other  is  founded  on  the  quoted  passage 
from  the  "Defence,"  which  teUs  in  so  many  words  that  Freemasonry 
had  come  down  the  ages  through  the  Fraternity  of  the  Rosy  Cross,  that 
much  had  been  lost  on  the  way  which  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England 
sought  to  restore  in  its  proper  place.  In  other  words,  following  the 
former  allegation,  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  Brethren  of  the  Rosy 
Cross  as  fore-fathers;  following  the  latter  declaration,  the  Brethren  of 
the  Rosy  Cross  were  the  true  fore-runners. 

There  is  no  reason  for  assuming  that  the  Alchemists  were  the 
originators  of  the  symbols  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  list  In  fact, 
the  Bosy  Cross  were  the  true  fore-runners. 

FLUDD  AND  FRISIUS. 

We  agreed  to  confine  our  attention  chiefly  to  the  theosophic  Alchem- 
ists of  Ehigland  and  Scotland.  Let  us  limit  the  range  still  further  by  dis- 
regarding the  older  Alchemists  and  taking  note  only  of  the  representative 
leaders  of  the  later  (if  not  the  last)  of  the  "True  Brethren  of  the 
Rosy  Cross."t  Here  we  have  an  abundance  of  first  hand  informtaion 
in  the  several  treatises  written  in  defence  of  the  mystic  Fraternity 
by  that  renowned  English  physician  and  philosopher,  Robert  Fludd, 
and  in  the  "Summum  Bonum"  (The  Supreme  Crood),  a  Latin  dis- 
sertation by  a  Scottish  friend  of  Fludd*s  who  wrote  under  the  pseudonym 
of  Joftchimus  Frisius  (or  Frizius). 

The  Century  Dictionary  gives  this  brief  biographical  notice  of  Robert 
Fludd,  or  Find:  "Bom  at  Bearsted,  Kent,  1574,  died  at  London,  Sept

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Sth,  1637.  An  English  physician  and  mystical  philosopher.  He  wrote 
seyeral  treatises  in  defense  of  the  fraternity  of  the  Rosy  Gross." 

Waite,  who  presents  a  more  extensive  biography  in  "The  Real  His- 
tory of  the  Bosicracians,"  adds  this  word  of  appreciation:  "The  c^tral 
figure  of  Rosicrudan  literature  *  *  *  is  Bobertus  de  Fluctibus,  the 
great  English  mystical  philosopher  of  the  seventeenth  century,  a  man 
of  immense  erudition,  of  exalted  mind,  and,  to  judge  by  his  writings, 
of  extreme  personal  sanctity." 

Fludd  was  one  of  the  last,  if  not  the  last,  of  the  giants  of  universsl 
scholarship  of  whom  there  were  many,  before  the  days  of  specialization 
set  in.  He  was  a  devout  Christian  and  a  staunch  Protestant,  basing 
his  philosophy  of  the  universe  frankly  on  the  Bible.  Of  Joachimns 
Frisius,  Frizius  or  Frize,  whom  we  shall  call  Frisius,  we  know  nothing, 
except  that  Fludd  tells  us  he  was  a  Scotchman  and  wrote  his  book  partly 
in  Scotch  and  partly  in  Latin.  Fludd  translated  the  Scotch  portions 
into  Latin,  made  a  few  slight  changes  in  the  text,  and  had  the  whole 
put  into  print,  under  the  title  of  "Summum  Bonum." 

CBNTBAL  TENETS  OF  THB  BBETHBEN  OF  THE  ROSY  GROSS. 

Fludd  and  Frisius  agree  in  essential  point&  As  the  "Summnm 
Bonum"  supplies  all  we  need  for  our  present  purpose,  we  may  gather 
from  this  work  whatever  information  is  desired  for  our  inquiry. 

The  central  symbolism  turns  around  the  stone,  Aben,*  and  the 
building  of  the  House  of  Wisdom.  There  is  an  abundance  of  allegorical 
uses  of  the  word  stone  or  stones,  in  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  which 
are  made  use  of  by  Frisius  to  justify  the  philosophy  of  the  Brethren 
of  the  Rosy  Gross. 

"Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts:  Gonsider  your  ways.  Go  up  to 
the  hilUcountry  and  bring  wood  and  huild  the  ItoiMe." — ^Haggai  I,  78. 

"They  that  are  far  off  shall  come  and  "huUd  in  the  temple  of  the 
Lord."— Zechariah  VI,  15. 

"Wisdom  hath  huUded  a  houBe. 

She  hath  hewn  out  her  eeven  piUars.*' 
—Proverbs  EK,  1. 
"Through  wisdom  is  a  houte  huUded, 
"And  by  understanding  it  is  eitdblUhed; 
"And  by  knowledge  are  the  chambers  filled 
"With  all  precious  and  pleasant  riches." 

—Proverbs  XXIV,  3,  4. 
"The  wise  man  huUdeih  his  home  upon  a  rock.     The  rains  may 
descend  and  the  floods  come;  the  winds  may  blow  and  beat  upon  that 
house :  it  will  not  fall ;  for  it  is  founded  upon  a  rock," — St  Matthew  VII, 
24,25. 

Aben,  Frisius  argues,  is  the  cabalistic  stone.  In  it,  we  have  the 
Holy  Trinity.  For  in  Hebrew,  Ab  means  Father  and  Ben  Son;  but 
where  the  Father  and  the  Son  are  present,  there  the  Holy  Ghost  must 
also  be. 


*  Aben  or  Bben  ( as  in  Ebenezer)  is  Hebrew  for  stone. 
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Aben  ia  then  explained  as  the  foundation  stone,  of  the  nniyerse, 
the  macrocosm.  ("The  Lord  answered  Job  out  of  the  whirlwind  and 
said.  Where  wast  thou  when  I  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth?  de- 
clare if  thou  hast  understanding.  Whereupon  are  the  foundations 
thereof  fastened?  or  who  laid  the  oameraione  therieof? — Job  XXXVIII, 
1,  4.  6.) 

The  macrocosmic  Aben,  then,  is  the  foundation  stone  of  all  and 
for  alL  It  was  laid  in  Zion,  and  all  the  prophets  and  apostles  built  upon 
it,  though  the  ignorant  and  wicked  builders  rejected  it  as  a  stumbling 
block  and  stone  of  contention : 

"Thus  saith  the  Lord  God : 

"Behold,  I  lay  in  Zion  for  a  foundation  a  stone, 

"A  tried  stone,  a  costly  oomer-atone  of  sure  foundation. 

"He  that  belieyeth  shall  not  make  haste. 

"And  I  will  make  justice  the  line, 

"And  righteousness  the  plummet" 

Isaiah  XXVIII,  16,  17. 
"According  to  the  grace  of  God  which  is  given  unto  me  as  a  wise 
MaaterhuUder,  I  have  laid  the  foundation,  and  another  buildeth  thereon. 
But  let  every  man  take  heed  how  he  buildeth  thereupon.  .  .  .  For  other 
foundation  can  no  man  lay  than  that  is  laid,  which  is  Jesus  Christ" 
St.  Paul,  I  Cor,  III,  10,  11. 

"The  atone  which  the  builders  rejected 
"Is  become  the  chief  comer-atone." 

Psalm  CXVIII,  22. 

"As  it  is  written  in  the  scripture.  Behold,  I  lay  in  Zion  a  cMef 
e&mer  atone,  elect,  precious:  and  he  that  believeth  on  him  shall  not  be 
confounded. 

"Unto  you,  therefore,  which  believe,  he  is  precious:  but  unto  them 
which  be  disobedient,  the  atone  which  the  builders  disallowed,  the  same 
is  made  the  hetid  of  the  comer,  and  a  stone  of  stumbling,  and  a  rock 
of  offence,  even  to  them  which  stumble  at  the  word,  being  disobedient." 
I  Peter  II,  6,  7,  8. 

If  we  now  consider  the  significance  of  Aben  for  the  individual  man 
(the  microcosm,  or  the  universe  on  a  small  scale),  we  are  parts  of 
the  same  spiritual  stone,  "cut  out  of  that  catholic  (universal)  rock." 

"Coming  to  Christ,  as  unto  a  living  atone,  disallowed  indeed  of  men, 
but  chosen  of  God  and  precious:  Ye  also,  as  living  atonea,  be  ye  huUt 
up  a  apiritual  houae."    I  Peter  II,  4,  5. 

In  other  words:  Build  yourselves  upon  Christ,  as  the  foundation 
stone,  as  living  stones  to  a  house  of  God. 

"We  are  labourers  together  with  God:  Ye  are  God's  husbandry. 
Ye  are  Ood'a  huUding."    I  Cor.  Ill,  9. 

"Know  ye  not  that  ye  are  the  temple  of  God,  and  that  the  spirit 
of  Crod  dwelleth  in  you?  If  any  man  defile  this  temple  of  God,  him 
shall  God  destroy ;  for  the  temple  of  Gk>d  is  holy,  which  temple  ye  are" 
I  Cor.  Ill,  16,  17. 
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"Nor  are  those  excluded  who  are  not  of  our  faith.  The  temple  of 
God  is  built  up  of  all  men  who  seek  Him  and  strive  to  know  Him. 
Quoting  John,  the  Baptist :  "Say  not  within  yourselves,  *We  have  Abra- 
ham for  our  father:'  for  I  say  unto  you.  That  God  is  able  of  these 
stones  to  raise  up  children  unto  Abraham." 

The  plan  of  the  huUding  which  the  Fraternity  of  the  Rosy  Gross  is 
seeking  to  establish  is  given  in  the  words  of  Hebrews  XIII,  1:  "Let 
brotherly  love  continue,** 

"Behold,  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell 
together  in  unity."    Psalm  CXXXIII,  1. 

An  example  of  the  mystic,  allegorical  interpretation  of  the  Scriptures, 
met  with  everywhere  in  Rosy  Gross  literature,  is  the  following : 

As  Ghrist  was  hidden  in  that  Rock  or  Stone,  before  the  days  of 
Moses,  since  the  spiritual  is  usually  concealed  in  the  physical,  so  also 
does  Moses  conceal  in  his  writings  the  spiritual  Aben;  that  is  why 
we  say  he  wrote  under  a  veil,  i.  e.,  mystically.  That  is  why  the 
Apostle  Paul  says  (II  Gor.  Ill,  6)  "The  letter  killeth,  but  the  spirit 
giveth  life." 

"The  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Behold,  I  wHI  stand  before  thee, 
there  upon  the  rock  in  Horeb;  and  thou  shall  unite  the  rook,  and  there 
shall  come  water  out  of  it,  that  the  people  may  drink."    Exodus  XVII,  6. 

"Moreover,  brethren,  I  would  not  that  ye  should  be  ignorant,  how 
that  all  our  fathers  were  under  the  doud,  and  all  passed  through  the 
sea; 

"And  were  all  baptized  unto  Moses  in  the  cloud  and  in  the  sea ; 

"And  did  all  eat  the  same  spiritual  meal ; 

"And  did  all  drink  the  same  spiritual  drink;  for  they  drank  of  that 
spiritual  Rock  that  went  with  them :  and  that  Rock  was  Ghrist'*  I  Gor. 
X,  1-4. 

AlchemisticaUy  expressed,  the  water  which  sprang  from  the  Rock  was 
potable  gold,  the  word  of  God,  words  of  Wisdom. 

That  suggests  also  what  we  Alchemists  mean  when  we  speak  of 
producing  gold.  It  is  not  the  gold  the  multitude  hankers  for.  Ours  is 
living  gold,  the  gold  of  Gk>d,  that  which  the  Psalmist  calls  silver : 

**The  words  of  the  Lord  are  pure  words, 

"As  silver  tried  in  a  crucible  on  the  earth,  refined  seven  times" 

Psalm  XII.  7. 

The  Rosy  Gross  alchemy  in  the  transmutation  of  base  metals  into 
gold,  is  not  that  of  the  spurious  Rosicrucians  who  deceive  the  avaricious 
by  false  promises;  it  takes  the  hose,  natural  man  and  turns  him  by  its 
art  into  a  new,  spiritual  man,  through  the  Word  of  God  and  the  praoUoe 
of  charity. 

In  the  same  manner  the  rough  ashler  is  turned  into  a  perfect  ashler. 

As  God  has  promised  to  dwell  among  men  to  have  his  tabernacle 
among  them,  we  must  with  all  our  strength  and  with  spiritual  tools 
strive  for  Aben.  As  the  prophet  Isaiah  says:  "Ye  that  seek  the  Lord, 
Look  unto  the  rock  whence  ye  were  hewn."    Isaiah  LI,  1. 

The  first  step  toward  finding  this  Rock  (the  Philosopher's  Stone)  Is 
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to  look  for  it  within  yourself ;  hence  begin  to  know  thyself.  If  jon  desire 
help  from  the  writings  of  the  Alchemists,  remember  that  these  wrote 
in  a  Ycifledf  mystic  manner.  Thus  Damaeus  says,  "Change — oh! 
change  yourselves  from  dead  stones  into  Hving  philosophical  stones  T* 
In  order  to  realize  the  chemical  steps  of  progression,  we  must  first 
seek  to  discover  the  true  sense  of  the  Alchemists  through  careful  insight 
Then  it  will  be  found  that  they  wrote  differently  and  wanted  to  be 
understood  differently.  (Masonically  speaking,  one  must  first  possess 
"the  key  of  a  fellowcraft"  to  interpret  correctly.) 

We  summarize,  as  follows ;  always  following  the  "Summum  Bonum" : 

The  human  body  is  a  temple.    Christ  is  its  cornerstone.    When  we 

raise  this  comer-stone,  His  temple  is  also  raised,  as  was  the  Temple  of 

Solomon,  when  his  prayers  were  fulfilled  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord 

descended. 

"Similarly,  Kephas  and  Aben  were  at  one  time  only  dead  stones, 
now  become  living  stones  through  an  ootftoj  transmutation,  in  that  from 
the  condition  of  Adam  after  his  fall  from  grace  they  transformed  them- 
selves into  Adam's  original  state  of  innocence  and  perfection;  just 
as  if  there  had  been  effected  a  transmutation  from  ordinary  dirty  lead 
into  the  purest  gold.  And  this  transmutation  took  place  by  the  inter- 
mediation of  that  living  gold  as  of  the  mystic  stone  of  the  Philosophers, 
which  to  us  represents  the  divine  emanation  of  wisdom.  This  wisdom, 
however,  is  the  gift  of  God,  and  nothing  else." 

MORE  LIGHT  FROM  THE  "SUMMUM  BONUM." 

The  study  of  true  Magic,  the  Cabala  and  chemistry  are  the  sciences 
called  the  three  principal  columns  of  the  house  of  wisdom.  By  Magic 
is  meant  the  art  of  wisdom  practised  by  the  Magi  who  came  to  worship 
the  new  born  Christ.  Cabala  stands  for  mystic  mathematics  (or 
strength).  Chemistry  is  explained  as  the  study  of  nature  (beauty). 
The  true  Brethren  of  the  Rosy  Cross  are  called  architects  who  huUd 
the  house  of  God,  after  the  manner  already  explained. 

Why  did  the  Brethren  adopt  the  name  of  the  Rosy  Cross?  There 
is  an  order  of  the  Holy  Cross.  The  Knights  who  went  to  war  against 
the  Saracens  bore  on  their  cloaks  the  emblem  of  a  deep  red  cross.  The 
Brethren  have  chosen  the  true  and  living  cross  of  Christ  as  the  emblem 
of  wisdom,  that  mystic  wisdom  which  the  Bible  calls  the  Tree  of  Life 
whose  root  is  the  Word  of  Light, 

The  color  of  the  cross  is  that  of  blood  or  as  that  of  red  roses  mixed 
with  lOies. 

(We  omit  all  mystic  elaboration  of  the  ideas  here  briefly  indicated 
nor  do  we  include  other  matters  which  have  no  bearing  on  the  develop- 
ment of  the  EVeemasonry  of  the  Symbolic  Lodge.) 

B.  C.  BRETHREN  AS  MASTER  BUILDERS  AND  FORM  OF  THE 

LODGE. 

Finally,  the  Brother  is  to  labor  at  the  perfecting  of  this  work  in  the 
character  of  an  architect,  or  master  builder.    I  Cor.  Ill,  10,  11. 

In  order  that  the  structure  may  be  firmly  established,  in  order 
that  we  may  arrive  at  the  rosy  blood  of  the  cross  hidden  within  the 
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foundation  stone^  we  most  dig  from  the  surface  to  the  center,  we  must 
seek  and  hnaok;  unless  we  pursue  our  work  with  eeal,  all  our  efforts 
will  be  wasted.  AU  bodies  have  manifest  heiifhi,  occult  depth  and  inter- 
mediate depth.  From  the  manifest  form  of  a  body  we  can  only  con- 
jecture what  its  occult  form  must  be,  when  we  destroy  the  manifest 
to  advance  to  the  revelation  of  its  occult  form.  The  truth  of  this  is 
found  when  we  contemplate  the  depth  of  the  geometric  cube. 

The  wise  artist  and  the  true  religious  philosopher  must  penetrate  the 
earth  and  labor  in  every  particle  of  the  threefold  dimension,  if  he 
wants  to  find  the  true  rectanffular  foundation  etone  which  God  has 
laid  in  the  foundation  of  the  earth.  (Job  88,  4,  e.)  Then  he  will  know 
that  "the  love  of  Christ  passeth  knowledge,  and  that  ye  might  be 
filled  with  all  the  fullness  of  God."    Eph.  Ill,  19. 

Then  knock  and  strike  zealously  and  strenuously,  for  "Ye  have  not 
resisted  unto  blood,  striving  against  sin."  Heb.  XII,  4.  Here  the 
apostle  teaches  us  occultly  that  a  transgression  here,  something  foreign 
there,  not  emanating  from  the  pure  truth  which  is  Christ  Jesus,  which 
must  be  broken  off  and  gotten  rid  of  from  the  human  or  soul-endowed 
stone;  then  truth  will  illumine  the  master  builder  and  true  Brother, 
and  it  will  gleam  in  a  rose-red  or  blood-colored  glow,  and  he  wHl  see 
in  this  divine  light,  his  own  light  and  receive  and  enjoy  at  last  the 
iooffes  of  his  labors.  Then  he  shall  be  justly  called  a  Brother  of  the 
Rosy  Cross  and  he  shall  be  regarded  a  member  of  the  true  Fraternity. 

THB  ROYAL  ABT. 

Everything  thus  far  has  been  gathered  from  the  "Summum  Bonnm," 
arranged  so  as  to  serve  best  our  present  purpose  and  in  language  more 
suitable  to  our  times,  without  however  changing  the  essence  and  the 
spirit  I  shall  add  no  extended  comment  The  Brethren  who  are  at 
home  in  the  language,  the  symbols  and  the  spirit  of  Freemasonry  can 
gather  their  own  conclusions.  What  has  been  gleaned  from  the  work 
of  FrisiuB,  together  with  the  notes  on  the  symbolism  of  the  Alchemists, 
would  seem  to  be  quite  sufficient  to  explain  why  the  Brethren  of  the 
Bosy  Cross  should  have  been  considered  the  forebears  of  the  Accepted 
Free  Masons.  Before  offering  a  brief  concluding  summary,  we  must 
give  a  moment's  attention  to  the  development  of  the  idea  of  the  Royol 
Art  which  is  the  true  name  of  Freemasonry. 

First  let  us  take  another  word  from  the  "Summum  Bonum,"  which 
describes  the  Bosy  Cross  view  of  the  Royal  Art : 

There  were  in  antiquity,  four  renowned  schools  of  natural  Magic, 
to  wit,  the  Hindoo,  the  Persian,  the  Chaldaic  and  the  Egyptian.  From 
the  Persians  came  those  three  kings  (Magi,  Wise  Men)  who  were  seeking 
the  new  born  King  of  the  Jews  to  present  gifts  unto  Him  and  to 
worship  Him.  The  sons  of  Persian  Kings,  as  Plato  has  related  in  his 
"Alcibiades,"  were  initiated  into  Magic  that  they  might  learn  ITom 
the  study  of  the  pattern  of  the  universe  how  best  to  govern  their  own 
dominions  and  to  preserve  order  and  administer  justice  therein.  Cicero, 
too,  speaks  of  this  in  his  "De  Divinatione,"  saying  that  no  one  was 
crowned  among  the  Persians  with  the  royal  diadem  until  after  he  had 
been  fully  instructed  in  Magic     That  is  why  Oriental  kings  were  so 
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I 
-wen  grounded  in  wiadom  and  coyeted  the  name  of  Magi  or  Wiae  Men. 
Hence  those  who  came  from  the  far  East  to  worship  the  Christ  cldld, 
were  caUed  by  the  Holy  Spirit  ''MagL" 

Becalling  that  in  the  early  days  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hlngland  we 
meet  repeatedly  with  the  declaration,  "There  have  been  Kings  that 
have  been  of  this  sodality,"  we  shall  haye  another  dne  to  the  genealogy 
of  Freemasonry,  as  it  was  conceived  by  the  organisers  of  the  specolatlye 
craft 

Or  take  this  quotation  from  "The  Master's  Song"  of  the  premier 
Grand  Lodge: 

Thus  mighty  Eastern  Kings,  and  some 
Of  Abram's  Bace,  and  Monarchs  good 
Of  Egypt,  Syria,  Oreeee  and  Rome, 
True  Architecture  understood. 

m         0         0         m         m         m 

Who  can  unfold  the  Royial  Artt 
Or  sing  its  Secrets  in  a  Song? 
They're  safely  kept  in  Mason's  heart. 
And  to  the  ancient  Lodge  belong. 
In  my  report  last  year  was  explained  what  changes  were  made  to 
make  the  ancient  "Charges"  conform  to  the  newly  established  ideals  of 
the  Fraternity.*     What  was  there  said  regarding  the  attitude  toward 
the  "old  Gothic  Constitutions,"  applies  also  to  the  religious  tenets  of 
the  Brethren  of  the  Bosy  Cross.    The  changes  gave  a  simplified  definition 
of  the  "Boyal  Art,"  though  the  spirit  remained  what  it  had  been  In 
the  "Summum  Bonum."     Indicating  the  new  meaning  in  the  briefest 
form,  I  would  answer: 

What  is  the  Boyal  Art? 
The  practice  of  the  Royal  Law. 
And  the  Boyal  Law? 
"If  ye  fulfil  the  Boyal  Law  according  to  the  Scripture,  Thou  ehalt 
love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself,  ye  do  well.    So  wrote  St.  James,  the  first 
Bishop  of  Jerusalem,  the  same  who  declared  that  "Pure  religion  and 
iindefiled  before  God  and  the  Father  is  this;  to  yisit  the  fatherless  and 
widows  in  their  affiction,  and  to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world." 

CONCLUSIONS. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  submit  a  summary  statement  embodying 
findings  based  on  many  years  of  research  to  arrive  at  some  sort  of 
satisfactory  solution  of  the  puzzling  question  as  to  the  derivation  of 
the  substance  of  Freemasonry.  This  summary  is  not  complete,  but 
is  intended  to  serve  merely  as  an  addition  to  what  was  offered  in 
my  reports  for  1916  and  1917. 

The  establishment  of  Christianity  was  accomplished  chiefiy  by  the 
marvelous  rise  of  the  power  of  the  Church  and  the  rigid  application 
of  this  power.    The  first  care  was  to  establish  catholic  unity. 

The  disintegration  of  that  which  had  been  the  Boman  Bmpire  sounded 
the  death  knell  for  pagan  ciyilization.    The  most  extravagant  teachings

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were  in  circulation.  Pasmons  and  vices  ran  riot  because  of  the  preyalUng 
anarchy.  A  cult  of  a  thousand  years  had  been  dispossessed  by  a  young 
cult  which  had  the  promise  of  eternity  but  had  not  then  been  established 
firmly  enough  to  compel  respect  People  hesitated  between  the  creed 
of  the  yesterday  and  the  creed  of  the  to-morrow.  There  was  one 
giant  among  men,  who  had  the  courage  to  choose,  and  having  chosen, 
to  battle  for  his  creed  without  weakening.  That  was  St  Augugtlne, 
the  great  Doctor  of  the  Church,  the  man  of  action,  who  united  in  him- 
self the  genius  of  the  Semitic  race  with  the  wisdom  of  the  Latins,  the 
Greeks  and  the  Alexandrians.  He  may  well  be  called  the  establisher  of 
the  Boman  Church  which  became  and  for  a  thousand  years  thereafter 
remained  the  supreme  ruler  of  Western  Europe.* 

One  indirect  but  quite  natural  eifect  of  St  Augustine's  war  upon 
heresies  was  the  suppression  of  every  form  of  free  speculation  in  phil- 
osophy. Unity  of  creed  must  be  established  at  any  cost  The  apostasy 
of  the  Emperor  Julian  had  convinced  doubting  ecclesiastics  of  the 
danger  lurking  in  an  unbridled  freedom  of  study.  Three  years  after 
the  death  of  St  Augustine,  the  Fourth  Council  of  Carthage  (in  898) 
formally  prohibited  the  reading  of  secular  books  even  by  the  bishops. 
In  629,  the  philosophical  schools  were  abolished  by  decree  of  Emperor 
Julian.t 

Freedom  of  thought  cannot  be  suppressed  by  decrees.  But  a  check 
may  be  put  on  the  expression  of  thought  And  it  was  put  on.  Then 
there  sprang  up  secret  (''invisible")  Colleges,  Academies,  Lodges,  etc, 
for  meetings  of  independent  seekers  after  truth.  In  Italy,  particularly, 
these  secret  associations  displayed  great  activity,  hiding  their  real  pur- 
poses under  names,  auspices  and  forms  selected  to  mislead  the  watchful 
spies  of  the  hierarchy.^ 

Members  of  the  Academy  of  the  Trowel,  for  example,  would  wear 
builders'  aprons  and  display  builders'  tools,  presenting  the  appearance 
of  a  gild  of  operative  Masons.  By  giving  mystic  meanings  to  emblems 
of  a  seemingly  operative  character,  they  could  freely  discuss  prohibited 
topics  in  a  manner  only  understood  by  trusted  initiates.  If  they  wished 
to  be  regarded  as  men  engaged  in  architectural  subjects,  they  would 
try  to  have  those  present  who  were  generally  reputed  to  be  interested 
in  such  matters.  The  membership  was  made  up  largely  of  scientists, 
philosophers,  architects,  musicians,  painters,  sculptors  and  poets. 

In  spite  of  their  camouflage,  the  Brethren  of  these  "invisible"  Lodges 
were  occasionally  discovered.  Yet  so  well  were  their  secrets  guarded 
that  practically  no  first  hand  knowledge  of  them  has  come  down  to 
us,  though  we  can  obtain  information  enough  from  Roman  Catholic 
sources,  if  we  make  proper  allowances  for  always  unmistakable  preju- 
dices. Thus  Pastor  in  his  "History  of  the  Popes"  refers  the  secret 
Roman  Academy  founded  by  Julius  Pomponius  Laetus,  professor  in  the 
University  of  Rome,  in  the  fifteenth  century  as  "the  center  of  meetings 
for  all  discontented  and  pagan  Humanists."     We  are  told  that   the

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initiates  adopted  reUgious  usages,  regarded  themselyes  as  a  college  of 
priests,  with  Pomponius  as  Grand  High  Prest  OregoYorius,  who  is 
quoted  with  approval,  calls  the  Academy  "a  classical  Freemasons  Lodge." 

The  Brethren  of  the  Academy  of  Pomponius  were  accused  under 
Pope  PHul  II  (1464-1471)  as  having  conspired  to  kill  the  Holy  Father, 
that  they  were  pagans  and  materialists,  etc.  Imprisonment  and  death 
threatened  the  Brethren.  "Safety  first"  in  those  days  meant  punishing 
the  accused  first  and  investigating  afterward.  Most  of  the  Academicians 
fled. 

Ultimately  all  were,  on  the  principle  of  Scotch  verdict,  absolved  from 
the  charge  of  heresy.  Owing  to  the  intervention  of  the  scholarly  and 
liberal  Cardinal  Bessarion,  Pomponino  and  the  others  were  allowed  the 
freedom  of  the  city,  under  close  surveillance. 

The  Academicians  were  predominantly  Platonists.  So  were  the  mem- 
bers of  most  of  the  other  forbidden  secret  societies  (or  occasional  gath- 
erings), while  the  Ohurch  officially  upheld  Aristotle  and  for  a  long 
time  aought  to  suppress  Plato  to  whom  religion  consisted  essentially  in 
the  practice  of  Justice. 

In  the  Teutonic  countries,  speculative  philosophers  were  to  be  found 
largely  among  the  mystic  Alchemists  who  are  often  spoken  of  as  ''Her- 
metic Philosophers,"  in  Masonic  writings.  They  had  no  central  organi- 
sation. Wherever  two  or  three  of  them  met  together,  they  formed  a 
Lodge  for  mutual  intercourse  and  the  initiation  of  worthy  candidates 
who^  after  a  period  of  probation  more  or  less  extended,  would  be  put 
in  poflsession  of  the  secret  symbols  and  traditions  whereby  they  might 
obtain  a  key  to  the  literature  of  all  the  mystics. 

In  Great  Britain,  the  Rosicrucian  Alchemists  were,  as  has  been 
indicated,  essentially  Christian  theosophists.  They  studied  nature,  but 
not  for  pur^  scientific  purposes;  they  sought  rather  to  discover  in 
nature  the  traces  of  the  mystic  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe, 
revealed  as  well  as  concealed  in  and  by  the  visible  and  discoverable 
phenomena. 

The  predominance  of  religious  speculation  led  to  the  separation  from 
the  mystic  Alchemists  of  those  who  preferred  to  specialize  in  the 
oiwrimental  study  of  nature.  The  philosophical  reform  work  of  Francis 
Bacon  (1561-1626)  was  probably  the  chief  cause  of  the  change. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  seventeenth  century,  through  the  influence 
of  Robert  Fludd  (1674-1671),  the  Fraternity  of  the  Bosy  Cross  arose 
in  Great  Britain.  This  Fraternity  represented  the  mystic  portion  of 
the  Alchemists  whose  practices  they  followed.  "Heresy"  had  been  no 
safer  under  the  Protestant  "Bloody  Bess"  than  it  had  been  in  Pre- 
Beformation  times;  the  only  difference  being  in  the  kind  of  "heresy" 
for  which  men  might  be  burned  by  the  executioner.  That,  together  with 
the  predilection  for  symbols  having  to  do  with  house  and  temple  building, 
no  doubt  accounts  for  the  appearance  of  the  names  of  reputed  Rosi- 
cmdans  in  the  membership  lists  of  the  operative  gild  of  Masons.  The 
Alchemists  of  an  earlier  day  are  supposed  to  have  also  been  identified 
with  this  particular  gild.  The  inference  is  that  they  formed  occasional 
Lodges  of  their  own  and  are  the  "secret  brotherhood"  in  the  bosom  of 
the  Masons  Company  referred  to  in  my  reports  for  1916  and  1917.    This 
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would  account  for  the  presence  among  the  ** Accepted"  Maaone  of  Bliu 
Aahmole,  Sir  Bobert  Moray,  Dr.  Thomaa  Wharton,  Sir  George  Wharton, 
William  Oughtred,  Dr.  John  Hewitt,  the  astronomer  and  aatndogist, 
WiUiam  lily  and  Sir  Ghriatopher  Wren,  all  of  them  diatinguiahed  sci- 
entiata  interested  in  the  Boay  Groaa  program. 

And  now  a  word  to  account  for  the  atatement  in  the  Conatitatloiia 
of  1738,  at  a  time  when  there  were  many  alive  who  would  have  objected 
to  it  if  it  had  not  been  true,  that  the  decay  of  the  Lodgea  of  Accepted 
Free-Maaona,  ahortly  after  1708,  waa  due  to  Sir  Ghriatopher  Wren's 
neglect  of  the  office  of  Grand  Maater.  Gould'a  inaiatence  that  Wren 
waa  not  a  Free-Maaon  and  never  could  have  been  Grand  lilaater,  in  spite 
of  truatworthy  evidence  which  ahould  have  cauaed  him  not  to  be  so 
poaitive,  ia  eaaily  explained.  Gould  ia  usually  very  careful,  content 
with  nothing  but  the  original  sources,  yet  it  ia  quite  evident  here  that 
he  had  never  given  aerioua  conaideration  to  the  poaalbility  of  Boay  Gross 
derivation.  Sir  Ghriatopher  Wren  waa  a  apeculative  Mason*  neverthe- 
leaa,  and  may  have  been  known  aa  Grand  Maater  of  the  "Accepted" 
circle.  Hia  ''neglect  of  the  office"  ahortly  after  1708  appeara  quite 
natural  to  me.  That  which  had  attracted  him  into  the  "Acceptation" 
waa  no  doubt  the  calibre  of  the  men  who  were  aaaodated  with  it  and 
who  were  active  in  it  But,  in  1602,  there  had  been  incorporated  in 
London  the  Boyal  Society,  which  aa  time  went  on,  abaorbed  more  and 
more  the  apare  time  of  the  men  more  directly  intereated  in  adentific 
progreaa.  After  the  doae  of  the  aeventeenth  century,  "acceptation"  of 
men  of  thia  atamp  in  the  Maaonic  fraternity  ceaaed  altogether.  The 
Lodgea  became  mere  convivial  duba  and  for  theae  Sir  Ghriatopher  had 
no  time. 

Thia  leada  me  to  advance  a  conduaion  for  which  I  hope  to  have 
prepared  the  ground.  I  believe  that  the  Boyal  Sodety  and  Freemaaonry 
both  aprang  from  the  aame  original  aource  or  aourcea. 

"Alchemy"  which  compriaed  in  Pre-Beformation  daya  all  purauits  in 
adence  and  philoaophy  had  paaaed  into  Boaicrudaniam.  Bacon'a  "Novum 
Organum,"  in  1020,  having  eatabliahed  the  neceasity  for  apedaliaation  in 
experimental  adence,  Bosicrudaniam  waa  doomed  to  final  extinction. 
Bacon'a  "New  Atlantia"  (1024)  aet  up  a  new  ideal  for  men  eager  to 
enliat  in  the  aervice  of  mankind  by  the  advancement  of  dviliaation.* 

"The  New  Atlantia"  waa  written,  aa  Diderot  pointed  out  in  the 
proapectua  of  the  French  Enoyclopeditiet,  "at  a  time  when,  ao  to  aay, 
neither  adencea  nor  arta  exiated."  The  twilight  efforta  of  the  Alchemiats 
no  longer  aufficed.  More  light  waa  wanted.  Day  waa  at  hand.  "Sdo- 
mon'a  Houae,  that  beautiful  dream  of  the  philoaopher,  began  to  be 
realized  leaa  than  forty  yeara  after  hia  death."t  The  picture  of  Solo- 
mon'a  Houae  drawn  by  Bacon  in  "The  New  Atlantia"  waa  the  modd 
from   which   the   Boyal    Society   waa   builtt     The   hiatorian   <^  this

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Society,  Dr.  Thomas  Sprat  (1636-1713)  bishop  of  Rochester,  made  ac- 
knowledgment of  this  when  he  wrote:  **I  shall  only  mention  one  great 
man  who  had  the  true  imagination  of  the  whole  extent  of  this  enter- 
prise* as  it  is  now  set  on  foot,  and  that  is  Lord  Bacon.* 

Professor  Nichol  sums  up  the  established  testimony  of  all  authorities 
on  the  subject,  in  these  words  :t  "It  is  admitted  that  the  suggestion 
of  the  College  of  Philosophy  instituted  in  London  (1645)  and  after 
the  Bestoration  extended  into  the  Boyal  Society  (1662)  was  due  to 
the  prophetic  scheme  of  Solomon's  House  in  the  New  Ailaniis"  Wallis, 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Society  exalts  him  by  name,  along  with 
Galileo,  as  their  master.  Sprat  says,  "It  was  a  work  becoming  the 
largeness  of  Bacon's  wit  to  deyise  and  the  greatness  of  Clarendon's 
prudence  to  establish."  Boyle  invokes  for  its  inauguration  "that  pro- 
found naturalist  .  .  .  our  great  Yerulam." 

The  spirit  that  animated  the  whole  conception  of  Solomon's  House 
was  "the  love  of  man  and  the  honoring  of  Qod."  The  Boyal  Society 
limited  its  membership  quite  naturally  to  men  considered  capable  of 
rendering  eminent  service  to  the  advancement  of  scientific  discovery. 
Thereby  it  assured  the  progress  of  the  great  work  it  had  undertaken, 
but  it  limited,  at  the  same  time,  the  realization,  of  the  ideal  pictured 
in  the  "New  Atlantis."  The  consciousness  of  tlds  fact,  together  with 
the  ronembrances  of  the  derivation  from  the  true  seekers  after  truth 
among  the  earlier  Alchemists,  were,  I  am  persuaded,  the  chief  reasons 
which  prompted  many  of  the  members  of  the  Boyal  Society  to  Join  the 
"revived"  Society  of  Freemasons,  shortly  after  the  establishment  of  the 
Qrand  Lodge  of  England.  In  E^emasonry  they  hoped  for  the  complete 
and  universal  realization  of  the  whole  ideal  of  the  "New  Atlantis," 
with  the  Boyal  Society  as  the  scientific  center  of  Solomon's  House. 

This  is,  briefly  and  summarily  told,  my  conclusion  regarding  the  evo- 
lution of  our  Freemasonry  for  "the  Iotc  of  man  and  the  honoring  of 
Ood."  Imperfectly  as  the  result  of  my  researches  is  placed  before  you, 
my  Brethren,  I  hope  to  have  at  least  suggested  where  to  look  for  the 
origins  of  our  beloved  Fraternity  founded  upon  the  Fatherhood  of 
Qod,  the  mystic  foundation  stone  of  the  universe,  and  the  practice  of 
the  Boyal  Art  which  is  the  fulfilment  of  "the  Boyal  Law  according 
to  the  Scripture,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself."

POSTSOBIPT 

P  trust  I  have  not  given  the  impression  that  the  substance  of 
modem  Freemasonry  was  derived  from  the  Bosicrudans.  An  organized 
Fraternity  of  the  Bosy  Gross  probably  never  existed  outside  of  books. 
The  writings  of  Fludd  and  Frisius  formulated  for  Great  Britain  a 
body  of  Bosy  Gross  tenets  differing  in  essential  points  from  the  teachings 
of  the  Bosicracians  of  Gontinental  Europe.     English  and  Scottish  Al-

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chemists  f<^owed  Flndd  and  FrisiuB.  Their  attempts  to  translate  the 
plans  of  these  leaders  into  practice  appear  to  have  induced  some  of 
them  to  form  occasional  Lodges,  either  independently  under  the  designa- 
tion of  Freemasons — ^the  name  of  Rosicrucian  haying  fallen  into  dia- 
repute— -or  in  the  bosom  of  Masonic  craft  gilds,  as  a  separate  "secret 
brotherhood*'  of  Accepted  Freemasons.  Bead  in  connection  with  ''Free- 
masonry and  the  Medieval  Graft  OUds,"  the  suggestion  will  be  deariy 
understood. 

Freemasonry,  as  established  by  the  Constitutions  of  1722-3,  repre- 
sents the  confluence  of  two  streams,  each  having  many  tributaries:  The 
sources  of  the  one  stream  must  be  looked  for  in  the  Anglo-Saxon  ffyld, 
and  its  name  is  democracy;  the  sources  of  the  other  must  be  looked  for 
in  the  earliest  academies  of  phUosophers  searching  for  the  One  laving 
God,  Father  of  all  men,  and  its  name  is  liberty  of  oontoienee,

one  continuous  historical  account  the  results  of  his  studies  as  presented 
in  his  several  reports  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  during  the  last  three  or 
four  years. 


M.'.  W.'.  Townsbnd  SommBa:  Brethren,  there  is  another 
matter  which  we  should  record,  not  alone  as  an  act  of  simple 
justice  but  because,  in  my  humble  judgment,  some  day  it  will 
be  deemed  one  of  the  proudest  accomplishments  of  our  Fra- 
ternity. 

Let  me  tell  a  little  story.  You  may  recall — a  good  many 
months  ago — ^when  our  country  first  entered  the  war,  a  rule 
was  made  by  one  of  our  Departments  in  Washington  limiting 
the  actavities  of  associations, — non-military  associations, — ^in  the 
camps  and  cantonments  and  the  military  organizations  of  the 
country;  the  rule  confined  social  service  activities  to  the  Toung 
Men's  Christian  Association  and  to  the  Ejiights  of  Columbus. 
We,  as  Masons,  have  but  one  thought,  to  be  good  citizens,  loyal 
to  our  Government,  whether  right  or  wrong,  but  none  the  less 
confusion  did  reign  in  the  Craft,  and  from  one  end  of  our 
great  Nation  to  the  other  Masons  felt  down  in  their  hearts  that 
they  had  been  discriminated  against,  that  an  injustice  had  been 
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done  our  Pratemity,  the  oldest  of  all  fraternal  societies, — ^in 
■  fact,  the  oldest  of  all  known  organizations  of  men.    But  there 

stood  this  edict  or  rule.     As  time  passed,  from  day  to  day, 
resentment  began  to  bubble  out.  Our  Orand  Master,  appreciating 
I  the  situation,  acted  as  it  seems  to  me  in  a  way  which  is  going  to 

become  historic  and  which  will  inure  to  our  great  credit.  He 
addressed  a  letter  to  all  of  the  Masonic  jurisdictions  in  the 
United  States,  and  that  letter,  I  think,  is  recognized  as  having 
been  potent  in  silencing  criticism  and  assisting  the  Government 
in  solving  a  difficult  problem.  The  rule  was  made,  I  have  no 
doubt,  without  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  Secretary  of  War 
of  what  Masonry  stands  for  or  what  is  in  the  hearts  of  Masons. 
Now,  the  purpose  of  the  resolution  which  I  am  about  to 
offer,  and  soon  will,  is  to  spread  upon  our  minutes  this  corre- 
spondence, to  the  end  that  the  world  may  know  of  Masonry's 
loyalty  in  action  as  well  as  in  professions.  (Applause.)  I  will 
read  the  letter  to  you,  the  letter  sent  by  our  Grand  Master 
to  every  Grand  Master  in  the  United  States.    (Retiding:) 

Dear  Brother  Grand  Master: 

The  fondamental  duty  of  the  craft  of  Masons  is  loyalty  to  the 
government  of  the  United  States.  Co-operation  with,  support  of,  obedi- 
ence to,  the  Govemnxent  must  and  wiU  mark  the  Fraternity's  efforts 
to  do  its  bit  in  the  war.  Its  purpose  being  to  support  and  to  uphold 
those  in  authority,  and  having  no  quarrel  with  any  govemmental  agency 
nor  with  any  organization  equally  zealous  to  serve,  the  craft  will 
countenance  no  controversy  nor  permit  itself  to  be  drawn  into  one. 

The  present  is  not  a  time  for  criticism.  Because  danger  lurks  in  iU- 
advised  action  having  for  purpose  the  broadening  of  the  government's 
rules  with  reference  to  fraternal  societies'  activities  in  military  estab- 
lishments, it  seems  wise  that  every  precaution  be  taken  to  prevent 
what  might  place  the  Craft  in  a  false  light  and  blight  its  hope  to 
be  constructively  helpful  to  the  men  with  the  colors,  to  the  people, 
and  to  the  Government.  Since  the  scope  of  Masonic  service  has  not 
been  defined,  an  informal  meeting  of  the  representatives  of  our  sev- 
eral jurisdictions,  or  of  as  many  of  them  as  can  conveniently  be  Brought 
together,  seems  timely,  to  the  end  that  Masonic  service  in  this  war 
crisis,  vital  to  our  beloved  country,  may  be  discussed,  and  if  possible 
recommendations  agreed  upon  having  for  their  object  the  efficient  co- 
operation of  aU  Masons  in  the  United  States  in  the  service  of  Govern- 
ment and  country. 

With  this  patriotic  object  in  view,  I  have  pleasure  in  offering  the 

hospitality    of   the  Grand   Lodge   of  New  York   to   such   a   gathering, 

sad  i/  the  response  hereto  confirms  me  in  my  present  view,  wiU  gladly 

deBignMte  a  time  and  place.     The  wisdom  of  refraining  from  action  or 
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declaration  until  the  scope  of  the  Fraternity's  aeryice  can  be  determined, 
lest  its  position  be  prejudiced,  needs  no  comment

This  letter  was  instrumental  in  silencing  criticism,  I  am  per- 
suaded ;  and  the  f  act^  perhaps,  is  recognized  now.  Comparatively 
recentiy  we  received  an  acknowledgment  of  that  fact.  Brethren, 
this  is  my  resolution: 

'^0  the  end  that  there  should  be  perpetuated  in  accessible 
form  some  record  of  the  efforts  of  our  Grand  Master  to  be 
constructively  helpful  to  our  country  and  Goyemment  at  a 
time  of  stress  and  of  some  confusion  in  the  Craft,  growing 
out  of  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War  in  relation  to  the 
activities  of  fraternal  organizations  in  military  establishmentB, 
efforts  which  it  is  now  known  were  potent  in  restoring  con- 
fidence and  good  will, — 

RESOLVED,  That  there  be  printed  in  the  Appendix  to 
the  Proceedings  the  letter  of  the  Orand  Master,  dated  October 
29,  1917,  addressed  to  the  Grand  Masters  of  sister  jurisdictions, 
together  with  their  replies  thereto,  and  such  other  facts  and 
correspondence  as  will  make  the  history  complete." 

I  move  the  adoption.     (Applause.) 

B.'.  W.'.  BoBBBT  H.  Bobinson:  Brethren,  you  have  heard 
the  motion  on  the  adoption  of  these  resolutions.  Are  there 
any  remarks? 

Bbo.  John  Lloyd  Thoicab  :  There  certainly  will  not  be  any 
question  as  to  the  propriety  and  wisdom  of  adopting  a  resolu- 
tion of  this  sort,  but  it  does  seem  to  me  that  the  very  purpose 
of  it  would  be  to  some  extent  minimized  if  in  our  published 
Proceedings  the  resolution  as  presented  by  Brotheb  Scuddkb 
were  incorporated,  because  it  definitely  records  the  action  by  the 
War  Department  that  I  think  we  all  most  eamestiy  desire  shall 
never  appear  of  record  upon  Masonic  documents.  I  would  ask 
Most  Worshipful  Brother  Sgudder  if  it  has  not  occurred  to 
him  and  if  it  is  not  better  to  provide  for  this  permanent  record 
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without  referring  to  the  special  occnrrenoe  that  brought  it 
about? 

M.'.  W.*.  TowNSBND  Scudder:  I  will  read  again  the  lan- 
guage used.  It  may  be  that  we  can  improve  it.  On  the  other 
hand,  you  will  notice  it  is  very  general.  (Reading:)  '*To  the 
end  that  there  should  be  perpetuated  in  accessible  form  some 
record  of  the  eflEorts  of  our  Grand  Master  to  be  constructively 
helpful  to  our  country  and  Government  at  a  time  of  stress 
and  of  some  confusion  in  the  Craff — ^now,  here  is  the  language; 
see  how  general  it  is — "growing  out  of  the  order  of  the  Secretary 
of  War  in  relation  to  the  activities  of  fraternal  organizations 
in  military  establishments" — ^it  doesn't  say  'Ttfasonry."  Now, 
isn't  that  about  right?  How  can  we  say  it  more  generally  and 
have  it  apply  to  what  we  have  in  mind?     (Applause.) 

The  resolution  was  thereupon  adopted.

Thb  Gband  Master:  Brethren,  we  have  completed  all  of 
the  business  of  this  session  that  has  come  to  the  attention  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  officers,  and  now  only  await  your  action  to 
determine  who  will  be  your  officers  for  the  succeeding  year. 

I  want  to  say  just  one  word  before  I  step  out  of  this  official 
circle,  and  ask  you  men  who  have  been  here  during  the  past 
three  days  to  try  and  remember  and  take  home  with  you  and 
keep  with  you  after  you  get  home  all  of  that  splendid  inspira- 
tion that  came  to  us  from  those  two  fine  characters  that  were 
here  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday.

Try  and  get  a  true  conception  that 
there  is  a  great  need  of  every  man's  full  service.  But  in  your 
zeal,  and  intense  loyalty,  I  ask  you  to  go  out  with  a  charitable 
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spirit^  and  remember^  some  of  yon  have  been  blessed  so  that 
you  are  not  embarrassed  or  affected  by  complicating  inherited 
obligations^  and  I  want  you  to  remember  that  there  are  some 
men  who  were  born  in  foreign  countries,  or  whose  parents  were 
bom  in  foreign  countries,  that  are  just  as  good  Americans 
as  any  of  us.  (Great  applause.)  I  would  like  to  know  in  my 
heart  that  every  Mason,  first  and  last,  is  loyal  to  the  country 
in  which  we  are  living.  (Applause.)  Bemember,  however,  it 
is  not  disloyal  to  love  your  forefathers,  to  love  your  friends 
and  relatives;  and  a  man  may  be  just  as  loyal  as  you  are  and 
still  be  grieved  that  some  of  his  friends  are  not  with  him  in 
his  loyalty.     (Applause.) 

Therefore,  brethren,  my  valedictory  to  you  is,  put  on  the 
armor.  Fight  the  good  fight  I  Fight  it  manfully!  Fight  it 
better  because  you  are  Masons  than  you  would  otherwise.  Fight 
it  with  courtesy,  however,  and  fight  it  with  a  due  regard  for 
the  feelings  of  otiiers;  and  we  will  come  out  of  this  great 
conflict,  I  believe,  as  God  is  looking  down  upon  us  to-day,  a 
better  and  nobler  people. 

(The  brethren  rise.     Great  applause.) 

The  hour  for  the  special  order  of  business  having  arrived, 
the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  with  the  election  of  officers. 

E.'.  W.'.  William  S.  Farmer  was  elected  Grand  Master 
by  acclamation. 

B.*.  W.'.  BoBKRT  H.  SoBiKSON  was  elected  Deputy  Grand 
Master  by  acclamation. 

B.'.  W.*.  Abthuh  S.  Tompkins  was  elected  Senior  Grand 
Warden  by  acclamation. 

E.'.  W.'.  Harold  J.  Biohardson  was  elected  Junior  Grand 
Warden  by  acclamation. 

B.*.  W.'.  Christopher  C.  Mollbnhaubr  was  elected  Grand 
Treasurer  by  acclamation. 

M.'.  W.\  Egbert  Jxidson  Khnworthy  was  elected  Grand 
Secretary  by  acclamation. 

B.'.  W.'.  George  T.  Montgomery  and  B.\  W/.  Charles 
H.  Johnson  were  elected  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and 
Asylum  Fund,  each  for  three  years,  in  accordance  with  the 
nominations  of  M.*.  W.*.  Thomas  Penney,  Grand  Master. 
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The  Gkand  Master:  Brethren,  before  proceeding  to  the 
business  of  installation,  I  have  been  informed  that  one  of  the 
distinguished  gentlemen  who  have  come  here  to  participate 
in  the  conference  of  Grand  Masters  that  have  been  invited  to 
consider  war  conditions  is  here  upon  the  platform,  and  I  can- 
not let  it  go  by  without  an  opportunity  of  presenting  him  to 
you. 

I  have  the  great  honor  of  introducing  to  you  Past  Grand 
Master  of  Illinois,  Alexander  H.  Bell.  (The  brethren  rise 
and  applaud.) 

M.*.  W.'.  Alexander  H.  Bell:  Brethren,  I  certainly  thank  yon  in 
behalf  of  the  Grand  JuriBdiction  which  I  have  the  honor  of  representing 
here  for  this  most  cordial  reception.  Yon  know  that  New  York  and 
Illinois  are  the  great  big  brethren  of  the  Masonic  families  of  America. 
New  York  Grand  Lodge  is  the  greatest  on  the  continent,  and  Blinois 
is  the  next  (Applause.)  I  have  been  immensely  gratified  by  the 
unanimity  and  harmony  which  have  governed  your  election  of  officers. 
I  have  about  made  up  my  mind  to  come  to  New  York  and  be  a  can- 
didate for  office  in  this  Grand  Lodge.    I  like  that  way  of  doing  it 

Now,  brethren,  I  am  not  here  to  make  a  speech  to  you.  I  know 
that  it  isn't  the  time  for  speech  making.  I  noticed  that  your  Grand 
Secretary  took  the  time  to  tell  you  a  little  story.  There  was  an  old 
Irishman  out  in  my  country,  who  was  a  great  big  double-fisted  stalwart 
man,  rather  a  rough  man, — ^physically,  I  mean, — and  he  had  some 
daughters  who  were  quite  cultured.  They  walked  in  the  very  high 
circles  of  society.  And  when  Christmas  came  they  gave  the  old 
gentleman  a  pair  of  beautiful  embroidered  ear  muffs.  He  had  never 
worn  ear  muffs.  The  hair  on  his  ears  kept  them  warm.  (Laughter.) 
But  he  was  so  proud  of  those  ear  muffs  that  he  wore  them,  not  only 
in  cold  weather  but  in  warm  weather.  But  one  cold  day,  a  very  bitter 
cold  day,  a  friend  of  his  met  him  on  the  street,  and  he  wasn't  wearing 
the  ear  muffs.  The  friend  said,  "Why,  Casey,  where  are  your  ear 
muffs?"  and  he  said,  "I  haven't  worn  the  dam  things  since  the  ac- 
cident" He  said,  "Accident?  Have  you  had  an  accident?"  And  he 
said,  "Indeed,  I  have."  "Why,"  he  said,  "what  was  the  acddentr 
"Indeed,"  he  says,  "you  see,  I  was  coming  down  the  street  and  I 
met  me  friend  Tim  McCarthy,  and  as  I  met  him  he  said,  'Casey,  my  boy, 
come  and  let's  get  a  drink,'  and  by  gosh,  I  didn't  hear  him." 

Now,  I  sincerely  hope  you  aU  have  your  ear  muffs  now.  I  am  not 
here  to  make  a  speech,  brethren,  at  aU.  I  want  to  thank  you  for 
this  reception.  I  want  to  bring  to  you  from  your  brethren  in  Illinois 
the  most  cordial  Masonic  greetings. 

I  am  very  glad  indeed  to  be  here.  I  didn't  know  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York  was  in  session,  or  to  be  in  session  at  this  time.  When 
I  sought  this  building,  and  found  that  the  Grand  Lodge  was  in  session, 
the  Tiler  wouldn't  let  me  in,  and  I  had  to  send  in  for  Bbothkb  Thomas 
to  come  out  and  vouch  for  me,  and  it  was  through  his  acquaintance  and 
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his  kindness  that  I  have  been  brought  before  yon,  so  if  yon  haye 
any  kick  coming  about  this  performance  take  it  out  on  him.  It  isn't  my 
fault'  that  I  am  here.  I  was  asked  when  I  was  brought  forward  if 
I  wanted  to  say  a  few  words,  and  I  said,  "No,  I  don't"  Well,  he  said, 
"Wm  you  say  a  few  words?'  I  said,  "I  can  always  say  a  few  words, 
but  there  is  nothing  yery  entertaining  or  attractive  about  public  speak- 
ing to  me." 

I  sincerely  hope,  brethren,  that  I  may  have  the  priyflege  in  the 
future  of  yisiting  you,  either  in  Grand  Lodge  or  in  some  of  your  lodges 
frequently.  I  am  a  stranger  in  New  York.  I  was  never  here  but  once 
before  in  my  life,  and  then  I  was  down  on  Wall  Street,  fooling  around 
with  some  lawyers  and  brokers,  about  some  railroad  litigation  out  in 
Illinois,  and  I  got  out  of  it  all  right,  and  got  the  railroad.  (Laughter.) 
And  when  I  got  to  the  railroad — ^you  know,  these  innocent  looking  peo- 
ple from  the  wild  west  aren't  always  as  green  as  they  look  to  be. 

WeO,  brethren,  you  are  in  such  a  good  humor  I  think  it  is  good 
management  to  leave  you  in  that  condition.  I  want  to  thank  you. 
(Applause.) 

The  Grand  Officers  were  installed  in  their  several  stations 
by  M.'.  W.'.  Thomas  Pbnnby,  Grand  Master,  assisted  by 
R.*.  W.*.  William  H.  Ellis,  Grand  Marshal. 

B.'.  W.*.  William  H.  Ellis  presented  on  behalf  of  the 
Grand  Officers  serving  under  M.\  W.*.  Thomas  Pbnnby  a 
picture  of  M.'.  W.*.  Thomas  Pbnnby,  Past  Grand  Master, 
which  was  accepted  by  M.*.  W/.  William  S.  Pasmbr,  Grand 
Master,  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

B-'.  W.'.  WnxiAM  H.  Ellis:  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  if 
you  win  aUow  me  for  a  moment  to  lay  aside  my  official  responsibilities 
which  went  down  with  the  passing  from  office  of  our  beloved  Grand 
Master,  and  aUow  me  to  say  that  there  is  a  touch  of  personal  pride 
and  sentiment  in  the  act  which  it  is  now  my  privilege  at  the  present 
moment  to  perform.  In  memory  I  can  recall  most  vividly  the  com- 
mingling of  anxiety  and  joy  which  animated  my  breast  when  in  a  Grand 
Lodge  it  was  my  great  privilege  to  present  to  my  brethren  the  name  of 
R-'.  W.'.  Bbotheb  Fennsy  for  the  office  of  Junior  Grand  Warden.  That 
was  in  1906.  He  was  then  no  stranger  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  his 
talents  and  ability  had  been  recognized  as  Oommissioner  of  Appeals. 
But  his  true  worth  and  value  was  yet  to  be  established.  The  turmoils 
and  vicissitudes  of  official  life  have  rounded  out  the  character  with 
which  you  are  familiar.  We,  his  associates,  are  filled  with  pride  at 
the  success  which  he  has  achieved.  There  is  a  personal  and  a  more 
important  and  emphatic  bond  of  association  to  those  who  were  privi- 
leged to  serve  in  his  official  family.  At  the  Home  in  Utica,  in  1916, 
M.*.  W*'-  Bbotheb  Pennet  emphasized  the  fact  that  deeds  and  n9t 
words  must  characterize  his  administration.  Under  his  wise  inspiration 
and  under  his  leadership,  we,  the  members  of  his  official  family,  have 
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endeavored  to  fulfil  his  hopes.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  reGoant 
the  deeds  which  have  made  his  administration  a  brilliant  one.  His 
wise  counsel  has  guided  the  Masonic  ship  of  state  through  many  tor- 
tuous seas  and  among  many  dangerous  rocks,  and  during  a  history- 
making  period  of  our  National  life.  And  to-day  as  he  has  surrendered 
the  gavel  of  authority  to  his  successor,  we,  the  members  of  his  official 
family,  are  proud  of  our  association  with  Mul 

It  has  been  a  happy  custom  for  many  years  for  the  official  family 
to  present  to  this  Grand  Lodge  a  portrait  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master. 
And,  Most  Worshipful  Sir,  as  the  spokesman  for  the  official  family,  those 
who  have  been  privileged  to  serve  with  our  Grand  Master  during  the 
past  few  years.  I  formally  present  this  portrait  to  you — [an  oil 
portrait  of  M/.  W.*.  Thomas  Pennet  is  unveiled  and  exhibited  to  the 
Grand  Lodge]  (Applause), — ^with  the  express  desire  that  it  be 
placed  upon  the  walls  of  this  Hall  of  Fame  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  along- 
side of  those  of  his  illustrious  predecessors.  To  its  donors,  at  least, 
it  is  emblematic  of  the  service  that  has  been  an  inspiration  for  high 
ideals,  an  inspiration  for  noble  purposes  and  service  that  has  been  un- 
selfishly and  most  devotedly  rendered,  and  in  which,  as  I  have  said  be- 
fore, we,  the  members  of  his  official  family,  feel  proud  in  having  con- 
tributed our  part.     (Applause.) 

The  Gband  Master:  E.*.  W.'.  Brother  Ellis,  for  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  it  gives  me  much  pleasure  and  grati- 
fication to  accept  and  receive  this  beautiful  portrait  of  our 
Grand  Master  Penney.  It  is  a  beautiful  portrait,  a  perfect 
photograph  of  the  man.  Brethren,  compare  them.  I  shall 
order  it  hung  in  the  ai'chives  of  this  Temple  as  a  permanent 
reminder  of  the  capable,  successful  and  eflScient  administration 
of  Grand  Master  Penney.  We  are  proud  of  it,  as  we  are  proud 
of  the  man.  Please  convey  to  the  donors  the  thanks  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.     (Applause.) 

M.'.  W.'.  William  S.  Farmer,  Grand  Master,  nominated 
for  Chief  Conunissioner  of  Appeals,  R.'.  W.'.  John  A.  Button 
in  place  of  R.*.  W.*.  John  A.  Button,  and  for  Commissioners, 
R.'.  W.*.  Jerome  L.  Cheney  in  place  of  R.*.  W.*.  Joab  H 
Banton,  and  R.*.  W.*.  Thomas  Channing  Moore  in  place  of 
R.*.  W.*.  Arthur  Warren,  which  nominations  were  confirmed 
by  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  addressed  the  Grand  Lodge  as  follows: 

Brethren,  great  questions  are  before  this  Craft  to-day.  We 
are  living  in  wonderful  times.    Truly,  it  seems  that  the  world 
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is  bankrupt  at  all  ends^  and  that  ours  is  the  period  of  men- 
dacity. 

Nearly  four  years  ago  beyond  the  seas  the  civilization  of 
the  centuries  was  swept  away  at  a  single  stroke,  and  the  forces 
of  barbarism,  selfishness,  and  autocracy  sought  to  make  subject 
the  followers  of  liberty,  equality  and  democracy.  The  contest 
stirred  up  thereby  still  continues  cruel,  uncompromising  and 
relentless. 

For  God^s  eternal  right  and  justice  our  beloved  land  and 
Crovernment  has  gone  into  the  conflict,  with  the  purest  aims  and 
highest  ideals;  and  with  its  armies  at  the  front  are  Masons, 
Masons'  sons,  and  grandsons  of  Masons,  along  with  others,  all 
of  whom,  at  the  greatest  personal  sacrifice,  are  exposing,  and 
many  forfeiting,  and  others  on  the  way  who  will  continue  to 
expose  and  forfeit  their  lives  in  this  great  conflict  for  democ- 
racy and  civilization,  that  the  world  may  live  in  peace  in  the 
years  to  come. 

Ours  is  a  fraternal  society,  organized  upon  principles  of 
generosity,  morality,  charity,  universal  brotherhood,  and  the 
doctrine  of  the  Fatherhood  of  God,  and  as  a  business  institu- 
tion has  had  little  to  do  as  such. 

By  reason  of  this  war  Freemasonry  in  America  to-day,  if  it 
lives  up,  as  it  will,  to  its  teachings  and  its  traditions,  will 
become  one  of  the  greatest  business  institutions  in  all  the 
world.  We  shall  become  engaged  during  the  existence  of  this 
war,  and  as  long  after  it  ceases  as  it  may  be  necessary,  in  the 
great  business  of  recuperation,  regeneration  and  reconstruction. 
It  is  for  this  Craft  to  imdertake  to  recuperate  those  who  lose 
their  health  and  contract  disease  in  the  service;  those  who  are 
made  cripples;  those  who  are  made  unfit  longer  to  follow  the 
vocation  for  which  they  have  been  trained.  They  must  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  become  educated  along  new  lines  of 
endeavor,  that  they  may  continue  in  careers  of  usefulness. 

It  is  for  this  fraternity  to  undertake  to  regenerate  with 
new  health  and  vigor  those  who  lose  heart  and  become  dis* 
couraged  in  the  conflict.    It  is  for  us  as  brothers,  and  as  a 
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f ratemity,  to  exert  ourselves  to  the  utmost  in  the  paths  of  peace, 
when  peace,  with  God's  help,  shall  finally  come. 

We  should,  and  I  believe  we  will  at  once,  establish  ourselves 
behind  the  lines,  and  wherever  our  soldier  brothers  are  con- 
gregated, and  there  provide  quarters  for  them  where  they  can 
meet,  affiliate  and  relax, — ^affiliation  and  relaxation  of  body 
and  spirit  being  as  necessary  as  good  food.  We  will  there  pro- 
vide for  them,  for  their  health,  comfort,  mental  and  moral 
well-being. 

Here  at  home  we  should  build  hospitals  for  the  relief  of 
the  maimed  and  the  affiicted.  We  should  also  care  for  the 
dependent  left  at  home,  as  well  as  those  who  return.  These 
things,  and  many  others  which  will  come  before  this  Craft 
during  this  mighty  war,  will  demand  in  great  degree  our  energies 
and  our  resources;  but  we  must  and  will  measure  up  to  the  full 
standard  of  all  those  principles  for  which  we  as  a  fraternity 
stand  for,  profess  and  maintain.     (Applause.) 

Now,  brothers,  we  are  going  home.  Do  not  continue  to  lie 
supinely  on  your  backs  until  the  enemy  has  bound  us  hand 
and  foot.  Get  busy — ^'Tbusy**  is  the  watchword  just  now — to 
raise  this  million  dollars  for  this  War  and  Belief.  (Applause.) 
Act  quickly  and  keep  busy.  Take  up  collections  in  your  Lodge 
at  every  meeting,  if  you  wish.  Go  down  into  your  pocket  and 
pull  out  the  money,  and  as  fast  as  you  get  one  hundred  dollars 
send  it  to  me.  I  will  see  that  it  goes  into  the  proper  channel 
and  is  used  to  the  best  advantage. 

Now,  brothers,  I  shall  not  hesitate  to  call  upon  any  member 
of  this  great  Craft,  should  occasion  require,  and  should  any 
of  you  be  so  called,  consider  yourself  drafted,  and  respond. 
(Applause.) 

On  motion  of  M.'.  W.'.  Towksend  Scuddbr  the  following 
was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  when  we  adjourn  it  be  subject  to  the  call  of  the 
Grand  Master,  should  circumstances  make  it  necessary  that  this  session 
reconvene. 
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There  being  no  further  business,  ihese  minutes  were  read 
and  approved  and  the  Qrand  Lodge  was  closed  in  Ample  Form 
with  prayer  by  B.\  W.'.  Jebemiah  Zimksbican,  Orand  Chap- 
lain.

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PBOPOSED  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Amend  Section  37  of  the  Constitution  by  adding  a  new  sub- 
division to  be  known  as  9-A  and  to  read  as  follows : 

*'9-A.  Every  Lodge  existing  on  January  1,  1913,  shall  pay 
on  or  before  July  1,  1918,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Hall  and 
Asylum  Fund,  for  every  one  of  its  members  enrolled  on  January 
1,  1913,  seven  dollars,  which  shall  be  appropriated  to  a  Sink- 
ing Fund,  to  discharge  the  indebtedness  of  the  Fraternity,  as 
the  same  may  be  paid  oflf  from  time  to  time;  and  excepting  to 
invest  and  reinvest  the  said  fund,  it  shall  be  used  for  no  other 
purpose  by  said  Trustees/^ 

Amend  Section  37  of  the  Constitution  by  adding  a  new  sub- 
division to  be  known  as  9-B  and  to  read  as  follows : 

''9-B.  Payments  made  voluntarily  by  the  Lodges  to  the  said 
Sinking  Fund,  pursuant  to  the  invitation  of  this  Qrand  Lodge, 
contained  in  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  adopted  at  the  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-second  Annual 
Communication,  shall  be  credited  on  the  amount  due  from  the 
said  Lodges  respectively,  to  the  Sinking  Fund  under  Section  37, 
Subdivision  9-A.'' 

Amend  Section  68  of  the  Constitution  by  adding  a  new  sub- 
division to  be  known  as  **6''  and  to  read  as  follows: 

'*6.  Neglecting  to  pay  the  assessment  for  the  Sinking  Fund, 
provided  by  Section  37,  Subdivision  9-A,  within  six  months  after 
notice  and  demand  by  the  Trustees  of  the  HaU  and  Asylum 
Fund.'' 

Amend  Section  9,  Subdivision  6,  of  the  Constitution  by  in- 
serting therein  a  semicolon  instead  of  a  period  after  the  words 
"as  it  shall  designate,"  and  by  adding  the  following  words : 

'^to  notify  Lodges  of  default  or  arrears  of  assessment  for  the 
Sinking  Fund,  to  be  paid  by  Section  37,  Subdivision  9-A,  and  to 
demand  payment  thereof,  and  to  institute  proceedings  for  for- 
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feitnre  of  Charter  on  failure  to  pay  same  within  two  months 

after  notice  and  demand/' 

so  that  said  Subdivision  6  of  Section  9  shall  read  as  follows : 

(Section  9.)  "'6.  The  'Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and 
Asylum  Fund'  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  call  in,  collect 
and  satisfy,  sell,  assign,  hypothecate,  pledge,  redeem,  rehypothe- 
cate, and  re-pledge  any  mortgage  or  mortgages  or  other  se- 
curities now  in  the  name  or  custody  of  the  'Trustees  of  the 
Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund'  (not  part  of  the  Permanent 
Fund  hereafter  held  by  the  persons  who  shall  from  time  to 
time  comprise  the  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum 
Fund,  as  the  Trustees  of  the  Permanent  Fund),  and  to  apply 
the  proceeds  of  any  sale  thereof  of  loan  or  loans  obtained  and 
secured  therewith  to  the  improvement  or  maintenance,  or  both, 
of  any  real  estate  of  the  Fraternity,  and  to  execute  any  and  all 
necessary  instruments,  documents,  and  papers  by  such  ofScer  or 
officers  or  members  of  said  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and 
Asylum  Fund'  as  it  shall  designate;  to  notify  Lodges  of  default 
or  arrears  of  assessment  for  Sinking  Fund,  to  be  paid  by  Section 
37,  Subdivision  9-A,  and  to  demand  payment  thereof,  and  to 
institute  proceedings  for  forfeiture  of  Charter  on  failure  to  pay 
same  within  two  months  after  notice  and  demand.  In  the  ab- 
sence or  disability  of  any  designated  ofScer  or  ofScers  of  said 
Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund'  any  other 
member  or  members  thereof  may  be  appointed  by  said  Trustees 
to  act  temporarily  in  place  of  and  with  the  power  of  the  absent 
or  disabled  officer  or  officers.'^ 

Amend  Section  22  of  the  Constitution  by  adding  a  new 
subdivision  to  be  known  as  Subdivision  13-A  and  to  read  as 
follows : 

"13-A.  For  good  cause  shown,  to  relieve  a  Lodge,  in  part 
or  in  whole,  from  payment  of  the  assessment  for  the  Sinking 
Fund,  provided  by  Section  37,  Subdivision  9-A.*' 

Amend  Section  9  of  the  Constitution  by  adding  a  new  sub- 
division to  be  known  as  Subdivision  5- A,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

^'5-A.     All  moneys  paid  voluntarily  by  the  Lodges  to  the 
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Trustees  of  the  Hall  and  Asylum  Fond^  pTirsuant  to  the  in- 
vitation of  the  Qrand  Lodge  contained  in  the  report  of  the 
Special  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means^  adopted  at  the  One 
Hundred  and  Thirty-second  Annual  Communication,  or  paid 
by  the  Lodges  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Subdivision  9-A 
of  Section  37  of  the  Book  of  Constitutions  shall  be  appropriated 
by  said  Trustees  to  a  Sinking  Fund  to  discharge  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  Fraternity  as  the  same  may  be  paid  off  from  time 
to  time,  and  excepting  to  invest  and  reinvest  the  said  Fond  it 
shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  by  said  Trustees/'

Dear  Brother  Grand  Master: 

The  fundamental  duty  of  tlie  Craft  of  Masons  is  loyalty  to  the 
Government  of  the  United  States.  Co-operation  with,  support  of,  obedi- 
ence to  the  Government  must  and  will  mark  the  Fraternity's  efforts  to 
do  its  bit  in  the  war.  Its  purpose  being  to  support  and  to  uphold  those 
in  authority,  and  having  no  quarrel  with  any  governmental  agency  nor 
with  any  organization  equally  zealous  to  serve,  the  Craft  will  counte- 
nance no  controversy  nor  permit  itself  to  be  drawn  into  one. 

The  present  is  not  a  time  for  criticism.  Because  danger  lurks  in 
ill-advised  action  having  for  purpose  the  broadening  of  the  Govern- 
ment's rules  with  reference  to  fraternal  socities'  activities  in  military 
establishments,  it  seems  wise  that  every  precaution  be  taken  to  prevent 
what  might  place  the  Craft  in  a  false  light  and  blight  its  hope  to  be 
constructively  helpful  to  the  men  with  the  Colors,  to  the  people  and  to 
the  Grovemment. 

Since  the  scope  of  Masonic  service  has  not  been  defined,  an  informal 
meeting  of  the  representatives  of  our  several  Jurisdictions,  or  of  as 
many  of  them  as  can  conveniently  be  brought  together,  seems  timely, 
to  the  end  that  Masonic  service  in  this  war  crisis,  vital  to  our  beloved 
Country,  may  be  discussed  and,  if  possible,  recommendations  agreed 
upon  having  for  object  the  efficient  co-operation  of  all  Masons  in  the 
United  States  in  the  service  of  Government  and  Country. 

With  this  patriotic  object  in  view  I  have  pleasure  in  offering  the 
hospitality  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  to  such  a  gathering,  and 
if  the  response  hereto  confirms  me  in  my  present  view  will  gladly 
designate  a  time  and  place.  The  wisdom  of  refraining  from  action  or 
declaration  until  the  scope  of  the  Fraternity's  service  can  be  determined, 
lest  its  position  be  prejudiced,  needs  no  comment. 

With  assurances  of  profound  esteem,  and  hoping  for  an  expression 
of  your  views  at  no  distant  date,  I  am.

Dear  Grand  Master  Penney: 

I  have  your  very  kind  letter  under  even  date  and  I  hasten  to  say 
that  Massachusetts  is  taking  up  the  matter  of  war  relief  in  real  earnest. 
We  are  sending  out  a  general  call  to  our  members  for  financial  eon- 
tributions  and  assistance  to  suitably  care  and  provide  for  the  needs  of 
our  enlisted  Brethren  and  their  dependents. 

I  belieye  that  such  a  conference  as  you  suggest  might  prove  of 
much  value,  although  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  it  would  be  a  little 
early  to  call  the  meeting  within  the  next  thiry  days  because  I  belieye 
many  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  are  just  beginning  to  seriously  consider 
the  question  of  war  relief.  If  after  having  given  it  a  little  early 
serious  thought  and  having  secured  some  definite  ideas  I  think  it  would 
be  well  then  to  have  a  conference  to  see  how  we  can  best  co-operate  in 
rendering  assistance. 

I  have  not  felt  that  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War  relating  to 
the  activities  of  fraternal  organizations  was  seriously  objectionable,  es- 
pecially as  no  secret  or  degree  work  is  to  be  permitted  in  the  buildings 
which  the  fraternal  organizations  are  permitted  to  maintain  on  camp 
grounds.  You  will  be  interested  to  know  that  we  are  planning  to  ereet 
an  athletic  building  on  the  camp  grounds  at  Camp  Devens  in  Ayer, 
Massachusetts,  just  as  soon  as  we  get  the  desired  assurance  that  this 
will  be  a  permanent  camp. 

If  the  response  to  your  letter  indicates  a  general  desire  for  a  con- 
ference between  representatives  of  our  Grand  Jurisdictions,  I  have  no 
doubt  that  Massachusetts  will  be  glad  to  send  a  representative,  or 
representatives,  to  join  in  such  conference.  I  greatly  appreciate  the 
offered  hospitality  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  for  such  a 
gathering.

I  have  your  letter  of  29th  inst.  In  response  thereto  would  state 
that  I  have  heretofore  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  War  my  protest  as 
Grand  Master  of  Alabama  to  the  order  refusing  all  secret  fraternal 
organizations  except  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  the  right  to.  facilities  at 
the  Army  Cantonments. 

I  feel  that  the  order  was  a  mistake.  There  is  an  angle  from  which 
it  can  be  viewed  that  makes  the  order  appear  proper  and  right;  and 
it  is  only  by  viewing  from  another  angle  which  makes  it  obnoxious  to 
the  various  fraternities. 

I  do  believe  that  relief  can  and  should  be  granted,  and  that  an 
insistence  upon  such  relief  can  be  pressed  without  injuring  the  prestige 
or  the  workings  of  the  War  Department.  To  just  the  extent  that  this 
can  be  done  without  injury  to  our  great  National  cause,  I  am  in  favor 
of  continuing  these  protests;  and  just  the  moment  that  it  can  be 
shown  that  the  War  arrangements  are  in  the  slightest  menaced,  every 
objection  should  be  withdrawn,  and  we  should  await  a  time  with 
patience  until  hostilities  are  over. 

However,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  no  concerted  action  need  be  taken 
in  view  of  the  statement  said  to  have  been  made  by  the  Secretary  of 
War  to  U.  S.  Senator  Bankhead  of  Alabama,  who  is  also  one  of  our 
Past  Grand  Masters,  which  indicated*  that  action  had  been  determined 
upon  by  the  department  giving  all  secret  fraternal  organizations  equal 
privileges,  but  that  to  properly  work  out  would  take  some  time  before 
it  could  be  promulgated.  This  assurance  satisfies  me,  as  the  right  o! 
the  various  organizations  was  recognized. 

Personally  I  am  not  very  "strong"  on  the  establishment  of  separate 
buildings,  etc.,  by  the  Masons,  but  believe  that  they  could  establish 
a  working  arrangement  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  that  would  avoid 
duplication  of  expenditure  to  a  large  extent  and  secure  much  larger 
results  for  the  money  that  can  be  used,  the  benefit  to  be  shared  by 
both  organizations.  I  have  not  tried  to  work  this  out,  nor  consulted 
any  one  about  it,  but  I  believe  it  would  be  practicable.

To  the  Worshipful  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren  of  Constituent  Lodges: 

Brethren: — At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  held  in  the  city  of 
Chicago  on  October  9th,  10th  and  11th,  1917,  ten  thousand  ($10,000.00) 
dollars  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Grand  Master  to  be  dis- 
bursed by  him  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Advisory  Council  for 
the  benefit  of  the  members  of  Illinois  lodges  that  are  in  the  service 
of  the  government  upon  foreign  soil,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  also  recom- 
mended that  the  Grand  Master  issue  a  call  for  a  contribution  of  not 
less  than  one  ($1.00)  dollar  per  capita  on  the  membership  of  the 
various  lodges,  and  that  the  additional  money  so  contributed  be  used  for 
the  purpose  stated  above. 

Masonry  has  a  duty  to  perform  in  connection  with  the  world's 
struggle  that  is  now  going  on,  and  that  duty  is  to  assist  the  govern- 
ment in  every  way  it  possibly  can  and  be  consistent  with  the  prin- 
ciples of  Masonry.  It  is  our  Masonic  duty  to  aid  and  comfort  our 
brethren  when  in  distress,  and  by  caring  for  those  of  our  membership 
who  may  meet  with  misfortune  on  the  battle-field  and  also  by  looking 
after  those  who  are  dependent  upon  them,  we  will  be  fulfilling  both  a 
Patriotic  and  a  Masonic  duty. 

A  goodly  number  of  our  membership  are  already  on  foreign  soil, 
and  presumably  some  of  them  are  actually  in  service,  and  if  not,  ther 
will  be  in  the  very  near  future  and  we  should  be  prepared  to  fulfill 
our  obligations.    The  Grand  Lodge  assumes  responsibility  for  the  ex- 
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penditure  of  the  money,  which  is  a  sufficient  guarantee  to  the  lodges 
and  to  the  craft  at  large  that  any  money  contributed  will  be  administered 
carefully  and  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended.  One  dollar 
(f  1.00)  per  member  is  a  very  small  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  lodges 
and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  every  lodge  will  contribute  this  amount, 
and  where  they  can  afford  to,  that  they  will  give  more.  It  is  also 
urged  that  the  lodges  advise  their  membership  of  this  movement  on  the 
part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  that  they  ask  them  for  voluntary  con- 
tributions in  excess  of  the  $1.00  per  capita  above  referred  to.  The 
Masons  of  the  State  of  Illinois  should  raise  no  less  than  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  ($250,000.00)  dollars,  and  by  so  doing  be  prepared  to 
fulfill  their  duty  to  their  members  who  are  offering  their  lives  in  order 
that  our  country  and  our  institutions  may  survive.  Masters  of  lodges  are 
urged  to  enter  into  the  spirit  of  this  call  and  to  surround  themselves 
with  a  sufficient  number  of  the  members  of  their  lodges  in  order  to  give 
this  call  publicity  among  their  membership  and  see  to  it  that  the  lodges 
and   the  membership   contribute  generously. 

All  contributions  should  be  forwarded  to  Bro.  Isaac  Cutter,  R.  W. 
Grand  Secretary,  Camp  Point,  Illinois,  where  due  credit  for  contributions 
will  be  given,  and  at  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  a  full  account- 
ing will  be  made. 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  this  letter  be  read  in  open  lodge  at  the 
next  stated  meeting  following  its  receipt  by  the  lodge,  and  that  record 
be  made  in  the  minutes  when  it  is  read.

1  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  timely  com- 
munication of  October  29,  1917,  evidently  sent  to  all  the  Grand  Masters 
of  the  several  Jurisdictions  throughout  the  country.  Each  JurisdictioB, 
no  doubt,  is  doing  something  for  the  welfare  of  its  brethren  enlisted  in 
the  federal  service,  but  there  can  be  no  uniformity  in  such  activities 
and  no  broadening  of  their  scope  without  such  a  conference  as  you 
suggest.  It  may  not  be  possible  to  bring  about  national  co^p^ation, 
but  a  representative  gathering  would  be  productive  of  much  good. 

I  regard  with  favor  and  with  appreciation  your  extension  of  the 
hospitality  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  to  such  a  prospective 
gathering,  and  if  one  is  held  I  would  make  every  effort  to  attend.

Past  Grand  Master  Ralph  H.  Wheeler,  of  Illinois,  spoke  at  a  Confer- 
ence of  the  War  Camp  Community  Service  at  Washington  on  October 
23rd  last  and  manifestly  accomplished  much  along  the  lines  of  obstruc- 
tion that  have  troubled  us.  This  is  evidenced  by  Associated  Press 
announcement  of  October  30th,  that  Secretary  Baker  had  modified  his 
order  prohibiting  the  erection  of  buildings  at  training  eamps^ 

Not  many  days  since  I  felt  that  a  Conference  of  Grand  Masters 
was  imperative.  Lately  I  am  drifting  quite  strongly  to  the  opinion  that 
the  problem  is  so  great  that  having  formulated  a  plan  of  action  we 
woula  find  it  obsolete  before  it  could  be  put  into  effect.  This  we  know 
was  true  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  France. 

I  feel  that  the  Grand  Masters  of  the  Jurisdictions  where  the  canton- 
ments are  situated  can  best  determine  what  should  be  done  and  that 
Jurisdictions  like  that  of  Montana  should  follow  where  they  lead. 

I  am  with  you  as  one  of  the  Grand  Masters  having  this  momentous 
duty  to  perform.

I  mean  by  this,  that  our  Grand  Jurisdiction 
gives  the  Grand  Master  more  latitude,  more  freedom,  in  exercising  his 
official  duties  than  that  of  the  average  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

We  made  appropriations  at  our  last  Annual  Meeting  and  authorized 
the  Grand  Maater  to  attend  any  conference  that  might  be  called  during 
his  present  incumbency  and  as  above  stated  I  not  only  favor  it  but  I 
welcome  it  and  assure  you  that  Oklahoma  will  attend  with  at  least 
two  representatives.

Occupying  for  centuries  a  commanding  position  in  human  affairs, 
having  a  great  influence  in  the  uplift  of  mankind,  strong  in  its  pro- 
testations and  demonstrations  of  fraternal  love  and  equal  rights,  sub- 
jected to  the  most  intense  antagonism  and  enmities.  Masonry  has  drawn 
to  itself  the  notice  of  all  the  world. 

Error  which,  in  a  lesser  institution,  would  pass  unremarked,  is,  in 
Masonry,  in  the  opinion  of  a  multitude  of  men,  guilt  or  selfish  in- 
difference. 

It  is  not  a  matter  of  regret  but  of  infinite  pride  that  the  standards 
set  by  our  Brethren  of  former  times  are  so  lofty  and  the  splendid 
character  of  our  institution  is  so  universally  recognized  that  the  world 
looks  to  us  for  great  things,  done  as  though  they  were  common,  and 
considers  as  failure  in  us  what  would  be  hailed  as  success  in  others. 

The  war  has  imposed  upon  Masonry  great  duties  and  obligations,  to 
measure  up  to  which  is  a  great  privilege.  The  world  is  watching  to 
See  how  the  institution  will  meet  its  problems.  The  Fraternity  is  on 
trial.  Now  is  the  time  to  demonstrate  to  ail  men  that  Masonry  is  a 
liTing  thing,  not  a  matter  of  sounding  words  without  meaning,  and 
euphonious  platitudes,  but  a  strong,  vibrant,  virile  institution  worthy 
the  confidence  and  respect  of  a  full-grown  man. 

Each  Grand  Lodge  has  its  own  peculiar  problems.  It  must  direct 
its  activities  in  a  broad  way,  touching  Masons  largely  in  the  mass,  and 
offering  the  opportunity  for  service  on  the  part  of  the  lodges  and 
Brethren.    From  the  very  nature  of  its  organization  and  its  limitations, 
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it  can  come  but  little  into  intimate  contact  with  the  soldier  Masons  and 
those  they  leave  behind. 

The  grave  responsibility  and  the  great  opportunity  fall  to  the  lodges 
themselves.  As  they  perform,  or  neglect  to  perform,  their  obligations  to 
the  Brethren  who  offer  their  lives  for  the  security  of  civilization,  so  will 
Masonry  be  esteemed  or  scorned.  The  real  and  intimate  work  of  the 
Institution,  the  personal  touch,  that  most  important  and  satisfying 
manifestation  of  Masonic  love,  can  come  only  from  the  lodges.  To  them 
is  offered  the  opportunitv  for  work  and  service  which  must  gladden  the 
heart  of  every  man  who  is  indeed  a  Mason.  Each  lodge  must  and  should 
be  glad  to  care  for  its  own  members  in  that  personal  relationship  which 
neither  Grand  Lodge  nor  any  other  organization  can  reach. 

The  Masonic  Relief  Association  of  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
with  which  are  affiliated  forty-six  Grand  Jurisdictions  and  eleven 
thousand  lodges,  with  no  intention  or  desire  to  weaken  the  initiative  of ' 
individual  lodges  or  to  minimize  their  work,  but  believing  that  all 
lodges  should  work  somewhat  in  harmony  and  that  certain  fundamentals 
are  necessary,  both  to  the  due  performance  of  Masonic  obligations  and 
to  the  preservation  of  the  fair  name  of  the  Institution,  would  recom- 
mend to  the  lodges  affiliated  with  it  the  following  procedure  as  a  basU 
upon  which  to  build  a  structure  of  Masonic  usefulness  and  true  Masonic 
worth. 

First.  Each  lodge  should  enthusiastically  and  energetically  support 
the  plans  presented  by  its  own  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Master  for  the 
performance  of  the  broader  features  of  Masonic  w^ar  work. 

Second.  Each  lodge  should  keep  a  complete  record  of  every  member 
enlisted  in  war  service,  with  a  history  of  such  service  and  of  all  the 
immediate  family  and  dependents  of  the  Brother.  And  should  it  happen 
that  the  Brother  fall  on  the  field  of  battle,  to  rise  no  more  in  body, 
it  is  recommended  that  his  record  be  entered  permanently  in  the 
minutes  of  his  lodge,  with  the  honorable  mention  that  he  died  that 
civilization  and  democracy  might  live.    The  form  following  is  suggested: 

1.  Name,  age,  residence  and  occupation  of  the  Brother. 

2.  All  other  lodge  and  church  affiliations. 

3.  Names  and  residence  of  father,  mother,  brothers  and  sisters. 

4.  Immediate  family  and  dependents,  if  any,  and  their  residences. 
6.    Military  rank  and  record  of  the  Brother,  showing  successive  pro- 
motions, if  anj^. 

6.  Location  from  time  to  time  in  war  service. 

7.  Matters  left  by  him  in  charge  of  the  lodge. 

8.  General  remarks. 

Third.  As  many  Brethren  have  no  male  relatives  to  whom  they  may 
leave  the  care  of  business  affairs,  such,  for  instance,  as  the  payment  of 
taxes,  insurance,  rent,  interest,  etc.,  or  to  whom  the  wife  or  mother 
can  turn  for  advice  and  counsel,  each  lodge  should  appoint  a  committee 
to  look  after  such  things  as  may  be  requested  b^  the  Brother,  that  his 
mind  may  be  at  ease  in  the  knowledge  that  his  going  will  not  leave 
his  business  affairs  neglected  and  his  loved  ones  helpless  or  friendless. 

Fourth.  The  officers  in  the  army  and  navy  all  agree  that  the  most 
valuable  thing  that  the  people  back  home  can  do  for  the  man  in  servioe 
is  to  frequently  write  him  bright,  chatty,  gossipy  letters,  not  filled  with 
regret  or  sentimentality,  but  the  unconstrained  letter  of  friend  to 
friend  or  chum  to  chum.  Every  lodge  should  appoint  members  to  carry 
on  such  a  correspondence  with  their  Brethren,  that  they  may  not  feel 
themselves  forgotten.  Once  in  a  while,  let  the  lodge  write  that  a 
bouquet  of  flowers  had  been  sent  to  the  wife  or  a  plaything  given  to  the 
baby  as  the  expression  of  a  real  love  of  Brother  for  Brother.    And  once 
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in  a  while,  a  box  of  tokens,  books,  magazines,  tobacco,  home-made 
edibles,  or  other  little  things  will  cause  the  soldier,  in  the  silent  watches 
of  the  night  on  guard,  to  thank  the  stars  twinkling  above  his  head, 
and  their  Maker,  that  his  Masonry  has  brought  him  Brothers.  , 

Fifth.  The  sreatest  curse  of  camp  life  is  the  dissipation  which 
presents  itself  with  fatal  fascination  in  hours  of  leisure.  Disease,  hor- 
rible disease,  takes  a  fearful  toll.  Wholesome  amusement  for  the  time 
off  duty  is  imperative  if  the  soldier  is  to  come  back  clean  in  body  and 
decent  in  mind.  Every  lodge  and  member  should  senerously  contribute 
money  for  such  entertainment.  And  if  there  is  no  Masonic  Organization 
having  such  matters  in  charge  near  the  camp  where  the  Brother  is 
located,  money  should  be  offered  to  the  lodge  or  other  Masonic  agency 
nearest  the  camp  for  the  purpose  of  entertainment.  A  lodge  located 
adjacent  to  a  cantonment  or  camp  should  provide  the  opportunity  for 
such  entertainment.  But  a  lodge  which  seeks  to  provide  such  enter- 
tainment can  not  and  ought  not  to  be  expected  to  bear  the  burden  of 
the  expense.  The  lodges  whose  members  are  so  entertained  are  entitled 
to  and  ought  to  pay  the  cost. 

Sixth.  Take  care  of  the  dependents.  See  that  those  whom  the 
Brother  leaves  behind  are  not  in  want.  Comfort  those  who  mourn.  Plant 
smiles  where  tears  had  been.     Be  a  Masonic  lodge. 

Seventh.  As  the  future  will  bring  its  greater  responsibilities  in  the 
care  of  brethren  wounded  and  shattered,  and  those  dependent  upon 
them,  it  is  urged  that  each  lodge  establish  a  special  fund  for  that  pur- 
pose in  which  the  generous  Brethren  may  deposit  their  voluntary  con- 
tributions from  time  to  time,  that  the  burdens  of  the  future  may  be 
met  by  the  preparation  of  the  present. 

Eighth.  As  each  lodge  will  also  have  its  special  problems,  let  all 
the  Brethren  energetically  seek  their  solution.  Upon  the  manner  in 
which  each  lodge  performs  its  duties  will  depend  the  standing  of 
Masonry  in  that  community.  Let  each  lodge  resolve,  and  with  deter- 
mination bring  to  pass,  that,  when  the  war  is  over,  Masonry  in  its 
jurisdiction  will  stand  more  respected  than  ever,  and  the  world  at 
large  convinced,  beyond  all  question,  of  its  good  effects.

I  have  telegrams  from  your  Grand 
Secretary,  Brother  Kenworthy,  which  indicate  that  no  unneeeasary 
delays  will  be  permitted  in  the  conferring  of  the  degrees.  These  are 
unusual  times,  and  we  are  meeting  them  in  a  splendid  way. 

Our  Military  Lodge  in  connection  with  the  164th  Infantry  is  still  at 
Camp  Greene,  and  we  do  not  know  whether  they  will  go  to  Camp  Mills 
or  elsewhere  for  embarkation,  nevertheless  your  fine  attitude  in  refer- 
ence to  this  Lodge  is  greatly  appreciated  by  us  alL

Dear  Mr.  Fosdieh: 

Agreeable  to  your  suggestion  I  have  pleasure  in  outlining  work 
New  Vork  Masons  desire  to  undertake  in  Europe,  to  the  end  that  you 
may  present  it  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

The  Freemasons  in  Noav  York  State  have,  by  reason  of  many  appeals 
from  Europe,  become  impressed  with  the  belief  that  there  exists  abroad 
today  a  new  field  for  helpful  service  by  the  Fraternity,  and  that  this 
field  lies  not  in  the  camps  of  the  United  States  armies,  but  in  the 
cities  behind  the  lines,  to  which  our  soldiers  go  when  on  leave. 

These  communications  from  abroad  confirm  a  statement  of  the 
Secretary  of  War  at  a  meeting  held  at  the  War  Department  on 
October  29,  1017,  in  which  he  said  that  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  the 
major  help  to  be  rendered  by  fraternal  societies  is  in  the  communities 
outside  rather  than  in  the  camp  itself,  to  wliich  the  soldier  wants  to 
go  whenever  he  has  an  opportunity. 

The  idea  in  mind  is  that  we  found  and  maintain  in  cities  in  France 
and  Great  Britain,  to  which  our  soldiers  will  go  when  on  leave,  quarters 
in  the  nature  of  clubs,  open  to  our  men  in  the  service,  where  they  may 
receive  and  entertain  their  friends,  and  where  they  will  find  periodicals 
and  newspapers  from  the  United  States,  stationery  for  letter  writing, 
and  modest  opportunities  for  indulging  their  musical  tastes. 

Our  object  is  to  cheer  the  spirits  of  the  men,  to  direct,  by  this 
instrumentality  into  proper  channels  the  natural  longing  of  the  men  for 
amusement  and  diversion,  and  to  afford  a  place  for  social  recreation. 

Similar  activities  we  contemplate  extending  to  Italy  as  occasion  shall 
present. 

Furthermore,  in  Switzerland  we  propose  to  establish  an  agency  for 
the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  our  men  taken  prisoners  of  war. 
We  wish,  also,  to  be  free  to  go  to  England,  because,  besides  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  agencies  there  as  may  be  deemed  advantageous,  the 
commission  desires  to  obtain  the  benefit  derived  from  personal  confer- 
ences suggested  by  English  Freemasons,  of  the  experience  of  English 
Masons  in  similar  service. 

The  commission  to  organize  this  work  abroad  will  consist  of  four 
or  five  members  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  State 
of  New  York.     Four  of  the  members  are: 

Townsend  Scudder,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
(ourt  of  New  York. 

Erastus  C.  Knight,  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Ex-Mayor  of  Buffalo  and  Ex- 
Comptroller  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

William  C.  Prime,  of  Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  a  member  of  the  New  York 
Bar. 

Rougier  I'horne,  of  Glen  Cove,  N.  Y.,  a  New  York  business  man. 

All  expenses  of  this  enterprise  will  be  borne  by  the  Fraternity.    We 
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are  hopeful,  however,  of  reeeiying  the  countenance  of  the  United  Statei 
authorities. 

New  York  has  in  the  senrice  about  ten  thousand  Masons. 

Should  it  happen  that  other  Masonic  Jurisdictions  care  to  join  in 
this  work,  it  is  the  wish  of  the  New  York  Masons  that  they  be  priTil^ged 
BO  to  do  on  an  even  footing  and  in  conjunction  with  New  York,  or,  if 
such  other  Jurisdictions  have  other  plans  which  meet  the  approval  of 
the  Department,  New  York  will  be  glad  to  join  in  furthering  them, 
our  ambition  being  to  serve  usefully. 

I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  pledge  that  is  required  of  candidates  ia 
the  service  who  join  the  Masonic  Fraternity  through  our  Military  Lodge. 
This  Lodge  is  endeavoring  to  encourage  and  strengthen  the  young  men 
and  to  cheer  fathers  giving  their  sons  to  the  country's  service. 

We  are  open  to  any  suggestion  the  Secretary  of  War  cares  to  make.

Dear  Brother  Grand  Master: 

In  November  last,  I  addressed  the  Grand  Masters  of  the  several 
Masonic  Jurisdictions  in  the  United  States,  touching  upon  the  war  con- 
ditions and  the  opportunities  and  responsibilities  resting  upon  Free 
Masonry  in  that  connection,  with  particular  reference  to  the  desirability 
of  a  conference  of  Grand  Masters  for  consideration  of  war  problems  and 
concerted  constructive  action  in  that  regard. 

The  letter  was  issued  to  all  of  our  Sister  Jurisdictions,  and  responses 
were  received  from  more  than  a  majority,  so  patriotically  spontaneous, 
that  I  felt  impelled  to  follow  up  my  suggestion  by  calling  a  conference. 
Owing,  however,  to  the  suggestions  from  a  number,  of  pending  sessions 
of  their  respective  Grand  Lodges,  to  which  they  desired  the  subject 
referred,  or  of  early  termination  of  their  term  of  office,  and  therefore, 
authority,  and  desire  that  the  matter  be  taken  in  hand  by  their  suc- 
cessors, I  have  withheld  action  until  now  it  seems  appropriate  that  the 
call   should  issue. 

I,  therefore,  suggest  that  a  conference  of  the  representatives  of  the 
several  Grand  Jurisdictions  be  held  at  the  Masonic  Hall,  New  York 
City,  on  the  evening  of  Thursday,  May  9,  1918,  at  8.00  o'clock,  to  con- 
tinue from  day  to  day  until  the  necessary  business  of  such  conference 
can  properly  be  canvassed  and  transacted,  and  its  purposes  at  least  put 
in  the  way  of  accomplishment. 

Merely  as  a  suggestion,  and  in  order  that  you  may  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  considering  before  we  get  together  the  scope  of  such  a  session, 
I  have  thought  it  well  to  outline  somewhat  the  subjects  for  discussion, 
and  accompanying  this  letter,  you  will  see  printed  the  Agenda,  so  far  as 
it  can  now  be  formulated.  It  will  be  helpful  if  you  will  give  this 
outline  your  careful  consideration  as  promptly  as  convenient,  and  advise 
me  in  ample  time  of  any  additional  suggestions  that  you  have  to  make 
for  business,  or  subjects  to  be  considered. 

May  I  hope  for  a  prompt  response,  assuring  your  cooperation  aod 
representation?

Outline  of  Buhjeota  for  DisoiMsion  and  Consideration  at  Conference  of 
Grand  Masters  to  he  held  at  New  York  City,  May  9,  1918. 

1.  It  is  ascertained  that  in  the  near  future  the  Government  will 
bring  home  those  men  who  have  been  so  severely  injured  as  to  be 
incapable  of  useful  service  abroad.  They  will  be  blind,  crippled,  deaf, 
demented.  Extensive  hospitals  on  the  seaboard  and  elsewhere  are  in 
process  of  establishment  for  their  reception,  classification  and  separation 
according  to  their  needs,  and  other  hospitals  are  also  in  process  of 
establishment  for  the  special  treatment  of  other  particular  ills. 

It  is  planned  to  establish  instrumentalities  for  reconstruction  aod 
re-education  of  derelicts. 

This  important  business  is  already  undertaken  and  carried  on  both 
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in  France  and  in  England.    It  will  naturally  be  largely,  if  not  wholly, 
under  Goyemment  control  and  maintenance. 

Query :  What  can  Free  Masonry  do  for  its  own  and  others  and  what 
should  it  do,  and  how,  in  connection  with  this  important  business  T 

2.  Various  stations  will  be  established  throughout  the  country  for 
the  reception  and  treatment  of  convalescents.  In  this  work,  women 
can  be  of  inestimable  service,  and  the  opportunity  both  for  men  and 
women  to  minister  to  our  wounded,  to  entertain  and  occupy  their 
minds,  will  be  enormous. 

Query:  What  can  Free  Masonry  do,  and  how,  in  this  important 
business  T 

3.  The  Red  Cross,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Y.  M.  H.  A.  and  K.  of  C.  are  per- 
forming valiant  service  at  Camps  and  at  the  front  in  connection  with 
the  welfare  of  the  men,  moral  and  otherwise. 

Query:  Are  these  instrumentalities  sufficient  or  all  that  can  usefully 
be  employed  for  the  moral  stabilizing  of  the  men  at  the  front  or  in 
Camps,  particularly  the  men  engaged  in  the  service  T 

4.  The  employment  by  Free  Masonry  of  Chaplains  or  other  agencies 
at  home  and  abroad,  in  camps  and  elsewhere  in  connection  with  the 
maintenance  of  moral  standards  and  close  touch  between  the  men  in 
the  service  and  their  friends  at  home. 

6.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  is  about  to  despatch  R.'.  W.*. 
Erastns  C.  Knight  who  will  be  joined  later  by  M.*.  W.*.  Townsend  Scud- 
der  as  its  representative  to  France.  They  are  commissioned  to  organize 
such  agency  or  agencies  as  the  circumstances  require  to  minister  to 
Free  Masons  in  the  service  generally,  save  as  respects  supplying  them 
with  funds.  Their  instructions  cover  duties  which  will  demand  oonstant 
touch  with  members  of  the  Craft,  and  keeping  them  in  touch  with 
friends  and  relatives  at  home. 

Query:  Will  other  jurisdictions  participate  in  this  service,  either 
in  respect  of  independent  agencies  of  cooperation  in  the  expense  of  one 
representative  or  set  of  representatives? 

6.  Certain  camps,  such  as  Camp  Merritt  at  Tenafly,  N.  J.,  are  being 
employed  for  concentration  and  embarkation  of  soldiers.  Men  frequently 
are  despatched  thither  for  immediate  transportation  abroad,  who  have 
not  been  home  or  in  touch  with  friends  or  kin  for  considerable  periods. 
They  are  disheartened,  home-sick,  low-spirited. 

Query:  Should  Masonic  agents,  working  independently  or  under  the 
wing  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  or  Red  Cross  be  employed  at  such  camps  to 
cheer,  assist,  and  otherwise  minister  to  Free  Masons  who  may  be  thus 
situated  and  if  so,  with  what  scope  of  authority  as  to  funds,  and  how 
maintained  ? 

7.  An  inevitable  consequence  of  the  war  will  be  the  human  wrecks 
or  partial  wrecks  of  middle  age,  or  less  than  middle  age,  most  of  them 
comparative  youths.  Also  men  physically  fit,  but  requiring  aid  and 
employment. 

They  will  require  assistance  to  maintain  themselves,  and  their 
dependents  also  will  require  assistance  financially  and  otherwise. 

Query:  Ways  and  means  to  cope  with  this  problem.  Should  it  be 
nation-wide,  cooperative,  strong  Jurisdictions  assisting  weak,  or  should 
each  Jurisdiction  arrange  to  take  care  of  its  own? 

If  the  former,  should  a  general  Masonic  Fund  be  accumulated?  If 
so,  how  and  how  administered?

I  am  chairman  of  the  Coonly 
Loan  Committee  and  will  have  to  continue  niy  work  on  the  Liberty 
Bonds  until  the  close  of  the  campaign  on  May  4t\u  Under  these 
circumstances,  it  will  be  quite  impossible  for  me  to  be  in  New  York 
on  May  9th,  as  in  addition  to  catching  up  with  my  business  the  Spring 
term  of  the  Circuit  Court  will  be  in  session  here. 

With  reference  to  the  Conference,  I  beg  to  say  that  my  opinion  is, 
that  the  Masons  should  not  attempt  to  form  any  separate  organization 
for  war  relief  work,  but  in  anything  they  do,  should  act  through  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  which  is  already  organized  and  in  the  field. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida  at  its  last  session  in  January  made 
no  provision  for  taking  any  part  in  such  work  and  in  fact  barely 
appropriated  money  enough  to  take  care  of  the  work  among  the  soldiers 
in  the  camps  in  Florida.

My  Dear  Grand  Maeier: 

Tonr  communication  of  the  17th  inst.,  addressed  to  me  at  Phila- 
delphia, reached  me  here  during  my  active  participation  in  the  Third 
Liberty  Loan  campaign,  and,  hence,  have  not  found  time  to  give  my 
correspondence  the  time  it  deserved. 

For  your  information,  desire  to  say  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennaylvania  is  now  in  the  midst  of  a  campaign  to  raise  the  sum  of 
$250,000,  of  which  about  $100,000  is  now  in  our  treasury,  for  distribu- 
tion by  the  officers  of  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Finance  Committee,  to  such 
purposes  as  thejr  shall  determine. 

It  is  proposed  to  keep  a  record  of  the  contributions  of  each  sub- 
ordinate Lodge,  with  a  view  of  aiding  them  in  war  emergency  cases  and 
thereby  avoid  diverting  funds  from  localities  where  they  may  be  much 
needed.  The  general  fund,  however,  to  be  used,  laid  out  and  expended 
in  the  convalescent  camps  now  being  established  by  the  Federal 
Government  for  reconstruction,  education,  and  for  the  establishment  of 
an  employment  bureau.  This  splendid  work,  however,  is  not  intended 
to  be  selfish,  as  we  shall  permit  our  boys  to  direct  our  attention  to 
their  comrades  in  arms,  whether  Masons  or  not. 

Personally,  I  believe  that  the  work  of  the  Red  Cross  through  Mr. 
Davidson,  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  through  Mr.  Mott,  is  highly  dDcient, 
and  to  avoid  cross  purposes  no  work  should  be  done  by  others  without 
direct  touch  with  the  Red  Cross  and  the  Red  Triancrle,  and  that  if  it 
is  proposed  to  have  the  Fraternity  represented  in  France  specially,  I 
believe  it  should  be  with  the  sanction  of  these  relief  departments. 

Expect  to  write  to  Brother  Barton  Smith,  Sov.  Grand  Commander 
of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Jurisdiction  A.A.S.R.,  Toledo, 
Ohio,  to  ascertain  what  his  plans  are  in  this  behalf.  Understand  he  has 
representatives  in  Europe  now.  However,  shall  get  this  information 
and  advise  yon. 

Am  in  perfect  accord  with  all  that  makes  for  the  betterment  of 
the  conditions  of  our  defenders.  We  cannot  do  too  much,  as  much  is 
required  of  the  Fraternity,  especially  for  those  in  the  Army  and 
Navy.  •'      '-n-ir---i 

At  this  writing  I  am  unable  to  say  whether  I  can  be  present  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Masters.  Should  dearly  love  to  do  so,  and  if  it 
is  at  all  possible  shall  advise  you  later. 

The  Grand  Officers  and  the  Committee  of  Finance  of  this  Jurisdic- 
tion meet  on  the  15th  of  May  next,  to  consider  matters  pertaining  to 
the  War  Emergency  Fund  now  being  gathered  by  our  Brethren,  and, 
hence,  I  might  feel  a  little  embarrassed  in  not  knowing  just  exactly 
what  the  Brethren  may  determine.

the  buying  of  thrift  stamps,  war  saving  stamps,  bonds.  Also  along 
the  line  of  food  production  and  conservation,  endeavoring  to  make  our 
members  exert  themselves  as  citizens  to  become  leaders  in  such  action, 
and  by  their  helpfulness  to  mold  public  sentiment  and  uphold  the  entire 
Bcheme  by  every  word  and  work. 

The  Grand  Master  feels  most  kindly  toward  every  Mason  who  has 
enlisted  or  may  be  called  to  the  colors  to  go  abroad  to  actively  engage 
in  the  welfare,  but  with  this  feeling  he  thinks  that  our  €k>vemment  has 
and  is  providing  every  necessary  comfort  and  convenience  that  can  be 
provided  for  them  along  with  all  the  other  soldiers  who  may  not  be 
Masons.  He  also  feels  a  very  keen  appreciation  for  all  those  boys  at 
the  front  who  are  offering  their  lives  for  the  liberties  of  this  great 
country,  regardless  of  whether  they  are  Masons.  Then  the  thought 
came,  that  if  our  great  Brotherhood  are  doing  all  they  can  for  the 
general  welfare  in  this  general  way,  there  is  nothing  left  for  any 
special  oontingent.  And  if  we  are  making  a  specialty  of  Brother  Masons 
at  the  front  we  must  be  doing  that  at  the  general  expense,  or  at  least 
we  are  contributing  means  and  efforts  that  would  help  on  in  the 
general  way.  In  short  he  feels  that  we  should  give  our  best  efforts  to 
the  main  issue,  that  of  winning  this  war,  whether  it  be  won  by  Masons 
or  non-Masons,  and  our  appreciation  ought  to  be  just  as  keen  and  lively 
and  our  helpfulness  just  as  strong  and  great,  for  every  boy  who  serves 
and  suffers  and  mayhaps  dies  for  our  liberty.  Our  boys  are  there,  God 
bless  them,  and  other  boys  are  there  and  God  bless  them  also.

My  dear  Brother  Penney: 

I  am  directed  by  our  Grand  Master,  M.*.  W.'.  Brother  William  J. 
Reynolds,  of  Westhope,  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  circular  with 
reference  to  a  Conference  of  Grand  Masters  to  be  held  in  New  York 
City  on  May  9th. 

During  the  present  year  the  Grand  Master  or  his  representative  has 
attended  three  gatherings  at  which  efforts  have  been  put  forth  to 
bring  about  some  unification  of  Masonic  War  Work.  The  results  of  theee 
Conferences  have  not  been  entirely  satisfactory,  and  at  this  time  of  the 
year  Brother  Reynolds  does  not  feel  justified  in  expending  the  money 
necessary  to  send  a  representative  to  New  York  for  this  meeting. 

Grand  Master  Reynolds  wishes  me  to  say  that  we  stand  r^y  to 
co-operate  to  the  fullest  extent  with  other  Grand  Lodges  of  this  country 
in  any  organization  which  will  permit  us  to  bring  to  bear  the  whole 
force  of  Masonry  in  a  unified  way  back  of  the  cause  of  our  country. 

We  have  a  Military  Lodge  in  France  which  is  a  center  of  the  most 
splendid  Masonic  activity.  At  a  recent  meeting  nearly  one  hundred 
and  fifty  Master  Masons  were  present,  representing  thirty-six  States 
and  the  District  of  Columbia  and  one  Canadian  Province.  The  Master 
of  this  Lodge  is  Colonel  John  H.  Fraine,  of  the  164th  Infantry. 

I  think  I  can  say  that  it  is  the  unanimous  sentiment  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota  that  the  time  has  oome  for 
Ancient  Craft  Masonry  in  the  United  States  to  forego  some  of  the  little, 
petty  Jealousies  about  state  sovereignity,  and  understand  that  these 
are  not  ordinary  times,  but  are  times  which  call  for  united  action.  If 
it  is  necessary  to  have  one  front  on  the  west  front,  and  one  Commander 
then  it  would  occur  to  me  that  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  have  one  front 
here. 

You  can  count  on  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Dakota  to  the  limit  in 
any  effort  to  unify  and  co-ordinate  our  efforts  to  win  the  war.

COLORADO    SOLDIER    MASONS'    WAR    RELIEF    FUND 


Iwenty  of  the  greatest,  strongest  and  most  advanced  nations  in  the 
world  are  at  war.  The  results  of  nineteen  centuries  of  the  best  and 
moat  nearly  perfect  civilization  that  human  skill  has  been  capable  of 
producing,  are  being  threatened  with  destruction. 

Our  own  country  alone  has  prospered  during  the  three  and  one-half 
years  of  the  war  beyond  the  most  extravagant  expectations;  she  alone 
stands  practically  untouched  by  the  barbarous  cruelties  that  have 
desolated  other  lands. 

We  are  in  this  war  to  make  safe  and  enduring  the  great  funda- 
mentals upon  which  Freemasonry  is  founded — fr^om,  justice  and 
equality  between  nations  as  between  individuals. 

Freemasonry  is  a  constructive  force.  One  of  its  greatest  tenets  is 
loyalty  to  one's  country. 

Today  our  young  men,  our  best  and  noblest,  are  being  made  ready 
in  numerous  training  camps  to  go  into  foreign  lands  to  defend  the  prin- 
ciples upon  which  Freemasonry  and  our  free  institutions  have  neen 
builded.  They  are  placing  upon  the  altar  of  their  country— our  eountry 
— their  hopes  and  aspirations,  their  lives  also  if  need  be;  a  willing 
sacrifice.  They  are  leaving  behind  them  in  our  care — ^we  who  are 
unfitted  for  war — their  homes  where  dwell  their  loved  ones.  It  is  a 
sacred  trust.  Many  will  return  maimed,  diseased,  no  longer  capable 
of  pursuing  their  former  vocations.  They  will  need  and  will  richly 
,  merit  our  help  and  it  will  be  for  us  to  give  it,  cheerfully,  willingly, 
gladly. 

Let  us  prepare  for  this  cA^U,  now,  today.  Let  us  cut  out  all  un- 
necessary expenses  in  our  lodge  rooms,  in  our  homes,  in  our  personal 
affairs ;  let  us  put  into  practice,  earnestly  and  faithfully,  a  spirit  of  real 
helpfulness  to  others;  let  us  make  the  tenets  of  our  Craft  our  daily 
guide. 

There  are  twenty  thousand  affiliated  Master  Masons;  six  thousand 
Royal  Arch  Masons,  and  three  thousand  five  hundred  Knights  Templar 
in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Colorado.  These  comprise  the  very  best  man- 
hood in  our  state. 

We  are  going  to  create  a  fund  for  the  care  of  the  maimed,  the 
wounded  ana  the  diseased  of  our  Brothers,  Companions  and  Fraters 
who  shall  go  into  this  war  to  fight  our  battles,  to  make  us  secure.  We, 
therefore,  earnestly  ask  every  Mason  who  is  a  member  of  one  or  more 
of  the  above  named  bodies,  to  voluntarily  contribute  one  dollar  per 
quarter  for  each  body  of  which  he  is  a  member,  to  be  paid  into  the 
hands  of  the  secretary  of  the  respective  bodies  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  April,  June,  September  and  December  of  each  year  during  the  war 
or  until  peace  shall  be  declared;  making  a  total  of  four  dollars  per 
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annum  for  each  Master  Mason;  four  dollars  per  annum  for  each  Royal 
Arch  Mason  and  four  dollars  per  annum  for  each  Knight  Templar;  a 
total  of  twelve  dollars  per  annum,  if  a  member  of  all  three  bodies. 

We  have  made  no  sacrifices  as  yet.  We  who  remain  at  home  can- 
not make  any  sacrifices  at  all  comparable  to  those  that  will  be  made  by 
those  who  shall  go  into  the  war  and  to  those  who  are  dependent  upon 
them.  We  must  learn  to  give  and  to  give  willingly.  If  we  were  to 
give  all  that  we  have  of  material  wealth,  it  would  be  as  nothing  com- 
pared to  what  many  will  be  called  upon  to  give  and  to  sacrifice. 

The  fund  which  shall  be  created  through  your  generous  giving, 
shall  be  under  the  absolute  control  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  A.  F.  and  A.  M.,  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  the 
M.  E.  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  and  the  Grand  Commander  of  the 
Grand  Commandery,  Knights  Templar,  in  Colorado  for  the  time  being 
who  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  five  Masons  to  administer  this  fund 
under  their  direction  as  occasion  may  require,  for  the  relief  or  mainte- 
nance of  any  maimed,  wounded,  diseased  or  needy  Brother  Mason,  his 
family  and  those  dependent  upon  him  for  support,  who  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  either  a  Lodge,  a  Chapter  or  a  Commandery,  or  all  three,  any- 
where in  Colorado. 

Any  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  this  Committee,  by 
reason  of  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment 
by  the  presiding  officers  of  the  above  named  three  Grand  Bodies. 

This  fund  shall  be  and  remain  absolutely  distinct  and  separate  from 
"The  Colorado  Masons  Benevolent  Fund  Association." 

Secretaries,  officers  and  members  of  all  Lodges,  Chapters  and  Com- 
manderies  in  Colorado  are  most  fraternally  requested  to  give  their  hearty 
support  and  loyal  co-operation  in  raising  the  money  asked  for  and  for 
carrying  out  its  provisions.  This  is  not  a  charity.  It  is  the  mere  ful- 
filling of  a  duty,  an  obligation  that  we  owe,  not  alone  to  our  Brothers, 
but  to  himianity  everywhere. 

Secretaries  of  the  several  bodies  will  please  remit  all  money  paid 
them  for  this  fund  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  who  will  promptly  receipt 
for  same.

It  is  really  a  relief  to  us  now  to  know  that 
your  failure  to  respond  was  due  to  some  shortcoming  on  the  part  of 
the  postal  authorities.  We  have  taken  the  liberty  of  inserting  your 
letter  among  the  others  received,  so  as  to  have  your  absence  explained, 
and  as  soon  as  the  proceedings  are  printed  a  copy  will  be  sent  to  yon. 
They  make  rather  interesting  reading.

FOR   1918 


To  ike  Or  and  Lodge: 

The  Ck>mmittee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  begs  leave  to  report  it  has 
examined  the  Proceedings  of  Seventy-eight  Grand  Lodges  and  finds  that 
harmony  prevails  and  very  much  Masonic  work  has  been  done  in  the  last 
year.  The  Committee  has  had  no  communications  or  Proceedings  from 
tlie  Grand  Lodges  of  Germany  nor  has  it  exchanged  communications  with 
them.  This  sitnation  is  caused  by  conditions  well  known  to  alL  At  a 
joint  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  and  Jurispru- 
dence, the  following  Resolution  was  adopted: 

**ReMlf^df  That,  upon  the  matter  referred  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at 
the  September  Communication  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence and  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  we  report  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  that,  inasmuch  as  the  condition  of  war  has  prevented  the  neces- 
sary correspondence,  we  ask  further  time  in  which  to  propose  proper 
action." 

In  the  matter  of  the  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Panama  which 
was  laid  over  from  1917  for  further  consideration,  your  Committee  beg 
to  report  favorably  upon  their  request  and  recommend  that  we  recognize 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Panama  and  exchange  Representatives.

AT,AHAMA 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  and  its  Masonic  Jurisdiction  com- 
menced its  Ninety-seventh  Annual  Communication  in  the  City  of  Mont- 
gomery on  the  fifth  day  of  December,  1917. 

The  Grand  Representatives  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Alberta,  Indiana, 
and  the  Philippine  Islands,  being  in  army  service,  and  unavoidably  ab- 
sent, were  excused  for  non-attendance. 

The  commissions  of  the  Grand  Representatives  of  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Canada,  Mississippi,  North  Dakota  and  Washington  were  revoked 
for  non-attendance  for  three  successive  years. 

Bia  GiOBOB  P.  Habbison  answered  present  for  New  York. 
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The  M.*.  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  the 
M.'.  W/.  Grand  Master,  Walteb  Smith. 

Prayer  by  the  R/.  W.".  and  Rev.  Grand  Chaplain. 

At  the  request  of  the  Grand  Master,  the  Grand  Secretary  intro- 
duced to  the  brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  following  Past  Grand 
Masters  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama :  Geobge  P.  HABBiaoir,  Samms 
A.  BiLBBO,  Robert  J.  Redden,  Ben  M.  Jacobs,  Lawbbngb  H.  Lb, 
Daniel  A.  Gbeene  and  Henbt  Olanton  Miller. 

He  also  introduced  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Alabama,  Bro.  Joseph  Dixon  Matlock.  Also 
the  Grand  Commander  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar 
of  Alabama,  Bbo.  Julian  F.  Spearman. 

Brief  responses  were  made  by  the  distinguished  brethren  named. 

The  Grand  Master  opens  his  Address  with : 

"The  year  just  past  has  been  a  fairly  successful  one,  and  we  may  con- 
gratulate ourselves  that  notwithstanding  the  troublesome  times  which 
have  existed  throughout  the  nation,  our  annual  report  will  show  a 
fair  growth  in  membership  and  that  we  have  passed  the  twenty-nine 
thousand  mark.  The  returns  will  also  show  better  collections  and  I  think 
from  the  report  of  the  District  Lecturers  that  we  have  increased  interest 
both  in  ritualistic  work  and  in  the  study  and  consideration  of  those 
deeper  truths  which  our  symbolism  conceals." 

Only  few  decisions  are  reported.    We  quote  one : 

"A  profane,  who  has  been  rejected  by  a  Lodge,  situated  in  a  city 
where  the  petitioner  resides,  and  where  there  are  several  Lodges  claiming 
concurrent  jurisdiction,  cannot  apply  to  any  other  Lodge  in  that  dty  or 
elsewhere,  without  the  consent  of  the  rejecting  Lodge,  notwitJistanding 
that  more  than  three  years  have  elapsed  since  such  rejection.*' 

Four  new  Lodges  were  established  and  four  were  duly  consecrated. 

Many  Dispensations  are  granted,  to  sell  property,  finish  work,  re- 
move place  of  meeting,  &c. 

The  Grand  Master  concludes  his  Address,  a  good  business  paper,  with 
these  words: 

"Have  I  been  stern,  or  unyielding?  Have  I  injured  your  feelings? 
If  I  have,  I  here  state  my  sincere  regrets.  1  cannot  say  that  I  woold 
take  back  those  actions  if  I  could,  because  I  have  in  ti^ese  cases  acted 
according  to  the  dictates  of  my  conscience,  and  of  mv  belief  in  what  wu 
right.  I  have  tried  to  act  along  the  lines  of  what  I  believed  was  right 
If  I  have  made  mistakes  they  were  not  intentionally  made,  and  will  only 
prove  that  my  judgment  was  defective. 

"The  year  that  is  past  has  been  one  of  hard  questions,  and  in  the 
exercise  of  discretion  I  have  refused  many  requests  made.  Have  I  been 
right?  Time  can  and  will  determine.  Good-bye  and  God  bless  yon,  and 
our  beloved  Fraternity,  and  our  Nation." 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  again 
by  Bbo.  Oltveb  Day  Stbeet.  It  covers  220  pages,  of  which  New  Yoit 
receives  four  pages,  in  which  he  quotes  from  the  remarks  made  by  onr 
distinguished  Brethren,  and  says: 

"The  only  objection  we  have  to  Bbo.  Shebbeb's  report  is  that  he 
gives  us  too  little  of  his  own  views  and  those  of  his  committee." 

Alabama  has  646  Lodges  and  29,681  members.

SSth  Communication.  PHOENIX.  February  IS,  1917 

ThiB  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Due  and  Ample  Form  with  prayer  by 
the  Rev.  Grand  Chaplain,  M.'.  W.'.  Fredebigk  Wellington  PKbxinb, 
Grand  Master  in  the  East,  and  thirteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  among  these 
our  own  M.*.  W.'.  Mobbis  Goldwateb,  representing  New  York.  The 
Grand  Master  says: 

"As  a  body  we  have  had  a  prosperous  and  peaceful  year,  but  we  miss 
the  brethren  with  whom  we  have  heretofore  been  associated  and  worked 
together,  and  who  now  have  passed  on  to  the  greater  Lodge  presided  over 
by  the  Great  Ruler  of  the  Universe;  we  pause  a  moment  in  honor  of 
their  memory." 

Here  follows  a  long  list  of  those  gone  before  from  his  own  and 
sister  jurisdictions,  M.*.  W.*.  Benjamin  Titus  among  them. 

Several  Specials  were  held  for  laying  corner  stones,  dedicating  Tem- 
ples, &c.  The  Grand  Master  reports  many  dispensations  granted  for 
various  functions.     Of  several  decisions  we  quote  one: 

"Petition  for  degrees  presented.  Committee  of  investigation  ap- 
pointed :  report  of  two  of  the  investigating  committee  reported  favorably 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  lodge,  and  the  candidate  duly  elected  to 
receive  the  degrees.  Subsequently  through  an  error  the  remaining  com- 
mitteeman forwarded  report  to  proper  officer  of  the  lodge.  The  remain- 
ing report  was  brought  before  the  lodge,  the  same  being  unfavorable. 

'*We  should  appreciate  your  advice  as  to  just  the  proper  procedure  in 
the  above  case." 

I  referred  the  lodge  to  Section  78,  Article  3,  Part  3,  of  the  Consti- 
tution, and  held  as  follows: 

''When  two  members  of  a  committee  make  a  favorable  report,  the 
third  not  making  any,  the  lodge  is  authorized  to  act  upon  the  report  and 
petition ;  and  if  the  petitioner  is  elected,  he  is  entitled  to  receive  the  de- 
grees the  same  aa  though  all  three  had  made  a  favorable  report  The 
unfavorable  report  came  too  late.  Should  the  third  committeeman  wish 
to  object  to  the  initiation  of  the  candidate.  Section  81  of  our  Constitu- 
tion points  out  the  proper  procedure. 

No  report  on  correspondence. 

Arisona  has  24  Lodges  and  2,876  Master  Masons.

ARKANSAS 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas  met  at  its  Seventy-sixth  Communica- 
tion, in  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City  of  Little  Rock,  on  20th  day  of 
November,  1917. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the 
Rev.  Bbo.  Francis  N.  Brewer,  Grand  Chaplain,  with  the  singing 
of  ''America,"  led  by  Bro.  A.  L.  Smith.  Upon  the  Grand  Lodge  being 
dnly  opened,  the  roll  of  deceased  Past  Grand  Masters  was  called,  in  com- 
pliance with  Edicts.     At  the  conclusion  of  the  roll  call,  the  Craft  was 
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called  up  and  gave  the  funeral  Grand  Honors  in  memory  of  theie  emi- 
nent and  beloyed  Brethren. 

Eleven  Past  Grand  Masters  were  in  attendance. 

The  Grand  Master,  Most  Worshipful  J.  S.  Reajost,  then  addressed 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  doquent  strains,  giving  utterance  to  sentiments  of 
loftiest  patriotism,  which  were  received  with  great  enthusiasm  by  the 
delegates,  and  at  its  conclusion  the  Doxology  was  sung,  led  by  Bbo.  A.  L. 
Smith.  The  Grand  Master  then  called  for  Four  Minute  Men,  and 
stirring  and  eloquent  addresses  were  made  by  Bbos.  liooiniiAS  Sjbbt, 
Mask  P.  Olnst,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  Fat  Hemfstbah.  Bbo. 
Hempstead  concluded  his  remarks  by  reading  a  poem,  which  was  warmly 
received. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  Address  says: 

"In  my  humble  opinion,  we  as  a  people  have  been  proroered  by 
Almighty  Qod  for  the  peculiar  conditions  now  prevailing  m  t£e  world. 
It  could  not  be  avoided,  it  was  destiny,  and  trusting  Him,  with  the  light 
we  already  have  of  His  divine  purposes,  we  see  the  crimson  dawn  of  a 
new  order  of  things,  we  see  peace  and  prosperity  awaiting  a  new  people, 
whose  basic  principles  coindde  and  reflect  the  true  teachings  of  free 
masonry,  when  man  to  man  the  world  o'er,  shall  brothers  be.  Onr  great 
President,  voicing  the  sentiment  of  his  nation  and  people,  has  stated  to 
the  world,  there  will  be  no  peace  with  the  mailed  hand  of  authority,  but 
peace  will  be  when  the  peoples  of  the  nations  supporting  this  Mad  Moloch 
come  and  ask  to  be  taken  into  the  family  of  democracy,  and  the  last 
hope  of  world  domination  by  other  than  'Governments  of  the  people* 
by  the  people  and  for  the  people,*  shall  have  perished  from  the  earth.*^ 

He  pays  due  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  departed  of  his  own  and 
other  Jurisdictions.     One  decision  is  reported: 

"By  what  vote  shall  a  dimit  or  certificate  be  granted  to  an  E.  A. 
moving  from  the  State  into  another  State  and  desiring  to  sever  his  Ma- 
sonic connection  and  apply  to  another  Lodge  and  Jurisdiction  to  finish 
him?" 

Answer:  By  unanimous  vote  of  the  brethren  present  and  voting. 
This  is  at  variance  with  Section  261  of  the  Digest,  but  in  line  with 
waiver  features  of  the  law  and  certainly  the  E.  A.  Certificate  must  carry 
waiver. 

Four  new  Lodges  were  established.  Many  Dispensations  were  granted 
for  all  sorts  of  things. 

Bbo.  Stobm  O.  Whalet,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence, reports  on  two  and  a  half  pages  a  short  resume  of  58  Grand  Lodges. 
In  this  report  he  says : 

"Masonry  was  more  Christ-like  than  Christianity  and  gave  to  the 
world  its  first  broad  foundation  of  Brotherhood  and  Fatherhood  of  God 
on  which  the  religious  denominations  of  to-day  have  builded  without 
hatred  or  malice ;  each  filling  its  particular  purpose  in  the  great  scheme 
of  spiritual  life." 

The  Grand  Representative  of  this  Grand  Lodge  near  New  York,  our 
own  Chablbs  C.  Hunt,  sent  a  concise  report  of  our  doings  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas. 

Arkansas  has  569  Lodges,  with  23,560  members.

The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons 
of  the  Jurisdiction  of  California  commenced  its  sixty-eighth  Annual  Com- 
munication in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  on  October  8»  1917. 

By  order  of  the  Grand  Master,  all  the  Past  Grand  Masters  present 
were  escorted  before  the  altar  and  formally  extended  the  felicitations  of 
Grand  Lodge. 

Fourteen  of  these  distinguished  servants  of  the  Craft  presented  them- 
selves at  the  altar. 

The  Grand  Master  M.'.  W.'.  Francis  J.  Kebslino  then  read  his 
Address,  a  good  paper  of  thirty  pages.    He  says: 

**The  year's  service  will  bring  recurring  joy  throughout  my  life  as, 
in  reminiscence,  memory  will  present  again  and  agean  the  events  so 
deeply  impressed.  It  has  been  an  inspiration.  The  pleasure  of  associa- 
tion with  my  Brethren  and  the  gratification  from  observation  of  the  gen- 
eral understanding  and  practice  of  Masonic  precept,  dwarf  incidents  of 
petty  character  which  have  required  unpleasant  performance  of  stern 
duty.  It  is  not  within  the  range  of  reasonable  possibility  to  make  per- 
sonal mention  of  those  earnest,  considerate  Brethren  whose  Masonic  ser- 
vice is  the  strength  of  the  Institution.  To  them  I  am  greatly  indebted 
for  co-operation  and  counsel  and  must  be  satisfied  with  this  general  ex- 
pression of  my  heartfelt  ajppreciation.  May  there  come  to  them  that 
great  reward,  the  satisfaction  of  duty  well  performed.  I  congratulate 
the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  eflSclency  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Very  Wor- 
shipful Bbo.  John  Wicheb.'* 

And 

"Poor  attendance  where  it  should  be  better  is  a  symptom.  I  do  not 
feel  apprehension  that  non-attendants  are  necessarily  not  good  Masons. 
We  have  too  much  evidence  that  many  of  our  most  thorough  Masons 
are  non-attendants.  Ordinarily  such  a  condition  is  due  to  uie  officers. 
Not  necessarily  incumbent  officers — they  may  have  inherited  tiie  condi- 
tion. Remedies  which  do  not  attack  the  root  of  the  evil  afford  but 
temporary  relief.  There  has  been  a  relaxation  of  vigilance.  Inferior  offi- 
cers lack  personal  magnetism.  They  are  careless  in  exemplification  of 
the  work,  disregard  the  importance  of  punctuality  in  meeting  and  gen- 
eral looseness  prevails.  They  do  not  maintain  the  dignity  of,  or  the 
decorum  so  essential  in,  a  Lodge.  It  has  the  effect  of  alienating  strong 
members,  failing  to  attract  strong  men  who  should  be  members  and  of 
admitting  substandard  material  into  the  Fraternity." 

The  Address  is  excellent,   the  Grand  Master  making  much  of  the 
defects  occurring  in  Lodges,  and  goes  to  the  root  of  the  evil  results. 
Eighteen  decisions  are  reported.    We  quote  one : 

Past  Masters*  Association — By-laws  suhjed  to  approval  of  Chrand 
Master.  The  rules  of  government  of  any  association  of  Past  Masters 
are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand  Lodge. 

He  pays  touching  tribute  to  the  Craftsmen  called  hence.  Past  Grand 
Master  Samuel  Cbawford  Denson,  Charles  WiLBxm  Nuttino, 
Bdwabd  Henrt  Hart  and  others. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Past  Grand  Master  M.*.  W.'. 
Bdwabo  H.  Hart  (his  ninth),  and  is  a  carefully  prepared  paper.  New 
York  receives  attention  pn  five  pages,  quotes  much  of  Grand  Master's 
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Address,  speaks  of  our  Home,  and  quotes  from  the  report  of  this  Com- 
mittee. 

California  has  379  Lodges  and  60,384  members.

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ck>lorado  met  in  its  Fifty-seventh  Annual  C!oiii- 
mnnication  in  Denver,  September  18,  1917. 

Hie  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  the  M.'.  W.'.  Grand 
Master  Guy  V.  Stebnberg,  with  the  Grand  Officers  in  their  respective 
stations  and  places,  prayer  being  offered  by  Bbo.  Fred  W.  Wuimas, 
Grand  Chaplain. 

M.*.  W.'.  Bbo.  Hugh  Hynds,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in 
Wyoming,  and  M.'.  W.\  Bbo.  Edwabd  W.  Weixinqton,  Past  Grand 
Master  oz  Masons  in  Kansas,  were  received  and  escorted  to  seats  in  the 
Bast. 

Bbo.  Ralph  E.  Stevens  answered  for  New  York. 

"In  order  that  our  deliberations  may  be  dignified  and  our  conclosionB 
in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  Craft,  both  wise  and  just, 
I  invite  your  thoughtful  attention  and  co-operation.  It  is  my  hope  that 
the  record  of  this  Annual  Communication  will  prove  both  interesting  and 
instructive  and  productive  of  much  good  to  our  Fraternity." 

No  loss  by  death  occurred  in  the  ranks  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  bat  the 
Grand  Master  pays  feeling  tribute  to  those  of  the  Lodges  and  other 
Grand  Lodges  who  have  been  called  to  their  eternal  rest. 

Then  he  reports  the  doings  of  the  year,  by-laws  approved  and  dis- 
approved, permits  to  move,  commissions  issued,  three  Lodges  were  dnly 
constituted,  many  official  visits  were  made.  Dispensations  granted,  many 
requests  for  conferring  degrees  were  granted  and  refused. 

A  reception  was  tendered  Lawbence  N.  Gbeeniaaf,  Past  Grand 
Master,  in  commemoration  of  the  fifty-first  anniversary  of  his  service  as 
Worshipful  Master  of  Denver  Lodge,  No.  5,  and  the  fiftieth  anniyersary 
of  his  service  as  High  Priest  of  Denver  Chapter,  No.  2,  R.  A.  M.,  at 
which  many  nice  things  were  said  about  the  venerable  Brother  and  when 
the  Brethren  gathered  around  the  festive  board. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  again  by  Bbo.  Gbeenleaf.  New 
York  is  courteously  reviewed  on  three  pages.  We  regret  that  the  good 
Brother  is  about  to  surrender  his  post  as  Correspondent  He  will  be 
missed  by  many  of  his  co-workers.    He  says  in  his  conclusion : 

''For  a  third  of  a  century  we  have  written  these  reports  for  the 
Grand  Lodge,  though  No.  1  of  the  series  harks  back  to  1870,  a  period 
of  forty-seven  years;  and  from  1885,  consecutively.  We  would  gladly 
continue  our  work  in  this  field  did  our  physical  condition  permit,  but 
we  have  suffered  from  paralysis  agitans  the  past  three  years  and  have 
prepared  these  reports  with  great  difficulty.  They  were  evolved  by  the 
aid  of  a  typewriter,  using  the  forefinger  of  the  left  hand,  and  the  left  foot 
to  manipulate  a  treadle  for  capitals.  Under  such  a  handicap  we  felt 
obliged  to  decline  a  reappointment,  and  we  reluctantly  take  leave  of  oar 
associates  at  the  round  table  with  whom  we  have  labored  so  long  is  a 
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common  cause  for  our  respective  Grand  Lodges.  In  this  connection  we 
desire  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  us  bv  Past  Grand 
Master  Bknest  Le  Neve  Fosteb  in  the  preparation  of  this  report. 

"In  previous  reports  we  have  noted  the  phenomenal  growth  of  EHree- 
masonry  with  the  comment  that  it  boded  no  harm  provided  quality  was 
maintained,  the  same  condition  exists  to-day  and  the  Fraternity  was 
never  more  prosperous. 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  total  membership  on  this  continent 
approximates  2,000,000,  there  is  a  movement  among  certain  Brethren, 
as  we  noted  last  year,  to  commit  the  Fraternity  to  united  effort  along 
humanitarian  lines,  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  Masonry  accomplishes 
its  great  work  through  individual  and  not  united  effort.  It  seeks  no  un- 
due publicity,  but  works  in  its  own  quiet  and  unobtrusive  way  for  the 
uplift  and  benefit  of  humanity.  It  cannot  change  its  system  for  any  new 
departure  without  destroying  its  identity." 

This  State  has  135  Lodges  and  19,123  members.

A  constitutional  number  of  Lodges  being  represented,  the  Grand 
Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M.'.  W.'.  Thomas  McKenzis, 
Grand  Master,  assisted  by  his  Associate  Grand  Officers  and  eleven 
Past  Grand  Masters. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Worshipful  Bbo.  Rev.  J.  Roicetn  Danfobth, 
Grand  Chaplain. 

Past  Grand  Master  Andbew  Hallock  answered  for  New  York. 

The  Grand  Master  then  delivered  his  Address,  a  good  paper  of 
thirty-three  pages.  He  speaks  in  loving  sadness  of  those  called  to  their 
eternal  rest,  of  his  own  and  other  Jurisdictions,  mentioning  Asa  P. 
FrroH,  Past  Grand  Master,  Stanley  B.  Bobwobth,  Grand  Treasurer, 
Db.  Geoboe  Dallas  Stanton,  Past  Grand  Senior  Deacon,  all  of 
Connecticut;  Chabi^es  Bilungs  Chapman,  Grand  Trustee. 

He  reports  the  work  of  the  year,  appointments  made,  visits  paid 
officially  and  otherwise,  speaks  of  interjurisdictional  courtesies.  Dispen- 
sations granted.    Among  his  decisions  we  find : 

"Question — 'If  the  Masonic  Charity  Foundation  will  not  consider 
the  case  of  a  daughter  of  a  Mason,  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Eastern 
Star;  are  subordinate  Lodges  absolved  of  all  obligations  in  such  cases?' 

"Answer — At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  1915,  the  Masonic  Charity  Foun- 
dation passed  a  vote  instructing  the  Board  of  Managers  not  to  admit 
any  adult  daughter  or  sister  of  a  Master  Mason,  unless  she  is  a  member 
in  good  standing  of  Uie  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.  The  by-laws  of  the 
Charity  Foundation  specify  the  ages  at  which  the  orphan  of  a  Master 
Mason  may  be  admitted,  as  between  the  ages  of  three  and  thirteen. 
Therefore,  it  seems  to  me,  that,  by  their  vote  of  instructions  to  the  Board 
of  Managers  and  their  by-law  specifying  the  ages  between  which  the 
orphan  son  or  daughter  of  a  Master  Mason  may  become  beneficiaries,  the 
Craft  fairly  implied  that  the  relief  of  an  adult  son  or  daughter  of  a 
Master  Mason  does  not  come  within  the  scope  of  their  Masonic  obliga- 
tions. It  is  my  opinion  that,  as  a  Masonic  body,  the  Lodge  is  absolved 
of  all  obligation. 

''I  wish  to  add,  that  in  giving  this  opinion^  I  was  particular  to  ob- 
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■erye  that  while  both  adult  bohb  and  danghtera  of  Master  Maaons  may 
not  be  entitled  to  demand  relief  upon  the  same  conditions  as  are  Maaons, 
etc,  yet  it  should  not  prevent  donations  in  such  cases,  provided  the 
Lodge  deems  it  a  worthy  charity ;  the  only  distinction  bedng  that  it  would 
be  a  charity  strictly  outside  the  Fraternity. 

"Oharity  in  its  broadest  sense  should  be  our  constant  duty,  not  only 
as  individuals  but  more  particularly  as  Masons;  not  only  to  those  who 
may  demand  it  as  a  matter  of  right,  but  also  to  those  who  may  be 
suffering  ^he  slings  and  arrows  of  outrageous  fortune.*" 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Past  Grand  Master  GnmoK  A. 
KiBS  and  is  a  very  readable  paper. 

New  York  is  reviewed  on  two  pages  in  courteous  and  buaineaslike 
manner. 

In  his  conclusion  this  good  Brother  says: 

"One  Masonic  editor  has  written  a  fervid  appeal  to  make  our  £x>dges 
vehicles  of  information  on  and  in  support  of  'needed  reforms'  of  Hlls  of 
the  social  body.'  He  decries  the  'ancient  prohibition  against  discussion 
of  aught  relating  to  religion  or  politics  in  Masonic  precincts.'  He  makes 
an  unfortunate  comparison  with  the  programmes  of  French  Lodges,  where 
notoriously  political  and  religious  questions  are  discussed,  with  obvious 
results.  Another  editor  argues  on  similar  lines,  and  that  our  Lodges 
should  interest  themselves  in  the  uplift  of  humanity. 

"With  all  due  respect  to  the  acumen  and  attainments  of  these  Breth- 
ren, we  see  in  these  propositions  an  amazingly  lacking  sense  of  propor- 
tion and  discrimination.  Imprimis,  in  this  age  of  the  printing  press,  we 
can  easily  inform  ourselves  as  to  all  sides  of  public  and  religious  ques- 
tions, without  recourse  to  stump  speakers,  lawyers,  clergymen,  or  even 
Lodges." 

And 

"Obviously,  sectarianism  would  follow  like  lightning.  However  lib- 
eral we  may  be,  the  Bpiscopalians.  Methodists,  Baptists,  Jews,  etc,  are 
sub-consciously  obsessed  with  the  belief  that  their  respective  doxies  are 
at  least  a  trifle  nearer  right  than  any  of  the  others.  Turn  to  politics: 
The  Republicans,  Democrats,  rotten  as  their  respective  parties  are,  are 
convinced  that  the  countrv's  safety  lies  alone  in  the  hands  of  the  same. 
We  leave  out  the  Prohibitionists,  Socialists,  etc.,  as  these  Parties,  not 
havinff  yet  arrived  at  maturity,  are  still  too  green  to  have  become  rotten. 
But  their  votaries  would  argue  as  vehemently  from  their  angle  of  view 
as  would  the  others.  Gould  the  least  unanimity  of  conclusion  be  readied? 
Obviously  NO.  But  the  injured  feelings  and  scars  would  remain.  Breth- 
ren, let  us  keep  our  Lodges  free  from  this  deluge  and  continue  to  main- 
tain our  pride  in  the  universality  of  Masonry.  Let  everv  Mason  do  his 
full  duty,  but  strictly  as  an  individual  oUitten,  on  all  pubUc  and  religious 
questions.  Thus  alone  can  we  continue  to  dwell  in  peace  and  unity, 
whether  we  be  Republicans  or  Democrats,  Methodists,  Jews  or  Moslems." 

Connecticut  has  110  Lodges,  with  26,954  members.

M.'.  W.'.  William  W.  Jebmake,  Grand  Master,  opened  his  Grand 
Lodge  in  Ample  Form.  Fourteen  Past  Grand  Masters  were  in  attend- 
ance.   Many  distinguished  Craftsmen  from  every  section  <d  the  country 
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were  received  and  greeted.    Bbo.  J.  Habbt  Oxtntonqkau  answered  for 
New  York. 

The  Grand  Master  begins  his  Address  of  twenty-fonr  pages  with : 

"The  year  now  soon  to  close -has  been  one  of  the  most  noteworthy 
in  the  history  of  the  jnrisdiction.  The  gross  gain  in  membership  was 
828,  which  is  the  largest  ever  recorded.  The  net  gain  was  355,  the  largest 
since  1008.  Bat  we  haye  not  been  devoting  all  our  time  to  the  making 
of  new  members.  We  have  been  doing  things  that  have  far  greater  value, 
and  compared  with  which  any  record  of  mere  nnmbers  is  unimportant 
The  greatest  achievements  of  the  year  have  been  in  the  realm  of  the 
immaterial  rather  than  In  that  of  the  material  We  are  realizing  in  a 
larger  way  than  ever  before  that,  as  the  children  of  a  loving  heavenly 
Father,  we  are  indeed  brethren,  and  each  of  us  his  brother's  keeper.  We 
are  trying  to  make  a  more  liberal  use  of  the  talents  that  have  been  given 
as,  and  in  this  work  the  entire  jurisdiction  lovingly  shares.  The  har- 
mony and  good  will  with  which  the  year  began  have  thus  been  empha- 
sized and  enlarged,  and  made  a  personal  experience  in  the  lives  of  all  the 
brethren." 

Of  the  dead  of  th^  year  he  says : 

"The  hand  of  death  has  been  laid  with  oppressive  weight  upon  the 
Grand  Lodge  daring  the  year  now  drawing  to  a  close.  In  addition  to 
Uie  loss  of  numerous  Past  Masters,  who  had  given  many  years  of  un- 
selfish service  to  the  Graft,  we  have  spoken  a  last  farewell  to  four  Past 
Grand  Masters.  Never  before  in  the  history  of  the  jurisdiction  have  so 
many  distinguished  members  of  the  Fraternity  crossed  over  into  the  great 
beyond  in  a  single  year." 

Six  Dispensations  were  granted  and  many  were  refused,  and  all  the 
work  of  the  busy  Grand  Master  is  duly  reported.    No  decisions. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  the  veteran  writer 
(his  seventeenth)  P.*.  G.'.  M.*.  Georgb  W.  Baibd,  and  of  course  is 
a  good  report.  He  gives  New  York  five  pages  of  good  review,  speaks  in 
praise  of  our  work,  of  our  Grand  Master  and  our  Grand  Historian,  Bro. 
LfANOE.    Of  our  report  he  says: 

"New  York  gives  the  banner  report  in  that  it  gives  its  readers  infor- 
mation of  the  foreign  lodges,  some  of  which  are  not  formally  recognised, 
though  none  are  interdicted.  It  is  safer  to  follow  the  New  York  Grand 
Ix)dge  report  in  this  respect,  than  the  annual  Pantograph  publication 
from  Illinois,  which  gives  a  long  list  of  lodges  recognized  by  IllinolB  and 
which  incidentally  interdicts  a  number  which  are  in  fraternal  accord  with 
other  Jurisdictions. 

"B&ention  of  these  foreign  Grand  Lodges,  however,  does  not  carry 
nor  even  intimate  formal  recognition,  but  it  is  tadtly  an  intimation 
of  their  legitimacy. 

•*The  statistics  printed  in  the  New  York  report  add  materially  to  its 
▼alne.  Its  Indicing  is  admirable  and  makes  the  volume,  though  the  largest 
that  comes  to  our  desk,  one  of  the  easiest  to  review."

A  constitutional  number  of  Grand  Officers  and  Representatives  of 
particular  Lodges  being  present,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  ample 
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form  by  the  M.'.  W.*.  Grand  Master,  A.  S.  York.  The  Grand  Chaplain 
offered  prayer. 

Eight  Past  Grand  Masters  in  the  East,  among  these  M/.  W.'.  Elmeb 
E.  Haskell  representing  New  York. 

The  Grand  Master  read  his  Address,  a  paper  of  eighty  pages,  and  it 
fally  covers  the  ground;  he  begins: 

"Brethren — ^The  eighty-ninth  Annual  Grand  Communication  of  the 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida  opens  at  a  time  of  great 
moment,  perhaps  the  supreme  hour  of  all  history.  Since  our  last  Annual 
Grand  Communication  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe  has  drawn 
on  our  spiritual  trestle-board  plans  and  designs  which  in  their  execu- 
tion will  test  the  souls  of  men  and  trv  the  spiritual  strength  of  Ma8on& 
Since  we  last  assembled  our  own  beloved  Nation  has  been  drawn  into 
the  midst  of  a  world  war  which  now  holds  all  of  the  civilized  globe  in 
its  grasp. 

"But  if  among  all  our  people  there  are  any  who  are  prepared  and 
will  not  shirk  any  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  hour  they  are  the  Free- 
masons of  this  country.  Surely  our  Fraternity  which  kept  alive  the 
light  of  learning  through  the  Dark  Ages,  made  the  first  assaults  on  the 
Divine  right  of  kings,  which  first  established  a  brotherhood  planned  on 
the  foundation  stones  of  the  fatherhood  of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of 
man,  will  not  be  found  wanting  in  this  grapple  to  the  death  between 
the  forces  of  autocracy  and  the  forces  of  democracy,  this  struggle  which 
we  hope  and  pray  may  settle  forever  the  elemental  rights  of  man  for 
which  Freemasonry  has  stood  through  all  the  ages  of  its  existence.** 

He  speaks  sadly  of  those  called  away  and  pays  tribute  especially 
to  Past  Grand  Masters  Samuel  Basco  and  James  Cabnell^  Also  speaks 
kindly  of  our  own  lamented  Ehlers  and  Fbeifeld. 

Nine  Lodges  were  duly  constituted.  One  was  newly  established.  Dis- 
pensations were  granted  for  removal,  to  fill  vacancy,  to  elect  officers,  to 
install,  etc. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  as  usual  by  Bbo.  Silas  B.  Wbioht. 
his  seventeenth,  and  as  usual  is  a  good  one.  New  York  is  quoted  on 
seven  pages.  He  quotes  much  from  Grand  Master  Pennet,  praises  the 
Grand  Historian  and  speaks  well  of  the  work  of  this  Committee.  Tlit 
pages  devoted  to  New  York  show  careful  study,  are  in  good  style  and 
satisfying.

ye  laints  of  the  Lord,  is  laid  for  your  faith  in  His  excellent  Word." 
Prayer  by  Right  Worshipful  and  Rev.  B.  E.  Whittington,  Grand  Chap- 
lain. The  one  hundred  and  thirty-first  annual  Grand  Communication  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia  was  declared  open  and  at  labor  on  the 
Master's  Degree. 

Seven  Past  Grand  Masters  were  in  attendance,  among  them  M.*.  W.*. 
RoBKBT  L.  GoLoiNG  representing  New  York. 

Investigation  of  alarm  at  the  door  brought  the  intelligence  that  the 
American  flag  sought  admission.  Permission  to  enter  granted.  While 
amidst  the  soul-inspiring  strains  of  "My  Country,  *Tis  of  Thee,  Sweet 
Land  of  Liberty,  of  Thee  I  sing,"  filling  the  large  auditorium,  our 
nation's  flag,  bathed  in  the  brightness  of  the  October  sun,  glistening 
with  the  patriotic  radiance  that  shone  from  every  face,  was  proudly 
borne  down  the  aisle  by  Worshipful  Raymund  DandeLi  under  escort 
of  those  two  veteran  heroes  of  the  Southland  and  of  Masonry,  Most 
Worshipfuls  James  W.  Taylor  and  Henry  Banks,  Past  Grand  Masters 
of  Georgia. 

The  Grand  Master  mentions  with  profound  gratitude  the  fact  that 
no  broken  links  are  in  the  official  chain,  but  speaks  sadly  of  the  many 
in  otlier  jurisdictions  called  hence. 

Of  decisions  he  well  says : 

'*I  have  had  something  like  two  hundred  and  fifty,  or  three  hundred, 
letters  asking  for  decisions  on  different  matters.  Nearly  every  one  of 
them  were  fully  answered  in  the  Code,  and  it  would  not  have  Seen  nee- 
eesanr  at  all  to  ask  for  these  decisions  if  the  Code  had  been  consulted. 

"I  wish  to  call  attention  to  this  fact  and  suggest  that  you  first  con- 
smlt  the  Code  and  you  will  find  you  can  relieve  your  Grand  Master  of  a 
great  deal  of  useless  correspondeiice." 

We  quote: 

The  Junior  Warden  of  a  Lodge  being  absent,  some  one  else  is  ap- 
pointed to  fill  the  office  pro  tern.  Can  the  Worshipful  Master  call  on 
him  to  confer  the  E.  A.  degree?  He  cannot  unless  he  is  a  Past  Master. 
The  Worshipful  Master  may  have  the  degrees  conferred  in  his  own 
Lodge  by  another  Worshipful  Master  or  Past  Master  or  the  regularly 
elected  Senior  Warden  or  Junior  Warden,  but  not  by  one  filling  the  office 
pro  tem. 

"An  applicant  was  initiated  and  passed  in  1916.  He  afterwards 
had  the  misfortune  to  sprain  his  ankle,  giving  him  considerable  trouble, 
poison  setting  in,  and  it  was  necessary  to  amputate  the  foot  above  the 
ankle.  He  provided  himself  with  a  cork  foot,  and  presented  himself  for 
advancement.  Can  the  Master  Mason  degree  be  conferred  on  him?  Very 
much  to  my  regret,  I  am  forced  to  rule  that  under  our  law  he  is  in- 
eligible, being  disqualified  physically." 

Then  reports  the  many  visits  made,  corner  stones  laid,  dedications 
and  other  functions. 

Three  new  Lodges  were  created. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Bro.  Raymund  Daniel  ; 
he  writes  an  excellent  report,  epitomizing  the  events  of  the  year : 

The  developments  of  the  year  may  be  catalogued  as  follows : 
The  entrance  of  the  United  States  into  the  world  war. 
The  continued  disrupture  of  fraternal   relations  with  enemy  coun- 
tries. 

The  great  advancement  of  the  Craft.

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Progrees  in  uniformity  of  work  and  the  improyement  of  the  Fra- 
ternity. 

The  subsiding  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge  plan. 
Widespread  requests  for  recognition  by  so-called  Grand  Lodges. 

New  York  is  reviewed  on  four  pages,  quoting  from  our  Grand  Mas- 
ter's Address  and  praising  our  Grand  Historian. 

Georgia  has  663  Lodges  and  43,675  members.

A  constitutional  number  of  Lodges  being  represented,  the  Most  Wor- 
shipful Grand  Master  John  D.  Bloomfdcld,  opened  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Idaho  in  Ample  Form.  Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Acting  Grand  Ghaplsin, 
W.  L.  Btdbb. 

Bbo.  Chables  HiicBOD  answered  for  New  York.  The  Grand  Mss- 
ter  begins  his  Address  with : 

"Brethren  of  the  Chrand  Lodge: 

"As  we  assemble  here  to-day  for  our  Fiftieth  Annual  Communi- 
cation, I  extend  to  you  a  cordial  and  fraternal  welcome. 

"One-half  century  ago  this  Grand  Lodge  was  organized  at  Idaho 
Cit7  by  the  action  of  the  Representatives  from  four  chartered  Lodges 
and  delegates  from  one  Lodge  under  dispensation,  such  Lodges  haying  re- 
ceived their  charters  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Washington.     Four  of  the  five  Lodges  are  still  in  existence. 

"Time  has  not  dealt  so  kindly,  however,  with  those  sturdy  pioneers 
who  endured  the  many  hardships  and  privations  of  frontier  life,  good 
men  and  true,  who  believed  in  the  principles  and  teachings  of  this 
ancient  and  honorable  fraternity,  and  who  took  part  in  the  formation 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  those  principles  and  the  great  truths  for  which 
Masonry  stands  might  be  better  promulgated.  Of  the  seventeen  Repre- 
sentatives present  at  that  meeting,  all  have  passed  on  to  their  reward 
except  Past  Grand  Master  Samuicl  B.  Connelly,  first  Grand  Treas- 
urer; John  Mebbill,  first  Junior  Grand  Deacon;  and  Past  Grand 
Master  John  Kennaixy." 

Then  pays  due  respect  to  those  called  hence,  Bbo.  Jonas  Wabsbn 
Brown  and  others. 

Then  recites  the  usual  work,  permission  to  move,  conferring  degrees 
by  courtesy,  &c.,  waivers  granted,  by-laws  approved. 

Of  decisions  we  quote  two : 

"If  a  brother  dies  after  charges  have  been  preferred  against  him  but 
before  any  other  steps  have  been  taken  except  to  delay  s^rioe  of  sum- 
mons, is  he  entitled  to  Masonic  burial? 

"Answer:  The  common  law  presumes  all  men  to  be  innocent  until 
they  are  proven  guilty  and  a  Mason  is  protected  by  Masonic  law  in  the 
same  way.  He  is  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masontj 
until  he  is  found  guilty  after  due  trial  and  duly  suspended  or  expelled. 
Among  such  rights  and  privileges  is  that  of  Masonic  buriaL 

"Can  a  member  of  the  Mormon  Church  petition  for  and  receive  the 
degrees  of  Masonry  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction? 

"Answer:  He  can.  There  is  no  more  restriction  against  a  member 
of  the  Church  of  Latter  Day  Saints  petitioning  for  the  degrees  of  Ma- 
sonry than  against  a  member  of  the  Baptist,  Methodist,  Presbyterian 
or  any  otixer  church.    Freemasonry  requires  that  the  candidate  for  initfa- 
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tlon  be  a  good  man  and  true,  that  he  obey  the  lawa  of  the  oountiy  under 
whose  protection  he  lives  and  that  he  must  express  his  belief  in  the  ex- 
istence of  one  ever  living  and  true  God." 

Two  Lodges  were  newly  established  under  Dispensations.  The  semi- 
centennial of  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  duly  celebrated 
by  words  of  welcome,  banquets,  speeches. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Bro.  Gbobgb  B. 
Kneffkb,  the  Grand  Secretary.  He  gives  New  York  courteous  review 
on  four  pages,  and  speaks  in  praise  of  our  late  lamented  CJoL.  Bhlbbs.

ILLINOIS 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws 
of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  of  Illinois,  the  seventy-eighth  annual  meeting  was  held  in  the 
city  of  Chicago  on  the  9th  day  of  October,  1917,  and  was  opened  in 
Ample  Form  by  Bbo.  Austin  H.  Sobooin,  Bight  Worshipful  Deputy 
Grand  Master. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Bbo.  R.  Keene  Ryan.  Preceding  the 
formal  opening  a  musical  concert  was  given  by  the  artists  from  St 
Cecilia  Lodge  866. 

The  following  letter  from  the  President  of  the  United  States  was 
read: 

"THE  WHITE  HOUSE 

"WASHINGTON 

"October  10,  1917 
"My  dear  Mr.  Wheeler: 

"I  am  very  grateful  to  you  and  to  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Masons  of  Illinois  for  your  message  of  October  9th.    It  is  most  hearten- 
ing and  encouraging  to  receive  such  generous  assurances. 
"Cordially  and  sincerely  yours.

The  Grand  Master  M.*.  W.'.  Rauph  H.  Wheeleb  in  his  Address  says 
among  other  good  things: 

"When  you  consider  that  out  of  a  membership  of  158,000  we  have 
approximately  10,000  already  in  the  service  of  the  government,  with 
every  probability  that  if  the  war  lasts  for  another  year  a  much  larger 
number  will  be  called  to  the  colors;  and  when  you  review  the  report 
of  the  Finance  Committee  and  find  that  your  appropriations  of  a  year 
ago  for  the  maintenance  of  your  Homes  were  wholly  inadequate  and  that 
you  have  ezi)ended  thousands  of  dollars  more  than  was  contemplated,  and 
that  this  additional  expenditure  has  been  caused  entirely  by  the  war  con- 
ditions,  yon  must  realise  in  some  small  degree  at  least  the  effect  this 
terrible  conflict  is  having  on  all  of  us.  Every  hour  that  the  struggle 
continues  adds  to  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  and  calls  to  our 
attention  in  a  forceful  manner  that  each  and  every  one  of  us  has  a  duty 
to  perform. 

"Masons  are  loyal  citizens  and  when  the  record  is  made  the  world  will 
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know  that  our  brethren  haye  fulfilled  their  duty.  'Masonnr  hath  been  al- 
ways injured  by  war,  blood-shed  and  confusion'  and  has  ever  flourialied 
in  times  of  peace/  and  as  an  institution  it  has  no  place  whatever  in  the 
present  conflict,  and  it  is  to  be  sincerely  hoped  that  when  the  dreadfol 
war  is  over  we  will  find  Masonry  in  all  its  puri^  and  splendor  on- 
chan|ed. 

'*This  government  was  in  the  main  conceived  by  Masons,  and  this 
government  can  always  depend  upon  the  Masons  to  defend  it" 

He  pays  respectful  tribute  to  the  departed,  mentioning  Past  Qrand 
Master  Albert  B.  Ashley  and  R.*.  W/.  Edwaed  Wood  Pstbbson,  a 
close  personal  friend. 

Then  reports  the  work  of  the  year,  six  comer  stones  were  laid,  eight 
dedications,  ten  Lodges  were  instituted  and  ten  were  duly  constituted, 
many  visits  were  made  in  his  own  State  and  also  others,  among  these 
Alexandria  Washington  Lodge  in  Virginia.    In  conclusion  he  says: 

"One  cannot  hold  the  position  I  have  occupied  for  the  past  two  years 
and  leave  it  without  regret.  The  work  when  done  In  connection  wiUi  an. 
active  business  is,  of  necessity,  arduous,  but  at  the  same  time  most  fasci- 
nating, and  the  compensation  one  receives  from  the  friendships  formed 
is  so  great  that  there  is  no  method  of  computing  it.  Another  source  of 
income  is  the  self-education  that  one  receives  from  the  experience  of 
associating  with  men  in  the  manner  that  he  is  obliged  to,  and  having  an 
opportunity  of  seeing  and  knowing  the  wonderful  qualities  with  whidi 
mankind  is  possessed.  I  am  more  than  appreciative  of  the  fact  that  I 
have  been  most  signally  honored  and  know  of  no  more  forceful  manner 
to  express  my  feelings  than  to  sav  that  I  thank  you  over  and  over  again. 
To  each  and  every  member  of  the  Fraternity  with  whom  I  have  come 
in  contact  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  oniform 
support  that  I  have  received  from  them." 

The  report  on  Masonic  Gorrespondenoe  is  by  Bbo.  CnABLxa  H.  Mab- 
TIN  and  is  again  an  excellent  one.  In  his  foreword  he  quotes  Henry 
Fielding,  who 

"has  suggested  the  following  classification  of  writers: 

"1.    Those  who  sit  down  to  write  what  they  think ; 

"2.    Those  who  sit  down  to  think  what  they  shall  write;  and 

"3.    Those  who  do  not  think,  either  before  or  after  they  ait  down." 

He  gives  New  York  five  pages  of  courteous  review,  quotes  from  oar 
Grand  Master's  Address  and  also  from  the  report  of  this  committee  and 
from  the  Grand  Historian.

96th  Oommwnication.  INDIAyAPOLIS,  May  22,  1917. 

Following  the  custom  established  a  few  years  ago  and  in  accordance 
with  the  announcement  issued  relative  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  the  Brethren  assembled  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Masonic 
Temple  at  9  o'clock  for  the  preliminary  program.  This  custom  has  met 
the  hearty  commendation  of  all  privileged  to  attend  and  proved  an  in- 
spiration for  the  business  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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The  program  consisted  of  music  by  the  Indianapolis  Masonic  Qoar- 
tette — "America";  the  Lord's  Prayer  repeated  in  unison;  "The  Battle 
Ory  of  the  Republic,'*  by  the  Quartette;  address  by  Bro.  Fbaitk  L. 
liOTELAiTD,  D.D.,  Pastor  of  the  Meridian  Street  M.  E.  Ohurch  of  In- 
dianapolis; music  by  the  Indianapolis  Masonic  Quartette. 

The  address  of  Bbotheb  LovELAin>  is  as  follows : 

M.'.  W.'-  Habbt  B.  Tuthill,  Grand  Master,  opened  the  Most  Wor- 
shipful Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  in  ample  form,  and  after  prayer  by  W-*. 
Bbo.  Chabuss  a.  Lippinoott,  Grand  Chaplain,  declared  it  ready 
for  the  transaction  of  business.  Fourteen  Past  Grand  Masters  were 
present  in  the  East 

The  Grand  Master  among  the  many  good  things  in  his  Address  says : 

"In  retiring  I  do  not  lay  down  burdens;  I  merely  shift  pleasures  to 
another.  To  be  elected,  installed  and  act  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  is  one  of  the  greatest  honors  which  can  be  bestowed  upon  a 
Mason  and  citizen.  One  does  not  and  surely  should  not  feel  regret  at 
retiring.  We,  as  Masons,  are  taught  to  share  our  pleasures  with  our 
brethren.  In  retiring  I  wish  to  thank  every  one  with  whom  I  have  come 
in  contact  for  tlie  most  hearty  and  disinterested  assistance  he  has  given 
me.  There  has  not  been  a  moment  when  I  have  failed  to  receive  the 
great  aid  of  which  I  have  so  constantly  stood  in  need.  I  have  met  with 
many  of  the  Brethren  and  have  visited  with  many  in  their  Lodges.  I 
have  not  been  received  in  any  instance  with  those  mere  formal  greet- 
ings which  sometimes  are  bestowed  upon  strangers.  I  have,  instead, 
ever  been  received  by  that  cordial,  loving  grasp,  so  pleasing  when  one 
brother  meets  another  as  an  equal  and  upon  a  common  level. 

"Within  our  Masonic  fold  peace  and  harmony  have  been  most 
marked.  Contest  and  trouble  of  any  kind  have  been  almost  entirely  ab- 
sent. Mistakes  have  been  made  and  errors  have  unavoidably  crept  in. 
I,  myself,  on  more  than  one  occasion,  have  stood  corrected.  One  de- 
cision after,  as  I  believed,  mature  consideration  was  found  to  be  wrong. 
I  received  the  reprimand  of  a  correction  at  the  hand  of  a  Master  of  one 
of  our  Lodges.  I  withdrew  the  order,  and  upon  stating  the  true  rule 
it  was  followed  without  <}uestion.  This  merely  proves  Masons  follow 
valid  orders,  that  the  Grand  Master,  himself,  may  upon  occasion  well 
seek  advice. 

"Too  much  care  cannot  be  exercised  by  a  Lodge  in  the  selection  of 
its  officers.  I  submit  the  proposition  no  Brother  shall  be  elected  to  an 
office  merely  as  a  favor.  There  shall  be  no  electioneering,  and  the  vote 
of  each  Brother  shall  be  unhampered  by  suggestion  on  uie  part  of  an- 
other Brother.    Merit  alone  shall  command  favorable  consideration. 

"I  have  been  surprised  and  interested  at  the  desire  expressed  by 
Brethren  in  general  for  Masonic  light— for  information  recording  the 
practical  principles  of  Masonry.  Statements  bv  a  speaker  that  he  loves 
Masonry;  that  it  has  done  a  great  deal  for  him;  that  he  is  a  better 
man ;  that  it  is  an  exact  science ;  that  brotherly  love  should  prevail  and 
we  should  follow  the  tenets  of  the  Order  and  be  governed  by  its  Min- 
dples,  and  other  stock  phrases,  do  not  teach  the  Craft  very  much.  What 
they  desire  to  learn  is  whereby  and  wherein ;  what  they  need  is  concrete 
statements,  examples  and  illustrations." 

Four  Lodges  were  duly  constituted  and  four  were  newly  established, 
comer  stones  were  laid.  Temples  were  dedicated  and  all  the  work  that 
comes  to  a  Grand  Master  was  promptly  and  carefully  done.

7ith  Communication.  WATERLOO.  Juna  19,  1917. 

Public  exercises  were  held  prior  to  the  opening  of  Grand  Lodge,  flagi 
were  presented  and  an  address  of  welcome  by  the  local  Brethren  was 
answered  by  members  of  Grand  Lodge. 

In  accordance  with  provisions  of  the  Code,  and  under  resolation 
of  the  last  communication  of  Grand  Lodge,  designating  the  place  of 
meeting,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  convened  in  Seventy-fourth  Annual 
Communication  in  the  city  of  Waterloo,  on  the  12th  day  of  June,  1917» 
and  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master 
Thoicas  Abthxjb  (420). 

Grand  Master  Abthub  then  called  upon  Rkv.  Bbo.  Fbaiix  Oolb 
(105),  Grand  Chaplain,  who  offered  prayer. 

Fourteen  Past  Grand  Masters  were  in  attendance.  The  Grand 
Master  then  read  an  excellent  Address  of  twenty  pages  and  begins  with : 

"My  Brethren.  I  greet  von  with  the  glad  tidings  that  peace  and  har- 
mony prevail  witn  Iowa  Masonry.  There  is  not  a  doud  to  obscure  the 
Masonic  sun  at  its  meridian  height.  Small  troubles  in  a  few  lodges  we 
have  and  likely  always  will  have.  Invasions  of  territory,  unwise  use  of 
the  black  ball,  now  and  then,  not  often,  a  wayward  Brother  to  be  dealt 
with,  and  the  like,  are  subjects  of  occasional  complaint  and  disturb- 
ance. These  troubles  affect  but  a  few  lodges.  There  is  nothing  pmding 
or  brewing  to  challenge  the  happiness  of  the  body  of  Masonry  in  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction.  What  troubles  exist  are  local  and  not  many  and  too 
trifling  to  mention,  with  graveness. 

"While  we  have  always  prised  quality  above  numbers,  it  is  gratifying 
tx>  note  an  increase  of  our  membership  during  the  year  of  nearly  8,000. 
Our  finances  are  in  good  condition.  Thwe  will  be  turned  over  to  flie 
Grand  Charity  Fund  this  year  about  |16,000. 

"In  these  days  of  world  war  and  turmoil,  concentration  of  all  moral 
forces  in  an  effort  to  re-establish  fraternal  relations  and  brotherly  love 
throughout  the  world  is  demanded.  For  the  accomplishment  of  this  great 
purpose,  Freemasonrv  is  and  has  been  for  a^  a  great  agency  and  power- 
ful force.  Bottomed  as  it  is  upon  'Faith  in  God,  hope  in  immortality, 
and  charity  toward  all  mankind,'  it  marches  majestically  down  the  ages, 
without  controversy  with  those  who  are  ignorant  of  its  teachings,  without 
rivalry  with  other  societies  whose  aims  are  the  same,  with  antagonism 
to  none;  disseminating  light,  extending  its  charities,  whispering  good 
counsel  to  the  erring." 

Of  the  departed  he  says: 

"The  all  devouring  scythe  of  time,  during  the  year  past,  has  cat  Um 
brittle  threads  of  life  of  many  of  our  good  Brothers,  and  we  will  meet 
them  here,  upon  the  level  no  more.  How  many  have  passed  over  tiie 
great  diviae  during  the  year,  I  have  no  means  at  hand  of  knowing.** 

In  the  year  1919  this  Grand  Lodge  will  cdebrate  Its  seventy-fifth 
anniversary  and  the  Grand  Master  recommends  its  celebration. 
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The  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  te  again  by  P.'.  G/.  IC*. 
Loins  Block  and  is  again  a  good  report  He  gives  New  York  nine  pages 
of  caref nl  review,  qnotes  much  from  Bbo.  Fkbifelo's  Address,  spealcs  well 
of  the  employment  borean  and  of  onr  report,  quoting  from  our  intro- 
ductory remarks.

After  the  M.'.  W.*.  Grand  Master  had  congregated  the  Grand  Lodge, 
he  stated  that  as  he  had  been  ill  for  some  time  he  would  be  obliged  to  call 
upon  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  to  assume  the  Grand  East  and  open  the 
M.*.  W.'.  Grand  Lodge,  and  also  to  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  the 
same;  thereupon,  R.*.  W.*.  WnxiAM  L.  Btuabt,  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
assumed  the  chair  of  Grand  Master. 

A  constitutional  number  of  lodges  being  represented,  the  R.'.  W/. 
Deputy  Grand  Master  opened  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas  in  Due  Form, 
after  an  invocation  of  divine  blessing  by  W.*.  Fbakois  S.  Blatnkt, 
Grand  Chaplain. 

Twelve  Grand  Masters  were  in  attendance,  among  them  M.*.  W.*. 
Maubice  L.  Stonb  representing  New  York. 

The  Grand  Master  begins  his  Address  with  the  following  stirring 
passage: 

**To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  Kaneae: 

"Mt  Bbethben  Am)  Mt  Countbticen  :  Never  before  in  the  history 
of  Kansas  Masonry  has  this  Grand  Body  assembled  amidst  circumstances 
fraught  with  such  mighty  consequence  to  the  destiny  of  nations  and  man- 
kind as  those  which  attend  the  passing  hour,  and  never  has  the  call  been 
so  universal  for  the  exercise  of  all  masonic  virtues. 

*'I  am  not  sure  but  that  from  the  statement  made  I  should  except  those 
pioneer  Ck>mmumcations  held  during  our  Civil  War,  for  while  that  strug- 

51e  was  for  the  moment  by  the  world  outside  regarded  as  an  internal 
American  affair,  it  may  in  the  light  of  later  events  well  be  accepted  as  a 
fact  that  it  was  indeed  a  conflict  of  world  importance,  because  had  this 
Government  of,  for  and  by  the  people  then  perished  from  the  earth,  the 
battle  of  democracy  against  imperialism  to-day  would  be  without  inspira- 
tion, cheerless  and  unequal,  if  not  utterly  hopeless,  indeed.  In  the  pres- 
ence of  conditions  so  universal  and  solemn  your  Grand  Master  may  with- 
out lowering  the  dignity  of  his  exalted  office  well  stand  uncovered." 

He  speaks  mournfully  of  the  dead,  especially  three  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ters who  were  called  away  during  the  year:  Bestob  Gaston  Bbown, 
F.  Fat  Buklo  and  Chables  Henbt  Chaitdlxb.  Four  new  Lodges  were 
duly  constituted,  one  was  newly  established  by  dispensation.  Many  other 
dispensations  were  granted,  comer  stones  were  laid,  and  dedications  were 
held. 

The  report  on  Correspondences  is  by  Past  Grand  Master  Matthew  M. 
MnxEB,  and  is  brief  and  concise.  New  York  is  reviewed  on  two  pages. 
Kansas  has  416  Lodges  with  48,167  members.

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KENTUCKY 

The  One  Hundred  and  Seventeenth  Annual  CSommunication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  was  held  in  Louisville,  commencing  October  16, 
1017,  and  was  opened  in  ample  form  on  the  Master  Mason's  degree. 

M.'.  W.'.  James  S.  Saunders,  Grand  Master  in  the  East,  assisted  by 
twenty-two  Past  Grand  Masters. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  up  and  Bbo.  Isaac  T.  Woodson  (760) 
presented  a  beautiful  American  flag  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  this  occasion, 
which  was  appropriately  accepted  by  the  M.".  W.'.  Grand  Master.  The 
flag  was  saluted  with  the  Grand  Honors. 

The  Grand  Master  at  once  began  the  reading  of  his  Address :  he  truly 
says: 

"During  my  incumbency  of  office  I  have  been  called  upon  to  consider 
and  answer  over  fifteen  hundred  letters.  If  the  Graft  would  read  the 
Constitution  and  Regulations,  this  growing  disposition  to  appeal  to  the 
Grand  Master  for  information,  which  is  within  their  reach  as  well  as  his, 
would  relieve  him  of  a  great  volume  of  work." 

He  mourns  the  loss  of  three  Past  Grand  Masters — Wic.  H.  Meffebx, 
James  W.  Hoppeb  and  Howabd  R.  French. 

"Thousands  of  our  Craft  have  answered  the  country's  call,  and  thou- 
sands are  yet  to  follow.  With  them  have  gone  and  are  yet  to  go  hundreds 
of  noble  women,  who,  as  members  of  the  American  Red  Cross  society,  will 
nurse  the  sick,  succor  the  wounded  and  whisper  comfort  into  dying  ears. 
If  these  brave  women,  with  gentle  hands  and  holy  touch,  are  to  tie  tiie 
bandage  upon  the  bleeding  wounds  of  our  sons,  our  brothers,  our  neigh- 
bors, our  kinsmen  and  our  friends — ^let  us  who  are  at  home  in  safety  buy 
the  bandage.  I  recommend  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  this  day  send 
the  sum  of  $2,000  to  the  American  Red  Cross  Society.*' 

He  reports  many  dispensations  granted,  some  refused,  and  reports 
much  work  done  for  the  Craft.    The  Address  is  a  thorough  business  paper. 

The  report  on  Correspondences  is  by  Past  Grand  Master  William  W. 
Clarke.  New  York  is  reviewed  on  three  pages.  He  quotes  Bro.  Pennet 
and  says  of  our  rule  not  to  criticize  other  Grand  Lodges  in  our  report: 

"We  heartily  disagree  with  the  learned  committee.  No  Committee  on 
Correspondence,  so  far  as  we  know,  constitutes  itself  a  court  of  final 
resort,  nor  even  a  piepoudre  court.  Its  poration  is  not  on  the  Bench,  but 
at  the  Bar;  and  in  the  discussion  of  questions  of  Masonic  law,  history 
and  polity,  these  committees  have  done  their  greatest  work,  and  have 
justified  their  existence.  Right  Worshipful  Rosco  Pound,  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  in  a  recent  treatise  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence, 
the  ablest  by  far,  in  the  opinion  of  this  writer,  since  Mackey  s  monu- 
mental work  appeared,  gives  these  committees  unstinted  praise  for  just 
the  service  we  are  contending  it  is  their  right  and  their  duty  to  render. 
To  take  another  view  of  their  duty — their  responsibility-— is,  we  think, 
to  render  them  practically  useless,  to  send  them,  to  use  President  Cleve- 
land's noted  phrase,  into  innocuous  desuetude.  All  of  us  do  not  rise  to 
the  possibilities  of  the  place;  some  of  us  can't;  but  the  poesibilitiefl  are 
there."

The  One  Hundred  and  Sixth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand 
Liodge  of  Louisiana  convened  in  New  Orleans,  the  5th  of  February, 
1917,  and  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M.*.  W.'.  Bbo.  B.  B.  Pubseb, 
Grand  Master,  following  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Herman  Oops  Dunoan, 
Grand  Chaplain. 

After  roll  call  the  Grand  Master  plunged  right  into  businesa  by 
reading  his  Address,  a  good  paper  of  seventy-one  pages,  wherein  he  re- 
cites and  specifies  in  detail  the  large  amount  of  work  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  year.  It  is  a  lengthy  pap^  and  contains  many  gems.  Our  usual 
plaint,  lack  of  space,  prevents  quoting  more  of  it.     Here  is  one: 

"In  these  later  days  we  hear  much  of  the  'playground  of  Freema- 
sonry' and  the  'flower  garden  of  Freemasonry,'  catch  phrases  invented 
and  put  forth,  often  by  well-meaning  Masons  and  friends  of  the  organisa- 
tions, but  Masonry  has  no  playground  nor  flower  garden;  it  is  a  pro- 
gressive, moral  science;  it  respects  the  Ancient  Landmarks;  it  works 
silently,  but  not  the  less  effectively;  and  it  sanctions  ethical  standards. 
It  has  and  should  have  naueht  to  do  with  vaudeville,  red  and  green  fire, 
blatant  street  parades  and  that  class  of  notoriety. 

'^The  conservative  and  thoughtful  Mason,  while  not  viewing  these 
matters  with  great  alarm,  still  realizes  that  sooner  or  later — and  condi- 
tions now  appear  that  'it  will  be  sooner' — the  picnic  idea  must  be  elim- 
inated. These  organizations  which  have  crept  in  and  fastened  upon  the 
great  body  of  Freemasonry  are  like  vegetable  parasites  and  fungi.  Ma- 
sonry is  serious,  verging  upon  the  religious.  We,  if  true  Masons,  wor- 
ship the  one  Ck>d  who  has  no  Brother  and  brooks  no  rival.  I  look  forward 
to  the  rapidly  approaching  time  when  the  evil  effects  of  organizations 
wMch  claim  to  be  Masonic,  because  composed  exclusively  of  Masons,  or 
because  fastened  upon  the  Masonic  organization,  will  be  innocuous,  either 
because  under  the  ban  of  the  Masons  or  because  of  internal  reformation." 

The  usual  Dispensations  were  granted  to  install,  to  confer  degree,  to 
move  from  one  place  to  another,  &c. ;  several  requests  were  refused. 
Ninety-three  decisions  or  rulings  are  reported,  mostly  referring  to  local 
laws  and  regulations  yet  according  to  true  Masonry. 

To  illustrate  this  and  the  spirit  permeating  it  all,  we  quote  one : 

"80.  The  Syrian  Benevolent  Association,  organized  to  relieve  the  dis- 
tress in  Syria,  where  it  is  reported  that  over  a  million  human  beings  are 
without  food  or  raiment,  asked  for  authority  to  circularize  all  of  the 
Masonic  Lodges  in  Louisiana,  and  I  was  asked  for  a  ruling  on  the  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  or  not  this  would  be  in  accordance  with  our  law. 

"I  Ruled  that  the  Grand  Master  is  without  authoritv,  excepting  under 
his  extraordinary  powers,  to  authorize  or  even  sanction  appeals  to  be 
made  by  non-Masonic  organizations  to  the  Lodges  or  to  the  Masons 
as  such. 

"I  further  ruled,  however,  that,  should  the  members  of  this  association 
appeal  to  us,  or  to  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  or  Odd  Fellows,  or  Knights  of 
Columbus,  or  any  other  fraternal  organization,  for  relief,  that  I  did 
not  see  where  any  of  the  presiding  officers  of  these  bodies  could  interfere 
or  where  they  would  have  cause  for  complaint,  feeling  that  any  human 
being,  in  no  matter  what  destitute  condition,  would  have  the  right  to 
appeal  to  any  other  human  being  for  assistance." 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Bbo.  Hebmait  C.  Dun- 
can and  is  of  the  usual  merit,  concise  and  instructive. 

This  jurisdiction  has  227  Lodges,  with  18,314  members.

Also  seven 
of  the  nine  living  Past  Grand  Masters,  with  thirty  out  of  the  other  forty- 
one  permanent  members,  including  thirty-eight  of  the  fifty-five  reprewn- 
tatives  of  other  Grand  Lodges,  together  with  visiting  brethren. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  ample  form,  prayer  being  offered  by 
the  Rev.  Bbo.  Henbt  B.  Dunnack,  Grand  Chaplain. 

Bbo.  Heztbt  R.  Tatlob  representing  New  York.  The  Grand  Master 
delivered  his  address  of  six  pages.  He  pays  tribute  to  those  called  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  above  and  recounts  his  work  for  the  year.  Of  deciaons 
this  Graiid  Master  says: 

'*The  knowledge  and  labor  of  my  predecessors  in  the  office  of  Grand 
Master  have  made  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
so  plain  that  it  is  seldom  that  new  questions  arise  that  require  a  ruling. 
None  such  have  arisen  this  year,  and  all  the  questions  asked  were 
answered  by  former  rulings  or  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  I  would 
recommend  that  the  Constitution  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodfe 
be  read  frequently  by  the  brethren  and  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  Craft, 
thereby  saving  the  asking  of  questions  already  answered." 

The  report  of  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Bbo.  Albbo  E.  Chasb. 
He  gives  New  York  three  pages  of  courteous  review.  Quotes  much  of 
Bbo.  Fbedicld's  address,  and  also  our  report  on  the  Union  of  German 
Grand  Lodges.

J.  Shtbook  on  May  90,  1917. 
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The  next  Bemi-Annual  Ck>mmimication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  An- 
cient Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Maryland  will  be  held  in  the  Oity  of 
Baltimore  on  Tuesday,  May  14,  1918,  at  8  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  Annual  Communications  will  be  held  in  the  City  of  Baltimore 
on  Tuesday,  November  19,  1018,  at  8  o'clock  P.  M. 

Since  writing  the  above  brief  notice  of  Maryland  a  heavy  blow  has 
fallen  upon  our  brethren  of  this  State.  Their  beloved  Grand  Master, 
M/.

M.'.  W.'.  Mblvin  M.  Johnson,  Grand  Master,  presided  at  all  the 
meetings. 

A  volume  of  about  one  thousand  pages  is  before  us  and  we  hesitate 
where  to  begin  our  review.  We  are  reminded  of  a  distinguished  orator 
of  this  State  when  he  delivered  an  oration:  Massachusetts?  The  com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  here  she  is : 

We  find  many  charts,  pictures  and  documents  of  historic  value  in 
this  book  of  proceedings.  Title  page  of  Indian  Bible,  1668.  Copy  of 
the  minutes  of  a  meeting  held  April  23,  1740,  and  many  others. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  his  annual  address  beginning  with  a 
necrology. 

Of  the  precedence  of  Grand  Masters  he  says: 

"Various  questions  of  precedence  arise  in  visits  to  Masonic  bodies 
other  than  symbolic  Lodges.  It  seems  wise  that  there  should  be  some  pro- 
nouncement upon  this  matter  for  the  sake  of  avoiding  embarrassment  on 
the  part  of  those  who  do  not  fully  appreciate  or  understand  the  etiquette 
of  such  occasions." 

Symbolic  (Blue  Lodge)  Masonry  existed  long  before  Chapters,  Coun- 
cils, Commanderies,  Consistories,  or  Supreme  Councils  were  dreamed  of. 
While  the  Degrees  conferred  in  these  bodies  are  colloquially  known  as 
"higher"  Degrees,  in  reality  they  are  nothing  of  the  kind.  They  might 
more  properly  be  called  collateral  or  appendant.  One  of  the  greatest 
of   Masonic  jurists  was   R.'.   W.'.   Bbo.   Albert   G.    Maokbt,   M.D., 
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Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Lecturer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Sonth 
Carolina;  Secretary  General  of  the  Supreme  Council,  33®,  Southern 
Jurisdiction ;  author  of  many  Masonic  works  on  history  and  juris- 
prudence. He  called  all  other  degrees  than  what  is  known  as  the  York 
Rite  "subsidiary.**    He  said : 

"We  repeat,  that  the  Scotch  Rite  is  not  antagonistic  to  the  Torfc 
Rite,  but  is  subsidiary  to  it.  And  we  are  not  willing  to  reet  tiie 
truth  or  value  of  this  assertion  on  our  own  unsupported  authority. 
Dr.  Frederick  Dalcho,  one  of  the  leading  members  of  the  Scotch  Rite 
in  this  country,  in  an  address  deliyered  as  far  back  as  the  year  1303^ 
before  the  Sublime  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection,  at  Charleston,  thus 
defined  the  relations  between  the  two  Rites : 

"  *The  Sublime  Masons  view  the  Symbolic  system  with  reverence, 
as  forming  a  test  of  the  character  and  capacity  of  the  initiated.' 

"Other  degrees,  indeed,  there  are  above  and  beyond  these.  They 
are,  however,  but  illustrative  and  explanatory,  and,  by  Masonic  stu- 
dents, may  be,  and  often  are,  very  advantageously  cultivated,  for  the 
purposes  of  laudable  curiosity  and  intellectual  improvemenL"

A  constitutional  number  of  Lodges  being  represented  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M.'.  W.*.  Grand  Master  John  H.  Hawks 
and  his  associate  Grand  Officers  in  the  City  of  Lansing. 

The  Grand  Chaplain  led  the  Brethren  in  prayer  and  the  Grand 
Master  proclaimed  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of 
the  State  of  Michigan  opened  for  the  despatch  of  the  business  of  the 
Seventy-third  Annual  Communication. 

Prior  to  the  opening  an  address  of  welcome  was  given  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Lansing  to  which  Bbo.  Feao  replied.  The  Governor  of 
the  State,  Bro.  Albert  E.  Sleeper,  was  also  present  and  received  a 
hearty  welcome. 

Seventeen  Past  Grand  Masters  were  present,  among  them  M.'.  W.*. 
Frank  O.  Gilbert,  representing  New  York. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  address  pays  sad  tribute  to  the  dead  and 
says: 

"Brethren,  it  is  fitting  at  this  time  that  we  pause  in  our  deliberations 
to  pay  due  homage  to  the  memory  of  our  beloved  Brothers  who  have 
answered  the  summons  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Master.  Many  of  the 
Brethren  in  this  and  sister  jurisdictions  have  answered  the  final  call  and 
gone  to  their  everlasting  refreshment  in  the  Paradise  of  God.** 

He  reports  the  instituting,  constituting,  consecNtting  and  dedicating 
new  Lodges.    The  funerals  of  three  Past  Grand  Masters  and  dedicationa. 
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consecrations,  halls  and  temples  and  comer  stone  layings  and  visitations. 
Many  Dispensations  were  granted. 

The  Grand  Master  winds  up  a  good  business  address  with  "The 
Final  Word*'  in  which  he  thanks  the  Brethren  and  his  officers  and  says : 

"We  have  attempted  during  the  year  to  accomplish  the  dreams  and 
ambitions  of  one  year  ago,  and  to-day  we  face  an  unknown  future. 
But  we  may  be  certain  that  the  future  contains  greater  possibilities 
and  opportunities  than  any  we  have  dreamed  of  or  accomplished  in  the 
past.  The  minds  and  hearts  of  men  to-day  would  lift  the  veil  if  pos- 
sible, and  get  a  glimpse  of  what  lies  beyond.  Our  dreams  and  am- 
bitions may  shrink  but  we  must  grasp  with  steady  hand  the  oppor- 
tunities and  duties  of  to-day.  We  must  legislate  for  the  future  in  the 
light  of  our  past  experience.  We  must  seek  to  secure  a  truer  oono^k 
tion  of  our  Masonic  obligations  and  push  the  battle  of  progress  and 
civilisation  at  every  point,  realizing  that  the  words  of  the  poet  constitute 
our  only  real  guide  for  present  action." 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  as  usual  by  the  versatile  writer, 
LotT  B.  WiNSOB.  As  the  head  of  his  report  he  quotes  from  his  Grand 
Lodge  laws: 

"The  following  is  a  portion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  By-laws  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  of  the  State  of  Michigan : 

"The  Grand  Secretary  shall  also  be  ex-officio  a  Committee  on  Cor- 
respondence, and  it  shall  be  bis  duty  to  examine  the  correspondence 
and  reports  from  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  correspondence  with  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

"The  committee  shall  refrain  from  criticism  of  such  proceedings  as 
well  as  promulgating  the  opinion  of  the  committee  upon  decisions,  laws 
and  regulations  of  this  or  any  other  Grand  Lodge.*' 

And  as  usual  he  gives  an  excellent  report.  New  York  is  mentioned 
on  four  pages,  giving  much  of  Bro.  Fbedteld's  address  and  compliments 
this  committee.

The  Grand  Master,  M.'.  W.'.  Alifbed  G.  Pinkhaic,  opened  Grand 
Lodge  in  Ample  Form,  prayer  by  Bbo.  John  Bgden.  Bighteen  Past 
Grand  Masters  were  present  The  Grand  Master  read  his  Address  of 
twenty-six  pages. 

After  congratulating  his  members  he  reverently  and  with  bowed 
head  paid  tribute  to  those  who  passed  away  during  the  year.  He  re- 
ports that  four  lodges  were  duly  constituted,  and  four  dispensations  were 
granted  to  form  new  lodges.  Letters  urging  the  erection  of  a  Home 
were  sent  to  all  the  lodges  and  satisfactory  answers  were  received.  The 
Grand  Master  reports  the  laying  of  corner  stones,  dedications,  dispensa- 
tions and  visitations,  &c.  In  his  concluding  remarks  this  Grand  Master 
says: 

"We  often  congratulate  ourselves  with  the  remark  that  Masonry 
is  making  such  rapid   progress   and   such   large  gains.     Never  before 
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has  there  been  such  an  increase  of  membership  as  daring  the  jear 
1016.  There  seems  to  be  a  passion  for  members  in  these  days.  Tliat 
Masonry  may  advance  is  my  ardent  aspiration;  that  its  pure  princi- 
ples of  Brotherly  Love,  Relief  and  Truth  may  be  spread  abroad  to  the 
utmost  extent  commensurate  with  the  blessing  which  such  principles 
must  produce,  every  lover  of  the  Graft  must  desire:  but  it  is  very 
questionable  in  my  mind  whether  rapid  increase  of  membership  is 
tending  to  these  ends.  There  is  danger  in  the  popularity  of  Masonry. 
There  is  such  a  thing  as  the  enthusiasm  of  numbers  working  more 
for  woe  than  for  weal.  Better  material  and  less  of  it  would  not  be  a 
policy  wanting  in  both  sense  and  judgment  It  is  not  desirable  that 
all  men  should  be  Masons.  I  am  afraid  there  are  times  when  we  are 
too  anxious  and  too  ready  to  take  men  in  for  the  sake  of  their  numbers, 
their  fees,  or  the  making  of  a  good  record  of  activity.  Are  we  simply 
becoming  a  factory  for  turning  out  Master  Masons?  There  is  danger 
that  we  are." 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  as  usual  by  the  practiced 
pen  of  Bbo.  Iwufa  Fodd.    He  speaks  well  of  New  York  on  two  pages.

Grand  Master,  the  Grand  Chaplain  invoking  divine  blessing.  Fourteen

Jakes  F.  Hill. 

The  Grand  Master  then  delivered  his  address.    He  says :

position.  In  one  instance,  I  had  the  Grand  Lecturer  and  three  Deputies 
look  into  the  matter  and  in  the  other  I  had  three  of  the  deputies  report 
on  the  situation." 

And  six  Lodges  were  duly  constituted.  Two  ncfW  Lodges  were 
erected.

"TELEGRAM  TO  PRESIDENT  WILSON." 

M.'.  W.'.  Bbo.  Wm.  F.  Kuhn  offered  the  following  telegram  to 
President  Woodbow  Wilson,  which,  on  motion,  was  unanimously  adopted 
by  a  rising  vote: 

"St  Louis,  Mo.,  Sept  18,  1917. 
•To  Woodroio  Wilson, 

"President  of  the  United  States: 
"The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the 
State  of  Missouri  assembled  in  its  ninety-seventh  annual  session,  with 
its  70,000  members,  pledges  to  you  its  loyal  support,  and  prays  that  when 

rce  comes  it  will  come  with  righteousness,  the  triumph  of  democracy 
the  world,  and  that  the  doctrine  of  the  Fatherland  of  God  and  the 
brotherhood  of  man  may  become  universal. 

"Edwabd  Hiobee, 
**Qrand  Master. 
"John  R.  Parson, 

"Gfratid  Secretary:* 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  an  excellent  Address  of  fifty-eight  pages. 
Among  the  many  good  passages  we  have  space  only  for  few: 
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"FKemasoos  have  a  great  reefponaibility  in  this  world  oonflagratioiL 
Freemaaona  never  were  sladLers.  They  were  in  the  forefront  in  the 
American  Revolution.  In  fact,  they  were  the  leaders  in  organiiing 
the  revolt  against  British  tyrannv  to  found  a  nation  'conceived  in 
liberty  and  dedicated  to  the  proposition  that  all  men  are  created  equaL' 
At  the  psychological  moment  Cfeneral  Joseph  Wabskn,  Grand  Master 
of  Massachusetts,  and  a  band  of  freemasons,  disguised  as  Indians, 
enacted  the  Boston  Tea  Party,  which  precipitated  the  American  Revolu- 
tion«  Victory  achieved,  they  laid  aside  the  sword.  The  Federal  Con- 
stitutional Convention,  with  four  exceptions,  were  B^eemasona.  Wash- 
ington, as  President  of  that  convention,  rmdered  his  country  invaluable 
service.  Freemasons  have  valiantly  sustained  their  country  in  every 
crisis.  There  must  be  no  slackers  now.  There  must  be  no  question 
about  our  attitude  in  our  Nation's  peril." 

And: 

"We  have  existed  for  hundreds  of  years.  We  have  performed  great 
charities,  and  have  received  full  credit  for  tfaeoL  We  have  In  a  meason 
taken  care  of  those  of  the  household  of  faith.  But  we  have  never  seen 
the  country  in  the  hour  of  such  national  need  as  at  present. 

"We  are  living  in  perhaps  the  darkest  hour  of  the  world's  histoiyf 
and  the  dawn  has  not  yet  appeared.  Let  the  Royal  Craft  rise  to  the 
needs  of  the  hour.  Let  those  whom  we  have  placed  in  high  positioo, 
and  to  whom  we  have  been  taught  to  look  for  inspiration  and  leader- 
ship, issue  a  clarion  call  to  action.  Do  they  doubt  their  right  to  do  so? 
There  are  times  in  the  life  of  an  individual  and  a  nation  when  old 
methods  must  be  relegated  to  the  rear  and  new  precedents  be  set.  The 
duty  is  upon  us  and  we  should  rise  to  the  occasion. 

"And  just  as  sure  as  there  is  a  Divine  power  controlling  and  direct- 
ing all  things,  just  so  sure  will  the  rank  and  file  of  the  craft  indorse  any 
steps  along  these  lines,  and  rallying  as  a  unit  to  the  banner  of  the  Com- 
pass and  Square,  will  follow  whithersoever  it  leads,  and  Masonry  will 
emerge  from  the  conflict  purer,  better,  nobler,  for  its  labors  for  the 
order,  our  country  and  humanity.    BUT  LET  US  DO  SOMJUTUING." 

M.'.  W.\  Bbo.  Campbeix  Weli^s  is  among  those  who  are  mourned 
in  the  report.  Eight  new  Lodges  were  duly  constituted  and  five  were 
newly  established. 

Many  valuable  papers  were  read  by  Past  Grand  Master  Wic  F. 
KuHN,  CoMBis  Smith  and  others. 

An  elaborate  engrossed  letter  covering  seven  pages  of  the  Proceedings 
was  sent  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  congratulating  "Mother  Grand 
Lodge  on  its  200th  birthday." 

Bbo.  C.  C.  Woods  presents  the  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence, 
a  good  report  thoroughly  covering  the  ground.  New  York  is  reviewed 
on  five  pages,  speaks  well  of  our  doings  and  says  of  the  work  of  this 
Committee : 

'"This  covers  ninety-eight  pages  and  touches  the  very  'ends  of 
the  earth,'  giving  a  line  or  two  to  many  Grand  Lodges  rarely  recognised. 
Missouri  is  treated  very  courteously  in  one  and  a  half  pages.  Altogether 
the  report  is  interesting  from  start  to  finish." 

This  State  has  639  Lodges,  with  70,144  members.

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  opened  the  Grand  Lodge  and  received  the 
eighteen  Past  Grand  Masters  in  attendance  with  the  Grand  Honors.  The 
Grand  Master  M.'.  W/.  Andrew  H.  Vieu:  then  entered  and  was  duly 
received. 

Grand  Master  Viele  requested  M.'.  W.*.  Bro.  George  H.  Thuicmel, 
the  oldest  Past  Grand  Master  present,  and  Past  Grand  Master  John 
A.  Bhbhardt,  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  to  retire  and  present  the 
flag  of  our  country  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  They  returned  bearing  the 
Stars  and  Stripes,  and  the  remark  of  Past  Grand  Master  Bhbhabdt: 
"It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I  present  to  this  Grand  Lodge, 
'Old  Glory,*"  brought  forth  the  most  enthusiastic  and  hearty  greeting 
ever  witnessed  in  the  Grand  Lodge.  When  the  applause  had  subsided 
the  Grand  Master  ordered  the  flag  saluted  with  the  Grand  Honors,  and 
displayed  on  the  platform  during  the  session.  The  Brethren  thereupon 
joined  in  singing  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner." 

The  Grand  Master  read  his  Address,  beginning  with : 

"In  welcoming  you  to  this,  our  sixtieth  anniversary,  we  are  reminded 
that  we  have  arrived  at  the  three-score  mark,  the  allotted  time  of  most 
men,  yet  Masonry,  it  seems  to  me,  is  just  entering  its  youth  in  its  en- 
deavors for  the  betterment  of  mankind,  for  the  raising  of  a  higher  stand- 
ard of  higher  ideals  and  grander  achievements.  For  if  we  are  to  be 
instmments  in  spreading  the  light  of  wisdom,  extending  the  principles 
of  righteousness,  dispensing  the  beauty  of  morality,  and  lessening  the 
sum  of  human  misery  and  degradation,  then  we  have  but  entered  upon 
our  career  of  usefulness,  of  high  and  holy  aspirations. 

"While  our  custom  does  not  require  the  Grand  Master  to  refer  to  or 
comment  u]^n  the  passing  away  of  our  beloved  fraters,  I  feel  it  not 
only  a  privilege  but  partially  a  duty  to  speak  of  those  who  have  been 
called  in  the  past  year." 

He  speaks  tenderly  about  Past  Grand  Master  Quinqlb  M.  Baisd  and 
others.  The  reports  on  the  Homes  of  Boys  and  Girls  are  very  satisfac- 
tory.   The  Grand  Master  says  with  seeming  pride : 

"Thanks  to  the  framers  of  our  laws,  they  have  been  made  so  plain 
that  very  little  is  left  for  the  Grand  Master  to  do  in  the  matter  of 
rendering  decisions.  While  I  have  received  a  great  amount  of  corre- 
spondence relative  to  the  interpretation  of  the  law,  it  is  so  plain  that 
usually  merely  by  citing  the  section,  the  questions  were  answered  with- 
out the  Grand  Master  making  any  other  decision." 

No  less  than  fourteen  corner  stones  were  laid  by  this  Grand  Master, 
three  Temples  were  dedicated,  numbers  of  visits  were  made,  as  well  as 
many  installations.  Three  new  Lodges  were  constituted  and  three  were 
newly  established. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  P.  G.  M.  John  A. 
Ehrhardt.  New  York  is  attended  to  on  three  pages.  He  quotes 
from  Grand  Master  Freifeld  and  from  Ossian  Lano,  our  Grand 
Historian.

M.*.  W/.  Alfbeo  W.  Holmbs  in  the  Grand  East  with  thirteen  Past 
Grand  Masters.    Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  prayer 

by  Rev.  Thomas  L.  Bellak,  Grand  Chaplain.

"At  this  time  a  Masonic  veteran,  Bbo.  Gbobgb  H.  Fogo.  of  Reno 
Lodge  No.  13.  accompanied  by  the  Grand  Stewards,  enterea  the  hall 
carrying  the  American  flag.  The  Grand  Lodge  arose  in  a  body,  and, 
amidst  the  singing  of  'Mv  Country,  'TIS  of  Thee,'  the  flag  was  pre- 
sented before  the  altar,  where  it  was  received  by  the  Grand  Masto-  in 
fitting  words,  and  the  allegiance  of  the  Craftsmen  assemUed  pledged 
to  the  government  and  its  flag." 

The  Grand  Master  then  read  his  Address : 

"Grateful  are  we  to  the  Gracious  Father  for  His  blessinn  so  gener- 
ously bestowed  upon  us  and  the  Fraternity,  and  in  the  performance  of 
the  woiic  before  us  let  us  seek  wisdom  from  Him  in  whom  all,  from 
the  youngest  Entered  Apprentice  to  the  oldest  Master,  have  avowed 
their  trust,  that  we  may  be  better  enabled  to  display  the  beauties  of 
brotherly  love,  relief  and  truth  for  the  elevation  of  humanity  and  to  the 
honor  oi  His  holy  name.'* 

The  Grand  Master  recounts  his  visits  and  regrets  that  he  ooald  not 
make  more  owing  to  illness,  and  says  also: 

"Masonry  stands  where  it  has  always  stood — ^for  that  which  is  right, 
for  that  which  is  true,  and  at  its  sacred  altar  its  members  are  pledged 
to  be  true  to  their  government,  just  to  their  country,  to  submit  patiently 
to  legal  authority  and  to  conform  with  cheerfulness  to  the  mandates 
of  the  land  in  which  they  live.  Though  the  spirit  of  Freemasonrr  is  an- 
tagonistic to  war,  and  while  every  Masonic  Lodge  is  a  temple  of  peace, 
harmony  and  brotherly  love,  still  to  be  good  Masons  we  must  be  food 
citizens.  We  love  our  country  and  its  institutions  from  the  bluest 
motives  that  can  inspire  the  soul  of  citisenship." 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  Is  by  Bbo.  Edwabd  D.  YAJXixEBUJBrB 
and  is  as  usual  a  good  report.  He  gives  New  York  a  courteous  review  of 
four  pages.  He  quotes  with  admiration  from  Bbo.  Fbeifbxa's  Address 
and  from  our  foreword.

The  one  hundred  and  twenty-eighth  annual  Communication  of  tiie 
M.'.  W.*.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  was  held  Id 
the  city  of  Concord  on  May  16,  A.'.  U\  5917,  A.  D.  1917. 

Ten  Past  Grand  Masters  were  in  attendance,  among  them  M.\  W.'. 
John  Pbndeb,  New  York's  representative. 

R.'.  W.*.  Bbo.  Abbaham  L.  Gabmon,  Acting  Grand  Master,  then 
delivered  the  following  address; 
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"Bbbthben: 

"To-day  we  are  again  assembled  in  Annual  Communication.  This  our 
one  hundred  and  twenty-eighth  Annual  Communication  is  held  under 
peculiar  circumstances.  During  the  last  jear  our  Grand  LodM  has 
met  with  an  irreparable  loss  in  the  death  of  our  Grand  Master,  Geqbgb 
Edwabd  Bales,  a  man  well  qualified  for  the  position  of  trust  and  honor 
you  had  bestowed  upon  him.  He  did  much  for  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the 
few  months  that  he  was  our  Grand  Master,  and  doubtless  laid  plans 
for  much  more  than  we  shall  ever  know. 

''We  are  assembled  here  to-day  to  hear  a  report  of  the  work  done 
during  the  past  year,  the  first  half  by  Grand  Master  Bales  and  the  last 
half  by  myself  as  Acting  Grand  Master,  and  to  plan  as  far  as  possible 
our  work  for  the  year  to  come." 

He  paid  a  touching  tribute  to,  the  late  Grand  Master  Bales  and 
those  who  were  called  hence. 

The  Address  is  divided  in  two  parts,  giving  the  acts  of  the  late  la- 
mented Grand  Master  and  those  of  his  own,  reciting  the  usual  amount 
of  work,  waivers  of  Jurisdiction,  approval  of  by-laws,  &c.,  and  winds 
up  with  the  following: 

"Last  November,  when  on  account  of  M.*.  W.'.  Bro.  Bales'  sadden 
death  this  Grand  Lodge  was  left  without  a  Grand  Master,  it  became 
my  sad  duty  as  Deputy  Grand  Master  to  take  up  his  stewardship  and 
as  far  as  possible  to  fill  his  place  in  the  affairs  of  this  grand  body.  This 
I  have  done  and  to  the  best  of  my  ability  have  carried  out  every  known 
wish  of  our  dear  departed  Grand  Master.  In  the  managing  of  the  affairs 
of  this  grand  body,  which  came  upon  me  so  unexpectedly,  I  am  deeply 
indebted  to  my  associate  grand  officers  for  their  loyal  support,  and  espe- 
cially to  our  Grand  Secretary  for  his  kind  assistance  and  valuaole 
advice." 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  written  by  Past  Grand 
Master  M.*.  W.*.  Habbt  M.  Chenet,  his  eleventh.  It  is  as  usual 
concise  and  good  reading.    New  York  is  cleverly  handled  on  three  pages.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by 
R.'.  W.'.  Bbo.  JULIT7S  Silbebfeld,  Grand  Chaplain. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  Grand  Organist,  Worshipful  Bbo. 
Thoicab  B.  Hood,  an  ode  was  sung. 

After  opening,  the  Grand  Master  at  once  plunged  into  buslneBS  by 
reading  his  Address,  a  good  paper  of  twenty-eight  pages.  In  it  he 
recounts  the  work  of  the  year,  showing  that  it  was  a  busy  year  ended  for 
the  Grand  Master  and  the  Brethren  of  New  Jersey.  In  the  beginning 
he  says: 

"It  seems  incredible  as  I  look  back  upon  it,  and  attempt  to  review 
the  principal  and  outstanding  happenings  which  I  am  charged  to  brinf 
to  your  attention,  that  so  much  that  makes  for  history  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Jersey  could  transpire  in  the  brief  space  of  a  year.  Surely 
HO  recent  similar  period  has  been  crowded  with  so  wide  a  variety  of 
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incidents  with  which  it  has  fallen  to  my  lot  to  contend.  How  well  the 
duties  devolving  upon  me  have  been  performed  it  is  not  for  me  to  say. 
If  the  seal  of  your  approval  shall  be  affixed,  I  can  wish  for  no  greater 
boon,  and  shall  rest  perfectly  well  satisfied  to  leave  to  posterity  that 
appraisal  which  is  possible  only  after  the  lapse  of  time. 

"God  grant  that  we  may  fulfill  our  destiny  as  Masons;  make  us  to 
be  big  and  strong  and  self-reliant,  so  that  when  opportunity  affords  we 
may  be  ready  to  serve  mankind  with  all  the  strength  and  vigor  and  capa- 
bility of  men  who  succeed  to-day  to  the  places  held  by  the  great  men 
of  yesterday,  and  who  would  valiantly  uphold  the  noble  and  inspiring 
traditions  which  are  our  rightful  heritage,  and  to  which  we  have  been 
obligated  by  our  forefathers. 

"That  our  deliberations  may  be  dignified,  and  our  conclusions  both 
wise  and  just,  is  my  most  earnest  wish,  and  to  such  a  satisfactory  end 
I  invite  your  thoughtful  and  considerate  co-operation.  Let  us  make 
history  that  will  prove  interesting,  pleasant  to  reflect  upon,  and  fruitful 
only  of  good  to  our  beloved  Fraternity." 

His  necrology  is  touching.    He  says: 

"When  one's  heart  is  crowded  with  deep  and  exceptional  emotions, 
when  one's  soul  cries  out  with  grief  whose  poignancy  taxes  human  en- 
durance, the  mind  conjures  up  a  multitude  of  things  proper  to  be  said 
that  might  tend  to  ease  the  tension,  which,  nevertheless,  are  difficult  to 
commit  to  paper,  especially  when  one's  sight  is  tear-bedimmed. 

"Humility  in  man  is  Divinely  taught  in  the  written  Word  and 
adapted  into  Masonry  as  an  attribute  of  the  wise  and  the  good.  Sub- 
mission to  the  will  of  God,  however  seemingly  harsh  and  unsolvable 
His  decrees  may  be,  expresses  but  the  same  thought  in  slightly  different 
terms. 

"In  the  presence  of  Death,  therefore,  we  must  bow  with  that  humility, 
that  humble  submission  to  the  will  of  our  Supreme  Grand  Master  which 
marks  our  faith  in  Him  as  a  real  and  vital  factor,  a  living  thing,  that 
will  accompany  us  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death,  without 
fear,  into  that  realm  of  eternal  bliss  where  naught  but  joy  and  happi- 
ness may  be  found  throughout  eternity" ; 

and  speaks  affectionately  of  the  late  lamented  Grand  Secretary  R.*.  W.*. 
Theodobe  B.  Townlet  and  of  many  others  who  crossed  the  great  divide 
during  the  year. 

Three  Lodges  were  duly  constituted  and  four  were  duly  established. 
The  usual  number  of  waivers  to  and  from  our  neighbors  are  recorded. 
Then  brings  a  long  list  of  visits  made  and  received  and  all  else  that 
comes  to  a  busy  Grand  Master  of  a  large  Jurisdiction.

After  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  M.*.  W.'.  Grand  Master  Alonzo 
B.  McMnxEN  opened  Grand  Lodge  in  Ample  Form.  Bight  Past  Grand 
Masters  were  present. 

The  Grand  Master  read  his  Address,  a  good  businesB  paper  of 
twentyH9even  pages.     He  first  pays  tribute  to  the  dead  of  the  Jarisdic- 
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tion  and  to  those  of  other  Grand  Lodges,  mentioning  Past  Qrand  MaBter 
CharTjKS  Bowmeb,  then  recites  the  doings  of  the  year,  corner  stone  lay- 
ings. Dispensations  granted,  yisits,  dedications,  &c.  Many  Dispensations 
were  refused  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons. 

Seventeen  decisions  are  reported,  all  answered  according  to  local 
law  and  Masonic  usage. 

In  concluding  his  Address  the  Grand  Master  says: 

"No  organization  inspires  higher  Ideals  than  that  of  Masonry.  The 
sublime  principles  of  our  Order  shine  forth  at  this  time  of  world-wide 
war  with  particular  luster.  Masonry  has  ever  been  opposed  to  auto- 
cratic or  despotic  power.  Civil  and  religious  liberty  is  everywhere  es- 
teemed by  them  to  be  of  the  greatest  importance.  Their  conquest  so 
far  as  their  beloved  Order  is  concerned,  is  one  of  peace,  and  the  appeal 
to  men's  intellect  and  the  better  side  of  their  natures:  but  Masons  are 
essentially  patriots  and  they  will  be  everywhere  found  ready  to  fight 
for  their  country  when  assailed  by  despotic  power. 

"It  is  inconceivable  that  there  could  be  found  anywhere  within  our 
country  a  Mason  who  is  a  'slacker'  or  a  traitor  to  his  country,  or 
one  who  would  in  any  way  give  aid  and  comfort  to  the  enemy."

NORTH  CAROLINA 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  convened  in  its  one  hundred 
and  thirtieth  Annual  Communication  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  on  Janu- 
ary 16,  1917,  and  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  it  appearing  that  a 
constitutional  number  of  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  begins  his  Address: 

"To-day  we  are  gathered  together  in  the  130th  Annual  Communication 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  to  recount  our  gains  and  losses, 
ascertain  whether  Masonry  has  progressed  or  retrogressed,  locate,  and  in 
future  avoid,  our  mistakes,  and  deliberate  together  what  is  best  for  Free- 
masonry. 

"One  year  ago  you  elected  me  as  Grand  Master,  intrusting  to  me  the 
care  and  custody  of  the  destinies  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 
for  the  year  1916.  Faithfully  have  I  tried  to  look  at  all  matters  with 
an  eye  single  to  the  good  of  Freemasonry,  the  betterment  of  our  fellow- 
men  and  advance  of  this  world  in  which  we  live.  Never  has  there  been 
a  day  in  which  the  affairs  of  our  great  Fraternity  have  not  been  many 
times  in  my  thoughts.  If  in  any  way  your  servant  has  succeeded,  it 
has  been,  not  because  of  his  own  exertions,  but  because  each  night,  as 
the  darkness  followed  the  day,  and  the  time  for  rest  comes  to  a  man  so 
that  he  may  prepare  for  the  work  of  the  coming  day,  on  bended  knee 
have  I  implored  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  upon  this  Grand  Lodge,  its 
officers,  and  the  Masons  of  North  Carolina,  implored  His  blessing  upon 
their  work  for  the  good  of  our  State,  the  uplift  of  humanity,  and  that 
He  would  bless  this  great  order  in  all  of  its  works  to  that  end." 

In  his  Necrology  he  mentions  Bbo.  Gustavb  Rosenthal  and  Bbo. 
John  0.  Dbewbt  of  his  own  Jurisdiction.

SeTentj-foor  decUdoiit  are  reported.     We  quote: 

"22.  The  assessment  on  members  of  Lodges  are  forbidden  by  North 
Oarolina  Masonic  Digest,  528.  A  Lodge  should  provide  for  its  expenses 
out  of  the  dues  imposed  on  the  membership,  and  not  by  assessments. 

"7i.  A  Lodge  member  has  a  right  to  object  to  the  admission  of  a 
▼isiting  Brother,  but  a  member  has  not  the  right  to  demand  that  a  visit- 
ing Mason,  then  sitting  in  the  Lodge,  be  excluded  or  expelled  therefrom. 
It  \b  the  privilege  of  a  member  to  object  to  the  admission  of  a  visiting 
Brother,  out  if  the  member  is  late  and  the  visiting  Brother  has  been 
admitted  to  a  session  of  the  Lodge,  the  visitor  cannot  be  compelled  to 
withdraw  at  the  request  of  the  member.'* 

An  interesting  find  was  reported  by  the  Grand  Master: 

'To  the  BdUor  of  ike  Ohwrver: 

"A  few  days  ago,  a  gentleman  found  in  rubbish  here  in  Glarksville, 
l>snn.,  a  brass  plate  which  may  prove  of  historical  interest  to  citisens 
of  North  Carolina. 

*'I  am  mailing  you  a  copy  of  the  inscription  found  on  both  sides  of 
the  plate.  The  plate  itself  is  one-eighth  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  five 
and  a  quarter  inches  in  width,  and  seven  and  one-half  inches  in  length.

Owing  to  the  detention  of  M.\  W.*.  Bbo.  Alxxandbb  B.  Tatlob  in 
Fargo  on  account  of  imperative  business  matters,  the  Twenty-eighth 
Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Dakota  was  opened 
by  R.'.  W.*.  Bbo.  Willluc  J.  Reynolds,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  in 
the  Masonic  Temple,  Grand  Forks,  June  19th,  1917.  The  sessions  of 
the  Grand  Communication  continued  until  Wednesday  afternoon. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  read  by  the  Deputy  and  Act- 
ing Grand  Master  E.'.  W.'.  William  J.  Reynolds.  He  says  in  the 
beginning : 

**In  childhood,  time  seems  to  pass  very  slowly,  and  months  seem  to 
lengthen  into  years;  but  as  one  grows  older  the  conditions  seem  to  be 
reversed  and  the  days  and  weeks  seem  to  pass  very  rapidly.  To-day 
I  find  myself  at  the  close  of  my  year  as  your  Grand  Master.  I  wish  to 
acknowledge  the  guidance  of  a  Divine  Providence  Who  has  ever  had  me 
in  His  keeping." 

Then  pays  tribute  to  the  departed,  among  them  Past  Grand  Master 
Thomas  Louis  Vovulbb. 

Four  Lodges  were  duly  constituted,  comer  stones  were  laid.  Temples 
dedicated,  many  Dispensations  were  granted  and  much  buidness  was 
transacted.  The  entire  session  was  marked  by  a  thorough  business  at- 
mosphere and  was  well  regulated  in  all,  owing,  no  doubt,  to  efficient  and 
practical  effort  of  the  Grand  Secretary.  Our  old  friend,  Walteb  L. 
Stogkwell,  who  delivered  a  splendid  Address,  and  we  regret  we  cannot 
quote  more  for  lack  of  space.

While  the  Master  of  a  Lodge  enjoys  large  powers, 
he  is  elevated  to  such  power  through  the  voice  of  the  Brethren  and  after 
his  term  of  service  he  returns  again  to  the  ranks.  Race.  Nationality, 
Social  Distinction,  Wealth,  Creed,  Party  Affiliation — these  nave  no  place 
in  Masonry  and  in  these  days  of  the  world's  most  awful  catastrophe 
may  we  not  hope  that  some  time  and  that  right  soon,  what  we  see  in 
every  Masonic  Lodge,  namely,  Friendship,  Brotherly  Love,  Democracy — 
may  reign  supreme  throughout  the  world."

M.'.  W/.  JcMEL  G.  Gu>BE,  Grand  Master,  opened  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  Ample  Form  with  twenty-three  Past  Grand  Masters  in  attendance. 

Upon  opening  the  book  of  Proceedings  a  huge  picture  of  ''Old  GImt^ 
is  shown,  dedicated  'To  our  Boys."  There  is  also  shown  a  picture  of 
an  unbroken  line  of  twenty-five  Past  Grand  Masters  (all  living). 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  Address  pays  due  tribute  to  the  many 
meml)er8  wbo  were  called  hence  to  the  great  beyond.  Anent  Dispensa- 
tions this  Grand  Master  says: 

"I  have  granted  ninety-three  Dispensations.  These  are  too  hamerons 
to  recount  in  detail,  but  will  be  printed  in  full  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Pro- 
ceedings as  Appendix  A. 

"I  have  been  compelled  to  refuse  more  requests  for  Dispenaatioas 
than  I  have  granted.  In  each  instance,  however,  the  granting  of  these 
requests  would  have  been  in  direct  conflict  with  the  CSode  and  w^  estab- 
lished decisions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio.  Requests  for  Dispenaations 
to  confer  degrees  out  of  time  became  so  numerous  on  account  of  men 
being  called  from  home  for  military  service  in  other  States  before  thej 
could  receive  the  degrees  in  regular  order,  that  I  was  compelled  to  isaoe 
a  cautionary  letter  on  July  19, 1917.  This  letter  was  sent  to  every  Lodge 
in  tbis  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  called  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the 
several  sections  of  Che  Code.  Notwithstanding  this,  a  number  of  sach 
requests  have  since  been  received.  I  have  explained  in  each  instance 
that  the  Grand  Master  is  powerless  to  grant  a  Dispensation  to  have 
degrees  conferred  otherwise  than  as  prescribed  by  the  Code.  I  have 
further  stated  in  response  to  these  requests  that  the  Grand  Jurisdictioiia 
to  which  these  young  men  might  be  called  would  authorise  the  work 
finished,  or  all  the  degrees  conferred  for  our  Lodges  on  proper  request 
through  me  to  the  Grand  Masters  of  these  other  Jurisdictions.'' 

Five  Lodges  were  newly  established  and  five  were  duly  constituted. 
Many  dedications,  comer  stone  layings  and  other  ceremonies  are  re- 
ported, also  courtesies  received  and  granted  by  sister  Juriadictiona. 
Here  is  an  exceptional  report : 

"I  was  not  called  upon  to  answer  any  question  of  Masonic  Law 
during  the  year  that  could  not  be  answered  by  reference  to  the  Code  or 
the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  heretofore  made." 

In  conclusion  of  his  excellent  Address,  he  says: 

"My  year's  service  has  increased,  if  possible,  my  high  regard  for  this 

8>lendid  Fraternity,  and  my  love  and  esteem  for  the  members  of  the 
raft  generally.  Freemasonry  has  been  a  boon  to  all  who  have  come 
under  Its  benign  influence.  This  great  Fraternity  has  been  of  untold 
benefit  in  the  establishment  of  this  government,  in  the  preservation  of 
the  Union,  and  in  upholding  law  and  order  in  every  community  where 
it  has  found  an  abiding  place." 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  again 
by  M.'.  W.'>  Nelson  Williams,  his  seventh,  and  is  a  good  and  condae 
report

This  seems  to  establish  the  "beginning'*  at  1737.  The  Review  of  Pro- 
ceedings of  sister  Jurisdictions  by  Past  Grand  Master  J.  L.  Michib 
is  the  usual  good  report.     In  it  he  says: 

"We  are  conscious  that  no  comment  of  ours  could  add  to  its  charm 
or  merit,  but  it  is  such  a  splendid  array  of  Masonic  information  and 
happenings  throughout  the  world,  we  might  perchance  have  emphasised 
its  points  of  worth,  and  thereby  have  drawn  a  more  general  attention, 
and  a  more  general  reading  of  its  contents  by  the  Craft  Brethren,  do 
not  fail  to  read  the  Appendix  to  the  Grand  Lodge  proceedings.  It  will 
be  well  worth  your  while.  You  will  be  better  and  more  intelligent  Masons 
for  doing  so." 

He  gives  New  York  three  pages  of  courteous  review,  quotes  from 
Grand  Master  Frehteld  and  Ossian  Lang.

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  Jambs  Roanb  opened  this  Grand 
Lodge  in  Ample  Form  after  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain  Rev.  Bd- 
WABD  AsHLET,  assisted  by  fifteen  Past  Grand  Masters.  The  Senior 
Grand  Warden,  R.'.  W.'.  Walteb  B.  Bubb,  answered  for  New  York. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  Address  pays  respect  to  the  departed 
Brethren,  mentioning  R.'.  W/.  Whjjah  Sbth  Stogkweix.  and  others  of 
his  own  and  sister  Jurisdictions.  He  rei>orts  that  four  new  Lodges 
were  erected.  In  one  of  his  decisions  he  emphasizes  a  cardinal  doc- 
trine of  our  Fraternity.    We  quote : 

"Q. — ^What  would  be  the  standing  of  a  member  if  he  should  join 
the  Catholic  Church? 

"A. — Masonry  does  not  concern  itself  with  the  creed,  sect,  or  re- 
ligions opinion  of  its  members,  provided  always  that  belief  in  God  as 
the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe  is  a  Masonic  essential." 

The  Address  is  short,  but  full  of  good  sound  sense;  for  instance: 

"In  my  correspondence  with  the  various  Lodges  in  our  Jurisdiction, 
I  have  observed  that  Communications  are  almost  invariably  spoken  of 
as  ^meetings.'  I  have  also  noted  that  throughout  the  official  By-Laws 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  same  careless  misuse  of  terms  obtains.  In  my 
conversations  with  many  old  and  otherwise  well  informed  members  of 
the  Fraternity,  I  have  learned  that  they  have  always  been  accustomed 
to  use  the  terms  regular  and  special  meeting,  and  many  of  them  have 
come  to  believe  that  the  word  Communication  is  only  used  to  designate 
the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

**The  same  careless  and  incorrect  use  of  the  terms  regular  and  special 
meeting  prevails  verv  largely  throughout  many  Jurisdictions  other  than 
our  own;  showing  that  Masons  generally  have  become  very  lax  in  this 
regard.  If  this  unfortunate  condition  is  suffered  to  continue,  the  use  of 
the  good  old  Masonic  word  "Communication,"  with  the  proper  prefix, 
Stated,  Special,  and  Festival,  will  ultimately  become  obsolete;  and  the 
Fraternity  as  a  whole  will  lose  terms  that  have  a  peculiar  Masonic 
meaning. 

"The  coming  together  of  Masons  in  their  character  as  Masons  is 
termed  a  Communication.  The  regular  monthly  or  semi-monthly  meet- 
ings of  a  Lodge  are  designated  Stated  Communications.  The  meetings 
of  a  Lodge  at  other  times  are  called  Special  Communications,  whether 
for  the  purpose  of  conferring  degrees,  conducting  funerals,  trials,  or 
for  other  purposes.  The  meetings  on  the  days  consecrated  to  St  John 
the  Baptist  and  St  John  the  Evangelist  are  Festival  Communications. 
Thus  the  terms  Stated,  Special  and  Festival  Communications  cover  all 
the  meetings  of  a  Masonic  Lodge,  and  should  invariably  be  used  in  writ- 
ing or  speaking,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  plebeian  word  'meeting.' " 

Grand  Lodge  of  Panama  was  duly  recognized. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  by  Bbo.  S.  A.  Bbown.  New 
York  receives  attention  on  four  pages.  He  quotes  approvingly  from 
Grand  Master  Fbeifeld's  Address  and  also  from  the  report  of  this 
Committee.

104th  Communication,  NASHVILLE,  January  SO,  1918, 

M/.  W/.  JoHK  T.  Pbeleb,  Grand  Master,  opened  Grand  Ijodge  in 
Ample  Form.  Fifteen  Past  Grand  Masters  attended  the  opening  cere- 
monies. 

Immediately  following  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Lodge  M.'.  W.*. 
M.  D.  SHALUfAN,  Past  Grand  Master,  on  behalf  of  M.*.  W.*.  Ghabubs 
Basham,  Past  Grand  Master,  presented  to  it  a  silver-mounted  gavel 
fashioned  oat  of  white  oak  timber  taken  from  a  gunboat  sunk  by  the 
cavalry  forces  of  Gen.  N.  B.  Forrest  in  the  Tennessee  River  at  Johnson- 
ville  in  1862.  The  wood  from  which  it  was  made  remained  under  water 
for  fifty-five  years,  and  had  from  its  long  immersion  been  changed  in 
color  to  a  beautiful  black.  The  gavel  was  unanimously  accepted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  by  a  rising  vote.  The  presentation  was  made  more  In- 
teresting because  of  the  fact  that  Past  Grand  Master  Smaixicak  was 
a  member  of  Forrest's  command. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  Address  reports  the  doings  of  the  year,  the 
corner  stones  laid,  Temples  dedicated,  visits  made  and  all  that  comes 
to  the  lot  of  a  busy  Grand  Master.  A  long  list  of  Dispensations  were 
granted  and  some  were  refused.    Of  official  rulings  58  are  reported. 

"24.  The  Grand  Secretary  of  New  York  asked  for  the  release  of 
Jurisdiction  over  a  gentleman  temporarily  residing  in  New  York  and 
claiming  Oookeville  as  his  home. 

"Held,  that  the  request  for  Oookeville  Lodge  No.  206  to  waive  juris- 
diction must  be  declined,  that  if  that  is  his  place  of  residence  he  must 
petition  the  Oookeville  Lodge." 

Many  visits  were  made,  causing  much  traveling  over  a  wide  area. 

Past  Grand  Master  Ohables  Babhah  introduced  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
Bbo.  Ohables  E.  Whelan,  P.  G.  M.  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  WiBOonsiii, 
and  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee,  near  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Wisconsin.  The  Grand  Master  welcomed  Bbo.  Whxlan,  who 
responded  in  very  eloquent  terms.

Sf^nd  Communication.  WACO.  December  4,  1917, 

The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  was  opened  in  Due  and 
Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  W.'.  Bbo.  J.  W.  Mnxs,  Grand  Ohapiain,  as 
follows : 

M.'.  W.*.  Fbank  0.  Jones,  Grand  Master  in  the  East,  assisted  by 
the  Grand  Officers  and  fifteen  Past  Grand  Masters. 

It  was  announced  that  there  were  distinguished  Brethren  from 
other  Jurisdictions  awaiting  admission. 
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Past  Grand  Master  Sah  P.  Gochban  escorted  into  the  Most  Wor- 
Bhipfnl  Grand  Lodge  and  introduced  M/.  W.'.  Bbo.  John  W.  Abmstboito, 
Grand  Master  of  Lonisiana,  and  R.'.  W.'.  Bbo.  John  Ed.  Davilla,  Grand 
Secretary  of  Louisiana.  Also  R.'.  W.'.  Bbo.  Geobos  L.  Sohoonoyeb, 
Senior  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  Secretary  of 
the  National  Masonic  Research  Society  of  that  State. 

Led  by  a  quartette,  composed  of  Bbos.  John  Maxwell,  Gratb  Dai^- 
ton,  Ghablie  Andebson  and  H.  W.  Payne,  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  visiting  Brethren  joined  in  singing  the .  National  hymn, 
"America." 

The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  asked  the  Representatives  of 
other  Grand  Lodges  to  assemble  around  the  altar,  and  he  welcomed  them 
as  the  representatives  of  their  several  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

His  welcome  was  responded  to  by  Past  Grand  Master  Sah  P.  Oooh- 
BAN,  Representative  of  Maryland,  and  Past  Grand  Master  W.  S.  Flt, 
Representative  of  North  Carolina. 

He  mourns  the  loss  of  many  distinguished  Craftsmen  in  his  own  and 
sister  Jurisdictions.    Among  his  own  is  Abchibald  Wiluam  Campbell. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master,  is  an  exhaustive  paper  of  124 
pages.  In  it  he  speaks  of  the  Grand  Representatives  and  rei>orts  having 
reorganized  the  diplomatic  corps  of  Texas.  Four  newly  chartered  Lodges 
were  duly  constituted.  Many  courtesies  were  received  by  and  extended 
to  other  Jurisdictions,  but  he  says: 

''I  was  besieged  with  requests  during  the  year  to  confer  degrees  out 
of  time,  especially  after  the  declaration  of  a  State  of  War  between  the 
United  States  and  Germany,  the  establishment  of  Cantonments,  Training 
Camps,  Aviation  Camps  and  other  arrangements  looking  to  the  training 
of  our  men  for  service  in  the  United  States  Army  and  Navy. 

"There  seems  to  be  a  general  misunderstanding  of  the  Lodges  with 
reference  to  the  attitude  of  our  Grand  Lodge  on  this  subject  I  have 
explained  to  the  Lodges  that  our  Grand  Lodge  is  opposed  to  making 
Masons  at  sight,  and  that  no  good  can  be  accomplished  by  granting 
Dispensation  unless  the  candidate  receiving  the  degrees  has  nme  before 
leaving  for  a  foreign  country  to  be  instructed  in  the  work,  as  Masonry 
would  be  useless  to  him." 

Many  Dispensations  were  granted  and  some  were  refused  for  good 
and  sufficient  reasons.  Thirty-five  decisions  are  reported.  We  quote 
one: 

"QueHion — ^The  Secretary  of  Julian  Field  Lodge  No.  908  wrote  me  for 
permission  to  have  several  ballot  boxes  to  be  used  at  the  same  time  when 
balloting  upon  candidates,  in  order  to  save  time,  as  said  Lodge  sometimes 
has  as  many  as  twenty-eight  ballots  in  one  evening,  frequently  twelve 
to  fifteen. 

"JJ^Id— That  the  laws  of  our  Grand  Lodge  are  very  specific,  to  the 
effect  that  a  separate  ballot  is  required  in  every  case ;  that  it  is  not  per- 
missible to  pass  more  than  one  ballot  box  at  the  same  time,  or  to  bidlot 
at  the  same  time  upon  two  respective  candidates,  either  with  one  or  more 
ballot  boxes,  but  at  all  times  there  must  be  a  separate  and  distinct  ballot 
in  the  Lodge  upon  each  candidate  from  the  beginning  to  its  final  comple- 
tion and  announcement'* 

This  Grand  Master  recommends  a  private  secretary  for  Grand 
Master. 

"(9)  At  our  Communication  in  1915  Grand  Master  Lightfoot 
strongly  recommended  the  selection  by  this  Grand  Lodge  of  a  prirate 
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secretary  to  the  Grand  Master,  and  that  he  should  go  from  one  Grand 
Master  to  another,  and  should  be  an  eflSdent  stenographer  and  a  Master 
Mason ;  that  he  wonld  in  time  become  so  proficient  in  the  laws  and  coa- 
toms  of  the  Order  that  good  business  could  be  handled  more  expeditiously 
and  accurately,  conflicting  opinions  would  be  reduced  to  a  minimum, 
and  general  standard  of  the  work  of  the  Grand  Master's  office  improved. 
A  year's  experience  in  this  office  has  demonstrated  to  me  the  wisdom  of 
this  suggestion,  and  I  attach  the  more  importance  to  it  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  our  Jurisprudence  Committee  endorsed  the  views  of  Grand 
Master  Liohtfoot,  but  in  its  wisdom  suggested  to  the  Grand  Lodge  a 
postponement  of  such  action  at  that  Communication.  With  70,000  Mas- 
ter Masons  in  Texas,  and  more  than  1,000  Lodges,  a  Grand  Master  hold- 
ing the  position  for  one  year  only  becomes  really  qualified  to  property 
discharge  the  duties  of  the  office,  under  our  present  system,  about  the 
time  he  is  called  upon  to  pass  the  gavel  of  authority  to  his  successor. 
With  an  experienced  private  secretary,  properly  compensated  and  trained 
during  one  year  of  service  to  the  Grand  Master,  the  succeeding  years  he 
would  become  more  and  more  experienced,  so  that  a  Grand  Master  could 
administer  the  duties  of  his  office  with  half  the  labor,  and  could  give 
more  of  his  attention  to  other  duties  of  the  Craft  just  as  important,  in- 
stead of  so  much  of  his  time  being  given,  as  it  is  now  done,  to  matters 
with  which  a  private  secretary  could  so  easily  become  familiar  in  a 
short  time." 

The  Report  of  Correspondence  is  by  Past  Grand  Master  John  Lw 
Tebbeix,  but  on  account  of  illness  of  our  good  Brother  the  report  Is 
incomplete.

M.'.  W.'.  Charles  Cunton  Grigos,  Grand  Master,  opened  this 
Grand  Lodge  in  Ample  Form,  after  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain.  Thir- 
teen Past  Grand  Masters  were  present.  Bro.  S.  D.  Evans  answered 
for  New  York.  Bro.  John  E.  Carver  delivered  an  oration,  after 
which  the  Grand  Master  read  his  Address,  in  which  he  says: 

''Brethren,  I  feel  that  to-day  we  stand  at  the  entrance  of  a  new  enu 
Behind  us  we  leave  the  pioneer  ways,  hardships,  modes  of  travel,  and  the 
struggle  against  our  enemies.  Ahead,  we  observe  a  complete  change; 
Masonry  has  come  into  its  own,  and  mounted  on  the  highest  point  of 
the  wheel  of  progress  it  sheds  its  genial  rays  as  one  of  the  penections 
of  God." 

He  pays  sad  tribute  to  the  departed,  mentioning  specially  Bbo.  Hueo 
Dbprizin,  a  member  of  his  own  Lodge  and  Grand  Lodge  officer,  llieo 
recounts  the  work  of  the  year;  two  new  Lodges  were  duly  constitated. 
He  has  visited  every  Lodge  but  one  in  the  Jurisdiction. 

Report  of  Correspondence  is  by  Bro.  Sah  Henbt  Goodwin  and  is  an 
excellent  paper,  more  on  intellectual  lines  than  many  we  read.  He 
pays  attention  to  New  York  on  three  pages,  speaks  well  of  Bbo.  Fbbi- 
feld's  Address  and  of  our  Grand  Historian,  Ossian  Lang,  and  says  of 
this  study: 

"How  strong  is  the  tendencv  in  man  to  speculate  on  the  beginninss, 
\he  origins  of  things  and  conditions,  and  institutions:  all  in  fact,  tiiat 
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invites  the  interest,  or  touches  the  life.  Faith,  which  is  defined  as  that 
which  gives  'substance  to  things  not  seen,'  has  only  a  limited  applica- 
tion. The  mythologies  of  peoples  in  their  childhood  disclose  this  ten- 
dency, and  the  songs,  and  studies,  and  theories  of  poets,  and  scientists 
and  theologians  are  keyed  to  this  Mystery  of  mysteries — the  Beginning. 
Many  who  draw  back  from  the  theory  of  pre-ezistence  set  forth  by  Plato, 
and  echoed  by  Wordsworth  and  Arnold  and  others,  yet,  somehow  feel 
this  Toiceless  longing."

The  Grand  Master  begins  his  Address  with : 

"To  those  of  yon  who  have  attended  previous  Communications  of 
this  Grand  Body,  some  of  you  many  times,  I  extend  sincere  fraternal 
greetings.  In  meeting  with  you  in  brotherly  intercourse  and  affection 
consists  the  delight  of  these  occasions.  Business  may  be  transacted  with 
strangers  but  true  joys  of  friendship  are  with  those  only  who  have  lived 
and  labored  together.  Those  of  you  who  come  here  for  the  first  time, 
naturally  the  younger  men,  I  welcome  most  heartily  to  the  deliberations 
and  social  gatherings  of  this  our  annual  festival.  To  you  and  to  such 
as  you  belongs  the  future.  Our  older  Brethren  have  finished,  or  are  fast 
filling  up  the  measure  of  their  labors  and  the  maintenance  and  guidance 
of  the  subordinate  lodges  are  being  gradually  shifted  to  your  shoulders. 
And  not  only  so,  but  you  must  be  prepared  to  carry  on  the  work  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  with  all  its  possibilities  of  good.  That  business  is  doomed 
to  ultimate  disaster  that  has  no  young  men  in  training  to  fill  the  places 
of  those  who  have  made  the  enterprise  a  success.  The  business  world 
is  hunting  diligently  for  men  worth  five  or  ten  thousand  dollars  a  year ; 
one  thousand  dollar  men  are  common  as  dead  leaves  in  November.  Think 
not  for  a  moment  that  the  officers  of  this  body  and  those  who  are  influen- 
tial in  its  councils  selfishly  desire  to  keep  these  places  for  themselves 
and  for  their  personal  friends.  I  tell  you  in  all  sincerity  that  as  one 
of  their  responsibilities  they  are  carefully  scanning  the  Masonic  field 
in  search  of  younger  men  who  have  the  qualifications  of  mind  and  heart 
to  appreciate  the  high  and  holy  mission  of  Masonry  and  successfully  to 
carry  it  forward.  Act  faithfully  your  part  whatever  it  may  be  and  keep 
in  the  open  where  you  may  be  found.    A  hearty  welcome  to  you  all!" 

Speaks  sadly  and  respectfully  of  the  recent  dead,  mentioning  spe- 
cially two  Past  Grand  Masters:  M.*.  W.'.  Ohables  Abba  Oaldsbwood 
and  KiTTBEDOB  Haskins.  Then  recites  the  work  of  the  year,  and  also 
reports  Dispensations,  decisions,  &c. 

The  Rei>ort  of  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Past  Grand  Master 
Chaslsb  H.  Dabling.  The  report  is  interesting.  He  does  not  group 
the  States  or  topics  but  adopts  a  method  of  his  own  on  the  subjects 
of  his  own  choice.

M.'.  W/.  JAiiEs  Alston  Cabell  opened  this  Grand  Lodge  in  Ample 
Form. 

Most  Worshipful  Henbt  Banks,  Past  Qrand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Georgia,  and  Worshipful  Gybil  DeWtball,  Past  Master  of 
Mosaic  Lodge,  No.  194,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey,  were  sepa- 
rately introduced,  escorted  to  the  Grand  East,  and  saluted  after  the 
ancient  custom  of  Masons.  The  above  named  visitors  entertained  the 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  with  pleasing  remarks,  which  were 
much  enjoyed  by  all  present. 

The  Grand  Master  read  his  Address,  beginning  with : 

'*Bbethben  of  the  Gband  Lodge  of  Yxbohoa  : 

'^ith  gratitude  and  thankfulness  to  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the 
universe  for  the  protection  and  guidance  He  has  vouchsafed  us,  and  the 
favors  and  blessings  He  has  bestowed  upon  us,  we  assemble  at  this,  the 
one  hundred  and  thirty-ninth  Grand  Annual  Communication,  humbly 
and  confidently  invoking  the  continuance  of  His  blessings  upon  our 
labors,  and  His  divine  guidance  and  direction  in  our  councils,  so  that  we 
mav  worthily  discharge  our  duties  and  measure  up  to  our  responsibilities 
and  obligations,  to  Masonry  in  particular  and  to  the  world  in  generaL 

'*While  many  of  our  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  have  been  plunged  into 
sorrow  and  mourning  by  the  loss  of  their  highest  and  best,  I  am  per- 
mitted to  stand  in  this  presence  to-day,  with  uncovered  head  and  up- 
lifted hands,  and  lay  my  sincere  offering  of  thanksgiving  at  the  feet  of 
Him,  *the  Supreme  Good,  to  whom  all  things  ill  are  but  as  slavish  offi- 
cers of  vengeance,'  who  has  so  signally  protected  us  from  the  idiafts  of 
the  destroying  angel. 

"Since  I  was  called  upon,  one  year  ago,  'to  rule  and  govern  Uie 
Craft'  in  Virginia,  no  officer  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  no  Past  Grand  Officer, 
nor  has  any  one  of  my  fifty-six  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  been 
called  from  his  sphere  of  earthly  usefulness.  And  the  Grand  Secretary 
informs  me  that  no  report  has  reached  him  of  any  lodge  in  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction  which  has  lost  its  Worshipful  Master  by  death." 

Reports  that  three  new  Lodges  were  erected  and  three  were  duly 
constituted.  Then  reports  the  work  of  a  busy  year,  the  visits  made, 
official  and  otherwise,  courtesies  received  and  conferred.  Dispensations 
granted  and  refused,  all  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons.  Of  physical 
qualifications  this  Grand  Master  says: 

"The  ancient  regulations  applicable  to  physical  disability,  which  con- 
stituted necessary  protection  in  the  era  of  operative  Masonry,  is  little 
respected  in  some  of  our  sister  Jurisdictions  at  this  tim&  and  the  ten- 
dency is  to  openly  set  them  aside,  waiving  these  disqualincations  if  the 
applicant  be  otherwise  worthy  and  self-sustaining,  and  thereby  living  up 
to  the  profession  that  *the  internal  and  not  the  external  quaUfications 
of  a  man  are  what  Masonry  regards.* 

"It  is  about  time  for  this  Jurisdiction  to  assert  that  in  selecting  mate- 
rial for  Masonry  it  depends  more  upon  the  mental  efficiency  and  the 
moral  character  of  the  candidate  than  his  physical  ability  to  perform 
manual  labor. 

"I  hope  the  light  will  never  dawn  upon  the  day  when  our  institatioB 
will  forget  Uie  debt  of  gratitude  the  world  owes  to  those  broad-minded, 
sturdy  workmen  who  were  the  custodians  of  our  great  truths,  and  nursed 
and  kept  burning  the  sacred  fires  upon  the  altars  of  what  we  to-day  call 
Masonry  through  all  the  long  and  terrible  era  of  the  Dark  Ages,  with  its 
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ignorance,  its  Intolerance,  and  its  saperstitions ;  but  I  can  see  no  sound 
reason  why  we  iBbould,  in  this  day  of  enlightenment  and  of  speculative 
Masonry,  handicaf  our  institution,  and  seriously  circumscribe  its  useful- 
ness, by  continuing  the  observance  of  old  regulations,  which  have  noth- 
ing to  recommend  them  except  that  they  were  wise  and  judicious  in  an- 
other age  and  under  other  conditions.*' 

Most  Worshipful  G.  L.  Pbzdgen,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  North 
Carolina,  was  introduced,  and  escorted  to  the  Grand  East,  and  saluted 
after  the  ancient  custom  of  Masons. 

Tlie  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Bbo. 
Joseph  W.  Eggleston,  in  his  usually  earnest  and  instructive  vein.  In 
his  conclusion  he  says: 

"Charging  dues  annually,  in  advance,  for  the  convenience  of  secre- 
taries, from  which  grows  frequent  injustice,  is  wrong.  Requiring  receipts 
for  dues  before  examination  is  an  impertinence.  Marching  in  regalia, 
save  for  funerals  and  cornerstone  laying  and  public  installations,  is  child- 
ish vanity,  or  else  unworthy  advertising,  far  beneath  the  dignity  of  our 
hoary  and  venerable  institution.  Calling  to  refreshment  and  entertain- 
ing mixed  Masons  and  profanes,  and  all  other  recognition  of  any  organi- 
sation not  pure  Masonry,  is  a  grave,  and  will,  some  day,  become  a  dan- 
gerous innovation.  It  is  but  a  concession  to  woman  suffrage,  and  that 
is  pure  politics,  be  our  individual  views  what  they  may. 

^'Striving  for  members  is  un-Masonic.  All  degree  work,  and  little  or 
no  social  life  or  instructive  features,  is  a  sad  mistake.  But,  perhaps, 
worse  and  most  destructive  of  all,  is  permitting  our  peace-loving  institu- 
tion, which  is  in  its  very  essence  the  antithesis  of  controversy,  to  be 
drawn  into  religious  contention." 

New  York  is  courteously  reviewed  in  seven  pages,  quotes  much  of 
Bbo.  Fbeifeld'b  Address  and  from  Bbo.  Lanq's  report  and  lauds  our 
Employment  Bureau. 

Virginia  has  329  Lodges,  with  26,244  members.

WASHINGTON 

The  Sixtieth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Lodge  of  Washington  convened  in  Seattle  on  the  12th  day  of  June,  1917, 
and  was  called  to  order  by  the  M.'.  W.*.  Grand  Master,  with  the  Grand 
OflBcers  present  and  in  their  respective  stations  and  places. 

Eighteen  Past  Grand  Masters  were  present,  also  Past  Grand  Master 
M.\  W.\  Wm.  D.  Pebkins  of  North  Dakota. 

After  the  invocation  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  Rev.  Bbo.  Habbt  M. 
Paiitteb,  the  M.'.  W.*.  Grand  Master,  assisted  by  his  officers,  opened 
the  M.*.  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  in  Ample  Form  on  the  Third 
Degree  of  Masonry. 

The  Grand  Master  requested  all  Past  Grand  Masters  present  to 
assemble  before  the  Altar  under  direction  of  Past  Grand  Master  Ralph 
C.  McAlusteb,  retire  and  escort  Old  Glory  into  the  Lodge  room.  A 
mighty  roar  of  applause  greeted  the  flag  as  it  entered  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  all  present  arose  and  sang  "My  Country,  'Tis  of  Thee"  after  which 
the  flag  was  placed  in  the  Bast  by  the  Grand  Standard  Bearer. 
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The  Grand  Master  begins  his  Address  with : 

**The  Sixtieth  Annual  Communication  of  this  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
liOdge  is  at  hand.  Three  score  years  have  passed,  and  to-day  we  find 
this  august  body  with  a  membership  of  over  twenty-two  thousand  men 
in  every  walk  of  life  and  holding  positions  of  importance  in  this  neat 
country  of  ours.  I  stand  before  you  to-day  to  give  an  account  of  my 
stewardship  as  your  Grand  Master." 

He  pays  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  Master  Edwabd  R. 
Habb  and  others.  Four  new  Lodges  were  established,  one  in  Seward, 
Alaska. 

Dedications,  corner  stone  layings,  are  reported.  Seven  Lodges  were 
duly  constituted. 

The  Grand  Master  closes  his  Address  with  the  following: 

"Masonry  is  the  oldest  fraternal  institution  now  in  existence.  Upon 
its  fundamental  principles  the  government  of  these  United  States  is 
founded.  Masons  have  guided  the  ship  of  state  through  many  troublons 
waters.  Hie  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Ma- 
sons of  Washington  has  a  duty  to  perform,  as  have  our  sister  Jurisdic- 
tions. We  should  show  to  the  world  that  we  are  solidly  behind  our 
Government  and  are  ready  to  support  our  President,  Woodrow  Wilson, 
in  the  crisis  now  facing  us." 

The  following  resolution  was  read  and  adopted  by  a  unanimous  stand- 
ing vote  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York : 

Here  follows  the  "Pledge  of  Allegiance"  adopted  by  our  own  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  again  by  Bro.  Raij»h  C.  McAd- 
LISTEB.  Our  good  Brother  returns  to  the  old  way  of  reviewing  and 
indexing  by  States  instead  of  copies.     He  says: 

"Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  herewith  submits  the 
annual  review  of  the  proceedings  of  the  various  Grand  Lodges.  For 
reasons  which  seemed  satisfactory  he  has  returned,  this  year,  to  the 
old  form  of  serial  review.    No  promises  are  made  for  the  coming  year." 

New  York  1916  is  attended  to  on  three  pages.  He  quotes  from  our 
Grand  Master  and  Grand  Historian. 

This  State  has  209  Lodges,  with  22,573  members.

Chables  E.  Cabbigan,  Grand 
Master,  in  Ample  Form,  and  after  prayer  by  Worshipful  Baa  Hasbt 
C.  Howard,  Grand  Chaplain,  declared  the  Grand  Lodge  ready  to  pro- 
ceed to  business. 

Seventeen  Past  Grand  Masters  were  present  Bbo.  Abbian  0.  Na- 
DKNBOUGH  represented  New  York. 

The  Grand  Master  says : 

"It  is  a  pleasant  duty  to  report  that  during  the  year  Just  oominc  to 
a  close,  peace,  harmony  and  prosperity  have  prevailed  in  every  section 
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of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  When  the  final  returns  have  been  made 
known,  you  will  igree  that  most  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  have  been 
too  busy  to  do  anything  but  work.  It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  with 
all  our  prosperity,  yet  the  standard  has  not  been  lowered,  and  the  ideals 
that  have  given  Fr«e  Masonry  a  distinctive  place  in  the  fraternal  world 
are  being  treasured  and  maintained. 

"At  the  end  of  each  official  Masonic  year  there  comes  to  each  of  us  a 
pall  of  sadness  on  account  of  the  absence  of  some  well  remembered  face, 
the  impressive  silence  of  a  familiar  voice,  and  the  potent  lesson  to  be 
learned  from  a  serious  reflection  upon  the  lives  of  those  whose  smile 
will  never  greet  us  more.  To  pay  tribute  to  the  dead  is  useless,  except 
that  it  is  effective  in  doing  good  to  the  living.  Hence  it  is  right  and 
proper  to  pause  in  our  labors  to  scatter  a  few  words  of  praise  in  re- 
membrance of  those  with  whom  we  have  labored." 

The  Grand  Master  reports  many  Dispensations  granted,  requests  re- 
fused, also  cornerstones  laid,  dedications,  consecrations,  etc. 

Of  decisions  we  quote: 

"In  balloting  upon  the  petition  of  a  candidate  to  receive  the  several 
degrees  in  Masonry,  are  all  the  members  present  in  the  Lodge  room  re- 
quired to  cast  a  ballot? 

Held:  Yes.  And  the  Tiler,  if  a  member  of  the  Lodge,  must  be  given 
an  opportunity  to  cast  a  ballot. 

"In  voting  upon  the  ordinary  business  proceedings  of  the  Lodge,  is 
every  member  present  required  to  vote? 

Held:  No,  unless  some  question  is  under  consideration  which  re- 
quires a  vote  to  be  made  a  matter  of  record." 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  P.  G.  M.  Geo.  W. 
Atkinson  ;  he  reviews  New  York  on  four  pages,  quotes  from  our  Grand 
Master's  Address,   and   speaks  kindly   of  our  lamented   Col.   Ehlebs.

M.'.  W.'.  Ctbtjs  S.  Stockwell,  Grand  Master,  and  thirteen  Past 
Grand  Masters,  among  these  David  B.  Gbeene,  representing  New  York. 

After  opening  the  Grand  Master  at  once  began  reading  his  Address. 
He  pays  sad  tribute  to  the  memory  of  those  called  hence  and  says : 

"During  the  past  year,  four  hundred  seventy-three  of  our  Brethren 
have  been  called  to  their  reward.  Among  them  are  numbered  three 
members  of  our  official  family  and  four  permanent  members  of  this 
body." 

Of  his  decisions  we  quote  one : 

**Que9tion — ^We  have  a  candidate  for  the  degrees  who  has  his  lectures 
thoroughly  committed,  but  is  afraid  to  stand  the  ordeal  of  an  examina- 
tion in  open  Lodge.  Can  the  examination  be  conducted  in  the  ante- 
room in  the  presence  of  the  Worshipful  Master? 

"AfMirer — No.    The  Grand  Master  has  no  authority  to  dispense  with 
the  examination  in  open  Lodge." 
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In  all  ninety  DispensatioBB  were  israed.  Three  Lodges  were  doly 
constituted  and  one  was  newly  established,  and  much  rontine  work  is 
reported  in  the  Address. 

The  Report  of  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Bbo.  Aldbo  Jenks.  He 
says: 

"Tour  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  has  again  reviewed 
the  doings  of  other  Qrand  Lodges  and  brings  up  its  work  for  inspection, 
arranged  as  usual  according  to  the  alphabetical  method.  Practically  this 
is  the  only  method  being  used  by  correspondence  writers  throughout  the 
world.  Two  or  three  have  essayed  the  use  of  topically  arranged  Cor- 
respondence Reports  but  they  have  always  been  devoid  of  interest  and, 
after  a  feeble  attempt  or  two,  the  writers,  though  naturally  gifted,  have 
realised  that  the  method  is  faulty  and  have  used  the  system  pursued  by 
the  great  bulk  of  reviewers. 

*^rhe  present  report  is  the  twentieth  of  its  kind  which  we  have  pre- 
pared for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  and  one-fifth  of  a  century  has 
passed  away  since  we  took  our  seat  at  the  Round  Table.  It  se«ns  but 
a  brief  period  and  we  can  hardly  realise  that  this  can  be  the  case.  'Be- 
hold how  swiftly  the  sands  run  and  how  rapidly  our  lives  are  drawing 
to  a  close.'  Of  all  the  reviewers  in  the  United  States,  then  engaged  in 
the  task,  only  two  are  still  using  their  pens  and  abilities  in  this  line  of 
woric,  namely:  Bros.  MnxBB  of  Kansas  and  ATEUfBON  of  West  Vir- 
ginia. They,  however,  have  not  been  in  continuous  service  but  for  several 
years  other  writers  performed  the  task  before  they  resumed  the  work 
so  that,  so  far  as  we  are  now  advised,  we  have  been  longer  in  continiions 
service  than  any  other  correspondence  writer  of  the  United  States.'* 


New  Tork  is  reviewed  on  six  pages,  quotes  from  Grand  Master  ! 
fkld'b  Address  and  comments  at  length  on  the  report  of  Bso.  ObsUlH 
Lakg,  our  Grand  Historian,  complains  somewhat  about  the  brevity  of 
our  report.    Lack  of  space  and  bulk  of  our  book  is  our  excuse.

to  this  very  important  fund,  as  every  cent  will  be  required." 
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The  Grand  Master  then  recites  the  numerous  yisits  made  during  the 
year,  also  many  Dispensations  granted. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Bbo.  DbWolf  Smith  and  is 
again  a  good  report 

He  gives  New  York  a  friendly  review  and  says : 

"They  advise  granting  recognition  to  the 

"Grand  Orient  of  Greece; 

"Grand  Orient  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul;

W.\  Grand  Master  a  procesiion  was  formed 
under  the  direction  of  V/.  W.'.  Bbo.  S.  W.  MoGulloch,  G.  D.  of  0^ 
and  marched  to  St  John's  Anglican  Church,  where  Divine  Service  was 
held  at  11  o'clock  A.  M.,  the  sermon  being  preached  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain,  R.'.  W.'.  Bbo.  T.  C.  Mellob,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  the 
procession  was  re-formed,  returning  to  the  place  of  meeting. 

Grand  Lodge  was  then  welcomed  to  Truro  by  His  Worship  the 
Mayor,  W.  Bbo.  Db.  Dunbab,  which  was  replied  to  briefly  by  M/.  W.'. 
Grand  Master. 

Among  other  things  the  Grand  Master  in  his  Address  says: 

"It  is  a  matter  of  gratification  that  within  the  Jurisdiction  there  has 
been  a  marked  degree  of  activity  in  the  large  majority  of  our  Lodges. 
They  have  grown  in  membership  and  strength  and  now  we  fijid  them  in 
a  better  position  than  ever  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Brotherhood. 
In  one  or  two  instances  due  to  a  decline  of  some  industry  upon  which 
the  locality  was  dependent  the  Lodges  there  have  not  had  the  smooth 
sailing  of  some  of  their  more  fortunate  sisters.  These  Lodges  deserve 
special  consideration  at  our  hands  and  what  assistance  we  can  in  jostioe 
render.  But  on  the  whole  the  year  has  been  a  good  one  and  one  calling 
for  congratulation.  Many  of  the  Lodges  are  to  be  commended  for  clear- 
ing up  their  books.  While  it  may  seem  hard  at  the  moment,  in  applying 
without  unnecessary  delay  the  regulations  respecting  non-payment  of  dues 
it  is  after  all  but  dealing  charitably  with  the  delinquent  brother  and  act- 
ing in  all  fairness  and  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Lodge. 

"One  need  not  seem  unduly  boastful  in  recording  that  Masonic  in- 
terest in  the  Subordinate  Lodges  is  as  great  as  at  any  time  since  the 
organization  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  there  are  on  the  horlson  no  lowering 
clouds  to  suggest  that  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  will  not  be  continu- 
ous. The  good  regard  for  the  Fraternitv  is  everywhere  apparent  and 
the  constant  endeavor  in  Lodge  and  individual  practice  should  be  to 
more  firmly  implant  Freemasonrv,  the  outstanding  exemplar  of  the  vir- 
tues, the  neatest  of  which  is  charity,  remembering  there  Is  no  stand- 
still, that  Masonry  is  as  ever  a  progressive  science.*' 

He  pays  sad  tribute  to  the  dead,  mentioning  Whxiajc  Mabbhau. 
Black,  Past  Grand  Master,  who  has  gone  to  his  reward.  He  leaves 
the  record  of  having  done  his  best  to  build  the  temple  of  his  life  here 
on  earth  true  to  the  plan  of  the  Master.  He  was  a  good  man.  Then 
reports  his  many  visitations  and  other  official  acts,  and  concludes  with: 

"And  now.  Brethren,  let  us  all  work  together  in  unison,  appreciating 
the  responsibilities  we  carry  in  our  daily  walk  and  conversation,  strength- 
ening our  Fraternity  with  a  high  ideal  of  membership,  so  that  Masonry 
will  increase  in  power  as  an  agency  teaching  equality,  tolerance  and 
kindness,  and  its  soothing  influence  wUl  be  felt  and  recognised  an  essen- 
tial element  for  the  common  betterment  in  everv  community.  The  law 
of  kindness  is  the  law  of  Masonry.  A  law  sustained  by  the  purest  prin- 
ciples, the  sweetest  thoughts  and  the  highest  reverence  for  the  Dei^.  We 
are  ever  admonished  to  act  uix>n  the  square  and  stretch  forth  a  helping 
hand  to  those  in  distress." 
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The  Report  on  GorreBpondence  is  written  by  Bbo.  Jamss  0.  Jones. 
He  gives  New  York  five  pages,  quotes  mnch  of  Grand  Master's  Address 
and  quotes  also  from  our  introductory  remarks. 

This  Grand  Lodge  has  74  Lodges,  with  6,927  members.

ONTARIO 

The  Sixty-second  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  was  held  at  the  City  of  Belleville, 
Ontario,  commencing  July  18th,  1917. 

Past  Grand  Masters  present  were  M.*.  W.*.  Bbos.  E.  T.  MaijONB, 
J.  B.  Habdino,  J.  H.  BuBBiTT,  A.  T.  Freed,  D.  P.  Maowatt,  Hon. 
W.  D.  MoPhebson. 

His  Worship,  H.  F.  Ketcheson,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Belleville, 
accompanied  by  Aldermen  W.  A.  Woodlet  and  W.  B.  Deacon,  was 
introduced  by  R.*.  W.'.  Bro.  John  Pearson,  acting  G.  D.  of  C,  and 
delivered  the  address  of  welcome,  to  which  the  Grand  Master  responded. 

A  constitutional  number  of  lodges  being  represented,  Grand  Lodge 
was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  and  the  Grand  Chaplain  implored  a  blessing 
from  the.G.  A.  O.  T.  U.  upon  the  proceedings. 

The  M.'.  W/.  the  Grand  Master  granted  permission  for  the  admission 
to  the  side  seats  of  Grand  Lodge  of  all  Master  Masons  in  good  standing, 
as  visitors. 

The  Worshipful  Masters  of  the  three  Belleville  Lodges  were  intro- 
duced and  presented  to  Grand  Lodge  by  R.'.  W.*.  Bro.  S.  S.  Lazier, 
P.D.D.G.M.  of  Prince  Edward  District,  number  thirteen  and  presented 
an  Address. 

The  Grand  Master  pays  sad  tribute  of  respect  to  Past  Grand  Master 
James  Kirkpatrick  Kerr  and  others  who  were  called  hence.  Of  de- 
cisions made  we  quote  two: 

"A  member  directed  that  upon  death  his  remains  be  cremated,  and 
that  the  funeral  be  of  Masonic  character.  His  mother  Lodge  asked  for 
instructions  as  to  compliance.  My  reply  was.  that  because  the  circum- 
stance was  unusual,  I  did  not  understand  that  the  wish  of  the  dead 
should  be  disregarded,  and  advised  them  to  carry  out  his  wishes. 

"May  a  man  unable  to  read  or  write,  or  at  best  unable  to  do  more 
than  make  and  distinguish  the  characters  which  form  his  own  name,  be 
made  a  Mason?  My  answer  was,  *No.'  Technically  there  is  no  demand 
in  our  constitution  that  an  applicant  shall  be  able  to  read,  but  I  am  of 
opinion  that  it  is  imperative  that  applicants  to  Masonry  be  able  to  read 
and  interpret  for  themselves  the  rules  and  regulations  with  which  they 
are  expected  to  conform." 

In  concluding  his  Address  the  Grand  Master  says: 

"It  is  said  to  be  a  truth — a  valuable  truth — ^that  man  learns  his 
lesson  oftener  through  his  emotions  than  through  reason.  From  naked, 
plain  truth  men  indifferently  turn  away  to  search  in  myth  and  symbol  for 
that  which  was  clearly  exposed  and  explained  from  the  beginning.  If 
these  are  facts,  the  wonderful  success  of  Masonry  as  a  teacher  of  a 
science  which  in  purpose  and  scope  embraces  everything  which  makes 
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up  the  sum  total  of  man's  Btrivinc  in  this  life — ^morally,  sociaily, 
cally  and  industrially,  is  due  to  the  form,  sign  and  symbol  by  which  it 
conveys  its  lessons,  and  in  my  judgment,  there  is  no  system,  no  place, 
nothing  proclaimed  from  platform,  stage  or  pulpit,  which  excels  in  prac- 
tical value  to  men  these  lessons  of  the  lodge  room." 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Past  Grand  Master  A.  F. 
Fbeed.  He  gives  New  York  nine  pages  of  excellent  review,  quoting 
from  our  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Historian. 

This  Jurisdiction  has  455  Lodges  and  63,477  members.

QUEBEC 

iJth  Communication,  MONTREAL,  February  ^i*  t^lt- 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  having  taken  his  position  and  ascertain- 
ing that  the  various  stations  in  Grand  Lodge  were  occupied,  and  that  a 
constitutional  number  of  Lodges  were  represented,  called  Grand  Lodge 
to  order,  whereupon  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master,  preceded 
by  his  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  and  District  Deputy  Grand  Maa- 
ters,  and  accompanied  by  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Past  Grand  Masters 
present,  entered,  and  having  assumed  his  chair,  the  Grand  Lodge  was 
opened  in  Ample  Form. 

Six  Past  Grand  Masters  were  in  attendance. 

M.*.  W.'.  Edwabd  a.  Evans,  Grand  Master,  then  delivered  his  Ad- 
dress.   He  said  in  part : 

"We  have  been  permitted  by  the  goodness  of  Divine  Providence  to 
again  assemble,  for  our  47th  Annual  Communication,  and  I  extend  to 
you  all  a  most  cordial  welcome,  and  that  this  welcome  may  be  made 
more  emphatic,  I  would  request  that  the  senior  members  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  wul,  upon  my  behalf,  take  those  who  are  here  for  the  first  time, 
under  their  special  guidance,  and  with  true  fraternal  spirit,  make  them 
feel  that  they  are  indeed  truly  welcome." 

He  briefly  calls  attention  to  the  Premier  Grand  Lodge  formed  in 
England  in  1717.  Reports  his  several  visits,  church  attendance.  Dis- 
pensations granted,  By-Laws  approved,  and  all  that  comes  to  a  busy 
Grand  Master.  He  is  opposed  to  the  purchase  of  Life  Membership,  but 
strongly  recommends  it  for  service  for  a  specified  time. 

Pays  due  tribute  to  the  departed  Brethren. 

In  conclusion  he  says: 

"M.*.  W.'.  Bbo.  Camebon,  in  his  annual  address  in  1910,  strongly 
urged  greater  loyalty  and  fidelity  to  our  beloved  Order,  and  that  with- 
out offensive,  undue  display  on  the  one  hand,  or  craven  concealment 
of  our  adherence  to  its  banners  on  the  other,  we  should  hold  the  even 
tenor  of  our  way,  resolutely  determined,  that  by  truth  to  ourselves,  and 
to  others,  and  by  charity  in  thought,  in  word,  and  in  deed,  the  prindples 
which  as  Masons  we  profess  should  be  so  illustrated  and  practised  in 
the  individual  life  of  each  and  every  one  of  us  as  to  satisfy  uie  demands 
of  every  honest  inquiry,  and  disarm  the  reproach  of  every  hostile  critic" 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  again  by  the  veteran  writer, 
Past  Grand  Master  E.  T.  D.  Chambebs.    In  his  foreword  he  says : 
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"ThirtT  ^ean  ago,  that  is  to  say  in  1887,  the  undersigned  had  the 
honor  of  being  first  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Relations  and  Correspondence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec.  He  has 
been  the  recipient  of  the  same  honor  eTer  since,  with  the  exception  of 
two  years,  1896  and  1897,  during  which  he  served  the  Craft  as  its  Grand 
Master.  His  first  Review  of  the  Proceedings  of  Sister  Grand  Lodges 
was  presented  to  and  published  by  Grand  Lodge  in  1887.  The  present 
one  is  his  twenty-eighth.  For  having  been  spared  to  prepare  so  many 
of  these  Reports,  he  returns  thanks  to  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Uni- 
verse. For  the  opportunity  for  this  service,  and  for  the  confidence  there- 
in implied,  he  is  ^teful  to  his  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec. 
Their  confidence  inspires  in  him  the  desire  to  give  them  of  his  best" 

New  York  is  courteously  reviewed  on  three  pages.  He  quotes  Grand 
Master  Fbeifeld,  speaks  in  praise  of  our  Grand  Historian,  Bbo.  Lano. 
Of  the  work  of  this  Committee  he  says: 

"The  Correspondence  Report  is  chiefly  the  work  of  Bbo.  Shebbb, 
and,  while  it  is  very  much  briefer  than  similar  reports  from  many  of 
the  smaller  Jurisdictions,  it  covers  the  most  important  business  trans- 
acted in  the  various  Grand  Lodges  reviewed.-  Its  strong  point,  and  the 
feature  of  it  which  must  have  involved  the  greatest  amount  of  time  and 
labor,  is  the  review  of  the  many  foreign  bodies  claiming  to  be  Masonic 
in  South  America  and  on  the  continent  of  Europe.  We  presume  that 
in  this  portion  of  his  work,  Bbo.  Shebeb  employed  the  services  of  his 
two  colleagues  on  the  Committee,  Bbos.  Eicn.  Fbenkel  and  Ekaituel 
Lokwenstehv.'* 

Quebec  has  66  Lodges,  with  8,491  members.

SASKATCHEWAN 

Five  Specials  were  held  prior  to  the  Annual. 

The  Eleventh  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Sas- 
katchewan was  held  in  the  City  of  Saskatoon  commencing  on  Wednes- 
day, June  20th,  1917.     There  were  present: 

The  Grand  Master  M.'.  W.'.  Bbo.  John  Hawkins  Andebson  on  the 
Throne,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  R.'.  W.*.  Bbo.  Jahbs  MoCaulet. 

The  Grand  Master  begins  his  Address  with : 

"It  affords  me  sincere  pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  this  our  eleventh 
Annual  Communication.  My  earnest  prayer  is  that,  under  the  benign 
guidance  of  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe,  our  deliberations  may 
result  in  mutual  benefit  and  that  our  present  session  may  prove  the  most 
successful — as  in  certoin  respects  it  is  destined  to  be  the  most  eventful — 
in  the  history  of  the  Craft  in  this  jurisdiction." 

He  reporta  six  new  Lodges  duly  constituted,  also  speaks  of  the  many 
visita  made,  and  pays  due  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  fraternal  dead. 
He  ends  with  the  following  excellent  passage: 

"Masonry  is  not  a  religion  in  the  general  acceptonce  of  the  term;  it 
is  not  characterized  by  dogma  or  subservience  to  outworn  creeds;  it  is 
not  a  system  of  hair-splitting  or  metaphysical  abstractions  which  sharpen 
the  wits  of  the  analyst  and  philosopher;  its  ritual  is  merely  symbolic  of 
those  fundamental  tenets  which  enable  its  genuine  adherents  to  compre- 
hend their  true  relationship  to  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe  and  to 
their  fellowmen.    The  spirit  of  Masonry  is  a  vitalizing  moral  force  which 
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exalts  and  eDnobles  every  hnman  facalty  with  which  God  has  'endowed 
the  being  created  after  His  own  image.'  The  true  Mason  is  gentle,  loving, 
sympathetic,  and  forgiving.  Petty  spites,  jealonsietk  and  animosities  find 
no  place  in  the  categories  of  Masonic  truth.  These  are  frailties  of 
hnman  nature,  and  alas!  how  intensely  human  are  too  many  brother 
Masons!  Let  us  strive  to  make  ourselves  more  worthy  of  our  Masonic 
privileges,  to  purify  our  lives,  to  enlighten  the  understanding,  and  so  to 
perfect  our  conduct  that  this  old  world  may  be  a  better  place  because 
of  our  influence.  To  us  great  privileges  have  been  given,  but  equally 
great  responsibilities  have  been  thereby  imposed.  May  'the  secret  sym- 
pathy, the  silver  link,  the  silken  tie'  of  brotherly  love  continue  to  elevate 
our  daily  lives  and  teach  us  to  prepare  for  Eternity  that  we  may  at  last 
be  enabled  to  stand  before  the  World's  Qreat  Architect  'unstained  by 
vice  and  unspotted  by  sin.' " 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Bbo.  A.  S.  Sobbsll, 
and  though  short  is  a  good  report    New  York  is  reviewed  on  four  pages. 
This  Grand  Lodge  has  125  Lodges,  with  7,618  members.

IRELAND 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  met  In  the  City  of  Dublin  December  27, 
1917.  R/.  W/.  Sib  Ghabubs  A.  Gamebon,  G.B.M.D.,  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  in  the  chair  in  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Master.  In  his  opening 
remarks  this  distinguished  Brother  says : 

"Right  Wobshipful  and  Wobshipful  Bbsthben  :  There  has  been 
hardly  any  meeting  of  importance  presided  over  by  Presidents  of  yarious 
Societies  and  Institutions,  and  Chairmen  of  various  Companies,  and, 
indeed,  I  may  say,  multituainous  peoples  of  various  kinds,  at  which,  with- 
out a  single  exception,  reference  has  not  been  made  to  the  deplorable  war 
which  is  now  prevalent  over  the  greater  part  of  the  civilised  world.  That 
we  might  ezpiect  from  the  fact  that  every  one  of  us,  rich  and  poor,  is 
indirectly  or  directly  affected  by  that  terrible  conflict  .  .  . 

"In  the  meantime,  Brethren,  keep  up  your  hearts.  I  think  there  is 
much  in  the  rallying  cry  of  'Carry  on,'  which  was  the  watchword  in 
great  circles  in  England  some  time  ago.  To  be  depressed  is  foolish  and 
unreasonable,  therefore  let  us  be  hopeful,  but  not  exuberant  There  is  a 
great  difference  between  exuberance,  which  is  unsuited  to  the  present 
time,  and  hopefulness.  Let  us  be  hopeful  that  our  period  of  anxiety  and 
anguish  is  near  its  termination,  and  that  within  another  year  we  shall  be 
restored  to  harmony,  peace  and  plenty  (applause)." 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  H.  B.  Flavellb,  it  can  be 
seen  that  the  craft  here  ie  in  good  condition  in  spite  of  the  heavy  expense 
caosed  by  the  war.  The  Brethren  have  kept  up  liberally  all  their  char- 
itable funds. 

The  Grand  Secretary  says: 

**llie  outstanding  event  in  the  Masonic  World  during  the  past  year 
was  the  celebration  of  the  Bi-Centenary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Bngland, 
in  1717.  It  was  held  in  the  Albert  Hall,  London,  on  the  2Srd  of  June, 
when  the  Grand  Master  of  England,  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Connanght, 
presided  in  person.  The  occasion  had  been  long  looked  forward  to,  not 
only  by  tiie  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  but  by  the  Grand  Lodges  through- 
out the  world  in  friendly  relations  with  it 

'*Owing  to  the  war  the  event  was  to  some  extent  shorn  of  its  brilliancy 
and  universalitT,  still  with  8L000  Freemasons  present  in  the  Hall,  it  was 
a  spectacle  not  likely  to  be  forgotten  by  those  who  took  part  in  it" 

Seven  Warrants  to  establish  new  Lodges  were  issued  during  the  year. 
Three  of  these.  The  "Sir  Crawford  McCuUagh,"  No.  427;  The  "Press," 
No.  432,  and  The  "B.  W.  D.  Montgomery,"  No.  484,  to  Belfast ;  one  to 
Ballymena,  The  "Harmony,"  No.  428;  to  Dublin,  the  "Ionic,"  No.  428; 
to  Bangor,  The  "Cottown,"  No.  430;  and  to  Mountpottinger  The  "Mus- 
kerry,"  No.  483.  A  duplicate  Warrant  was  issued  to  No.  65,  Granard, 
the  original  having  been  destroyed  through  the  malicious  burning  of  the 
local  Masonic  HalL 

Reports  of  the  several  provincial  Grand  Lodges  were  read  and  all  show 
good  cheer  and  prosperity,  but,  above  all,  show  true  Masonic  spirit  of 
charity.

NEW  SOUTH  WALES 

The  twenty-eiirhth  meetlDg  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  held  at  Sydney, 
being  for  the  year  ending  in  June,  1916.  This  Jurisdiction  is  divided 
into  Metropolitan  and  26  Country  Districts,  under  Inspectors,  whooe 
Quarterly  Reports  are  found  embodied  in  these  Proceedings. 

The  Regular  Meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  held  at  Sydney. 

These  quarterly  meetings  were  held  in  September,  December  and 
March.  Most  all  the  business  is  transacted  at  these  several  meetings, 
and  much  good  Masonic  work  is  done  at  each  of  them,  naturally  almost 
entirely  of  local  import,  with  the  exception  of  the  charity  and  trae 
Masonry,  which  is  universal. 

As  \b  customary  in  all  the  British  Lodges,  the  several  Boards  transact 
all  the  business,  the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  of  Benevolence,  of 
Annuity,  of  Audit,  &c.  The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  at  each  of 
the  meetings  recounts  the  visits  made,  Dispensations  granted  and  all  that 
comes  before  him  during  the  intermediate  time  and  other  good  Masonic 
work  done  by  him,  and  aids  in  and  out  of  the  several  Boards. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Bbo.  S.  Soott  YoUNO* 
chairman,  and  is  a  good  paper.    He  says: 

''We  are  apt  to  wrap  ourselves  in  a  doak  of  insular  conceit,  and 
condemn  any  practice  to  which  we  are  not  accustomed ;  this,  because  our 
mind  becomes  contracted  and  moves  in  but  a  small  orbit  If,  however, 
we  study  the  manners  and  customs  of  our  Fraternity  in  other  lands,  with 
a  desire  for  knowledge,  we  shall  soon  find  that  each  point  of  difference 
is  founded  on  some  sound  reason  or  some  ancient  tradition,  has  its  origin 
in  some  fact  or  legend  which,  like  the  familiar  symbols  common  to  us 
all,  conveys  a  high  moral  lesson." 

We  fail  to  find  New  York  in  this  good  review. 

We  find  here  263  Lodges,  with  22,465  m^nbers.

"Once  more,  He  who  directs  all  things  has  given  ns  permission  to 
meet  in  Annual  Communication,  the  fifty-seventh  of  this  Grand  Juris- 
diction; and  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  welcome  you.  Last  year  I  had 
looked  forward  to  a  better  outside  representation  for  this  year  but  alas ! 
1  am  doomed  to  disappointment,  for  the  conditions  under  which  we  were 
laboring  a  year  ago  are  unchanged,  travel  is  very  uncertain  and  unsafe. 

"All  of  our  Lodges  have  been  able  to  keep  open  and  the  four  larger 
ones  have  been  doing  the  usual  amount  of  work.  I  have  been  able  to 
keep  in  touch  with  all  of  the  Lodges  but  one  during  the  past  year  and 
from  it  I  have  not  been  able  to  get  any  replies  to  my  letters  for  over  a 
year.    I  trust  that  before  we  meet  the  silence  will  have  been  broken." 

Then  pays  sad  tribute  to  those  who  were  called  hence  during  the 
year,  reports  several  Dispensations  granted;  no  decisions  are  reported. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  showed  a  good  balance  on  hand  and  a 
numerical  report  showed  the  Lodges  have  held  their  own. 

Whitb  writes  the  Report  on  Foreign  Oorre- 
spondence,  a  short  but  good  review,  with  New  York  well  reported.

PHILIPPmS  ISLANDS 

5ih  Communication.  MANILA.  Fehruary  H,  1917. 

There  being  a  constitutional  representation  present,  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  V.'.  R.*. 
Bbo.  Waiaxb  W.  Webeb,  by  M.'.  W.'.  William  H.  Tatlob,  Grand 
Master.  Three  Past  Grand  Masters  were  in  attendance,  among  them 
our  old  friend,  Bbo.  H.  Eugene  Statfobd,  late  of  Roome  Lodge,  this 
city,  who  represents  New  York  near  his  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  Address  congratulates  his  Brethren  upon 
their  evident  prosperity  and  reports  that  all  but  three  Grand  Lodges  in 
the  United  States  and  one  in  Canada  have  recognized  this  Grand  Lodge. 
As  a  sign  of  the  spread  of  our  Fraternity  on  these  Islands,  the  Grand 
Master  reports  that  thirty-two  Dispensations  to  form  new  Lodges  have 
been  issued. 

"Our  attention  has  again  been  forcibly  called  to  the  practice  of  Lodges 
in  the  States  accepting  petitions  and  conferring  all  the  degrees  upon 
residents  of  the  Philippines  while  said  persons  are  enjoving  a  temporary 
vacation  in  America.  We  do  not  wish  to  claim  any  jurisdiction,  as  a 
man  may  have  a  perfectly  legal  residence  where  he  may  receive  the  de- 
grees and  membership,  but  we  do  claim  that  after  a  man  has  lived  a  num- 
ber of  years  in  the  Philippines,  a  lodge  in  the  States  should  not  accept 
material  of  that  kind  without  first  Investigating  the  man  through  the 
Fraternity  here  where  he  has  lived  and  where  he  is  known." 

Charters  were  granted  to  all  Lodges  under  Dispensation  (32)  and  all 
were  duly  constituted  by  the  Grand  Master,  assisted  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
Officers. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Bbo.  Walteh  Wxlluh 
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Webbb,  his  first  ^offence.     New  York  receives  attention  on  five  paves, 
quotes  from  Bbo.  FmOFELD's  Address  and  from  Geitkbal  Wood's  speech. 

This  Grand  Lodge  has  38  Lodges  with  1,839  members.

Quarterly  meetings  were  held  on  July  27,  1916,  October  26,  1916, 
January  25,  1917,  and  the  Annual  on  April  26,  1917.  While  much 
business  is  transacted  at  these  quarterly  meetings,  the  Annual  is  of 
course  held  as  the  most  important  and  is  also  supervisory. 

Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  the  M.'.  W.*.  Grand 
Master,  Bbo.  the  Most  Rev.  0.  O.  L.  Riusr,  D.D.,  V.D.,  Archbishop 
of  Perth. 

The  Grand  Master  begins  his  Address  with: 

**Worshipful  Brethren  and  Brethren  all — On  this  evening — the  first 
occasion  on  which  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Grand  Lodge  since 
my  return  from  military  duty — I  wish  to  express  my  grateful  thanks  f6r 
the  more  than  generous — the  enthusiastic  reception  you  accorded  me 
when  I  rather  unexpectedly  arrived  in  Perth." 
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Then  recounts  the  official  yisits  made,  the  DiapengationB  granted,  and 
all  other  functions  that  occurred  during  the  year,  and  thanks  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  for  the  work  done  in  place  of  the  Grand  Master. 

"The  reports  of  the  different  Boards — the  Board  of  General  Pur- 
poses, the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Benevolence,  and  the  Board  of  Man- 
agement of  the  Widows'.  Orphans*  and  Aged  Freemasons*  Fund — ^which 
are  now  in  possession  of  Grand  Lodge,  wOl  satisfy  the  Brethren  that  a 
great  deal  oi  business  has  been  transacted  during  the  year.  Altogether 
35  meetings  have  been  held,  and  there  is  ample  evidence  to  show  that 
care  and  attention  on  the  part  of  the  members,  as  well  as  a  faithful  at- 
tendance, have  been  conspicuous  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  I  desire 
to  thank  the  retiring  Presidents  (R.\  W.*.  Bbo.  A.  G.  Munbo  and 
v.*.  W.'.  Bbo.  J.  M.  Macfablaitx)  for  the  service  they  have  rendered, 
and  to  the  Brethren  over  whose  deliberations  they  have  presided."

FREEMASONRY  ABROAD 

Masonic  news  from  the  continent  of  Europe  has  been  very  meagre  dur- 
ing the  last  year,  all  mailing  facilities  having  been  practically  cut  off. 
Not  a  single  report  or  other  communication  has  reached  us  from  Belgian, 
Hungarian  or  German  jurisdictions.  The  Grand  Lodges  of  Sweden,  Hol- 
land and  Switzerland  represent  the  only  continental  contingent  from 
which  some  Masonic  records  have  passed  the  strict  censorship  produced 
by  war  conditions. 

Our  subjoined  reports  must,  therefore,  necessarily  be  more  limited 
than  heretofore,  and  while  no  doubt  Masonic  activities  within  the  bel- 
ligerent countries  have  continued  on  similar  lines  as  during  the  first  three 
years  of  the  war,  the  details  thereof  can  only  be  surmised.  We  must 
content  ourselves  with  looking  forward  to  the  day  when,  in  the  universal 
recognition  of  the  Masonic  principles  of  the  fatherhood  of  God  and  the 
brotherhood  of  men,  real  fraternal  intercourse  may  be  re-established 
within  the  peaceful  chain  of  the  nations  of  the  world. 

We  trust  that  the  few  data  which  we  are  able  to  submit  will  prove 
acceptable  to  our  readers,  with  the  promise  that  we  shall  be  pleased 
to  supplement  the  omissions  as  soon  as  additional  material  comes  to 
hand. 

Meanwhile  we  gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  various  trans- 
actions, reports  and  other  Masonic  publications  enumerated  in  detail 
below.

GRAND  LODGE  *'  ALPINA ''  OF  SWITZERLAND 
(8CHWEIZERI80HE  GROSS-LOGE  ''AL- 
PmA'O  IN  BERNE 

Grand  Master:  Bro.  Db.  Jacob  Sghwenteb,  Lecturer^  Berne.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  founded  June  12,  1844,  and  controls  35  Lodges 
with  4,204  members  (December,  1916)  ;  17  Masonic  Circles  also  enjoy 
the  protection  of  the  "Alpina"  through  various  subordinate  Lodges.  Until 
June,  1920,  corresponding  to  the  term  of  the  present  Grand  Master,  its 
reports,  proceedings,  etc,  will  be  published  in  the  Cterman  language  and 
its  seat  will  be  at  Berne. 

The  present  Grand  Lodge  officers  were  chosen  at  the  Annual  Com- 
munication, held  at  Berne,  May  29  and  90,  1915. 

Regular  sessions  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  "Alpina*'  were 
held  on  December  23rd,  1916^  February  17th,  May  20th  and  June  23rd, 
1917.  The  first  three  took  place  in  the  Masonic  temple  of  the  constitQ^it 
lodge  "Zur  Hoffnung,"  in  Berne,  the  last  in  the  edifice  of  the  local 
lodge  "Freundschaft  und  Bestaendigkeit,"  in  Basle,  If.'.  W.*.  Bbol 
Sghwsitteb  presiding  over  all  meetings. 

The  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Frauoe  to  charter  a  lodfe  in 
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Montreux  for  war  prisoners  interned  in  the  Republic  was  refused  as 
the  "Alpina"  wonld  not  permit  any  foreign  jurisdiction  to  establish  a 
Masonic  institution  within  the  Swiss  territory.  At  the  same  time  the 
French  Grand  Lodge  was  informed  that  all  interned  prisoners,  who 
desired  Masonic  intercourse,  would  receiye  a  fraternal  welcome  from  the 
Swiss  lodges. 

J^  suggestion  that  the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  should  publish  a  peace 
amation  was  discussed,  pro  and  contra,  but  upon  the  advice  of  the 
Grand  Master,  in  which  the  €k)uncil  of  Administration  finally  concurred, 
the  subject  was  tabled. 

In  consequence  of  the  increased  prices  of  labor  and  materials,  and 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  publication  of  the  periodical  of  the  Swiss 
jurisdiction  during  the  past  two  years  produced  a  deficit  of  about  4,000 
francs,  the  Administrative  Council  suggested  an  increase  in  the  sub- 
scription price  from  4  to  5  francs  per  annum,  which  met  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  subordinate  lodge  of  Basle,  having  shown  its  readiness  to  provide 
the  necessary  ways  and  means  for  the  annual  communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  its  offer  was  gratefully  accepted  and  the  general  assembly 
of  delegates  invited  to  meet  in  that  city. 

The  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  issued  an  invita- 
tion for  a  Masonic  Congress  of  the  Allied  and  Neutral  Grand  Lodges, 
to  be  convened  on  January  28th,  1917,  in  Paris,  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
cussing the  question  regarding  the  formation  of  a  union  of  States  to 
prevent  further  wars.  The  Congress  was  to  be  conducted  upon  purdy 
humanitarian  principles,  without  the  discussion  of  any  political  ques- 
tions and  in  accordance  with  Masonic  principles;  the  Swiss  brethren 
decided  to  accept  such  invitation  and  to  have  the  "Alpina"  represented 
by  three  delegates,  the  Grand  Master  and  Bros.  Aubebt,  Aubonne,  and 
Kollbb-Grob,  St  GalL 

In  answer  to  the  inquiry  of  the  lodge  "Les  Amis  Discrete,"  in 
Montreux,  regarding  the  acceptance  or  afiSliation  of  interned  prisoners  as 
members  of  the  Swiss  lodges,  the  brethren  were  advised,  as  a  matter  of 
principle,  to  decline  such  propositions  as  the  duration  of  the  stay  of  the 
captive  soldiers  was  uncertain  and  as  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  obtain 
the  necessary  references  and  information  concerning  the  applicants;  nor 
would  there  be  any  certainty  whether  such  prisoners  of  war  were 
recognised  in  their  own  home  town  as  regular  Masons. 

Considerable  loss  of  property  had  occurred  in  the  Canton  Uri  in 
consequence  of  an  avalanche,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  acted  promptly  in 
taking  up  a  collection  among  the  various  lodges  for  the  amdioration  of 
the  suiferers.  Over  3,000  francs  were  realised,  which  practically  covered 
the  loss  of  the  unlucky  inhabitants. 

It  was  decided  to  forward  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Bngland  a  con- 
gratulatory telegram  upon  the  bi-centenary  of  the  foundation  of  modem 
Freemasonry. 

The  accounts  of  tiie  bureau  for  the  investigation  of  missing  soldiers, 
for  the  last  six  months  of  1916,  showed  a  deficit  of  887.40  francs,  which 
amount  was  allowed  from  the  general  funds  of  the  Swiss  jurisdiction. 
The  general  balance  sheet  at  the  close  of  the  year  1916  exhibited  total 
assets  of  the  "Alpina"  amounting  to  340,888.40  francs,  invested  mainly 
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in  interest-bearing  State  and  Municipal  SecuritieB;  the  principal  item 
of  276,542.05  francs,  representing  the  Oentral  Charity  Fnnd  under  the 
control  of  the  Swiss  Grand  Body.  The  annual  budget  for  the  Masonic 
year  1916  calculated  the  total  income  at  27,660.95  francs,  against  which 
the  general  expenses  figured  only  18,894.90,  leaving  a  net  excess  of 
8,766.05  francs  of  income  over  disbursements. 

At  the  customary  yearly  meeting  of  the  masters  and  deputy  myters 
of  the  constituent  lodges,  held  in  Berne,  on  February  18th,  191^  the 
important  question :  "What  can  and  must  be  done  in  order  to  secure 
for  our  lodges  a  normal  membership?"  was  submitted  for  discosaion. 
Bbo.  Alph.  a.  Bubckhabdt,  of  Basle,  and  Bbo.  Abthxtb  GuiNAin),  of 
Lausanne,  as  referees,  proposed  the  following  ways  and  means:  personal 
influence  upon  the  younger  generation;  public  addresses;  dissemination 
of  Masonic  literature;  financial  assistance  to  public  charities;  publica- 
tion of  Masonic  transactions,  especially  such  as  refer  to  public  affairs  and 
important  humanitarian  questions;  foundation  of  scholarships  for  poor 
but  intelligent  young  people  to  enable  them  to  conclude  their  studies; 
distribution  of  prisces  in  recognition  of  good  records  of  scholars  at  the 
various  seats  of  learning;  publication  of  pamphlets  for  the  benefit  of 
young  people  of  the  profane  world  generally,  in  which  actual  problems, 
such  as  home  economy,  national  education  and  alimentation,  were  to  be 
treated ;  invitation  of  suitable  candidates  for  the  lodge  to  participate  in 
meetings  where  no  ritualistic  work  is  performed ;  foundation  of  a  central 
bureau  of  information  for  the  placing  of  young  people  in  boarding  houses 
or  industrial  establishments,  etc., — all  of  which  plans  were  considered  as 
practical  to  attract  new  recruits  to  the  Masonic  army. 

The  sixty-fifth  ritualistic  celebration  of  the  "Alpina"  was  held  on 
June  24th,  1917,  in  the  auditorium  of  the  municipal  casino  at  Basle  and 
was  attended  by  practically  all  members  of  the  Council  of  Administration 
and  the  Grand  Lodge's  personnel.  The  principal  address  was  made  by 
the  Grand  Master,  who  reminded  the  brethren  that  two  hundred  years 
ago  the  first  meeting  of  Masons  assembled  in  Grand  Lodge  took  place  in 
London,  and  that  from  that  time  the  real  development  of  Masonry  pro- 
ceeded. Bbo.  Sohwenteb  pointed  out  that  the  development  of  EYee- 
masonry  during  the  last  two  hundred  years  followed  along  national  lines, 
and  expressed  the  hope  that  in  the  years  to  come  the  craft  would  broaden 
out  so  as  to  embrace  in  its  folds  the  Masonic  workers  of  all  nationalities, 
irrespective  of  geographical  limitations.  He  further  referred  to  the 
changes  in  Masonic  affairs  brought  about  by  the  prevailing  war  con- 
ditions, including  those  directly  affecting  the  Swiss  Masonic  family. 
He  hoped  that,  when  peace  is  once  more  restored,  it  may  be  the  privilege 
of  the  Swiss  Masons  successfully  to  build  new  bridges  to  unite  the 
brethren  of  the  various  warrizig  nations,  at  this  time  so  sharply  opposed 
to  one  another.  He  also  referred  to  the  international  disturbances  within 
the  Swiss  domain,  likewise  caused  by  the  inevitable  differences  of  opinion 
about  the  disastrous  strife  among  the  nations  of  the  world,  but  advised 
his  hearers,  in  spite  of  the  great  moral  depression  from  which  the  Masons 
suffered,  to  continue  their  labors  without  hesitancy  and  not  to  doubt 
for  a  moment  our  right  to  exist  and  expect  a  brighter  future  for  the 
Royal  Art.  Masonry  has  not  failed  in  this  great  catastrophe,  but  more 
has  been  expected  of  its  power  than  it  was  able  to  fulfllL    He  finally 
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suggested  that  the  Swiss  craftsmen  should  avoid  anything  which  might 
increase  poUtical  antagonism  and  do  everything  in  their  power  to  promote 
unity  and  harmony,  in  order  to  strengthen  the  future  development  of 
their  beloved  Republic. 

Similar  sentiments  were  expressed  by  the  Grand  Lecturer,  Bao. 
ToHTTia,  who  chose  as  text  for  his  discourse  the  admonition :  "We  must 
be  Swiss  citizens,  nothing  but  Swiss,  but  at  the  same  time  we  must  be 
human  beings." 

After  a  collection  for  the  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  had  been  taken 
up,  the  festive  communication  was  closed  in  ample  form. 

The  International  Bureau  for  Masonic  Affairs  published  on  June 
24th,  1917,  a  special  illustrated  volume  in  commemoration  of  the  cele- 
bration of  the  second  centenary  of  the  foundation  of  present-day  Masonry. 
It  relates  to  the  propagation,  the  influence,  the  progress  and  the  charac- 
ter of  the  mystic  tie  during  these  two  hundred  years  and  deserves  the 
attention  of  every  serious  Masonic  student. 

The  charity  work  in  the  interest  of  prisoners  of  war  practised  by  the 
Swiss  fraternity  since  the  beginning  of  the  great  conflict  continued  with- 
out interruption.  The  friendly  co-operation  of  the  various  Red  Gross 
societies  was  especially  mentioned  as  affording  valuable  assistance;  also 
the  help  furnished  by  the  embassies  of  the  different  nations.  It  was 
further  reported  that  the  German  Ministry  of  War  had  replied  to  the 
numerous  acts  of  mediation  which  were  handled  by  the  Swiss  Bureau. 
A  financial  exhibit  in  this  connection  proved  that  up  to  December  31st, 
1916,  a  total  of  8,921.82  francs  was  subscribed  in  voluntary  contribu- 
tions for  the  work  in  the  interest  of  prisoners  of  war,  while  the  total 
disbursements  footed  up  to  7,951.91  francs,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand, 
at  the  beginning  of  1917,  of  969.91  francs.  A  fervent  appeal  for  addi- 
tional funds  to  be  used  in  the  continuation  of  these  truly  Masonic  efforts 
has  been  sent  to  the  Masonic  world  at  large,  and  no  doubt  satisfactory 
responses  will  be  received  as  in  the  past. 

It  was  planned  to  continue  these  war  charities  in  1917,  in  the  hope 
that  the  necessary  funds  to  cover  the  expenses  would  be  forthcoming 
and  especially  in  the  expectation  that  this  terrible  calamity,  which  is 
devastating  Europe,  would  soon  be  concluded  by  a  lasting  peace,  which 
means  a  peace  of  justice  and  of  right  Such  a  peace  would  favor  the 
organization  of  a  League  of  Nations,  which  was  longed  for  by  all  peoples 
and  a  great  many  of  their  governments.  If  an  international  arrange- 
ment of  this  kind  were  possible,  it  would  prevent  the  return  of  a  similar 
catastrophe  and  would  bring  to  the  world  prosperity,  security  and  liberty. 

The  mission  of  Freemasonry  in  the  problem  of  the  present  day  and 
the  tasks  of  our  Fraternity  after  the  war  are  amongst  other  interesting 
topics  discussed  in  the  official  publication  of  the  International  Bureau 
and  we  (pladly  bring  th«m  to  the  notice  of  our  thoughtful  rei^deni,

Brethren. 

We  have  received  no  communication  from  this  Jurisdiction,  which  ia 
explained  by  the  fact  that  it  is  not  customary  in  Denmark  to  print  any 
protocols  of  the  Grand  Lodge  sessions.  Only  historical  reviews  are  pub- 
lished on  certain  occasions.

There  are  now  four  Provincial 
Lodges,  Kristianstad,  Goteborg,  L4nkOping,  Karlstad,  thirteen  St.  An- 
drew's and  twenty-eight  St.  John's  Lodges,  with  a  total  membership  of 
16,037  (December  31st,  1916)  Brethren  within  its  territory.  Swedish 
Masonry  is  distinctly  controlled  by  the  Royal  family. 

No  printed  records  or  protocols  are  published  within  this  Jurisdiction, 
excepting  so-called  "Matrikel  6fver  Frimurare-Ordens."  This  volume 
contains  a  full  roster  of  membership  of  the  Constituent  Lodges  inclusive  of 
statistical  Tables.  The  Publication  also  gives  the  status  of  various 
Masonic  charities  as  well  as  the  by-laws  governing  the  same.  A  list  (^ 
Foreign  Grand  Lodges  with  which  the  Swedish  Grand  Body  entertalaa 
friendly  relations  is  also  annexed.

This  Grand  Lodge  was  constituted  December  25,  1756.  Its  jurisdic- 
tion covers  one  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  each  in  the  East  Indies,  Cape 
Colony  and  the  Transvaal,  being  sovereign  altogether  over  106  St  John's 
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Lodges.  Of  these  54  are  located  in  Holland*  33  in  South  Africa,  17  in 
the  East  Indies,  and  2  in  the  West  Indies.  Besides,  there  axe  4  Maaonie 
Cirdes.  The  total  membership  foots  up  to  about  4,998.  Of  this  nnmber 
2J20  Brethren  are  in  Holland,  700  in  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  116  in  the 
Dutch  West  Indies  and  1,462  in  South  Africa. 

This  jurisdiction  entered  into  an  exchange  of  representatiTes  with 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Philippine  Islands  and  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul 
during  the  past  year. 

For  the  Masonic  fiscal  year  1915/1916  the  Dutch  supreme  body 
received  a  total  of  33,680.16  florins  from  all  sources  and  expended 
29,466.83%  florins  for  its  maintenance  in  all  departments;  for  the  cor- 
responding period  1917-1918  the  budget  reveals  anticipated  revenues  and 
expenditures  balancing  each  other  at  20,300  florins. 

At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  held  January  6th,  1917,  it  was 
announced  that  one  of  the  lodges  and  some  individual  brethren  had 
made  proposals  to  the  Executive  Council  to  intervene  actually  in  the 
organisation  of  a  movement  to  bring  about  the  much  longed-for  peace. 
The  genera]  opinion  of  the  board,  however,  was  to  refrain  from  aiter- 
taining  this  proposition,  for  the  reason  that  the  Order,  owing  to  its  slight 
prospects  for  success  in  these  endeavors,  woold  not  be  able  to  escape  the 
charge  of  a  breach  of  neutrality,  in  which  case  its  chances  for  work  after 
the  restoration  of  peace,  that  is  to  combine  the  brethren  of  all  nationali- 
ties, would  be  impaired. 

However,  this  reason  did  not  prevent  the  Grand  Lodge  from  complying 
with  the  request  of  the  board  of  the  Anti-War  League,  namely,  that  the 
Order  should  tender  its  sympathy  to  the  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  his  endeavors  to  restore  peace. 

A  cablegram  was  forwarded,  reading  as  follows : 

"The  Order  of  Freemasons  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Orient 
of  the  Netherlands  asks  you  to  accept  its  declaration  of  warm  sympathy 
with  your  endeavors  to  bring  about  a  lasting  peace  among  the  belligerent 
parties  and,  furthermore,  wishes  you  all  success  in  thia  peace-loving 
labor. 

"The  Grand  Master  of  the  Order,  S.  M.  Httoo  van  Gun." 

Since  that  time  It  has  been  reported  that  the  non-Masonic  newspapers 
were  informed  by  the  Council  of  the  League  of  the  contents  of  this 
cablegram. 

This  jurisdiction  lost  one  of  its  pillars  when  its  former  Deputy  Grand 
Secretary,  Bbo.  J.  Boudewunse,  completed  his  earthly  career  at  the 
ripe  age  of  eighty  years.  He  was  a  member  of  the  lodge  "L'Union 
Royale'*  at  Ihe  Hague,  and  served  the  craft  for  fifty-three  years.  His 
personal  activity  as  an  official  of  the  "Groot-Oosten"  was  duly  recognized 
in  1914,  when  he  was  made  an  honorary  member  of  its  Administrative 
Council. 

The  "Louisa  Foundation,"  the  principal  Dutch  Masonic  charitable  in- 
stitution, cares  for  17  boys  and  12  girls,  the  orphan  children  of  Maaons, 
much  in  the  same  way  that  our  own  Home  at  Utica  does.  These 
statistics  are  gathered  from  the  latest  report  to  hand. 

Amid  the  storm  and  stress  of  a  cataclysmic  struggle,  the  din  of  which 
penetrates  into  Holland,  our  Dutch  brethren  are  experiencing  considerable 
difficulty  in  the  prosecution  of  their  Masonic  tasks.    But,  all  things  taken 
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Into  accoant,  they  are  executing  well  their  functions  and  help  largely 
to  meet  the  numerous  humanitarian  and  charitable  problems  created 
by  the  war.

In  1804  Pennsylvania  had  chartered  7,  Louisiana  3,  and  South  Oaro- 
lina  2  subordinate  Lodges  in  Cuba.  These  united  to  form  the  Spanish 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  York  Rite  of  Cuba,  March  27,  1818.  Under  Ferdi- 
nand VIII  of  Spain  the  Lodges  were  driven  out  of  existence  through 
persecution,  although  two  managed  to  survive,  and,  with  a  third,  char- 
tered by  South  Carolina  at  Santiago  de  Cuba,  united  to  form  the  pres- 
ent Grand  Lodge,  December  5,  1859.  It  is  sovereign  over  107  Lodges 
and  7,047  Brethren  according  to  latest  statistics  (1917),  while  the 
number  of  una£Bliated  brethren  is  estimated  at  8,000.  In  1885  this 
body  organized  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Porto  Rico. 

The  quarterly  sessions  of  the  Cuban  Grand  Lodge  took  place  on  June 
25th,  September  26th  and  December  24th,  1916,  (followed  by  an  extraor- 
dinary convocation  on  January  21st,  1917)  and  the  annual  session  on 
March  25th  and  April  1st,  1917. 

The  former  practice  of  printing  the  address  of  the  M.*.  W.*.  Grand 
Master  both  in  Spanish  and  in  English  has  been  extended,  so  that  the 
latest  transactions  of  the  Masonic  year  1916/1917  furnish  the  report  of 
the  Grand  Secretary  and  the  introductory  remarks  to  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  in  English  translation  as  well; 
and  more  than  this,  the  three  documents  are  provided  with  a  French 
translation.  This  courtesy  on  the  part  of  our  Cuban  brethren  is  surely 
entitled  to  the  highest  commendation  as  it  will  permit  the  perusal  of  the 
records  of  the  Cuban  craft  in  practically  all  countries  where  Freemasonry 
is  exemplified. 

M.'.  W.'.  Bbo.  Cubbelo,  In  his  suggestive  address,  reported  upon  the 
satisfactory  status  of  the  Cuban  brotherhood.  BUs  retrosi>ect  pointed 
with  just  pride  to  the  foundation  of  a  public  library,  to  the  satisfactory 
condition  of  the  funds  in  its  treasury,  free  from  mortgages  and  other 
obligations,  the  erection  of  a  number  of  new  Masonic  edifices,  a  fair 
increase  in  membership  and  the  propagation  of  Masonic  ideals  both 
within  the  Fraternity  and  without.  He  justly  referred  to  the  Masonic 
life  in  our  sister  republic  as  an  IndiBpensable  factor  of  progress  and  wel- 
fare for  the  commonwealth. 

Five  new  symbolic  lodges  were  chartered  and  constituted  under  the 
names:  '^Soles  de  Marti,"  "Helios,**  '*Ramo  de  Acasia,"  *<Hermanos  de 
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Hiram*'  and  "Macnijes,"  which  aarely  represent  an  extension  of  Maaonle 
activities  during  the  new  year. 

The  Grand  Master  reported  that  he  undertook  to  distribute  lOjOOO 
pamphlets  and  books,  containing  treatises  and  explanations  of  Masonic 
subjects,  amongst  the  Cuban  population,  especially  those  which  refer  to 
the  moral  preparation  of  citizens,  the  triumph  of  healthy  and  poaitive 
justice  and  democracy,  love  of  one's  country  and  due  respect  to  liberty 
and  the  fraternal  sentiments  toward  our  fellow  men. 

Nor  has  the  charitable  side  of  our  Order  been  neglected,  for  the 
Cuban  brethren  contributed  most  liberally  whenever  and  wherever  a 
call  for  assistance  was  made  and  heard,  spending  in  all  $5,924.27  for 
such  purposes  during  the  Masonic  year.  It  is  mentioned  especially  that 
several  of  the  local  lodges  contributed  generously  to  the  society  for  the 
help  and  assistance  of  the  poor  of  the  City  of  Havana,  and  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  itself  sent  a  respectable  amount  to  the  Swiss  Masonic 
Bureau  to  assist  Masons  and  their  families,  either  prisoners  or  victims 
of  the  present  war. 

Proper  tribute  was  paid  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Grand  Master, 
Bbo.  Jos^  Fernandez  PEUiON,  who  mysteriously  disappeared.  His 
unique  Masonic  record  for  wisdom,  constancy  and  zeal  will  ever  have  a 
place  in  the  minds  of  those  who  had  the  privilege  to  know  him.  The 
Grand  Lodge  also  mourned  the  death  of  W.'.  Bbo.  Manuel  Aouabella,  a 
member  of  the  committee  on  foreign  correspondence  and  a  faithful  worker 
in  the  quarries  of  the  craft. 

The  Grand  Master  concluded  his  address  with  a  prayer  to  the  Great 
Architect  of  the  Universe  that  all  fellow-citizens  of  the  Cuban  republic 
should  acknowledge  that  moral  peace  must  reign  among  its  population 
and  produce  an  absolute  peace,  which  will  enable  them  to  obtain  the  full 
benefit  of  social  improvement.  If  we  keep  the  craft  from  the  danger 
of  violent  passions,  we  have  complied  with  one  of  our  principal  duties 
toward  society. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  exhibited  a  total  of  $15,028.93  in  dues 
collected,  leaving  after  the  liquidation  of  all  expenditures  a  surplus  of 
$697.89  for  the  year.

The  esteemed  chairman  of  the  committee  on  foreign  correspondence, 
Bbo.  Fbancisco  P.  Rodbiguez,  in  his  introduction  to  the  report  of  his 
committee,  caUs  our  attention  to  the  revival  in  the  field  of  Masonic 
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literature  and  points  to  the  progressive  movements,  especially  those  lately 
developed  within  the  jurisdictions  of  Iowa,  Indiana  and  Massachusetts. 
He  duly  acknowledges  the  powerful  and  widespread  influence  of  the 
National  Masonic  Research  Society  of  Anamosa,  Iowa,  with  a  member- 
ship of  13,000  and  its  able  monthly  publication,  The  Builder.  He 
further  mentions  the  success  of  the  lectures  delivered  under  the  auspices 
of  such  eminent  brethren  as  Professor  Robcoe  Pound,  of  Harvard  Uni- 
versity Law  School,  D.G.M.,  Grand  Secretary  Bro.  HAiciLTOir,  and 
others.  In  his  world-wide  r^um4  Bro.  R<M)RIGijez  comes  to  the  con- 
clusion that,  generally.  Freemasonry  fulfills  its  duties  in  soothing  the 
miseries  of  the  fierce  war,  which  are  beyond  description ;  it  performs  its 
tasks  as  far  as  possible  and  will  never  tire  of  helping  the  needy. 

The  report  on  foreign  correspondence  reviews  the  proceedings  of  48 
bodies,  showing  the  same  thoroughness  and  true  Masonic  conception  as  in 
former  years.  Its  perusal  has  always  been  a  pleasure  to  us,  and  we 
feel  still  more  indebted  to  the  worthy  representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York,  near  that  of  Cuba,  for  the  able  English  translations  of 
the  various  Masonic  reports  above  referred  to.  May  he  continue  to 
serve  for  many  more  years  his  jurisdiction  and  his  many  friends  in 
foreign  lands  as  he  has  done  in  the  past!

The  Grand  Lodge  was  founded  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cuba  Decem- 
ber 20,  1885,  and  instituted  as  a  provincial  body  October  11,  1884. 
There  are  37  Lodges  and  one  Masonic  Circle,  with  about  1,019  members 
under  its  jurisdiction. 

A  quarterly  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  held  on  June 
16th,  1917,  the  Grand  Master  presiding.  Bbo.  Antobio  Cobdcba,  P.G.M., 
also  attended  with  the  Representatives  of  twenty  subordinate  Lodges. 
The  death  of  our  M.'.  W.*.  Bbo.  Ehlebs  was  announced  and  his  memory 
duly  commemorated  according  to  Masonic  custom;  further,  a  letter  of 
condolence  was  ordered  sent  to  New  York  expressing  the  deepfelt  sym- 
pathies of  the  Porto  Rican  craft. 

Three  new  Lodges  were  granted  Dispensations  as  reported  by  the 
Grand  Master,  viz.,  "Luz  del  Toa"  in  Toa  Alto,  "Mufios  Rivera"  in 
Comerlo  and  **Sinoerfdad"  in  Humacao.  The  Lodges  and  members  jof  this 
jurisdiction  contributed  liberally  to  the  Red  Cross  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
the  collections  up  to  May  19,  1917,  amounting  to  $1480  with  the  hope 
expressed  that  $10,000  would  be  raised  for  this  noble  purpose.

Founded  in  1803,  reconstructed  in  1861  and  1864,  and  formally  ac- 
knowledged in  1887,  this  Jurisdiction  controls  493  St.  John's,  127  Scot- 
tish, and  16  Regional  Symbolic  Rite  Lodges  and  188  Circles.  In  Roa- 
mania,  Tripoli,  Egypt,  North  and  South  America  are  52  of  the  St  John's 
Lodges. 

It  is  reported  that  Past  Grand  Master  Ernesto  Nathan  was  again 
elected  to  the  office  of  Grand  Master,  as  he  was  considered  the  most  able 
man  in  Italy  to  bring  about  a  reunion  of  the  yarious  jurisdictions  in  that 
country.

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sratalatory  telegram  to  the  new  Grand  Master,  expressing  confidence  in 
tbe  Masons  and  their  loyalty  to  the  country  In  this  strennons  time  of 
strife  and  warfare. 


LA  GRANDE  LOGE  DE  FRANCE  (Rite  teossais  an-

Tbe  Grand  Lodge  was  constitated  in  1804  and  reorganised  in  1904. 
According  to  latest  statistics  it  is  sovereign  over  136  Symbolic  Lodges,  of 
which  58  are  located  in  Paris  and  its  suburbs,  6S  in  the  Departments, 
15  in  French  colonies  and  16  abroad. 

We  have  received  a  report  of  a  conference  of  Masonic  Grand  Bodies 
of  the  Allied  Nations,  held  in  Paris,  on  January  15th  and  17th,  1917, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Grand  Orient  de  France  and  the  Grande  Loge 
de  France.  In  addition  to  the  two  jurisdictions  named  there  were  repre- 
sented the  Portuguese  Grand  Orient,  the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Italy,  the  Supreme  €k)uncil  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium 
and  the  Supreme  Council  of  Serbia.  This  meeting  arranged  for  a  Ma- 
sonic Congress  in  Paris,  on  June  28th  to  June  80th,  1917,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  finding  ways  and  means  to  establish  a  society  of  nations,  in  order 
to  avoid  the  recurrence  of  a  catastrophe  such  as  is  now  confronting  the 
civilised  world.  It  was  also  suggested  that  the  American  Grand  Lodges 
should  be  invited  to  participate  in  the  deliberations  on  this  important 
subject 

The  invitation  extended  to  our  Grand  Lodge,  to  send  three  delegates 
as  representatives  to  join  in  this  movement,  reached  us  too  late  to  be  acted 
upon  at  last  year's  Grand  Lodge  Session,  but  we  doubt  that,  even  if  it 
had  arrived  in  time,  it  would  have  been  possible  under  the  prevailing  con- 
ditions for  New  York  to  have  been  represented. 

A  Fraternal  Communication  under  date  of  July  20th,  1917,  was  re- 
ceived from  this  jurisdiction,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  at  present 
the  Brethren  of  our  two  countries  are  battling  together  for  the  same  great 
cause  and  inviting  our  Grand  Lodge  to  cement  this  union  by  entering 
into  official  relations  with  *'La  Grande  Loge.*'  The  letter  was  read  at 
the  Special  Communication  of  our  Grand  Lodge  on  September  10th, 
1917,  and  received  due  consideration.  It  was  resolved,  in  consequence 
thereof  that  New  York  Masons  be  given  permission  for  the  duration  of 
the  War  to  hold  Masonic  intercourse  with  French  Masons  and  visit  their 
Lodges;  tbe  same  privilege  being  extended  in  the  direction  of  members 
of  the  Craft  belonging  to  hitherto  unrecognized  powers  among  the  Allied 
Nations.  The  question  of  a  formal  exchange  of  Representatives  between 
France  and  New  York  was  referred  to  the  Committees  on  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence and  Jurisprudence  for  further  consideration  and  report  to 
the  next  session  of  Grand  Lodge  In  May,  1918.

This  Grand  Body  was  founded  in  December,  1913,  and  claims  to  be 
the  only  re^lar  Masonic  Power  in  France,  according  to  Anglo-Saxon  Ma- 
sonic principles.  Its  constitution  was  favorably  influenced  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England,  which  has  recognized  it  and  exchanged  mutual  repre- 
sentatives with  the  same.  So  far  it  consists  only  of  three  or  four  sym- 
bolic Lodges. 

THE  UNITED  GRAND  ORIENT  OF  LUSITANIA 
IN  LISBON  (Falaso  Magonico,  Rna  do  Oremio 
Lusitano  35)

This  Body  controls  133  Lodges,  with  a  roster  of  about  4,341  Brethren. 
It  was  founded  in  1805,  reconstructed  in  1859,  and  again  in  1869,  when 
the  Grand  Orient  of  Portugal,  that  of  Lusitania,  and  the  Supreme  Coun- 
cil united. 

Besides  having  jurisdiction  over  the  Lodges  mentioned  above,  this 
Body  supervises  49  higher  divisions  of  the  A.'.  A.*.  S.*.  R.'.  and  a  large 
number  of  Masonic  Circles. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Portuguese  Grand  Body  for  a  printed 
copy  of  a  list  of  officers  and  of  the  various  Masonic  bodies  under  its 
control,  issued  in  1916.  The  title-page  of  the  volume  shows  a  good  like- 
ness of  Grand  Master  Bro.  Dr.  de  M.  Lima,  followed  by  a  dedication  in 
the  Grand  Secretary's  own  handwriting,  under  date  of  August  11th,  1916, 
with  this  inscription : 

*'As  a  token  of  friendship,  esteem  and  consideration,  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constantly  strengthening  the  bonds  which  unite  the  Masonic 
family,  the  undersigned  begs  to  offer  you  his  general  roster."

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This  body  was  founded  October  12,  1916.    It  controls  8  Lodges. 

We  are  in  receipt  of  a  fraternal  communication  under  date  of  Septem- 
ber 10th,  1917,  from  R.  W.  Jos^  Olleb,  Grand  Secretary,  referring  to 
the  subject  of  the  recognition  of  his  jurisdiction  by  our  Grand  Lodge. 
With  the  treaty  of  division,  effected  last  year  between  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Panama  and  Massachusetts,  the  former  having  exclusive  jurisdiction 
throughout  the  Republic  of  Panama  and  the  latter  in  the  so-called  Canal 
Zone,  which  means  the  territory  which  the  Republic  of  Panama  trans- 
ferred to  the  control  of  the  United  States,  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt 
that  this  Grand  Body  exercises  exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction  within 
the  geographical  limits  of  the  Panamanian  Republic. 

An  examination  of  the  constitution  submitted  bears  out  our  previous 
impression  that  this  Grand  Lodge  is  regular  in  all  essentials  and  meas- 
ures up  to  our  own  standards  and  requirements,  and  we  do  not  hesitate 
to  recommend  that  fraternal  recognition  be  extended,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  our  Committee  on  Jurisprudence.

DE  VENEZUELA  IN  CARACAS

In  this  Republic  there  is  another  sovereign  Masonic  Body,  known  as 
the  Gran  Oriente  Nacional  de  los  Estados  Unidos  de  Venezuela,  in  Ca- 
racas, founded  July  26,  1893,  and  controlling  35  Lodges. 

R.  VnjJkVENCio  is  reported  to  be  its  Grand  Master. 

We  have  received  a  communication  from  M.  W.  Bbo.  Ramon 
ROSAUCS,  G.*.  M.'.,  under  date  of  October  29th,  1917,  informing  us  that 
the  Grand  Orient  of  Venezuela  having  been  dissolved,  the  Supreme  Coun- 
cil and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Republic,  by  mutual  consent,  have  an- 
nounced their  sovereignty  and  independence  within  their  respective 
spheres.  In  submitting  the  Masonic  constitution  of  the  United  States 
of  Venezuela,  the  Grand  Master  solicits  the  establishment  of  friendly 
relations.  A  reply,  addressed  by  the  Chairman  of  our  Committee,  under 
date  of  December '  13th,  1917,  to  the  Venezuelan  Grand  Master,  asking 
for  further  information,  appears  to  have  remained  unanswered  up  to 
the  present  time,  and  we  can,  therefore,  only  suggest  that  the  application 
be  held  in  abeyance  until  sufficient  data  regarding  the  regularity  of  this 
new  jurisdiction  can  be  obtained.

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under  the  auBpioes  of  the  Central  Colombian  Council  of  Sovereign  Grand 
Inspectors  General  of  the  33rd  Degree,  resident  in  Bogoti.  It  further 
states  that  this  Grand  Body  consists  of  the  following  Lodges:  ^Siglo 
XlXr  '^Triple  Aliansa/'  "BstrelU  del  Cariba"  and  "La  Libertad»"  the 
first  three  being  located  in  BarranQnOla,  the  last-named  in  Oalama,  0»- 
lombia.  The  Grand  Orient  requests  fraternal  relations  should  be  estab 
lished.

Union,  Swltserland  and  Hamburg,  entertain  friendly  relations  with  this 
Grand  Orient,  which  at  the  dose  of  1915  controlled  832  Lodges,  with  a 
membership  of  20,500  Brethren.  There  is  here  also  the  Grand  Orient  of 
Parana,  at  Curityba.
